CENTLEMEN, 


|þ I could have ſuſpeted your affeRions, or have cenſured the duty of this 
County by fone late Attions in it, I ſhould not have taken this paines, to 
g___ you a Teftimonie of my affeRion to you, and to remove thoſe 
Objections, which being raiſed by a Malignant Partie, may, by their cunning 
and induſtry, ger credit even with honeft mindes, The truth is, I come to you 
to aſſure you of my purpoſes and Reſolutions, for the defence of what evyer is 
or ſhould be deare unto you, your Religion, your Libertie, your Common In- 
eereſt, and the Law of the Land : and to undecerve you of that Opinion, which 
I heare hath miſ-led many of you, That the pretended Ordinance of the Xt5- 
litiais warranted by my Conſent and Authornie. As I have already informed 
» by my ſeverail Declarations and Meſſages, that the ſame is againſt the 
Do Law, and an Invaſion of my unquettionable Right, and of your Liber- 
tic and Property, ſo I do now declare unto'you, that the fame is unpoſed up- 
on you 7paimſt my Expreffe Conſent, and in contempt of my Regall Au- 
thoritie ; And therefore whotorver ſhall henceforth prefame to Execute or 
Obey tlie ſatne, I ſhall proceed againſt chem, as againſt ſuch who promare Re- 
bellion, and a&vally leavie War againſt me : And T doubt not, bat you-will 
fadly conſider, That if aty Authoritie withourand againlit my Conſent may 
lawfully impoſe ſuch Burthens upon you, it my hkewile take away a!l that 
you have from yon, and ſubje& you to their lawlefſe Arbitraric Power ad 
Government : And howfar they arc like to exerciſe that Juriſdiction towntds 
you, you may gueſſe by the Infolence of Sir ok» Hothawms at Hull, who ( bt- 
ing a Subje&)nor only preſumes to keep his Soveraigne, by force of Arms,ovt 
His Town, but murthers his Fellow-SubjeRs,impriſons thetn, burnes theie 
Houſes, drowns their Land,/takes them Captives, and commits fuch Outrapts 
and A.ts of Hoſtilrie,as the moſt equal & outragious Enemies praQtiſe ih ahy 
Countrey ; Thayyon may ſee how impoſſible it is for your Liberties and Pro6- 
perties to be preſtryed, when your King is Oppreſſed, and His juſt Rights th- 
ken from Him. Who hath brought theſe Calamities upon your Neighbours 
ar Hull, every Man ſees ; and they onely can bring the ſame upon you. I will 
not beleeve you to be ſoinſenhbb'eof the benefits you have received from me, 
that I need put you inmind of the Gracious AAs paſſed by me this Patlia- 
ment on your behalfes ; And if there be any thing wanting to the making you 
the happieſt SubjeRs in the world, I = ſure it is not my fault, that you _ 
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10 that too : Be not deceived with words and Generall Expreſſions ; Ir is ner 
in your Power toname one Particular, which might make you happy, that I 
have refuſed to Grant : Be not frighted with Appreheufions, That this Coun. 
tey is like co be the Scat of a War ; the Scat of a war will bee onely where 
rions riſe in Rebellion againſt me ; that will not, T nope, be here, and then 
you ſhall be ſure of my ProteRion, I will live anddiein your Defence. And 
that you may bein a Readineſſe, and a Poſture ro Defend your ſelves and me 
againſt any Invaſion or Rebellion, I have Armed (everall Perions of Honour, 
Quality, and Reputation amongſt you, and of your own Countrey, with a 
Commiſſion of Array to that purpoſe. There is no hone? end declared in that 
Ocdinance, which is not provided for by this Commiſſion, which being ac+ 
cording to the old known Law, is fit for your Obedience, and I doubt not will 
finde it. 

In a word, I aſſure you, upon the Faith and Honour of a Chriſtian King. I 
will be alwayes as tender of any thing which may advance the true Procetane 
Religion, protect and preſerve the Lawes of the Land, and defend the juſt Pri. 
viledge and Preedome of Parliament, as of my Life, or iny Crown - and when 
I faile in either of theſe, I will nor looke for your aſſittance ; till then you are

dome, and compoſe the preſent DiftraRtions. Do your duty herein, and be aſ- 
lured from Vs 1n the Word of a King, that nothing ſhall be wanting on Our 
part that inay prevent the Calamities which threaten this Nation, and ma 
zxender Our Peop e truly happy. Ifthis Our Gracious invitation ſhall bee de- 
clined, God and all good men judge berwixt Vs. We ſhall expe to receive 
latisfattion herein by your Anſwer to & preſented to Vs at Beverley upon Fri- 
day next, being he fifteenth day ofthis preſent July.

C having long conglained of the hich «front none unto Us in 
Pur Own Perſon by Sir Iohn Hothim, when TUe went to 
Our town of Hullto view Dur Pagazine and Arms, Dur own 
p20pcr goods( if We ſhall be allowed to call any thing Durown )which 
then were there, and ſince by, and under colour of D2ders made by both 
Dur Houſes of Parliament, not onely without but againſ® Dux Conſent, 
violently takenand carricy from thence, and foz that the 7own it (elf be. 
ing the P3ztacipall Fozt and Pozt of theſc Noztherne parts of this King» 
dome, in a Warlike manner, with many hundzcds of Soulvicrs hath been 
kept and maintained againſt Us as a Garrifon and Town of War, as a- 
gainſt an Cnemie ; And that by the P2acice of a alignant Party, which 
hath too great an influence upon Our two Houſes of Parliament, in ſtead 
of repatring Dur Honour fo2 this Indigntty, ſeverall ©2ders and Uotes 
of the Pato; part then pzcſent, have been mane to tuſtific 'all this as Le- 
gall ; which Ozvers and votes would have Ts, amd others. to beleeve, 
upon the many P3oteſtatfons in Pzint, Zhat there hath been nothing done 
; thercin (as fn many other things of that nature) but foz the ſafety of Dur 
$6 Perſon, the Honour of Dur Crown and the good of the Kingaam ; as if 
of wozvs directly contrary to theſe Actions of Hoſtility could ſatisfic Us, 03 
> anyreaſonable man, not blinded with ſelf opinion, oz abuſed and miſled by 
"og bain and falſe ſurmiſes 03 groundleſſe Jealouſies ; We have now lookey 
* ſomewhatmoze narrowly into the manner of &ir lohn Hothams carriage 
| in this his imploypment, and did findce by the certain Relation of others, 
Z hat fo2 the Foztifying ofthe Place againft Us, his Liege Lov, he hath 
irſcd the help of Art tn moking ont wozks to vefenythe Zown ; be hath pur» 
poſcly cut the Banks, andlet inthe watcrs to d;own the Land-paſſages, 
and to make the Town fnacceſſible by that way , he hath fet foztha Pin 
nace (amonoſt other good Services) to intercept a Pinnace of ours em- 
ployed foz carrying of Letters. Peſſages and Paſſengers between Us and 
Dur Deareſt Conſozt the Nucen ; he permitteth his Souldiers to fuc out 
of the Town-and fozrage upon the Cormtrep , he hath not onely Unlaw-« 
fully but £7 yzannically caſt out divers Inhabttants cf the gown from thefr 
dwellings, becauſe he could not Confide in them ; he hath diſarmed all the 
Townſ-men, that he might put the ſole power in the Souldcrp under hfs 
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command ; he dothcqmpell ſome others of the Jnhabitants, deſirous to de- 
part the Town with thefr Famtles, to abide and continue there againſt their 
wils and by dzowning of the lands about the Towne fnmanner as afoze» 
ſaid, he hath veſtroped the Paſtures, Pedows and Coz1u-lands within that 
compaſle, containing ſome thouſands of Acres of very fruttfull grounds, a- 
mounting to a great value. to the great impoveriſhing ofthe owners and oc- 
cupiers thercof ; And he hath foz divers moneths, continuedin pay many 
hund2evs et Douldiers, and endeavoureth, underpzetence of Authozityfrom 
the two Houſes of Parliament. to increaſe their number from the Countie 
of Linco!n adfopning, and from other places ; and this at the publique charge 
of the Kingdom. and out of thoſe monies pzovived fo2 the relicfof the miſt» 
rics of Ircland, and payment of the great debt to Our Kingdom of Scotland. 

Whereupon, Te being very ſenſible of this extream diſhonour to Us, 
That a own of ſach impoztance, and ſonecr to the place of Dur pzeſent 
Reſidence, ſhould be thus foztificd, kept and maintained againſf Us; That 
the Pozt and Paſſage by Sea ſhould be defended againſt Us by Dur own 
Ships, under the conduct of the Carl of Warwick,whobeing legally viſchor- 
ged by Us of his employment at @eca, by Dur Revocaton of th? Com- 
miſſion fozmerly grantedby Us to the Carl of Northumberland, andby 
Dur command ſignificd unto him under Dur own hand, to v2Itber the com- 
mand of Dur Ships into the hands ofanotherperſon named by Us.hath not- 
withſtanding Our ſaid Commands ( to which the Carl of Northumberland 
pald a duttfull obedience) p2cſumed not oncly to diſpoſſeſſe Us of Dux ſaid 
Navſe, but to imploy it againſt Us, and to take P:iſonersſuch of Dur 
Captains as expzeſſed a loyalgy to Ts,ncco2ding to their oaths and the duty 
of Sublecs ; And that a Ship of Durs lately imploycd foz Dur part cular 
Service into Holland. and returning from thence with ſome of our pzoper 
Goods, hath been chaſed by them as an Enemy, and tafo2ced foz he: ſafe- 
ty, to put Mmto a ſmall Creek within ſix miles of that Town,-and there to 
run on ground, to the great hazard of Dur ſaid Ucſſcll; and that both Dur 
Ship and Goods there were pct remaining in danger to be ſarpziſedby Our 
own Sublecs, Te took a Journy on CUedneloay the ſixth ofthis Honeth 
from York towards the ſaid Creck, to take a view of Our ſaid Ship and 
Ovods thu3 expoſed to danger ; We havingtuſt cauſe to ſear that @ir John 
Hotham, andothers of his Confederacy, would (foz Dur good, andthe good 
of the Kingdom) make p2ize of theſc alſo; and by the oppo2tunity of that 
tourney, We Dur Self arc now fally infozmed of thecertainty of thoſe 
thinge, which Tc had befoze reectved but from the rclation of othcrs.; and 
there received alamentable Pctition of Dur Subiccs of thole parts, com- 
painting ofthe unheard of Jnſoleuce and Sa:barifm? of Sir Joln Hocham, 
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and deſiring Dur tuft and necettny Motecion of them from thole cruell 


Dppzefſions. 

Upon all which Conſiderations, that We may at length, after this [ong 
patience, do that right to Dur Honoar, Dar crown and ropall Dignity, and 
to Our good Subiecs in generail. and thoſe of and neer to Dur Town of 
Hull in particular, which We had reaſon to have erpected from ©ur two 
Houſes of Pariſament ; but have failed of the fruit of Dur long expectation, 
by the malice of ſome fll.affected ſpirits amongſt them, who (Muy nothing 
moze then by falſe pzctences to amuſe and abuſe Dur good people ; We have 
taken this Reſolution, by Gods bleing, and the Aliſtance of Dur gooy 
Subjects, to ſozce Dir John Hotham and all that ſhall take part with him 
in the utifuſt and Treaſonable Defence of the Town of Hull againſt Ts, 
to that obedicnce which is due by Subjects to thefr Liege Lo2d and Sove- 
raſgn, and to refilk the Aſiſtanceintended to &ir John Hotham from Dur 
ſaid Countp of Lincoln and other places adtoynino, if they fhallattempt it, 
And to this purpole Te wfll and require all Our loving Subiects to yeetd 
thcir beſt 3iftance of what kind foever t oſo necef1rp a defence ofour Per» 
ſon, and fuſt vindication of ſo great an injury off:red unto Us, to the diſho» 
nour of this Natfon. And We do declare, Zht whoſvever ſhall afve Ts 
their cheerfull help at this time, and to this purpoſe, either with Mer, Hozſe, 
Arms 02 Poney, tobe bzought, ſent oz conveped unto Us, We ſhall look 
upon it as a Service never to be fozgotten. 

And this. We publiſh to all Dur Subfets, and to all the wo2ld; that thev 
may truly underſtand the cleering of Dar Jntentto 1s herefn, as we ſhall vo 
in all other things concerning Dur Govermyent ; And that We do. and e- 
ver ſhall maintain thoſe Reſolutions We have p2of:Mcd ſo often, and ſo fe: 
rioufly by Our fozmer Declarations, That We will continue and vefend 
the true P2oteſtant Religion as it is by Law eſtablihed in the Church of 
England, The Laws of the Land, The K:ights and tuft Liberties-of Dur 
Subtecs, cqually to and with Dur own juſt Pzerogative, And the true 
Patviledges of Parl'ament, And never infringe any Ac conſented to by Us 
this Parliament, And that We have not, noz ever ha? the leaſt thought of 
making War upon Dur two uu of Parliament, as hath been Cande- 
rofly and mallcioufly publiſhed, And theſe things, not Dar wozds onelp, 
but all Dur Actions ſhall make good, And in this Rrefdlutfon andthe tu

Hat any one or more, already all.,wed by both Houſes of Parliament, to 
be a Deputy Lievtenant,or Deputie Lievrenants in any County,or any o- 
cher two perlons or more in eyety County, Citic, or Borough, which ſhall be 
approved by both Houſes, ſhall have power to put the Propoſitions in executi- 
o8, in all points accerding to the former Inſtrutions. | 

That the Knights, Cirizens, and Burgeſſes of the ſeveral! Countics, Cities, 
and Boroughs within this Realme,be required with all fpeed to commend theſe

That the Perſons aforeſaid may have power to name one or more in each

the —_—— Money, Plate, and Horſes , as much conducing to that ſervice, 
And they doe further declare, That whoſcever ſhall yer bring in Money, Plate 

or 
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or Horſes, or ſubſcribe, to bring in any 28 Plate,or Horſes, according tothe 
faid Propoſitions,and to the ends therein mentioned, ſhall do an acceptable ſer- 
vice to the Commnn=wealth, and ſhall have the ſame Confideration , Condi- 
tions and ProteRion, as is expreſſed in thoſe Propoſitions, onely it is ill de- 
fired » that it may be done with all convenient ſpeed.

and apprabatign of that prudent valour, vigilancy and faith ce of the Go- 

vernour, Officers and Souldiers imployed tn the faid Towne, both for the diſ- 

covery of plots forinerly contrived for the betraying ofthe faid Town,and their 

undaunted Reſolutions to keep the ſame again whomſoever for the ſervice of

againſt the Parliament, by Gods providence diſcovered and fruſtrated , they 
drew His Majeſty into the Northern parts » and in His Namedid publiſh di- 
vers falſe ſcandals and ignominious Reproches againſt the Lords and Com-

And when he ſhall be aſſured that the ſame neceſſiry and pretence of publicke 
which took Hull from him, may not put a Garriſon into Newcaſtle, to 
eep the faine againAt hiny, he will remove his from thence, and from Tr 
month ; Till when, the Example of Hall will not out of his memorie. 

For the Commiſſions of , Which are Legall, and are fo proved by z 
Declaration now un the Þ refſe, his Maieflie wonders why they ſhould at this 
time be thought grievous, and fir to be recalled, if the of Invaſion and 
Rebellion be © great, that by an illegall pretended Ordinance it is neceſſary 
co put his ſubictts into a Poflure of Defence, to Array, Train and Muſter 
them, he knowes not why the ſame ſhould not be dune in a regular, knowne, 
lawfull way : Bur if in the execution of that Comnuſfion, any thing ſhall be 
unlawfnlily impoſed upon his good ſubicAs, his Maieſty will take all iuft and 
neceſſary care for their redreſle. 

For his Maiefties comming neerer to his Parliament, his Maieſtic hath ex- 
preſſed himfelfe fo fully in his feverall Meſſages Anſwers, and Declarations,and 
ſo particularly avowed a reall feare of his Safery,upon ſuch inftances as cannot 
be anfivered, that he hath reaſon to take himſelſe ſomewhat negkeRed, That 
ſince upon fo manifeſt Reaſons it is not ſafe for his — come to than, 
both his houſes of Parliament will not cone neerer to his Majeſtic, or to ſuch a 

where the Freedome and Dignity of Parliainene might be preſerved. 
his Maieſtie (hall be to hear of ſome ſuch Exainple in their 
puniſhing the Tumulcs ( which he knows not how to expe) when they haye 
declared, Thar they knew not of any Tumules, though the houſe of Peers deſi- 
red, both for the Dignity and Freedome of Parliament, That the houſe of Tomi- 
moas would ioyn with ther 1n-a Declaration againft Tumulcs,. which che 
refule ( that is negie Fed ts doe) and other ſeditious Actions, Specches, a

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Writings, as may take that apprehenſion of danger from him, 


when ' 
he remembers the particular complaints himſfelte hath made of butneſſes of 
that nature, and that in ſtead of inquicing out the Authors, negleR of Exami..' 
nation hath been; when offer hath been made to both Houſes to produce” the: 
Authors( as in that Treaſonable Paper concerning the Afulitia) and when He 


foes every day Painphlets publiſhed againſt his Crown, and againſt Mon 
it ſelfe, - reftrrmely upon his late Meſſages, Declarations, _— 
preſſes, and ſome Declarations of their owne, which-g1ve too great incourage= 
ment in that Argument toill affeRed Perſons; His Maicſtic cannot with con- 
fidence entertain thoſe hopes which would be moſt welcome to him. 

For the leaving Delinquents to the due courſe of Juſtice; His Majeſtic is moſt 
aſſured He hath been no ſhekeer to any ſuch : If the teadiouſneſſe and delay in 


proſecution, the vaſt charge in Officers Fees, the keeping men under a generall- 


Accufation without triall a whole yeere and more, and io allowing them no 


way for their Defence and Vindication, have frighted men away from fo 


chargeable and uncertain an attendance ; The Remedy is beſt provided where 
the Diſcaſe + Ifthe Law bethe meaſure of Delinquencie, none ſuch are 
within His Majeſties proteRion : But if by Delinquents, ſuch are underſtood 
who arc made fo by Vote, without any reſpaſſe upon any known oc etabliſh- 
ed Law ; If by Delinquents thoſe nine Lords are underſtood, who are made 
Delinquents for obeying His Majefties Summons to come to Him, after their 
ſay there was neither ſafenor honourable, by reaſon of the Tumults and other 
Violences, and whoſe impeachment, He is confident, is the greateſt breach of 
Priviledge chat before this Parliament was ever offered tothe Houle of Peers ; 


If by Delinquents, ſuch are underſtood who refuſe to ſubmit. to the pres ' 


rended Ordinance of the Milnra, to that of the Navie, or to any other 


which His Majeflic hath not conſented to, ſuch who for the peace of the King-, 


dome, in an humble mauner, prepare petitions to Him, or t9 both Houſes, 'as 
His good SubjeRts of London and Kent did, whileſt ſeditious ones, as that of 
Eſſex, and other places, are allowed and cheriſhed ; If by Detinquents ſach are 
underfiood, who are called fo for publiſhing His Proclamations. (as the Lord 
Major of L»nden) or for reading His Meſſages and Declarations(as divers Mi- 
niſters about Landon and elſewhere ) when thoſe againſt Him are diſperſed 
with all care and induſtry, to poyſon and corrupt the Loyalty and Aﬀection 
of His people ; If by Delinquents, ſuch are underſtvod, who have or ſhall 
tend His Majeſtig Maney, in the Univerſities, or in any other places; his Ma- 
jeflie declares to all the world, That He wilt prote& ſuch with His utmoſt 
power and ſtrength, And direRs, that-in theſe” caſes they fabmitnor ro 
Meſſengers or Warrants ; It being noleſſe His duty to. prote& thoſe who are 
innoZunt then to bring the guilty toCondigne puniſhment, of both which the 
Law 
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Law isto be Judge. Arid if both Mo mie foe thinke fir to make a Generall, 
and to raiſe an Army fordefence of thoſe who obey their Orders and Com- 
X nmands ; His Majeftie muſt nor fic ſtill, and ſuffer ſuch who ſubmit to his juſt 
"> Power, and are ſollicitous for the Laws of the Land, to periſh, and be undone, 

& becauſethey are called Delinquents : And when they ſhall take upon them to 
difpence with the Attendance of thoſe who are called by his Majeſties Writ, 
whileſt they ſend them to Sea to rob his Majeſty of his Ships, or into the ſeye- 
rall Counties, to put His SubjeRs in. Arms againſt Him, his Majeſtic ( who 
onely hath it) will not loſe the Power to diſpenſe with them to-attend his own 
perſon, or to exccure ſuch Offices av are necelfary for the preſervation of Him- 
ſelfe and the Kingdome, but muſt proteX them, though they are called De- 
linquents. 

For the manner of the proceeding againſt Delinquents, his Majeſtic will

Having faid thus much to the particulars of the Petition, Though His Ma- 
jeſtic hath reaſon to complaine, That fince the ſending this Petition, theyhave 
beaten their Drums for Suuldiers againſt Him, Armed their own Generall 
with a Power deftrucive to the Law and Liberty of the Subjects, and choſen 
a General of thcir horſe; His Majeſtic our of his Princely love, tenderneſſe, 
and compaſſion of His People, and defire to preſerve the Peace of the” King-/ 
dome, That the whole Force and Strength of it may be uniced for the defence 
of it ſelfe, and the reliefe of [reland ( in whoſe behalfe He conjures both his 
houſes of Parliament, as they will anſwer the contrary to _—_ (0d, his 
Majeftie, to thoſe thar truſt them, and to that bleeding miſerable Kingdome, 
That they ſuffer not any . Moneys granted and collected by Act-of Parlia- 
ment, to be diverted or employed againſt his Majeftie; whileſt- His Souldiers 
in that Kingdome are ready ro murine, or periſh for want of Pay, and the bar-- 
barous Rebels prevaile by that incouragement) Is graciouſly pleated once more 
to propoſe and require ; | | 

That His Town of Hl! be immediately delivered up to Hlamy which being 
done ( though his Maicftic hath been provoked) by unheard of Infolencies of 
Sir John Hotham, ſince his burning and 7 Countrey, in ſeizing his 
Wane, and other Provifions for His houſe; and icornfully uſing His Servant, 
whom he ſent to require them, ſaying, /t came to him by Providence,. and he will 
keep it ; and fo refuling to deliver it, with theeats, if he or aby other 'gf his fal-' 
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low Servants ſhould again repaireto Hall about it; And in taking and de- 
raining Priſoners divers Gentlemen, and others in their paſſage over the Hums- 
ber into Lincolnſhire, about their neceſſary occafions, and ſuch other indigni- 
ues, a5 all gentlemen uſt reſent in his Maieſtics behalfe, his Maieftie, to 
his earneſt delice of Peace ( for which he will diſpenſe with His own honour ) 
and how farre he is from defire of Reyenge, will grant a free and 
Pardon to all Perſons within that Town. 

That his Maieſties Magazine taken from Hall, be forthwith put into ſuch 
hands as he ſhall appoint. 

That His Navie be forthwith delivered lato ſuch hands as he hath direRted 
for the Government thereof; The detaining thereof after his MaieGies dire- 
ions publiſhed and received tothe _—_— and imploying his Ships againſt 
him in ſuch manner, as they are now uſed, being notorious high Treaſon in 
the Commanders of thoſe Ships. 

That all Armes, Leavies, and Proviſions for a War, made by the Conſent 
of both houſes (by whoſe Example his Maicflie hath been forced to inake ſorne 
preparations) be immediately laid down; And the pretended Ordinance for 
the Militia, and all Power of impohng Laws upon the SubieR, without his 
Maieſlies Conſent be diſayowed, without which the ſame Pretence will re- 
maine to produce the ſame Miſchiefs ; All which his Maieftic may as lawfully 
demand, as to live, and can with no more Juſtice be denied him, then his Life 
may be taken from him. 

Theſe being done, and the Parliament adiourned co a ſafe and fecure Place, 
his Maictie promiſes in the preſence of God, and bindes himſelfe by all his 
Confidence and Aﬀſurance in the AﬀeRion of his ,that he will i 
and molt cheerfuly lay down all the Force he ſhall have raiſed and di 
all his future and intended Leavies, That there may be a generall face of peace 
over the whole Kingdom. And will repair tothem, and defires that all Diffe- 
rences nay be freely debated in a parliamentary way, whereby che Law may 
recover its due Reverence, the SubjeRt his iuſt Libertie, and parliaments them- 
ſelves their fult Vigour and Eftimation ; And ſo the whale Kingdan, a bleſſed 
peace, Quiet, and proſperity. 

If thee propoſitions be reiefed, his Maieſtie doubes not of the pro- 
tetion and Aſſiſtance of Almighty God, and the ready concurrence of his 
Subiects, who can have no hope left them of enioying their own long, if their 
King may be oppreſſed and ſpoiled, and muſt be remedileſſe. And though his 
Towns, his Ships,his Armes, and his Money be and taken from him. he 
hath a good Caufe left, and the hearts of his prof, hich with Gods bleſſing 
he doubts not, will recover all the ret. Laſtly, i vation ofthe proce- 
ſang Religion, the defence of the Liberty and Law oftheKingdom, the Dig- 


airy 


ſpeedy Conſent to what His Majeſtie hath now and deſired. 

And of this His Maieſtie expeRts a full and poſitive anſwer by Wedneſday, 
the ſeven and twentieth ofthis intane July : Till when he will not make any- 
Attempt of Force upon Hull, hoping in the AﬀeRion, Duty and of 
the petitioners : and in the mean time expects thar no ſupply of Men be pat 
Hull, or any of his Maicfties Goods taken from thence.

before the Commirtee , to avow the faid Petition , and contents thereot : The 
Comunirtee thought fit to take the Information of divers Gentlemen, Members 
ofthe Houſe of Commons , and others, and rodeliver unto the Houſe their 
joynt and ſeverall Anſwers, according unto their own Relations, 

Firſt, As to the cauſe of the Peritioter Captaine #illiam Booth his commit- 
ment, (as he terms it) Sic Wiltiem A ; Sir Edward Aiſcough, Sir (hbriſto- 
pher Wray, Six Anthony Erby, Maſter Hatcher, Matter Broxholme, all Members 
ofthe Houſe of Communs , Doe teftifie That. an Information was given unto 
the Lord Willoughby of Parbam, Lievtenant of the County of Lineoln, and his 
Deputy Lieyrenants, as they were taking a view.of the-{a/rtia at Caſtor, (be- 
ing one of the Diviſions in the County of Linco/n,) that Captain Booth was in 
yak calling in divers of the Country to him , and-reading to them the 
Kings Proclamation. concerning the- Mlitia , thereby endevouring to dit 
ther many,of the Souldiers fram ſhewing their Arms : As alſo, that the day 
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beforeat a general 1veeting there, the aid Captain Beach did publikely langhy, 
and deride the proceedings of the Lord Willowghby and his Deputy Lievtenaug 
at Lincol», faying i a fcoffmg manner, There was a braye appearance at Eine 
coln of ſorve 15 0r 16 men; whereas the6truth.is, than appeared abour 80 , the 
whole Trained Bands con(riting but of one hayndred perſons. Yet this was 
not the ſole cauſe ofhis reſtraint ; for at the ſame time;this further information 
was alſo brought again(t him by a Gemleman of good credit, viz. That Cap» 
tain Booth had ſaid that things would never goe well aslong as King Pym go» 
yerned, and chat he longed to ſee the King and Parlizment parted, for rhen che 
King ſhould ſee who were his Friends, (or words tothiseffeR :) Whereugen 
a Meſſenger of the Lords Houſe then attending , hee was wy to take care 
that the ſaid Captain Booth ſhould be forth comming to anſwer thoſe ſeveral 
Chargesthe next day , forthat many of the Conntrey being then aſſembled 
to ſhew their Arms, the Lord Willoughby had not time to exatnine him , nor 
thoſe Deputy Lievrenants of his who were: Committees of Parliament , and 
ſent down with Inſtructions to ſend fixch perſons in fafe cuſtody to the Parlia« 
ment, as they ſhould find ſpeaking any words tending to the derogation of the 2 
proceedings thereof.

He Lords and Commons in Parliament do declare, That it is againſt the 

Laws and Liberties of the Kingdome, that any of the Subjects thereof 
ſhould be commanded by the Kingto attend Him at His pleaſure, but fuch as 
are bound thereto by ſpeciall ſcrvice ; And it any Meflengers or Ofticers ſhall 
by colqur of any command from His Majelty, or Warrant under His Majeſties 
hand, Arreſt, take, or carry away any of His Majelties Subjets toany place 
whatſoever contrary to their wils ; that it is both againſt the Law of the 
Land, the Liberty of the Subjects, and is to the diſturbance of the publique 

ce of the Kingdome, And any of His Majeſties SubjcRs ſo Arreſted, may 
[awfully refufe to obey ſuch Arreſts and Commands. 

And 1s is farther declared, that whoſoever is imployed by both or either 
Houſe of Parliament, concerning the Ordinance for the Afiliria, or in advan- 
cing the Propoſitions, for raiſing of Horſe, m_—_ or Plate, according to the 
inſtrutions of both Houlcs, or in furthering the ſubſcriptions for Ireland, or 
in any other ſervice of both or either Houſe of Parliament, ſhall not depart 
that ſervice, orattend His Majeſty upon any ſummons or commands, figni- 
fied by Letter, Proclamation or otherwiſe, except ſuch Perſons ſhall be com- 
pelled to ſuch departure or attendance by Authority of Law. And in fo do- 
ing, both Houſes of Parliament will extend the utmoſt of their Power for 
their indemnity.

TH: Lords and Commons have commanded theſe enſuing Letters and 

Notes to be Printed, The Copy of a Letter written by the Lord Digby to 
the Queene, the tenth of March laſt, of his owne hand-writing : An origi- 
nall Letter written to the Lord Digby, by M* Thomas E llior, from Yorke the 
27. of May laſt, two notes of Armes, the one of whichis partly His Majelties 
owne hand, both found among my Lord Dighyes papers: In the Letter of the 
Lord Digby to the Queene, it may be obſerved, how he diſcovers his vene- 
mous heart to this Kingdome, in that malicious cenſure, that we are a Coun- 
trey unworthy of Her ; unworthy indeed to be fo often defi igned to ruine and 
deltrution, to be undermined and circumvented by fo many plots and devil- 
liſh projets of Jeſuites and Pricſts, and other the moſt fatious and Malig- 
nant ſpirits in Chriſtendome ; by which we had been often ruined and de- 
ſtroyed, if Gods wonderfull mercy had not preſerved us : And wecall his 
divine majeſty to witneſſe, that we have never done any thing agaialt the per- 
ſonall ſafety or Honour of Her Majelty ? onely we have defi -, to be ſecured 
from ſuch Plots, from ſuch miſchievous , that they might not have the 
favour ofthe Court, and ſuch a powerfull influence upon His Majcſtiecs Coun- 
cells as they have had, to the extreame hazard, not onely of Civill Libertic 
and Peace of the Kingdome, but of that we hold much dearer thentheſe ; yea, 
then the very being of this Nation ; that is, our Religion, whereupon depends 
the honour of Almighty God, and falvation of our ſoules : Let this Lord, who 
waslong amongſt us, and knew the Grounds of our proceedings, and moſt ſe- 
cret conſultations, produce any thing (if he can) of undutitulneſſe , or dil- 
reſpe&t to Her Majeſty, exprelt or intended by us. 

Another diſcovery in the Letter is this, That this Lord confeſſcth that he 
writtoHisMajelty with the hardinefle which he thouhgt his affaires and com- 
plexion required ; what this was may be well perceived ina Letter from hin» 
ſelfe to the ene, heretofore Printed by our diretion ; his affaires in the 
judgment of this Lord requir:d, That he ſhould withdraw himſelfe to ſome 

lace of h ; ſuch was the Councell that he gave him, and how wellit 

ath beene followed every man may perccive ; But what His Majeſtics com- 
plexion required, that may ſeeme a greater mylterie, and yet this may bs 
collcted out of that Letter, That His Majeſty in the apprehenſion of this 
Lord, was too mclinable to an Accommodation with His Parliament, which 
in a kind of ſcorn in that Letter, is called, The eafie or the ſafe way ; This com- 
plexion ſo beſeeming a good Prince, required ſuch a hardy and vchement 
provocation to wrath and warre againſt His Subjects, as this Lord preſumed 
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to :xpreſle in that Letter, and beſides his Treachery to the Kingdome, we may 
kerein obſerve a great degree of iafolzace and contempt towards His Mayes 
ſty. that he ſhanld dare in a Letter to the Queene to tax His Majelties com- 
plexion, with ſo much as mildneſſz towards His people, mult necds be requi- 
red fuch hardy and bold Coun{cll. 

In Mt Elliors Letter it may be firſt obſerved, That whilſt His Majcſty con- 
teſts with His Parliament for ſome queſtionable Prerogatives, concerning the 
Common-wealth, His owne Servarits do really deprive him of an undoubted 
Prerogative, of being the ſoveraigne diſpoſer of favours and pretermentsin 
His own: Family, which this Gentl-man doth expreſle in that reſolution, 
nzver to have any place about His Majeſty, but by the Queene, and may be 
furthcr obſerved what theſe deſperate Counſells avon: the King are molt at- 
traid of, and what they think moſt hurtfull to themſclves, that His Majclty 
ſhould be inclined to an Accommodation with His people ; by this they teare 
to bz undone, that 1s, to loſe that prey, the cſtates of the Parliamcnt-men, 
an4 other good SubjeRs, which they have already devoured in their owne 
tanci:'s, wA that they expe to be preſerved from this undoing by the Queenes 
interpoſing. 

By theſe two Notes may be obſerved, That at the time whilcſt ſo many 
D-clarations were publithed in His Majeſties Name, with folemne Protefta- 
tions of His Ma jelties Intentions of rayling onely a Guard for His owne Per- 
{on, all ſorts of proviſion for an Army were made beyond the Seas, and this 
poor Kingdome deſigned to the miſery and confuſion of Warre, and under 
the diſguiſe of defending the Proteſtant profeſſion, an Army to be rayſed io 
the Intention of theſe wicked Counſ: ors, tor the ſuppreſſing and deſtructi-

Gentlemen , 


VV Hen I direRed that Summons ſhould be ſent out for your meeting here 
this day, my principall end was, That I might give you thanks far 

the great forwardnefle and expreſſions you have made of your affetions to me 
fince I came into tkis Country, and to aſſure you, That asthe whole Kingdom 
hath great reaſon to value you exceedingly for it, ſo I ſhall be very unſatisfied 
with my felfe, till1 have found ſome way to fix a mark of favour, and eftima- 
tion upon this County, and this people, which may tell Polterity, how good 
ſubzeRts you have becne, and how much Gentlemen ; and I am confident the 
memory of it will grow up with my Sons teo, in a jult acknowledgment, 
This wasthe molt 1 intended to fay to yeu, but there is an unquiet Spirit a-

broad, which every day throws in new accidents to diſturbe, and confound the 
ike Peace, How I was driven frem London, when I choſe this place 
my fafcty, is fo notorious, that all meu know it, who know any thing ;

hands of a tew Malignant perſons, who have entred into a Combinationto 
deſtroy Us : And all this done under pretence of a trult repoſed by the people. 
How farre you are from committing any ſuch trult, molt of the perſons tru- 
fed by you, and your owne expreſſions of duty to me, hath manifeſted to all 
the World, and how farre the whule Kingdome is from avowing tuch a truſt, 
hath already, ina great meaſure, and I doubt not will more every day appear; 
by the protellions of every County : for I am wholly calt upon the aftetions 
of my people, and have no hope but in the bleſſing and alliftance of God, the 
juitnefleof my cauſe, and the love of my Subjects, to recover . what is taken 
trom me and them, for I may jultly ſay, they are equill loſers with me. 

Gentlemen, I deſire you to conſider what court is to be taken for your ewn 
ſecarity trom the excuriions from Hx//, and the violence which threatens you 
from thence : I willaſſiſt you any way you propoſe. Next, I deſire you, out 
of the publicke Proviſion, or your private Store, to furniſh me with ſuch a 
number of Armes (Muſquets and Corflets Jas you may conveniently ſpare, 
which I doe promiſe to ſee fully repaid to you : Theſe Armes I defire may be 
ſpeedily delivered tothe cultody of my Lord Major of Tork, tot my uſe, prin- 


cipally from thoſe parts, which by reaſon of their diſtance from Hal are leaſt 
abje& to the feare of violence from thence. 

And whoſoever ſhall fo furniſh me, ſhall be excuſed from their attendance 
and ſervice at multers, tilltheir Armes ſhall be reſtored ; which may well be 
ſooner then I can promite, or youexpeR. I d-fire nothing of you but what 
is neceſlary to be done for the 11mg ion of Gods true Religion, the Laws 


ofthe Land, the Liberty of the SubjeR, and the very being of this Kingdome 
of England ; for tis too evident all theſe are at ſtake. 
For the compleating my Sons Regiment for the guard of Perſon, under the 


command of my Lord Cumberland, I referre it wholly to your ſelves, who 
have expreſſed ſach torwardnefle inus.

Ee the Lords and Commens in P arltament aſſembled, Having 

taken imto ſeriouc conſideration, the preſent State and Condits- 
on of imminent danger, tn which the King dome now ſtands, tyreaſon of s 
mal;onant P arty, prevailing with His Majeſty ; putting him «pon Vis- 
lent and perilous wayes, and now in Arms agatnſt us, to the hazard; 
of His Majeſfties Perſon ; aud for the oppresſion of the tyue Religion, 
The Lawes and Liberties of this Kingdome, aud the pu and previ- 
ledge of Parliament: Allmbich every honeſt mar is bound to defend , 
eſpecially thoſe who have taken the late Proteſtation, Ly which they ave 
more particularly tied wnto it, and the more anſwerable tefore God, 
ſhould they negleR it : wherefore, wee finding pur ſelves ingaved in 
a necesſity, to take up Arms (ikewiſe, for the defence of theſe, mbich 0- 
therwiſe muſt ſufjer and perilh , And having uſed all the gaod wayes 
and meanes to prevent extremitses, aud preſerve the peace of the Kang-

A) much experience as We have had of the inveterate rancour and high 
A infoleace of che malignant Party againſt Vs, We never yet ſaw any Ex+ 
preſſi an come fram them to evidently declaring it, as the Declaration, incity- 
led, A Declaration of the Lords and Commons aſſembled in Parl:ament for the 
raiſing of all Power and Force , as well Tramed Buds, as others in ſeverall 
Counties of this Kingdom, to lead againit all Traitors and therr Adherents &c. 
In whicl that Fa tion hath, as it were diſtilled and con:ra ted all cheir Fall- 
hood, Infolence, and Malice, there being in it nxt one Period which is not ei- 
ther Slanderous, or Treaſonable. A1d nothing can more grieve Vs, then that 
by their infinite Arts an.l Subcilty ( implo ed by their perperuall and indefati-

Princcd paper, Intituled, A Proclamation far the ſuppreſſing of the 
Rebellion under che Command of Robere Earle of Eſſex, and the gracious offer 
of his Majcllies free pardon to him and all ſuch of his adherents, as ſhall with- 
ig fix dayes after the date thereof lay downe their Armoes; doe publiſh and de- 
chare, that the matter efthis libellous and ſcandalous paper, is the yenome of 
thoſe Traiterous Counſellors about his Majeſty, long fince diſcovered, and fo 
often complained of by both Houſes of Parliament, who having for many 
yeares together carried on a wicked de'1gne, to alter Religion and to introduce 
Popery, Superltition, and Ignorance, the ready way to an Arbitrary and Ty-

on and confidence berween Us, that ſuch afoundation of firm and table haps 
pineſſe would immediatly have been laid for the-whole Kingdom, that all me» 
mory of former grievances would have been eafily buried , and that this Par- 
liament ſhould receive a glorious celebration both by King and People to the 
cnd of the World. And therefore uron che firſt Convention on the third of 
November, We declared Que Reſolution in that point, and then-or foon-after 
defired - chat whatever miſtaking had in the government either of 
Church or State might be removed , and all 'things reduced to the order of the 
time (the memory whereof is juttly precious to this Nation) of Queene Ek» 
zaberh , and for any expreſſion of their affection to Us in ſupply of Our known 
neceſſities, Wee _— _— =_ reſolved not to think of ir ill 
all Our good People abundantly fatisficd in all neceſſary proviſion 
for their Liberty and Property, and what ever clic might difturbe them in theix 
eltates or conſciences. How fiunly We have kept Our Selfe to this Reſolution 


"is evident to all the World. 


At the beginning of the Parliament We quickly diſcerned by ſorre circum+ 
ances of their proceedings , that they meant not to confine or containe them» 
ſelves within the paths of their Predeceſſours ; which Wee impured to the dif- 
order, and impatience , the former ſufferings of the Kingdome had in 
them, and therefore We reſolved to take no exceptions to any particular, 
doe Our part in atyy point of Reformation , afſcone and as often as any oppor» 
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turity hould be offered wato us, believing that afſoen as they ſhould find thans 
{elves reſtored to thetrold fecariry, and the matter and {ubſtance of their douby 
and fears to be removed,they would cafily and wil reduce themſelves int 
their good old way, & apply themfelves to the uſual of their Predecefion 
in the courſe of their procteditgs. And though we well Knew rhe Combinnian 
encred into by feverall petſons for an alteration if the Government of the 
Charch, which could not but have an Influence upon the Civill Governmer of 
the State roo, and obſerved that thoſe men had greateſt intereft and power of 
perſwading of both Houſes, why had entred intoſuch Combination, yer Out 
Reſolution was ſo full for the publike fatisfation of Our people, that Wer bw 
lieved, even thoſe men would cither have been converted in their Conſtiences, 
by the cleerneſſe and jufines of Our Actions, or woald have appeared ſo unſea- 
ſonable , or been diſcovered {o fedirious, that theit malice and fury would wa 
have beene able to ſhave done miſchicfe ; and thertfore Wee took no notice 
of the (great labout and'skill the prime Leaders among? them had uſed 
ger men of their faction nominattd andelectcd to fſferve as members of the hoake 
of Commons, and did uſe to remove others ( whom they knew to be of diffe- 
xemt opinions) though rhey were fairly and legally eleSed; wherein there was 
no.other meaſure or rule of Juftice obſerved then ingly with reference to the 
opiaions or affetions of the /petſons, wimefſe ( befdes cheir purting out of 
keeping 1n REIT ID, without the leaſt colour & 
ſhadow of Juſtice) their Order,whereby they at one clap expelled a very grem 
mtmber of perſons fairly elotted by their Counry, pterence that chey had 
(omnc hand, or cheir-nanes uſed in lome Project; Madopoly or Patenr,withour 
tharging them with any crime, or to this day proxveding againſt chem;and ye 
—— Henry Aflilinne , Malier Fhaakert, 

others, (Whoſe affeRivns and opinions they are well pleaſed with) though 
che firſt of them is ndroriouſly knowne ro be the chirfe Promoter of. the buſ 
heſit vf the gold anc! filver rhred (a Commilſjon complained of , viewed, and 
caarmined, and therefbre his name might have beene eafily raken notice of) and 
the other as converſant, and as much erployed' aza Commiſſioner in marters 
ofthac nature a8 any man.

Having begun with this foundation of confidence in Our Court , by elect+ 
ing ſuch perſons, Wee maderthe ſame haſte to apply particular Remedies to the 
viible known diſeaſes, reſolving thoſe Remedies ſhould be proportioned to the 
counſelt and deſires of both Houfes ; which Wee chopght the ſurelt way to, 
win at lcalt a major part to the conteſan and ackaowledgruent of Our tJultice 
and AﬀeNion. 

The Star-<chamber had in-.the-exceſſe of juriſdiction or. rediouſneſſe and 
charge of proceedings , or, meaſure and ſeverity of puniſhment invaded che. 
Laws of the, Land, and Libecty of the SubjeR; by che exerciſe of an Arbrerary: 
power; We preſled not the Reformation of this Court ; though erected or ſer- 
led by Ac of Parliament in a wiſc time , but at the inſtanceof -both Houſes 
conſented to the abolition of it. 

The High Commiſſion Court had proceeded with too much Rrifneſſe in 
any caſes, where the tender conſciences of many of Our weak SubjeRs were 
concerned, and had {o far ouc-grown the power of the-Law, that it would nar. 
be lumited and guided by it, = cenſured, fined and impriſoned Qur c 
for matters ynpuniſhableby che Law ; Wee preſſed not the review, of that 
Statute by. which that Court was erected , that ſuch power might be qualified, 


and provifions altered, as had been grievous to.the Fubje,nor defired that any 
cxther care mighr'b taken for the upholding the Ecclehaſticall Diſcipline. then, 


what the. wildome and picty of both Houſes ſhould think neceſſary; bur, in 
complyance to the fufferings of Our People , and the deſires of both Houſes, 
conſented to the Repeal of that branch of that Statute, Rd 
The Wrusfor-Shiprmoney, w ſeverali ſums of money had been re- 
ceived from Our good SubjeRs , for detence and ſafeguard of the Kingdome, 
tad laine heavy upon Our Pcople , yet wece judged ro be Legall : Boch Our 
Houſes of Parliament deelared that the grounds and:Reaſyns of thar j udgment 
(being that when magner and ſafety of the Kingdome in penerall is concer= 
ned, and that the whole Kingdome 15.10 Gage, We might compell Our Sub- 
jeftsx4 provide Ships .Meo and ViRtuals.; for the defence and (afrgyard of the 
Kiogtome; and that We were the ſole J of chat danger, and how the ſame 
naght be prevented) were contrary&o , and againſt the Laws and Statutes of 
this Realme, the property and liberty of the Subjet, and to the Petition of 
Right; wichour diſputing Our Right, We were contented that all the proceed-,. 
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ings in that buſineſſe ſhould be adjudged void, and diſanulled, and the Judge- 
ments, Enrolments, and Entries thereupon ſhuuld be yacated and cancelled in 
ſuch manner as was defired. | 

Under colour of executing the Forret Laws, and of keeping the Juſtice (in 
Eyres ſeat, very many perſons had been grieved and vexed., by Prefentments, 
Fines, Judgments and Lmpriſonments, the meets, limits and boands of Foreſts 
extended,and ſome endevours been made to ſer on foot Forreſts, where in truth 
none had been : We no ſooner received complaint of this, but We paſſed an AR 
for the certainty of the meers, limits and bounds of all the Forrefls in Exglend, 
with ſuch further proviſions for the caſe of Our Subjects as-wete defired at 
Our hauds. | 

If by the negligence or wilfi.Ineſſe of perſons truſted by Us, any grievance 
or inconvenience had been contracted in any parc of Qur Kingdomwe (which 
ſcemed not to have fo generall ah influence upon the whole) upon the firit cleer 
information We did O.r part for the caſing of che n, -and therefore wee paſſed; 
forthe benefit of Our good SubjeRs of Devon and Cornwall, an Act againſt 
divers Incroachments and Oppreſſions in the Stannary Courts. 

And We were ſoconfident this way to wirthe hearts and affeRions of all 
Our good SubjeRs , and that both Our Houtes of Parliament would atla?t 
finde a time to give too, that Wee madetheir Asking the onely Rule to Out 
Grants, an4 parted with any thing they deſired Us to relinquiſh : Soin the 
Preamble to the Bill of Tunnage and Poundage, We parted with Our title of 
—_—_— a Power ad judged good , and exerciſed by Ouc Anceſtors ,, and 
though diſputed. never reſolved againſt by ement in Parliament ; ' So in 
the AR for regulating the Office of Clerk of the Market, becauſe the undue exe- 
cution thereot had been grievous to many of Our lcving SubjeRs, Weconſen- 
ted that no Clerk of the Marker of Our Houſe ſhall hereafter execute his Office 
in any part of Our King4o:ne but onely within the verge of Our Court, and: 
oranted the execution of that Nffice to the Majors and Bayliffs of Towns Cor- 
porate, and to the Lords of Liberties and Franchiſes, and to their Deputics;So, 
becauſe abour the beginning of Our Reigne ſcverall Wrics had iſſued 'our of 
Our Court of Chancery in the buſineſſe of Knighthood , and been tranſmitted 
with their Returns into Our Cuurt of Exchequer, where the proceedings were: 
not fit and warrantable , Wee were conremed by the AR for the prevention of, 
vexatious proceedings touching the Oxder of Knighthood , abſolucdly | 
with, & diſcharg: a tight & duty, as unqueſtionably due to Us by the Law, as 
any ſervice Wecan challenge ; So, (which is the higheſt inſtance of truſt thar- 
ever King gave his Subj:&s). upon. Information that credit could not be ob- 
rained for {0 much money as was requiſne for the Relicfe of Our Acmy ,. and 
Pcoplein the Northern. pares, for preventing the imminene danger of the King - 
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—_— Ou AR acuteypatriating Be feate the 
Parliament might be difſolved before Juftice ſhould ber done upen Delin- 
quents» publick grievances be redrefſed, a firme berween the two Nati- 
ons of Englend and Scalind concluded, and provifiern ſhould be inide 
for the repayment of ſuch moneys as ſhould be {o raifed ( though Wee knev 
what power We parted from, and truſted Our Houfes with by to doing, and 
what might be the Conſequence of ſuch a truſt, if unfaithfully managed ) We 
negle&ed all ſuch ſuſpitions, which all men now ſee deſerved not to be (lighted, 
and We willingly and immediately paſſed that A for the Continuance of this 

rliament, being reſolved thar it feuld not be Or fauk if all theſe parties 

r+ were not ſpeedily provided for, which ſeemed then to bee the grounds of 
their detire. 

Let all the World now judge, what greater obligations of juflice,favout.af- 
feHon and truſt can a Prince lay upon his SubjeRs then We did uport both 
Our Houſes of Parliament by theſe ARts ; and whethee We did not itt Our 
free Grace and Fayour grant much more then had been asked of Vs by that 
Petition p reſented to Vs by ſome Lords at Yorke, in which was then thought to 
be contraaed all that was grievous to Our people, and all that was juff and 
gracious for Vs to de for them. 

And ia all therime in which theſe Ats were framing and paſſing, though 
Our own perſonall wants were notorioufly known, and unkindly enprovided 
forand themlelves had asked leave to look into and fertle Our Revenue,which 
We conſented to,and therefore We might have expeRed ſome fruit of that pre- 
tended Care, We never preſſed them,or made the leaſt overture to rhens for 
Our own ſupply, onely deſiring them (and "twas almoſt the onely thing We' 
did defire of them ) that they would uſe all poſſible expedition in the buſineffe 
of the Treaty ,that the rwo Armies might be ſpeedily disbrnded, and Otr 
SubjeRs eaſed of that heavie barthen yhich in time would grow inſupporta« 
ble, and waſte the whole Stock of the Kingdome ; Bar We found the FaSion

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but one, that for the H k Conmiticr Olaend ehaits that "was penned 
with that watineſſe and anumadvyerfion, that there be not more dexermined by 
it, then the major part of boch-Houfes intended ac the paſſing of it, let thei 
felves judge ) and that We meant not to-obſerve them 3 and grew fo much 
confounded with the fall meaſure of Our favour, that they would allow them- 
{elves no kcuriry of enjoying what We had freely given, bur by raking _ 
any power froin Vs offgiving more; They mull have a through alteration bor 
in Church and State, or elſe they ſhould never enjoy the benefit of Reformari- 
tion We had nn pon they oppoſe the disbanding of the 
Armies, and give all delayes to the Scors Treaty, thoagh the Com niſhoners for 
that Nation very earneſtly preſſed the haſtening of it, and in plain Engliſh de- 
clatc, That they cannot yet ſpare thems,that the ſanner of Zerviah were too | 
ftreng for them; And finding more halte to be made in the aſſerting the

the encouragement and advancertent of Learning and Religion, and 

wiacti God hath bleffed with ſo many eminent men, whoſe learning aad lives 
have advanced the Dudtrine of the Religion, and many of them 


given their bodyrs ro the five, as a facrifice to that Truth and Religion, to ere 


Stipends to.their owne.Clergie, and to raiſe eſtates to repaire their owne bro- 

ken forranes. And for the feepafing of this Bill (which to this

About this time or little before, after ſeverall intimarions of Treafons,Plots, 
aud Conſpiracies by the Papiſts, of great proviſions of Armes by them, and 
training = under ground, and many other falſe reports, created, ipread, and 
countenanced by themfelyes, upon ſome generall apprehenſions of defignes a» 
gain them, a Proteſtation is made in the Houſe of Commons for lome union 
and conſent amongtt themſelves to performe choſe duties, which ( if they had 
meant no more then they expreſſel ) had been ſufficiently provide for by the 
Oaths they had altcady taken, and which their former dunes obliged rhem to, 
Hereupon a Prexeſtation is framed, and being pur into ſuch words, as no ho» 
neſt man could belecye himſclte obliged by it to any unlawfull Action, was 
volimarily taken "y all the Members of the Houle of C-mmons, and pre- 


ſently recommended tothe Houſe of Lords, where it reccived the tame Coun- 


renancec, that is, was looked upon as containing, nothing 1m it {le unlawhull, 
though ſome Members of that Houſe refuſed tv take it, being voluntary and

And ſounder this explication and De- 
claration publ ſhed onely by the Houſe of Commons, and never affented wo 
by the Houſe of Pers, this Proteſtation was dire&ed to be generally taken 
throughout England ; and to that purpoſe a Bill is drawn, paſſed the Houſe of 
Commons, and ſent up tothe Lords, who at the ſecond reading, finding ma-

my of known and publick affeRions to their Countrey, that « Petition of a 
modelt and a dutifull nature from che whole Army for the compoling and fer- 
ting all grievances in the Church and State by Law, might for the reaſon ef 
it prevatle with the whole Houſe, and comming from ſuch a Body might con- 
firm thoſe, who might be ſhaken with any fears of power or force by the Tu- 
mults And with this Propoſition We being made acquainted, gave Our full 
appcobarion to it, raking greatcare that nocircuinſtances in che framing ir, or 
delivering 1t, might be any blemiſh to the marrer of it. 

This We call God to witneſſe, as We have done before, was all Wee gave 
Our conſent unto,or which We beleeve was ever intended to be-put in practice 
(whact attempts other men made to ſeduce the affetions of the Army from Us,is 
knewn tw many.) If in the managery of this debate any raſh diſcourſes happe- 
ned of bringing up thg Army, it is evident whether they were propoſed in car- 
1cſt or no ; they were never entertained, and the whole marrer laid aſide above 
wo moneths befoce any diſcovery, {o that that danger was never prevented b 
the power and wiſdome of Parliament: And for the Petition it ſelfe which hath 
bin fo often preſſed againſt Us,as a ſpeciall Argument of Our Privitie to the 
bringing up the Army,after we have ſo fully and particularly anſwered-eyery 
particular circumſtance of that Petition figned with C.R. Wee have herewith 
publiſhed a true Copie of that Petition,that all Our good ſubjeRs may fee how 
juily We have been traduced,and judge when Peritions of all natures 'were fo 
frequently and fo willingly received, whether ſuch a Petition might 'not with 
modeſty and duty cnough have bin preſented unto them:And if in ruth that 
deſire of bringing up the Army had bin then believed, when it was firſt preten- 
ded to be diſcovered, which was about the middle of Afay, they would ſurely 
have thought it neceſſary to have d sbanded that Army ſooner then Augait, 
which no preſſing of Ours,nor of Our Scots ſubjeRts could perſwade chemo do. 
And Weare ſure Our Innocence in this matter would foone have appeared, if 
the large time to bring this buſineſſe to a Judicialltryall had bin made ufe of ; 
i6contrary toall cuſtome,it had not bin thought fitto publiſh depoſitions before 
the parties concerned had been heard to make their defence,or witneſſes croffe- 
examined.though they attended above twelve moneths todo it;and if ſome men 
had not belceved that their generall and violence expreſſions,affirming this to be 
a Plot equall co that ofthe Gunpowder treaſon, would ſooner be beleeved,if ir 
were not publickly diſcuſſed bur lefr co every mans fancie to heighten according 
co his own inclinations;and had not feared that if the whole examinations ta- 
«en{and not ſuch onely as they pleaſed to ſeleR ) had come to light, it would 


have 
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have appeared by the examination.of M. Govingy/ purpoſely fippret)writh what 
intention of that imention of bringing up the Army was made, wich what car- 
neAneſſe it was oppoled-and with what ſuddennefſe it was deſerted; and man 
extcnuations of, ahd many other contradiions to what is now publiſhed, 
would have appeared, and this impoſſible fratageme, with which they have fo 
much difturbed Our SubjeRs, and revroached Vs.could never have been ma de 
fo much uſe of. 

After allthis readineſle in Vs to doe whatſoever they deſired of Us, and pati- 
ence in ſuffering, them to do whatever they pleaſed to ils, We gave them warn- 
ing that if there were any more good Bills, which they deſired might paſſe for 
the bencfit of Our Subjecis,We wiſhed they might be made ready againſt ſuch 
2time,when We reſolved according to Our promiſe to our Scot s SubjeRs(wirh 
which they were well acquainted)to repaire into Our Kingdom of Scotland, to 
ſettle the unhappy differences there. Upon this We were carneſtly defired by 
both our Houſes of Parliament to defer Our journey thither, as well upon pre- 
tence of the danger,if both Armies were not firſt disbanded,as that toy had 
many good Laws in readineſle for the ſettling of differences here. We were by 
their intreaty perſwaded to defer Our journey to a day agreed on by them- 
ſelves, aſſuring Our Self that they would think themſelves obliged againſt that 
time not onely to disband Our Armies, but fo to prepare and digeſt the buſinefſe 
of Parliament,chat We might have made a Seffion before Our going : Bur that 
Malignant Fa&tion was fo prevalent, that the debate of the Biſhops Bill rook up 
moſt of their time,ſo that neither any care was taken for the disbanding the Ar - 
my,nor any thing done that had any reference to the publick benefir;and when 
the time of Our (tay was expired, and eyen the day come themſelves had ap- 
pointea new addrefſe was made to. Vs for a longer ſtay of 14 daics becauſe 
the Treaty was notconcluded,nor the Arinies disbanded, which was the maine 
ground of deferring ic before. This ſure (which was the firſt We denied them 
We could not grant, there being thar neceffiry with reference to Our promiſe, 
and tothe expeRation of Our SubjeRts of Scorſand that it was not in Our power 
to ſatisfie them, as We informed both Houſes Our Selfe at a conference,and ac- 
cording to that neceſfiry We: undertook that journey, nor' doubting but that 
when We ſhould have diſpatched the affairs of that Kingdome, which We ho- 
ped ſpecdily to do,and both Our Houſes of Parliament ſhould have refreſhed 
themlelyes in the Viſitation of thoſe,for whom they had fo well provided by 
Our faveur,We ſhould meet again with mutuall confidence one in another, 
and that it would be Our turn then to receive ſuch teſtimonies of that confi- 
dence and aﬀeFion We had deſerved. Bur the miſthievous and indefatigable 
Indufiry of that Malignant party,which had before Our going nereedta 
correſpondence, which We deſerved from Our People,had with no lefle malite 
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royided for our reception at Qur return, In Read of reducing buſineſs tothat 
Cdaden the diſtraRtions ofthe Kingdom might be compoſed by the due obſer» 
yation & execution of the laws, We tound things far more out of order then we 
lefrthem & Our good ſubjects more puzled to know their duties : Orders had 
bin made in the houſe of Commons,and publiſhed in derogation of the book of 
Comon Prayer,and for ſuſpention- of thoſe Laws in farce which concerned rhe 
governinent ofthe Church;and though another Order of the Lords was likwiſe 
publiſhed according to Law, for the due obſervation ofthe Laws etabliſhed,and 
for ſuppreſſing thoſe diſorders, which were every day breaking our by faction of 
mean looſe perſons, againſt the divine Service appointed by Law, the houſe of 
Commons took upon them publickly to declare againſt that Order, becauſe it 
was oaly made with the conſent of t 3. Lords, & that nine other Lords did then 
diſſent from it; whereas in truth the ſazd Order was made in a full Houſe in [++ 
wwary before,and onely ordered then by that difference of number to be primed, 
aftcr the houle of C&-uons had made (in a very thin Houſe, and after t had bin 
xjcRed by Vote)thar illegall Order,for ſuch alteration in the Church;and it in 
truth it had bin then made,and but by the ods oftwo voices,being in purſuance 
of the Law all men willchinke it of much more validitie then any Order of the 
houſe of Comons againſt the Law, which in truth hath no Authoritie to make 
any Orders in buſines of that nature;zand therfore the publiſhing tharOrder and 
Declaration of the winth of September, cult be confefled by all men,to be fach a 
breach & violation ofthe Priviledge of the Peers Houſe (beſides the affront of- 
ferad to Us, andinjury to Our good SubjeRs,and tothe Law by it) that before 


this Pazliaraent was never heard of.and was an apperent eyidence that they 
meane the who!c managery of the Kingdome,and the Legiſtative power ſhould 
be undertaken by the houſe of Commons, without the conſent either of Us, of 
Quzr Nabvlitic; yer the execution of this Order was with 

ninofuic preſſed upon Our good fubjets,oand many led & impriſoned for 


t diligence and 2» 


not ing theraico. When they had made this breach upon the Eccleſia- 
tical Statexhcy took cxxe(under pectence of incourageinent of Preachi e 
re LeRures in ſeveral Pariſhes, 2nd to commend ſuch LeHtrers as belt ſued 
with chexr deGgnes,men rota no conſcience, bur ſarions promoters of 
the maſt dangezous Innovations which were ever mduced into any State,many 


27g, 9 Orders. yer recomended by Members of ether houſe tO 
Pariſhes,as w in Kenn8c many other places; and when Mechanick per 
ſqus bave bin brought before them for preaching in Churches, and confeſſed the 
ſameahe power ofthele grand Reformers hath bin to grext,that they have been 
dalmulſcd wubout puniſhment, bardby with reprehenfion. All rerfons oftearning: 
& emnincncy in Preaching of fober 8& vertuons converſzrions & great Examptes 
iptheis ives,cyea ſuch as amongit theſe men hact bin of greneft eſtimarion 20d. 
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ſuffered ſomewhat for them, were diſcountenanced, and ſuch mers princi; 
cheriſhed who boldly and feditiouſly preached againſt the Government of the 
Church , againſt the Book of Common Prayer, againſt Our Kingly Lawfull 
Power,and againſt Our Perfon,many of which were commended to(if nor im- 
poſed upon) Pariſhes , firſt « & 1 Leners , and carneft ſolicications fron: 
the prime Leaders of this turbulent FaQtion, after by Orders, 1rino ſuch 
Minifters 25 would not accept their recommendation to attend and cauſe, 
All Licence was given to thoſe lewd, feditious Pamphlets, which defpiſed the 
Government both of Chucch and State, which laid any impurations or ſcornes 
vpon Our Perſon, or Office , and which filled the eares of all Our good Sub- 
jets with Lyes, and monſtrous Diſcourfes , ro make them believeall the ill of 
the Government , and Governeurs of Charch and State ; Books again the 
Book of Commen Prayer , and the eſtabliſhed Laws of the Land fuffereq 
without reprehenſion to be dedicated ro both Houfes of Parfiament ; wharſoe- 
ver the rancour and venome of any infemors perſon could” digeſt , publiſhed 
without controul, and nothing diſcountenanced and reproached but a datifull 
regard of Us , and Our Henour, and a fober cfteeme and application tothe 
Laws of the Kingdom. 

This was > neem wee found at cur r*wrne from Swrland, befides a 
ar n apprehenſion of danger infaſed generally into the minds of 
Our good SubjeAs, ky if ſome notable Defione wal or hand apain?t the Par- 
Htiament, 2gainſt the Ciry of London, againſt the whole Kingdome of E 
hord. Then fell out an accident, whileſt wee were in Scotland , concertiiog 
Marqueſſes of Hamtorand rg fie + Theſe rwo Lords, npon fome information 
given to them , that their perſons were in danger , upon a ſudden withdrew 
themſelves from the Parliament in Scotland, and for forme few days removed 
out of Edenburgh. Whatever they had Been informed , and wharever they ſa- 
fpefted, and the groundsof both were very fully examined by the Parliamem 
there, their perſons being of that quatity and efttmation in char Kingdome, 
that they were ſure of Fuſtice : upon the whole, rhemſelves and the Partiarmem 
were ſatisfied that the Infurmarion firfl piven to them coultl not be made good 
to the proof of any defigne to the danger of thoſe Lords, and the examinations 
ef the whote marter ſem by Our dire&tion to Our Parliament here. How { if 
alt had been rrue that was magined) this buFnefſe coold fo highly and neasly 
concern the Peace of this Kingdome', and the preſeneſafery of both Our How 
ſes of Parliament. We carmort imagine ; yer npoit the feſt reporT? of ie here, 
(rrhich was the day before the felt meeting afterche recefſe ) withour laying 
w heare the opinion of Our Parliamem there, who ved all diligence im the ex- 
amination, or of Onr Parfament here, ſack Frange plofſes 2nd interpretacions 
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nour) as if at the ſame time there had been ſuch a deſighe to have been execuned 
here, as they had fancied to themſelves that to be , and a ſudden reſolution was 
taken, firſt by the Commirtee during the receſle , after by the Houles to have a 
Guard for the defence of London , Weſtminſter , and both Our Houſes of Par» 
liament, which muſt needs 1nake a great impreſſion in the minds of Our good 
SubjeRts, in a time when they were newly treed from the fears of rwo Armies, 
to be awaked with the iden of dangers, of which ſceing no ground, 
they were to expeR no end. 

Matters being thus ſtated. & all poſſible $kill being uſed by that FaRion, and 
their Emiſſarics of the Clergy( who at the ſame time tluch clamour was raiſed of 
che unlawfulncs chat the Clergy ſhould meddle in eemporall Aﬀairs, were their 
chicf Agents to derive their ſeditious diretions to the People , and wereall the 
week attending the doorcs of both Houſes to be employed in their errands) to 
intule the molt deſperate fears into the mands of, all men that could be imagined, 
to be ſure that the memory of former bittecneſſe might not depart, they provide 
for Our entertainment againſt we ſhould come to London, to preſent Us with a 
Remonſtrance (as they called it) of the State of the Kingdome, laying before Us, 
and publiſhing to all the World, all che miſtakes,and all the misfortunes which 
had hapned from Our firſt comming to the Crowne, and before to that houre, 
forgetting the bleſſed condition (notwithſtanding the unhappy mixture) all 
Our SubjeRs had cnjoyed in the benefit of Peace and Plenty under Us, to the 
envy of Chritendome ; objetting to us the Afions of ſome, and the thoughts 
of others, and reproching Vs with matters which indeed never entre into 
Our thoughts, nor ty Our knowledge into the thoughts of any other; reviling 
Vs to the People, and complaining to Vs of the Huulc of Peers, (whoſe autho» 
rity, intereſt and priviledge, was then as much (lighted and deſpiſed , as Ours 
is fince) andeafily paſſing over thoſe ſingular ARs of Our Grace paſſed by Vs 
this Parliament, or aſcribing them to their owne wiſdome in the procurement, 
they concluded againſt a Malignant party , and that they had no hope of ſet- 
ling the diſtraFtions of the Kingdome, for want of concurrence with the Houſe 
of Peers,; and that concurrence was deſperate by reaſon of the preval 
of the Biſhops, and of the Recuſant Lords , into which number all fo Lords 
were caſt who preſumed to diſſent from any propoſitions made by the Houſe of 
Commons. When this engine was prepared for the people by the prime Lea- 
ders of that deſperate Faction , it was preſented to the Houſe of Commons, 
and the greateſt induſtry and skill uted thar is imaginable, by private ſolicitatt- 
ons, threats , and Prumiles to procure conſent that it might be paſſed by that 
Houſe, and aftec a long debate ( longer then ever was knowne in Parliament, 
till three of the clock in the morning from ten the day before, when very many 
through wearineſle and weaknefle were forced to leave the Houſe , fo that it 


looked 
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looked (as was well ſaid) like the verdi% ofa Raryed Jury ) they carried it by 
eleven voices, and ſhortly, within very few dayes after Our return (when We 
had been received with all poſſible expreſſions of joy by Our City of Londor, 

which was publickly murmured againfl, and the chiete advancers of that duty 
and affection diſcountenanced, (25 ifthey envied Vs the Loyalty of Our pev- 

ple) and when it was publickly {ſaid in the Houſe of Commors upon ſorne dif- 
pute of a pretended breach of the Orders of the Houſe , That their diſciple 
onoht to be ſevere, for the enemy was in v:ew, that Remonſt, ance was prelented to 

Lis at Our Court at #ampron Court by lome Members of the Houſe of Com 

mons, with a Petition (contracting the ſharp language in the Remonftrance in- 

to lefſe room) amonglt other things, That wee would concurre with Our peck 
ple for depriving the Biſhops of their Vores inthe Parliament (for which there 

was then fo Bill paſſed both Houſes) and to unploy fach perſons abour Ls as 

Our Parliament might confide in. Wereceived this ſtrange Petition and Aran- 

ger Remonltrance graciouſly from the hands of the Preſenters , promiſed them 

2n Anſwer, and in the mean time defired that the Remonftrance might not be 

publiſhed ro the people, the thing ic ſclfe and the printing any thing of the like 

nature being never heard of by the diretion of the Houſe of Commons till 

this Parliament, it being the firſt appeal to the people, and of a dangerous con- 

ſequence to Parliaments themſelves : Bur ( as in other things neither Our de- 

fires or Commands have been confidered) withour giving Us leiſure to anſwer 

either the one or the other , ſpeciall direStion is given for the printing that Re- 

monſtrance, and equall care taken for the publiſhing it in all places and parts of 
the Kingdom. 

Having taken this care for the ſhaking and perplexing the minds of all men, 
the next work was to get fuch a power into their hands as might governe and 
diſpoſe of thoſe affetions. To this purpoſe they had from the beginning of the 
Parliament (by reaſon of ſome complaints againft the immoderare exerciſe of 
the Authority of the Lievtenants and their Deputies, in raiſing Coat and Con- 
duc money and foine exceſſes in them ) leverall. debates in the diminution of 
the Office it (elf, but Rill grounded upon the illegall preſſures uſed by them, and 
upon ſome words in the Commiſſion it ſelfe , which ( though of long uſage in 
very happy days) were conceived not agreeable to the Law ; bur they were fo 
far from ſuppoſing the Office it ſelf or the Commiſſion to be illegall , that both 
Houſes of Parliament had recommended two Lords to Us , and defired Our 
Commiſſion to make them Lords Lievtenanrs of Torkeſhwreand Dorſerſhire, the 
onely end ſeeming then to be that good and approved men ſhould be in theſe 
ne Aveotes and truſts : Bur at laſt they reſolved againit the Office it ſelf, and 
would'think of ſome other way to provide for: the ſafety of the Kinodome in 
that point. - And in this they had a double end; Firſt , to frighe all _ 
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(M enubers of both Houſes who had bin Lievtenants,and Deputy Lievtenants) 
to comply wich them in their Vores , left they ſhould be called in queſtion for 
the exccution of thoſe Offices (a (tratagem they had found to engage many pers 
ſons to theic opinions, as Sheriffs for the colleRting Ship-money, and all other 
perſons, who in truth were or might be made obnoxious to their power) then, 
that by unſctling thic whole buſineſſe of the Afrlrria throughout the Ki 

they inight the more eafily bring in theic owne power of governing it as they 
have ſince endeavoured to do ; and thereupon they preſumed to bring in ſuch a 
Bill into the Houſe of Commons to place a Generall at Land, and an Admirall 
at Sea by A of Parliament , with ſuch Power and Authoriy over the lives 
and fortunes of all Our SubjeRs as ſhould be lyable ro no controul , nor to be 
queflioned by any ſuper-1atendent hand , with a go___ for whatſoeyer 
they ſhould doe under colour of thoſe Offices ; cither of which Officers ſhould 
liave bin a much greater man then Our Self, and commandedm Our Kingdom 
abovyc Us. The matter of which Bill, co ſhew their defigne, 15 fince digeſted 1n- 
to their new Generals Comnuſſion and the pretended Ordinance to the Earl of 
Warwick. And all this was then pretended to be a mater of abſolate neceſſicy for 
the preſervation of Us and Our Kingdome ; but at that time it could procure no 
other credit then to be ſuffered to re{t in the Houſe, as an evidence of the liber- 
ty might be uſed in the preferring of Bils. They had by this time caken all che 
licence at their private Cabals ro undervalue and vilifie Our perſon and , 
and in publick to give way and countenance to any ſcandals upon Us : Leners 
from the Major of Plmomrh , that the Rebels in Ireland call themfelves the 


Queens _ and pretend the Kings Authority for what they doz and tore of 


ſuch diſcourſes upon fuch evidence is every week printed in the Journals of the 
Houſe, which without doubt mult be of great Authority with Our people,who 
muſt conceive ſuch Informations to be nac onely fully and clecrly proved , but 
to be accepted and publiſhed upon very weighty Reaſons, above the conſidera» 
tion of Qur Honour and Safety. 

And now they were tocxatrine what notable credit their RemonArance, and 
cheir ocher generall Infuſions had got with the people , and how ready they 
would be upon occaſions to venture themſelves at their diretion : T 
ade chemlelves fo terrible in che Houtfe of Commons , that by their threacs , 
and their prumiſes of places and to ſeyerall men, and by the ab» 
ſence of many , they had gotten the major part, but in the Houſe of Lords their 
power was not the ſaine ; that muſt be wrought another way ; yer there they 
had uſcd all meanes'to prevaile upon the hopes and feares of ſuch who they 
thought wmght that way be deale with, witneſſe. among many other thing 
the ſame natuce, thatinſolent fpecch of M. Pins to the Earl of Dover, That if 
he looked far any perferment, he nneft comply with them i their mays , and nor hope 
to have it by ſerving Mi. Shortly 
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Shortly after their comming together upon the receſſe, a new Bill was prefer« 
red in Houſe of Conunons, tor nr” om the Votes of Biſhops our of 
che Houle of Peers, which being once rejeed before , ought not by the court 
and Order of Parliament to have bin admitted againe the fame Seflion : but 
that was calily over-ruled , and in the Houſe of Commons ir did paſſe; many 
men the more willingly concurring therela , upon hope that that Bill be- 

ing once conſented to , the fury of that Fattion which with {o great violence 

urſued an abſolute deflruRion of the Ecclehaſticall Government, would be a- 
and , or thatthe rage being diſcerned , they would loſe that ſtrength which 
ſupported them, Bur the Lords quickly found that the Ring-leaders of that 
FaRtian had not ingenuity enough to be compounded with, and therefore with 
them it was not like to finde fo cafie a paſſage. Now their reſort was to the 
people, whom upon teverall occahons they had trained down to Weſtminſter in 
great multitudes with ſwords and clubs, and had ofcen ſent for them when any 
debate was like tobe carried againſt them in either Houſe, the particulars 
whereof We arc ready to prove. 

Every man will conceive, We were in a great ſtrait to find Our Self ſo much 
diſappointed of that return, the conſciouſneſſe of Qur own merit, and the many 
plorious profeffions made by both Houſes, bid Vs to expe: We ſaw the Laws 
abfolucely trampled under feer, and a defigne laid to ruine the Government of 
the Kingdom, and to defiroy Vs and Our Pofterity : Wee ſaw this defignecar- 
ricd by a few men,whoſe hatred and malice to Our perſon We found implaca«* 
ble, and 1heix contempe of Vs and Our Authority fo viſible and notorious, that 
they forboge nat to expreſſe it in their mention of Us in all Companies » Wee 
law their Power and Imerett to be ſogreat , that they were able ts miſ-lead 
very many honcf} men, and to countenance their Actions madetunder the nurme 
of bord of Parliament : Wee were reſolved that nothing they ſhould 
doe within thoſe wals ſhould provoke Us, till re and por 
men ſhould bs ve of them ſhould diſcover their purpoſes ; Wee 3 
Piyed Our Selfonely tothe I aw, hoping that the infolence and licencioufnelſe 

the people might by Ouc help be curbed by that Rule. The Tamules grew fo 
notorious and ſo dangerous , that they threarned and aſſaulted the Members of 
both Houſes, whereupun the Houſe of Peeres (which it ſcemes the Lords pre» 
ſene at the paſſing of one of their late Dechrations , whereinthey rot 
having been any Tumnlcs, had forgot) at a conference with the Hoaſe of Cort 
mons twice very earneſtly deficed thar they would for the dignity of Partia» 
ments joyn with them in a Declaration for the ſupprefling ſuch Tumelts ; bur 
the prevalency of that Fattion was fo great , that though mt was made 

Members in the Houlc of Commons, that they had bin affauked and cvitl 
increated by thoſe people even ax the doore of —_ Houſe, inſtead of joyning 
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with the Lords for the ſuppreſſing or puniſhing them , ſeverall ſpeeches were 
made in juſtification of them, and commending their Aﬀections, ſaying, 
muſt not diſcourage therr friends , this being a time they muuſt make uſe of all they 
friends : and 1M. Pins ſaying, God forbid, that the Houſe of Commons ſhould pre- 
ceed 18 any way to diſhearten people to obtain their juſt deſires im ſuch a way : which 
he had good reaſon to ſay,hi.nſelf and thoſe other perſons whom we afterwards 
accuſcd of bigh Treaſcn, having by great ſolicitation & encouragement cauſed 
thoſe multitudes to come downe in that manner. The Lords having in vaine 
tried this way, appoint(upon the advice of the Judges) that a Wrir be directed 
to the Sheriff and Juſtices upon divers Statutes ( which ifſued accordingly) to 
ſuppreſſe and hinder all rumuluous refort; in obedience to which the Jullics 
and other Miniſters, appointthe Conſtables to atrend about Weitminſter to hin- 
der that unlawfull conflux of people. This was no looner done , but the Con» 
ſtables and Juſtices of the Peace were ſent for by the Houſe of Commons, the 
ſerting ſuch a watch yotcd to be a Breach of Priviledge , and before any confe- 
rence with the Lords , by whoſe direRion that Legall Writ iſſued out , the 
Watch diſcharged , and one of the Juſtices , for doing his dutic according ts 
that Writ, ſent tothe Tower. 

Abour the ſame time there was a tumultuous Aﬀembly of Browniſts , Ana- 
bapriſts, and other SeRarics called together by the ſound of a Bell.into a place 
in Southwark, where the Arms and Magazine for that Borough were kepe.the 
Confiable knowing ſuch mcetings to be unlawtull , and rhe conſequences of 
them (eſpecially in ſuch places) to be very dangerous, came among them, hee 
was no looner come, but he was reproached with words, beaten , and dragged 
in a very barbarous manner , inſomuch as hee had hardly eſcaped from them 
with. his life : complaint was made by him to the _ ch and oath made 
of the truth of that complaint, whereupon a Writ was ſent to the Sheriff to im- 
panell a Jury according to the Law for the examination , and finding of this 
Riot. This was complained of too and the meeting (in how tumultuous and 
diſorderly a manner 1oever) prerended to be onely for the drawing of a Petiti- 
on agaunlt Biſhops, and char the Conſtable was a friend to Biſhops, and came 
to crofſe them, and to hinder men from ſubſcribing that Petition. Hereupon an 
Order was made in the Houſe of Commons, and the Under-Sheriff of Surrey 
by it exjoyned, that he ſhould not ſuffer any proccedings to be made upon any 
nquiſtion that might concern any perſons who met together to ſubſcribe a Pe- 
titionto be preferred tothat Houſe, What authority the Houſe of Commons 
hat or have to ſend any fu:ch InjanAions, Wecantiot conceive; yet by this any 
diſorderly perſbns ( lerttheir intentions and demeanours' be never fo ſeditious) 
are aboye the reach of the Law and Juſtice , if they pleaſero ſay they meer to 
prepare any Petiyon:to the Houſe of Commons. And *is nu wonder, if after 
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all this care taken to remove all AL aeces the Law had put in the way to 
ſuch Tumulrs, all people rooke upon them to viſit Our Parliament in fuch 
manner as they thouphe fit, and thereupon-great multitudes of mutinous people 
every day reſorted to Weftminſter , threatned to pull down the lodgings where 
divers of the Biſhops lay , affaulted ſome in their Coaches chaſed others with 
Boats by water laid violent hands on the Archbiſh. of York in his paſſing to the 
Houſe,& had he not bin reſcued by force. ir is probable they had murdered him; 
crying through the flreers. Weſtminſter Hall, and berween the two Houſes, No 
Biſhops, no Bi(hops, no Popiſh Lords, and miſ-uſed the feverall Members of ei- 
ther Houſe, who, they were informed, favoured not their deſperate and fediti- 
ous ends, proclaiming the names of teverall of the Peers, as evil and rotten- 
hearted Lords, atternpting the defacing the Abbey at Weſtminſter with greac 
violence , and in their rerurne from thence made a ſtand before Our Gate at 
Whitehall. ſaid, they would have 10 more Porters Lodge, but would ſpeake with the 
King when they pleaſed, and uſed ſuch —_— rebellious diſcourſe, that Wee 
had great reaſon to believe Our own Perſon , Our Royall Conſort , and Our 
Children to be in evident danger of violence ; and therefore were compelled at 
Our great Charge to entertain a Guard for ſecuring Us from that danger : and 
yet all this danger is fo (lighted, that Wee are rold 1n the laſt Declaration, after 
Wee have fo ofcen urged it, That it «s a ſuggeſtion as falſe as the Fathey of lies 
can invent. 

Theſe licentiousand uapuniſhed Tumuks gave occafion tothe Bi (who 
could not repair tothe Houſe without danger of their lives ) to make that their 
Proteſtation, for the which they were forth-with accuſed of high Treafon by 
the Houſe of Commons, and committed to the Tower by the Houſe of Peers, 
where they continued for the ſpace of foure Moneths at the leaft. That ſmall 
Guard we had taken for Our neceſſary fafery , and the reſort of ſome Officers 
(who attended both Our Houſes of Parliament for due to them by AR 
of Parliament, and upon the publick faith) to Our Court for Our defence a- 
oainſt thoſe Tumults, was objected againſt Vs , and divers counterfeit Leners 
were written, and ſenſclefle fears infuled intothe Citizens of London, that We 
had a Dehgne of Acnall viclence upon that City » and thereupon they were 
drawn into Arms, and put upon their Guacd agamſt Vs ; fo that there was nor 
onely no proviſion made for the ſuppreſſing of Tumults , but 'that- proviſion 
the Law had made againſt them diſcountenanced and taken away , and Wee 
Our Self cenſured for taking ſu much ſtrength about Vs , as might for ſome 
tie oppoſe ſuch force as was like to be to Our owne Gates. What 
ſhould Wee doe ? Wee very well knew the Contriyers of all theſe Mi- 
chiefs , who had by their exceeding Induſtry and Malice wrought this 
diſtraction throughout the Kingdome , _ 'a defetion of ance 
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in the Conunon peeple, ſuch « d mp of: ode in the City, and fo horrid a cott« 
fulion in the Church, and all this to fatisfie their own private ends, and Ambi. 
tion; for themſelves know what overtures have bin made by them , and with 
what importunity , for Offices and Preferments , what great ſervices ſhould 
have,bin done for Us, and what other undertakings were ( even to have faved 
the life of the Earle of Strafford) if We would cooter ſuch Offices upon them, 
We were ſure We could make iuch particular proofs againſt them of a folemne 
Combination entred into by them for altering the Government of the Chutch 
and State; of their _— to themſelves and other men ; of their ſoli- 
citing and drawing down the Tumults to Weſtminfer , and of their bidding the 
people in the height of their rage and fury to go to #hehall ; of their Kornfull 
and odious mention of Our Perſon, and their Defigne of getting Our Son the 
Prince intotheir hands; of their creating with forreign Power to affiſt them. if 
they Chould fail in their emerprizes : Yet Wee ſaw too that their Intereſt and 
Reputation was fo great with many of both Houſes of Partament,their Power 
io abſolute with a inultxude of Brownifts , Anabapriſts , and other SeRaries 
about London, who were ready to appeare ina body at their Command,that « 
would be a hard matter to proceed ay ainſi them. 

In this Arait We relolyed to do Our part in both, to give Our People a tleer 
|atisfaion of Our upright incefitzons to the publick, whereby they ſhould find 
their happineſſe did not at all depend on ſuch Inftruments ; and to proceed »- 
gainſt the Perſons of the other ina Legall way , that all che World might (cc 
what Ambition, Malice, and Sedicion had been hid under the vizard of Con- 
{cence and Rehigion. Herenpon We prepared an Anſwer to the Remonftrance 
the Houſe of Commons had publiſhed co the People of the Stare of the 
Kingdome, whereit without taking notice of the uncomely Languapr in, and 
the Gitcamflances of that Remonſtrance , Wee declared with as gracious and 
full expreſſions as Wee could make , Ourearnelt Reſolutions for the ma 
nance of the true Proteſtant Religion, the Liberty and Property of the Subjet, 
and the Law ofthe Land, and made no kefle gracious offers to conſent to any 
AMR that ſhould be ffered for the cafe of render conſciences in macrers indiffe= 
rent-and very earneſtly deſired that the ſame might be provided, and whatever 
elſc ſhovid be thorighe neceſſary for the Peace and Security of Our People, and 
them that We might likewiſe manifeſt the ARions of that Malignant Party, 
which had done 4o nanch miſchief, and imended fo much more, Woe reſolved to 
accuſe the Loed Kimbotton, M. Holles, M. Pom. M. Hampden , and M. Streds, 
(who had fo malicionſly contrived the ruine of Oar Sclte and the etabliſhed 
Government of this Church and Kinydome) and Sir Avrhbur Haſlerigge (who 
had bin mede their Toft ramentto obey and exeeme their bold and wild De- 


{.gaes}oftiigh Troafon,a5 We had great reafem xo doghoping thar the duty dar 
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to Us, atd che obligations Wehad put Bl Our People this Parliament, would 


never ſuffer the Intereſt and Repuration of theſe men to be laid in the Scale and 
to over-weigh Our Regall A itie. and che Law of the Land, but that We 
ſhould have found a way open to a hire and legall Tryall of them, which was 
all we dehred. 

How Our proceedings was in tharbufineſſe and Our managery of ir, We 
have truly and at large fet forth in Our Anſwerto the Declaration of both 
Houſes of the 19. of Afay ; That what We did firſt in acquainting the Houſe 
of Commons with Ouc Accutation by Our Serjeant at Army, was in corref- 
pondence and out of regard to that Houſe, thar We might rather have thern 
delivered to the hands of Juſtice by them, chen apprehend them by an ordinary 
Miniſter of Juſtice, which We were and are affured, what ever Do&trine is 
preached to the contrary, We might well have done in the Cate of Treaſon, 
other wiſe that Maxime in the Law, acknowledged in a Petition of both Ho- 
ſes to Vs in the beginning of Our Reigne in the caſe of the Earl of Arundel, 
Thar in caſt of Treaſon Felony and breach of Peace, Priviledge of Parl:ament 
doth not extend. is of no Sonification, The words are, T hey find & an wndoubred 
Right and conſtant Priviledge of Parliament, that no Member of Parlianrent 
(frtixg the Parliament or within the uſuall times of Previledoe of P arlianent) is 
to be 1mpriſoxed or reſtramed, without Semtence or Order of ile Houſe, wilefſe it 
be for Treaſon, Felony, or for refuſing ro gre Sureties for the Peace. In thoſe ca- 
ſes *rwas then thovght a Member of either Houſe was not to be diſtinguiſhed 
from another Subje&. And why We might not as well have expeRed that 
upon Our Arricles (not fo generall as a meere verball Accufarion) of high 
Treaſon. either Houſe would have commined their ſeveral] Members, as 
had done fo many this Parliament, and abou that time ewelve together(upon 
a confled ground, which every man there who knew what Freafn was 
knew that fa& to be none) meerly becauſe they were accuſed ; and 2s the Houſe 
of Peets had formerly done a Member of that Houſe (the Earl of Bytfot) ne- 
culled in the fare manner, moſt of the good Lords being then Judges, We nei- / 
ther could then, nor can yet underſtand : That Or coming to the Houſe was 
to prevent that ſhedding of blood which in all probability was like to follow 
thar Order made the night before for refiſting all ſuch Officers who endeg- 
voured (upon how iegall warrant foever) to arreſt atry Memnbere of cither 
Houſe(an Order much more unjuſtifrable by any rule of Law and Juſtice by 

which Orders or As areto be examined, then any thing We have done, or 
any body by Our Authority } that Our purpoſe was no ether bur to aoquaine 
that Houſe with the marrer of Our Accuſation, to defire their Perſons might 
be ſecured, and withom any thought ofthe leaſt yiolarion of cheir Priviſedpes. 
This is thas — pen aagy * 
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and then judge whoſe Priviledges = cett invaded, and with how good a 
1nd to the Commonwealth they have proceeded. 

We were no ſooner gone, but the Houſe adjourned it ſelf with ſome unuſu+ 
all Cxpreſſions of offence, and We were ſpecdily informed that ſome Reports 
and Scandals were raiſed againſt Vs in Our City of Londox, that VVe had. 
oftered violence to Our Houſe of Commons, cane thither with force to mur- 
der ſeverall Members, and uſed threatning ſpeeches here againſt Our Parlia- 
ment, and that this was but a Preface ro an attempt VVe meant to1nake a+ 
gainſt and upon the City. VVhercupon VVe retolved the next day togoto 
the Guildhall, and to ſhew the great confidence We had in the AﬀeStions of 
Our faid City (wich We expeHed ſhould have begot a-proportionable confi- 
dence from them in Vs) We went attended with very few of Our own Ser- 
vants, and then in the preſence of the Lord Major, the Aldermen, and a ve 
great Afſe.nbly of the chick Citizens 2nd others, We made them a full Narra- 
Ucn of what We had done the day before, and aſſured them that We intended 
No proceedings, but ſuch as were moſt agreeable to the Law of the Land, and 
the Priviledge of Parliament. this Demeanour of Ours We thought would 
have given fatisfation to a!. Our loving SubjeRts, that if in truth We had er- 
red in the form of Our proceedings, yet Our intentions were full of Juſtice and 
Iepard to the generall Law of the Land, from which We ſhall nevec willing- 
ly Fxerve. But in Read of any application to inform Our Judgement, where- 
1n We had erred, and hqw We were to proceed, both Our Houſes of Parlia» 
ment under the Title of Committees adjourned themſelves to the Guild-hall, 
and afterwards to Grocers-hall ; the Perſons accuſed remove themſelves into 
the City, as to a SanQuary, and there manage and contrive buſineſſes to their 
own ends : They cauſe Diſcourſes to be publiſhed, and infuſions to be made 
of incredible danger ts the City and Kingdome by that Our comming tathe 
Houſe : an Alarm was given tothe City in the dead time of the night, that 
We werecO ning with Horſe and Foot thither, and thereupon the whole Ci 
put in Arms: And however the envy ſeemed to be cafi upon the Deſignes of the 
Papiſts, mention was onely made of A&tions of Our own. Their ſeditious 
Preachers and Agents ate by them and their ſpeciall and particular direStions 
ſent into the ſeverall Counties to infuſe thoſe fears and jealoufies into the minds 
of Our good SubjeRs, with Petitions ready drawn by them for the People to 
Nene, which were yet many times by then changed three or foure times before 
the delivery upon accidents and occurrences' of either -or both Houſes. And 
when many of Our poore deceived People of Our ſeverall Counties have come 
to Our City of London with. a Petition fo framed, altered, and hgned as a» 
forefaid, that Petition hath been ſuppreſſed, and a new oneready drawn hath 
been put intotheir hands, after their comming to Town, (inſfomuch as few ou 
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the company have known what they peticioned for) and hath bin by them pre- 


ſented to one or both Our Houſes of Parliament, as that of Bedford(bire and 
Buckinghamſhrre, wimneſſe thoſe Petitions ; and amongſt the reſt thac of Harrs 
ford(hire, which took notice of matters agreed on, or diſſented from the night 
before the delivery, which was hardly time cnough to get ſo many thouſand 
hands, and totravel tro London in thar Errand. The accuſed Members, to ſhew 
how much they were above Vs, and the reach of the Law, march with a 
Guard of Armed men to the x lace where the Comimitree fat;fit with them, and 
govern thoſe Counſels. Firſt they procure a Declaration tv be et forth and 
printed from the Commirtee ( without being reported ro the Houſe, — 
to all Cuſtoine and Priviledge of Parliament, and againſt the Law ir felt) wi 

very ſtrange expreſſions of Our Carriage, and upon-the matter requiring all 
People to afliſt them. This they cauſe to be ſent into the City to the Common 
Councell, which by the undue pratices of Captain Yenre, and Maſter Falkes, 
tince niaade Alderman for his good ſervice, (their princip:ll Agents) they had 
cauſed to be altered by putting out the graveſt and molt tubſtanciall Citizens, 
and taking in Perſons of deſperate fortunes and opinions, who they knew 
would cuncurre with them in their more deſperate Actions : (the fame Defigne 
and the ſame way purſued to make. the City of Lordon at their diſpoſall, as 
had been praRtiled in the Houſe of Commons to work upon the whole King- 
dome) and with this Common Councell correſpondence is kept tor the ſetting 
of unuſuall Watches, placing of Guards in feveralt places of the City, as if 
ſome deſperate atrempt and affault were to be made upon the whole City by 
Vs, who were known ſcarce to have a Guard ftrong enough to preſerve Our 
own Houſe from violence. A Commander is appointed under the ticle of Ser- 
jant Major Generall ; and as ifall inen were nuw by thcir new Proteſtation 
made Judges of the Priviledges of Parliament; and the breaches thereof, and 
ablolved trom all rulcs of Obedience, ſpccrall proviſiun is made, and publick 
direction is given for drawing downe the Train bands of Our City'of Londen 
to Weſtminſter on a day appointedto guard and bring in triumph the Perſons 
accuſed of high Treaſon, as ſuch worthy Patriots , that the Common- 


wealth it ſelfe could not fubſift;: but with reference to them 5; who in their , .. 


Diſcourſes, and by their Meſſages to their Confederates expreſfcd the grea+! 
reli ſcorne of, and the moſt treaſunable reproaches againſt Us, that can bee 
imagined. 

When VVe underſtood this horrid preparation made againſt Vs, the power 
it was evident theſe perſons had to doe hurt, and the malice V Ve knew they: 
bore againſt Our Perſon ( which we had too great reaſon to feare they in» 
tended to ſeize) VVe reſolved to yeeld for the preſent to this Storme, and fo 


the day before their comming to Weibminſter, VVee withdrew hy" 
with \

with Qur Royall Conſort, and Our Children to Our Houſe at Hampron (ours, 
and the rather leſt the Courage and Indignation of ſome of Our good Subjet 
might ( how weakly ſoever, yet with the effuſion of —__— oppoſed that 
great (corn intended Ls ; and beleeving that poſſibly by Our removing with 
all ſuch Perſons whoſe preſence was excepted againtt, and diſcharging that 
ſinall Guard which the Tumults had forced V's to take for Our fatetie, and 
which was urged as an argument of danger, and ground of the general feares, 
inight at lealt leſſen their appearance the next day : Bur theſe powerfull Per- 
ſons would by ao meanes conceale their triumph over Vs, but the next day ate 
guarded from their Reſidence in the City with multi:udes of armed men, and 
Anmmunicyon, in a Hoſtile and Warhke manner to Weſtminſter. The tame care 
and induficic was uſed to provoke and incenſe Our Mariners Maſters of Ships, 
and other Seamen, who were foliced by the Agents for the accuſe} Perſons, 
and by their ſreciall direftion to anaciiats affet'on likewiſe to the Cauſe 
in hand. And thereupon neere one hundred Lighters, and Long-boats were ict 
out by water, laden with Sacres, uwurdering Peeces, and other Ammunirion, 
drefled up with Maſt-clothes, and Streamers, as ready for fight. And in this 
Array theſe men by water, aad the Souldiers by land cryed out as they paſſed 
by, that they would chus proteR and defend thoſe Worthy Gentlemen, who 
We had accuſed of High Treaſon, and as they paſſed by Our windows at 
Whuehdl. ſcorntully asked What Was Secome of V's, Whither We were gone ? In 
this Equipage they came to both Houſes, where ris no woader they have been 
fnce able to govern, having given ſuch tefltmany of their powec both by land 
and water, Let all the world judge by what Law this Army was raiſed, and 
whether any Act of Ours agaiaſt chefe Perſons was as unwarrntable as theſe 
proceedings. 

We bore all this, being io much amazed at theſe difiraRions, that We could 
not cafily find what colour the malice of thefe men had found out thus to out» 
face Vs, not yet conceiving We had broke any Privitedge, or that the caſual 
bceakiog of priviledge could have produced tuch prodigious diftempers : Bux 
We were 10 ſooner advertiſed where Our miſtaking was, bur without recri« 
mination or complaining of the Injuries againſt Our Selfr, We ſent to both 
Houlcs on the twelft!; and fourtcenth of /axvary by Meſſage, that in Our pro» 
ceeding again(t thole perions We had noz the leaft intimation of violating 
their priviledges, which We would be willing to afſert by any reaſonable 
We ſhould be adviſed ; that We would wave Our former proceedings pods 


them, and when the minds of men ſhould be compoſed, would proceed in an 
wnquefliovable way ; in the mean tune deſired all jealoufies maghe be hid a» 
kde, and application be made to the publick and PR affaires, eſpecially wo 


thoſe of [relowd, which cried for the urmoſt of Our + Burirconcerned 
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.hoke perſons by no means to ſuffer ſuch a 106n : If cheſe Gars agd jea+ 
touſics were nat kept up, and inflamed in the People, and the diſtra&iong 
heightened, they knew they thould not onely bee dyleppoineed of the Places, 
Offices, Hanours, and r6q Padnt they had promiſed themſelyes, hu be ex- 
poſed to ghe juſtice of the Law, amd jult hatzed of all good men. Therefore Tag 
bulincfice of both Kingdomes was not conliderable to the Intereſts of the 1xe 
Members, who would be thuught the Pillars both of Church and State. They 
had now found a danger neces hand then {relazd, and an Army raiſed by Us 
'n one night at Kinglione upon Thames : end upos ſome extravagant infor- 
mation, pretended to be giyen to a Commirtee, ( __ ſome of their preten- 
ded witneſſes publickly in the Houſe difayowed any {ch teflimonie) they prg- 
aurcd an Order to be framed, and though before rhe publiſhing of it they had 
fall and clear Evidence to the contraty by Perions come junnediately from the 
place, and ceſtitying it to —_— and peaceable, they yer had pgwer to 
Proci re that Order co be publiſh on the thirteenth of lanuary ( the next day 
after they had received ſo gracious a Meſſage from Us) declaring that the Lord 
D:ghy and Colonell Lunsford (the formez of which was in the Towne onel 

with a Cuach and (:x horſes, the other onely atcended by his Seryant,and a 
been fince earneſtly prefſed by the Serjeaur of the Hoale of Commons (in 
whoſe cuſtodie he was) to accuſe the Lord Dighy, with promiſes that thereby 
himfelfe ſhould be diſcharged ) had gathered Troops of Horſe, and appearcd 
in a warlike manner at King ſtone upon Thames ( being within a mile of Our 
Court ) to the terrour and affrighrment of Our gaod Subjefts, and to the di- 
turbance of the publick Weale of the Kingdome: And therefore it was arde- 
red that the Sheriffe and Juſtices of the Peace ſhould, with the aſſiftance of the 
Trained bands, fuppreflc ſuch Aſſemblies, ec. And this way they found out tg 
(raw that Coumty to affront Ls, and ſent multitudes of mean people, under 
pretence of petitioning Us, to ſkew Lis how unſccure Our Retidence was like 
© be there too, and ſo in a ſhort time compelled Us, Our Royall Conſosc, and 
Our Children to remove to Our Caſtle at Winrdſer. They procred then by 2 
cloſe Commirtee ( a thing ſcarce heard of ull this Parliament, and of dange- 
:ous Conſequence to the tame and reputation of all men ) to examine ſuch 
mean, unknown perſons as they had by threats aud promiles (oliciced ro that 
purpoſe, concerning the Circumſtances of Our comming tothe Hanſe. exhibi- 
ting bold and malicious [atecrogatorics and Q ueſtwns canceraing Our helte, 
and upon ſuch wild Informations of deiperate Pertoas, contrary to the known 
truth, anJ concealing other examinatious which they had caken, and by whicla 
the contrary to what they would have he People beleeve would have appea- 
red, particularly that very full examination of Captain Afley, wherein Our 
publick and peremptory Commands againlt all magner of violence ( thovgh 
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provoked ) are ſufficiently manifeſted ; they procured an Infamous Declarati. 
on to be publiſhed by the Houſe of Commons ( forthe Houſe of Pceres could 
not be yer prevailed withto joyn 1n thoſe extravagancics) on the ſeventeenth 
of January, mentioning Our comming to the Houſe, and ſome rude expreſſions 
of tone Perſons (who ifthere were any ſuch Perſons there, VVe are moſt con- 
fident they were not of Our Train ) an would inferre from ſome mens cal- 
ling for the Word at Our comming out of the Houſe ( which is a form ufed in 
Our Court, that thoſe of Our Train who are before may know when and 
whither they arc to go) chat We had a purpoſe to have fallen upon the Houfe 
of Commons, and to have cu: all their throats, and do therefore Declare, That 
Our co:mmning to the Houſe was a trayt-rous defigne againſt the King and 
Parliamen: ; Thit Oar Proclumation, iſſucd out for the Apprehenfon of them, 
was falſe, ſcandalous, and illegall ; That it was lawfull for all men to harbour 
then,and that whofocver did to,ſhould be under the ProteRion and Priviledge 
of Parliament, with many o:hcr expreFions of, and alperſions upon Us, which 
they hoped woul4 render Us odious to Our good SubjeRs, and force Us for 
Our Safety to ſubmir to ſuch unreatonable Propoſitions which among them- 
ſelves they had provided to be offered to Us, or provoke Us to ſuch Actions as 
might give them ſome advantage. To keep the People in a continuall Alarm 
and apprehenſion of danger. few daves paſſed without ſome pretended Diſco+ 
very, by S*.#alter Exrle or other quick-(1ghted men, of ſome Treaſon or Plot 
againſt the Parlia:nenr, thc Ciriz or the Kinglome; and upon every light and 
impoſſible information, many of Our SubjeRts lent for our of ſeverall Coun- 
ries, who afcer chargeable Attendance were dilmifſed without any reparation 
Or reprehenon. One day the Tower of London is in danger to be taken, and 
Information given thatgreat multitudes, at leaft a hundred, had that day re- 
ſorted to viht a Pricft, then a prifoner there by order of the Lord;, and chat at 
t he time of the information above 50 or threeſcore were then there & a Warder 
diſpatched of purpoſe to give that notice : upon enq uiry but fore Perſons were 
then found to be there, and but eight all that day, who had viſited thar Prieſt. 
Another day a Taylour in a ditch in the open fiel:ls, over-heares two paſſen- 
vers to plot the death of M. Pires, and of many other Members of bath Houſes. 
Then libcllous Letters found in the ſtreers without names ( probibly contrived 
by themſelves, and by their power publiſhed, printed, and entred in their Jour- 
nalls) and intimartions given of the Papiſts training under ground, and of no- 
table proviſion of Ammunition in Houſes. where, upon examination, a ſingle 
Sword, and a Bow and Arrows arc fo:nd. A defigne of the Inhabitants of 
Covent-garden to murther the Citic of London . News from France. Jtaly, Spam, 
and Demmarke, of Aries ready to come for Enelwnd, with infinite ſuch ridicu- 
tous Diſcourſes, which are not onely faffered and dicefed to be printed, but 
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ſuch countenance and credit given to 1" that thereupon Guards mull bee 
doubled » correipondencies and letters interrupted and broken open, eyen 
of 21l to forreigne Miniltecs of State and Embaſladours, to the Candall of the 
Nation, and again{t the Laws of Society and civill Converlation ; a Commut- 
tee appointed for Information, where liberty hath been taken, without any ac» 
culation or complaint extant, to examine the diſcourles paſſed at meales and 
entertainments, what words luch a man ſpoke,and ſuch other monltrous things, 
as in a ſhort time will render lite it felte unpleaſant, and make every Room and 
every Table a bait to betray men, and to brivg them to ruine and deſtruction ; 
1nlomuch as perſons haye been lent and employed by Members of that Com- 
nutree, on purpoſe to the tables of Perſons of Honour and Q ualitie, to inquire, 
obſerve, and informe whart language and freedome was there uſed, whillt theſe 
Worthy accuſed Me.nbers towoke the libertie to themſelves in all their private 
meetings, and by their lerters, to deprave and ſlander Our Perſon, to contrive 
the altecation of the Government of the Church and State, to treat with for- 
reign Power to affilt them as ſoon as their Defignes ſhould be ripe, to labour 
by promiſes and threats to bring the ſeverall Members of either Houle ts their 
Opinion, and to raiſe ſcandalls upon, and to plot danger and ruine for thole 
who were of another opinion. 

And having now by theſe Acts diſquieted and diftrated the People abroad, 
and made them fir to receive any impreſſions from them, they preceetl tro work 
upon the Members of both Houſes with infinite Induſtry and Applications, 
that they might be able ro get the reputation of content from them, to en- 
courage and fer the People awork. if V Ve refiſed to conient with them. They 
had removed as many Members from them of a contrary opinion as they 
could and had uſed all means to get men who would bee diſpoſed by them 
into their roomes. If they found any ſuch Lord, who had not a name 
in their Liſt of the good Lords, were like to have any influence upon a place 
where an Ele&ion was to be. preſently an Order was conceived and publi- 
ſhed that no Letters from any Nobleman ought to be written in ſach caſes, and 
if wricten to be negle Hed ; but would by no means conlent that this Order 
ſhould conclude thoſe of the Houſe of Commons, lelt M. Pym, or any of thoſe 
bleſſed Members might not write in the behalf of the Conmmon-wealth, tor a 
Worthy Gentleman. Ifany EleRions were queſtioned, whereby they were like 
to loſe a man at their diſpoſall;ſuch buſineſſes an | c::eltions wer e of roo private 
a nature to interrupt their proccedings z lo neither the Eletion of Newcaſtle, 
Warwick Windſor.and very many other places, for whom Pertons ſerve wichoue 
and againſt the conſent of the Burroughs for whom whey have got the, lelves 
returned of admitted, can be heard or conſidered, If the Elettion of any f:ch 
Perſons hath been heard at the Committee, and they Voted out of the Hovic, 
£22 2 as 
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23 tinduly choſen or returned, they will by no means ſuffer foch 2 Report ts 
be made. leſt a good Member (hould be loft, as in the caſe of M. Necholls( M, 
Pyms Nephew) and others, Are they concerned in the contrary, and is any 
man returned and admitted whom they would be rid of, and again(t whom 
the leaf pretence is made ? ſtraight a day is appoinred, no buſinefſe to great 
ns fit to be a cauſe to keep a Worthy Member from the ſervice of his Countie; 
this is the caſe of Andover and other places. They rid themselves of thote{how 
jutHy fever cleAed) whoſe opinions are nor ſuitable, nor their ditpoſitions 
werk and g:41)ry enovgh to be wro.ght upon : Their next Conqueſt mult be of 
thoſe whom they could wnder any generall Vore conclude to be obnoxious to 
the juſtice (and fo to be within the mercy) of the Parliament ; ro this purpoſe 
their corrible Vores (which they Keep as Rods over them, having never pro» 
corded againſt any) avainlt all thote Lords who had concurred in ſuch an Or- 
ger 5: the Councel Table, or fuch a Cenfure m the Starre Chamber ; againt 
all Lords Lieutenants, and their Deputics, who had raiſed Coat and Condut 
money ; 291infſt al! Sheriffs. who had levyed Shipmoney ; againſt all Lords 
aud other who had been concemcd 10, or received profit by any Monopoly, 
or 1llegall Patent ; in a word, againſt all ſuch who had meddled im any thit 

which their Interpretation would call grievous to the Subject, brought all Per- 
ſons of either Houſe who had guilt cnough to doube themſclves,or want of Spi- 
rit enough to frare them,*ither to be abſent,or Hlent, or to comply with them ; 
And ifany man had the Courage to confider the frngle bufineſſe juſtly, and by 
it ſelf,chey were Rraight making an Inquiſition into his whole life,& preparing 
fomthing again him for marrers of which their favourites were equally puilty, 
and declared publickly, That what differvice ſoever any man had done former- 
ly.if his preſent Ations were ſuch as brought benefit tothe Common- wealth, 
he ongiht not to be queſtioned for whae was paſt, but cheriſhed and rroreRed. 
They had ſeveral baits to catch and berray other men:Thoſe who hd bin trom 
the beginning deceived by them, and complied with them in their Paſſi>n,and 
been ſudrilly involved in ſome of theic private Councels, they perſwaded that 
they were ſo farre in, there was no retyring, ; that We would never forget the 
diſſervice they had dons Vs. and therefore that thece was no way to ſafety for 
themſelves, bur by weakning Vs, and putting themſelves into ſuch a condition 
as it ſhould not be in Ouc Power to ſuppreſſe them : To thoſe who had pub- 
lick thoughts about them, and deſired the eltaliſhmen:t of right equally be- 
eween Vs and Our SubjeRs, and thought that right and favour they had obtai- 
ned from Us this Parliament could never be enjoyed by then withthat Luftze 
and Securitie, if the power from which they received it were opprefſed, or ren- 
ered of lefle veneratian, they fermed abundantly ſatisfied with thoſe Acts We 
bad paſſed, that they had Bo further aim then to enjoy thoſe, but "that 
they 
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they had upon Our vawilling pafſing $97) ASs (which all the World knows 
to be an untruch mol malicioully framed) great reaſon to fear Wee meant not 
to oblerve them, when in truth Wee had by the Bill forthe Trienniall Parlia- 
menc pur'Our Self. and Our Polterity (which We were willing to doe) out of 
any poſſibility of detroying or nct obſerving thoſe good Laws : Tothole who 
were defirous to give that latisfaFion to weake Conſciences , that might 
be caſed of unneceſſary Ceremames , yer were ſcandalized at the profane and 
odious licence which the Rabbleof Browniſts, Anabaptifts , and other Sctta- 
cies cook to them(elves of deſpiiing and reviling the Book cf Cuunmmnon Prayer, 
of ſuffering, Mechanick ignorant fellows to undertake publickly.cven in Chur- 
ches, to preach and expound the Scripture , they ſeemed no lefſe to be diſquie- 
red at that d1{order, bur alledge that all ceconciliation and union was to be em- 
braced. and puriued againſi the common Enemy, the Papiſt (from whom the 
danger was principally to be feared) and when a | e-fe3t viRtory was obtained 
again? chem, they ſhould eably bring the other poore, harmlefſe Creatures to 
Conformity : Thoſe who out of lazmeſſe, and vulgar fpiritednefſe were apr to 
comply with that Part, which was zt laſt likely to prevail, they informed and 
aſſured confidently that they had thoſe about V's, who would at laft periwade 
Vs toyicld to all they demanded . and thatall Places and Prefermems ſhould 
attend their direQtions, and be di(poled by rhem, and that all ſuch who oppo- 
ſed them, ſhould be inevitably deſtroyed : Thoſe whom nenther their $Kill nor 
importunity, their threats nor their promiſes could prevaile with toccmmply in 
their bad waycs they proſcribed as a Malignant Party, and having caſt all the 
aſperfions upon them folly and madneſſe could deviſe, expoted them to be torn 
in pieces by the People. And having thus dilpoled themſelves , and perplexed 
the People, they proceed to laying that foundation of Greatnefſe and power to 
themſelves, they had from rn 1nning contrived.and as if all the Pillars,upon 
which the Peace, and We” and Bcing of this Kingdome was founded, 
were now ſhaken by the attempt againft thoſe fix innocent Perlons.and that all 
Our power was therefore ro be transferred into other hands , they caule the 
matter of the Bil! formerly exhibired in Ofteber before , to be ago) revived ; 
and now all the Forts, and Caftles of the Kingdorns , and the whole Militia 
muſt bee pur into ſuch hanks , as they mght confd> in. A Garrifos 
muſt be pur into Our Town of Hull. and Sir Joim Hotham 2pro:ned Covers 
n0ur of it, co whom the Major of Yorke is ordered to dilpole twothoutand 
pounds out of the Polc-money , Which was to pay the Arrears duc tc thar 
County for Billet, and the great debt ro Our Subjects of Scotland : And when 
the Major and principall Aldermen of Hall refuſe to receive thar Carr 7, 
and urge the Petition of Right , that they may not be forced to biller -hote 
Souldiers , they are ent for to the Houſe of Commons , and there ken 


2 tedious and chargeable Attendance , till _- Garriſon be taken _ 
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being ſent for tono other purpoſe. Our own Magazine muſt be managed 
andditpoſed by their diſcretion. The Tower of London mult be pur into their 
hands, and a Perſon againſt whotn malice it felt could not finde the leaſt accu» 
<:- /va ſation muſt bc removed, for no other reaſon , but becauſe Wee had a 
13798. good opinion of him. ; 

They who are rhe ſtri Rell in the cenſure of Us, and of Our eatineſſe , will 
tind upon this State of things, that We had eno.gh to doe , and that there was 
much difficulty to reſolve. Wee will never deny that Our extream tenderneſle 
of the Peace of the Kingdom,and Our great griet of heart to ſee Our good Subs 
jects miſ-led in their duty and affetion , begat more of Our Compaſſion and 
Pity then of Our Anger and Indignation , fo that wee were more awake to the 
ſenſe of the calamity and miſery which in all probability was like to befall 
them, then of Our own Honour and Dignity, and therefore without expreſſing 
the lealt reſentment of all the ſcorns and injurics put upon Us, and to ſhew how 
much Our Soul was pefſfſed with the care of Our People, We ſent a Meſſage 
to both Our Houſcs of Parliament from Wmaſor, on the twenticth of Jamary, 
{firing them, tor the compoſing the nuſerable DiftraRions of the Kingdome, 
to enter ſpeedily into a ſerious ('ontideration of 511 particulars , as well thoſe 
which might concern their Priviledges, their Liberty and their Property , rhe 
ſecuring the true Religion, and the {ctling of Ceret.onies, as thoſe of Our jult 
Regall Authority and Revenue, that ſo both We and they might make a cleere 
judgment of them, and We tight make ir appear how far V Ve were from gi- 
ving grounds tor thoſe Fears and Jealouſies , by exceeding the examples of the 
molt indulgent Princes in Our Acts of Grace and Favour to Our People. No 
body will blame Us, it VVce expected ar leaft ſuch an Anſwer as might bring 
Ls and Our Houſes of Parliament toan iſſue, that VVe might temperatly de- 
bate what was to be done: But they who well knew the nature of their owne 
Demands, and what they meant to inſiſt upon, would by no means that things 
ſhould be brought into fo little roome , or diſcover the particulars of their de- 
fires, till they ſaw what ftrengrh they were like to have to ſecond thoſe defires : 
Therctorce a new Adjournment 15 made to Grocers Hall, to conſult of Evils 
and Remeches, ſeverall Petitions framed and contrived by theſe Perſons them- 
(elves, are lent intothe ſeverall Countics, and Multitudes of People reſort eve- 
ry day to both Houſes with Petitions , avowing the Fears and Jealouhes the(e 
men had infuſed into them, and de{iring to have the Kingdome pur into a po- 
{ture of detence, and declaring their tout Reſolutions ro mayntaine the Privi- 

ledge of Parliament. . 

In this triumph, "they vouchſafe to petition Vs to proceed againſt the Mem- 
bers accuicd, or elle that they might be publickly quit. V Vee were reſolved to 
give them no more adyantage upon breach of Priviledge, and therefore deſired 
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to be informed which way VVe were to proceed,and whether VVe might pre- 
fer Inditments againſt them at the Common Law : We were anſwered , That 
no procceding, ſhould be again't them without conſent of that Houſe of which 
they were Members , and therefore V Vee were defired within three days to itt- 
forme both Houſes what proof V Vee had againt them , or elſe they ſhould be 
cleered; and they had before cauſcd their falle, ſcandalous Declaration of the 
fourteenth of f--ary of Our comming to the Houſe , to bee new prin- 
red , rogether with the Proteſtation , and to be ſent over the whole King = 
dome by the Knights , and Burgeſlcs , as if by the one they were ob- 
liged to defend the other. In this Caſe no man will believe Wee had rea- 
ſon to bring in Our proofs againſt theſe then , and to publiſh Our Evi- 
dence , when V Vec were told, /t was im the power of the Ma'or pat to chuſe 
whether they ſhould be tryed or no ; and V Vee might eafily ſee, and all the world 
will judg2 by the proceedings then, and their pudlick expreſſions ſince, whether 
if VVe had proved a Conlpiracy amongſt them to have taken away Our hte, 
they would not have found foine difhin&tion between Our Perton and Our Of- 
fice, which ſhon'd have preſerved theſe perions from the hand and courſe of 
Juſtice. And to v hat other end ſhould that doArine be publiſhed with fo much 
afſion, That m Caſe of Treaſon We might nat proceed againſt any Member but by 
conſent of the Houſe, (fo contrary to Culſtome Law, and Reaſon) bur to let all 
men know it ſhould not be in Our power to quellion chem for any thing they 
ſhould do again Vs, ler th: Law b: never fo clecr in the point. Vpon all theſc 
conſiderations, rather then to walt ti-ne in the diſpute , when they are relo!ved 
to be their own Judges too, V Ve ſent them word by Oar Anlwer to their Pe- 
tition of the ſecond of February, That Wee found V Vee had good caule to de- 
fert any proſecution of thole Members, an further offcred ro grant fuch a tree 
and a gcnerall pardon to all Our loving SubjeRts, as ſhould be cho1ght fic by 
the advice of both Houſes which VVee thoug/1t to be the beſt way to co:npole 
all Fears and Jealoufies of what kind locver. But the > ifin:fſe of thete men 
could not be done that way ; a gencrall Pardon wo i1d never have {ct'ed the 
Miltia,% diſpoſſeſſed Vs of thoſe Rights and that Power, without which they 
could not compaſſe their Deſignes. They now reſort to their old refuge , the 
common people of the Cy and Suburos, and WHAtcver they dehred, thife nicn 
muſl aske for the fatisfa tion of the Fears and Jeal»uhes of the City. The City 
had bin dered to lend 102000 pounds for the relief of Jreland , and their An- 
fer is drawn up to their hands ofcheir inability ro lend, and ſuch reaſons gi- 
ven as might advance what had bin upon generall diſcourſes n:gleRed, The 
ten thouſand men proffercd by the Scots for Ireland were not accepted ; a Bill 
having beene offered Vs for preſſing » and in ita clauſe (no: neceſſary ro 


the preſent , and therefore purpoſely as VVee conccive put in , in hope V Vee 
would 
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would upon that refuſe it) declaring Usto have mo pover to prefſe ( a power 
con Hntly practiced by Our Anceſtors, and even in the bleſſed times Om 
E/ſveth) and Our pauſe upon it was urged as a Deligne to loſe that King- 
dom, although Wee had offered to raiſe ten thouſand Voluntiers for thas pur- 
poſe. if they would pay them; The not ſecuring of the Cinque-ports , though 
the cuſlody of them was in a Noble Perſon , again{t whom the lealt exception 
could not be made , and the not ſe:ling the Kingdom in a poſture of Defence; 
The not removing Sir Job» Byron from being Lievicnant of the Tower, -where- 
by through diftruſt they were forecd to forbeare the bringing in of Bullion to 
the Mint when *ris notoriouſly known there was more Bullion brought inte 
O.r Min: in the time that Gentleman was Lievrenant, then in the ſame quan» 
uty of tine 1n any mans reme:nvorance.) The Votes at the Biihons and the Pa- 
pith Lords in the Houle of Peers, and all other cluugs which were thea in De- 
hene.and had in vain bin attempted by then , by che refufall of che Houle of 
Peers (everall times to joyne with them, were now urged as p:incipall Reaſons 
by tins Petition of London , why they could no: lend a hundred thouſand 
rounds to Freland , and were preſſed by ſeverall other Petitions contrived by 
em, and preſented to both Houſcs, or to the Houle of Commons. And thele 
Petitions are carried up tothe Lords by M. Pim , who takes upon him to re- 
proach them for not concurring with the Houle of Commons , and impudently 
lays that ſcandall upon Us , That Wee had ſuffered many to paſſe by Our 
owne immediate Warrant , who were fince Commanders in the head of 
the Rebels : a falſe and abominable ſcandall , raifed by his owne malice 
to draw Our good SubjeRs againlt Ls, without the leaſt colour or ſhadow 
of truth, as appears by thoſe Anſwers they have publiſhed to Ourexceptian in 
that points ——_ there 1s not the leaſt evidence of any ſuch Warrant granted 
by Us. Though M. Pim be to great a Perſon, that We can have no reparation 

againſt hun tor that Calumny, but had Credit enough with the Houſe of Come 
mons to perſwaderhem to charge themſelves unjuſtly to excuſe him, and to rake 
upon them that he had faid nothing in that Speech but by their directions , all 
this had not that quick operation with the Lords , with whom, ( though the 

had committed 12 Biſhops forTreaſon,a thing themſelves bluſh at,& the opiſh 
Lords had abſented themſelves) they could not prevaile to joyne in matters ſo 
unreaſonable in themſelves , and diſhonourable to Ls ; therefore the Houſe 0! 
Commons by themſelves petition Us , thank Us for Or Mefage of the ewen- 
ticth of Lowry, though they have fince declared it to be a breach of Priviledge, 
reſolving to take it into ſerious and ſpeedy Conſideration; onely delire for thei: 
ſecurity. That We will pur the Tower of London and all the Forts of the King - 
dom, and the whole Afilitia into fuch hands as ſhould be recommended unto 
Us by them, (farthe Houſe of Peers had refuſed to joy with chem and fo were

apon the martez petitioned againſt, and left out in the power of recommenda- 
tion.) Sure this was the {trangeſt Perition that till that time had ever been pre> 
ſented by the Houſe of Commons to their King , yet Wee returned a gracious 
Anſiver, That if any particular ſhould be preſented to Vs, whereby it mighe 
appeare chat the Lievtenant of the Tower was unfit for the trut VVee had 
commirted to him, VVe would immediatly remove hun; otherwiſe we were ob- 
liged in Honour & Juſtice not to put ſuch a diſgracejupon him.Foc the Forts & 
Caltles.that V Ve were reſolved they ſhould be always in {uch hands,and onely 
ſuch as our Parliament ſhould have cauſe to confide in;that We would have the 
Nomination of them Our Self, but that they ſhould be always lefi(ifany thing 
weae objeRed againſt them)rto the V Viidom and Juſtice ofthe Parliament. For 
the Mena, that when ſome particular courſe ſhould be propoſed to Vs, for the 
ordering of it, VVe ſhould return an Anſwer agreeable to Honour and we 
{{ice, as appears more at large in Our Anſwer of the 28 of February to that Pe« 
tition, 

This gave them no better ſatisfaRion then the former:bur finding that with- 
out the conſent of the Houſe of Peers) of whom much the major part , though 
the popiſh Lerds and the Biſhops were abſenr, diſſented from them)and again 
Our conſent, «hey were not like to prevail over Our people, they reſolve of an- 
other attexipe upon them; their old Friends the Multicude mutt be againe 
brought downe by the = ConduQor Captain Yexwe, who is notoriouſly 
known , and proofe thereof offered to be produced , Maſter Kon to the 
Houſe of Commons, to have ſeyerall times {cnt to and folicited people ro come 
down out of the City with Swords and Piſtols when he had told them, or ſent 
them word by his V Vife, That the worſer party was like to have the better of 
the good Party ; and for all which publick offer , neither was Maſter /onne 
then ſuffered to anſwer to this charge » nor Maſter Kiton allowed any time 
(hough many dayes were ſer) t9 bring in the particulars and witneſſes. Many 
perſons are importuned to ſet their hands againf the Lieyrenant of the Tower, 
that they durſt not bring in any Bullion to the Mint for want of _ 
when they never brought in any in their lives ; and being asked how they 
could fer their hands to fuch a Certificate ( when it was knowne that never 
greater Quantity was brought in then ar that time) anſwered, That they were 
direRed by Parliament men to doe fo, or cle could not comnaſle their 
ends : and having gotten multitudes of people of feyerall Counties, or ſuch as 
pretended to be ſo, to deliver Petitions to both Houſes, and to defire leave that 
they might proteſt againſl thoſe Lords , who would not agree to the Votes of 
the Houſe of Commons, as the Petitions of Swrrey and Harrfordſbire doe ; and 
perſwaded others in the name of many thouſands of poore people in and about 


the City of London to petition againſt a malignaut FaRtion , which made ab- 
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ertive) all thoſe 950d intentions , which rendol to the Peace and Tranquillity 
of the Kinedo.ne , and to defire that thoſe N »bvle Wocthies of the Houſe of 
Peers, who concurred with them in their happy Vot's , might be earneſtly de- 
fired to joyne with the Honſe of Com nons , andto hit and Vote as one entire 
body. profeſing that unlefſe ſons ſocedy re nedy were taken for the removall 
of all ſuch ob{truftions , as hindred the happy progreſſe of their great ende1- 
vours. the Petitioners ſhould not re't mm quietneſſe » bar ſhould be enforced 
to lay hold on the 12xt re nedy which was at hand , to remove the diſturbers 
of their peace, and{want and neceſſity breaking the bounds of modeſty ) not to 
leave any means unaſſayed for their Relief; adiling , that the cry ot the poor 
and needy was » That luch perſons win were the obſtacles of their peace, and 
hindere:s of the happy proceedings of this Parlia'nent , might be forth-with 
publickly declared, whoſe Remoyall they conceived would put a period to thole 
Ditra4tions, after it had bin ſaid in the Houſe of Peers, That whoever world 
wot conſent to the Propoſition made by the Houſe of Commons, concerning the Forts. 
Caſtles, and the Militia (when it was rejzeRed by a Major part twice} was #% 
Enemy to the Common -werlth. This Petition was brought up to the Houſc of 
Lords by the Houſe of Commons, at a Conference , and after , the ſame day, 
Maſter Holl:s (a perſon formerly accuſed by Vs of High TreaſoF# and a molt 
malicious Promoter and Contriver of thoſe Petitions and Tumults) preſfied the 
I ords, at the Bar, to joyn< with the Houſe of Commons in their defire abou: 
the Murnia, and further (with many other Expreſſions of like nature ) defred 
in words to this effet , That (if Ts deſire of the Houſe of (ommons were not 
aſſented to) thoſe Lords, who weve willing to conear would find ſome meanesrto make 
themſelves knowne that it mrght be knowne who were againſt themy, and they might 
make it known to them who ſent them. Vpon which Petition , fo ſtrangely fra- 
med: counſelled, and ſeconded, fo great a number of the Lords departed , that 
that Vorte paſſed (which they had fo often before denied) in Order to the Or- 
dinance concerning the Aflrriz , and fince that time , they have been able to 
carry any thing ; and upon the marrer, the Reſolution of the Houſe of Com- 
mons hath been wholly guided by thoſe perſons who had given G plain Evi- 
dence that they had the Multitude at their Command , and hath wholly g'11- 
ded that of the Houſe of Peers , who with little debate or difpure, have for 
the molt part ſubmirted to whatſoever hath bin bro ;ght ro them. Shortly afcer 
paſſed their Ordinance with ſuch a preamble , as highly concerned Vs in 


Honour and J«ſticeto proteſt againſt ; wholly excluding Vs ( in whom that

fed : And'2s if the marter were not worth the conſidering , or that pw. Lunr 
- to be no other meaſure ro guide Vs in point of judgement , or underſtanding, 


but 
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Mut their Votes » it was il] taken that wee did not anmediately return Our An« 
(wer, bur took ſome time to conſider it, and We were again with great paſſion 


-uſtody. Allthele things conhdercd , and the Infolence , and Injuſtice of the 
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Ordinance a gracious Anfwer & Animadverhon,nade it evident to them, that 
the preatnble was in it ſelfe untrue, and againſt Our Honour to conſent to, and 
expreſſed Our cleere intention in Our going to Our Houſe of Commons ; We 
allowed all thoſe perſons recommended to Vs ( except onely in Corporations, 
to whom a Right was formerly g-anted by Charter , not confiflent with this 
Ordinance) and offered to grant fush Commiſſions co them , as had very long 
and happily bin ufcd in this Kingdome , and which wee had this very Parlia- 
ment granted ro two Lords , atrhe inflance and intreaty of both Houſes. If 
thatrower ſhovld not be thought enough, VVe offered to grant any ſhould be 
frll veſted in Vs. and fo VVe be enabled to grant; but defired that the whole 
migkr be digeſted inro an AR of Parliament, whereby Our good SubjeAs 
mi9ht know, what they were to doe , and what they were to ſuffer, vhar there 
might be the lerft laritude for the exerciſing of any Arbitrary power over 
them ; which Anſwer we defire all Our SubjeRts to read , and confider , whe» 
ther we did not thereby grant all whieh themſelves had firſt defired, and whe- 
therthere was cauſe to Vote ſich who adviſed that Anſwer to be Enemies to 
the State, and miſchievous ProjeRours againſt the defence of the Kingdome, 
But as if all the As paſſed by Vs; ( amonoft which that for the taking away 
the Votes of the Biſhops out of the Houſe of Peers was "the laſt) were of no 
other value , bur as inftances that VVee would never deny them any thing, 
| they winediately in great fury addrefſe themſelves to Vs with a new Humble 
| Petition ( as they called it , bur was indeed a threatning) and told Vs plain- 
ly , That if Wee wonld not then (in that inflant) give 'Owr Rojall aſſent ro 
their Ordnance , they were reſolved to diſpoſe of the Militia by the eAnthorny of 


; beth Houſer without Vs, adviſed V1 to ſtay London, to put away evill Conm 
| ſellewrs and to let Orr Sor the Prince be and continue at $. James's, or ſome other 
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of Our Houſer neer about London ” the Jealonſies and Feares of Our 
People might be prevented. VVee mult appeale to all the world, whether con- 
fidering what had been done in publick, and ſaid in private, VVe had no cauſe 
ef Jcalouſic, and whether having ſuch evidence of & malice, guilt and power 
of choſe accuſed Members , who had deſigned to have taken the Prince Our 
Son from Vs by force, it was not high time to gemove a little further from «11: 
Torrent which might have overwhelmed Us, and made themas well , and by 
the ſane Rule , Maſters of Our Perſon, as of Our Aftitia. This carried 
Us firſt from Theobalds ro Newmarket ; and whoſoever reads the Declaratian 
ſent Us thicher, the ſtrange language given Vs, and ſcandals laid upon 
Vs in that Declaration, will not wonder, that We made all the haſte we eould 
from thence to York, 

What hath hapned ſince Our comming hither , both in Words and Atti- 
ons , iS too Notorious to all the parts of Chriſtendome , who , with 
wonder and delight, are amazed to fee the Wildome, Courage, AﬀeRtion, 
and Loyalty of the Engliſh Nation appeare fo farre ſhrunk , and confoun4- 
ed by the Malice , Cunning and Induſtry of Perions , conremprtible in 
number , inconſiderable in Fortune and Reputation , united onely by 
Guile and Confpiracie againſt Vs. ' A licence even to Treaſon is x Br 
ted (that is, not puniſhed ) in Pulpits, and Perſons ignorant in ;Lear- 
ing and Vnderflanding , turbulent and ſeditious in diſpoſition , ſcanda- 
lous in life , and unconformable in Opinion to the Laws of the Land, 
are by theſe men their Recommendation and Authority , impoled upon 
Pariſhes to infet and poyſon the mindes of Our People, Our Townes, 
Our Coods, Our Money are taken from Vs , and to make the ſcorne 
compleat , care is taken to perſwade Vs that We are nut injured , bur that all 
is done for Our good. Opinions and Reſolutions are impoſed upon Vs by 
Vates, and Declarations, that We intend to levy War,and then Arms taken up 
to deſtroy Vs; Rebellions, and Treaſons contrived;fomented,and acted again(t 
Vs, and then reproches caſt on Vs, and war raiſed againſt Vs, becauſe Weeare 
dilpleaſed. Wee ſend Our Command to Our Keeper of Our Great Seale of 
Englaxd , to adjourn the Terme from Landon to Yorke , a thing as much in 
Our power , as in what Roomof Our Honſe Wee will lodge or eate ; this 
is {trazght Voted to be illegall , and Our Keeper of Our Own Seal peremp- 
torily toxbid to doe his duty , to feale a Writ or Proclaination to that pur- 
poſe : And when in obedience to Our expreſſe Command the comes to wait or 
Vs, he is purſued with a Warrant to all Majors , Juſtices of the Peace , She- 
riffs, and other Officers to apprehend him. A Committee is ſent downe into 
the Countrics neer Vs to execute their pretended Ordinance , who c 
Our SubjeRs ro take Armes again? Vs, and threaten and imprifon ſuch as 
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refuſe, without the Icaft colour fro whileft ſuch who execuce our Legal! 
Commiſſion of Array are ſent for as delinquents : and declared to be enemies 
to the Rag_ Our own moneys ſeized upon at London, and no ſupply 
ſuffered to be ſent Vs ; all perſons are forbid to come to Vs, andcharge given 
to all men, near the Northern Road, to flop all men and horſes, who are for 
Our ſervice comming to York, there being 4 Mr. Hollss fayes in his ſpeech, of 
which he hath the fole printing, and hath granted that Monopoly to one Vn- 
derbill) a mark ſet upon that place, and an opinion declared concerning thoſe who 
(hall refort thther : Our High wayes are ſhut up, and Our good SubjeRs are 
hindied in their journey$,and their goods ſeized and derained from them, be- 
cauſe they have oceaſtons to uſe them in the North : Our own houtchold Ser- 
vants refuſe to attend vs upon Our ſunmons, and then the purcing them from 
thei places is Vored an injury tothe Parliament, and whoſoever ſhall accep: 
of thole places, to offer an afont to the Parliament, and render themſelves uns 
worthy of any place of Honouror Truſt in the Common-Wealth: Sir John 
Hetham is commended and proteRed for keeping Vs out of Our Town of Hall 
by force and Armes ; and Ourraifing a Guard for Our defence is voted lea» 
vying warce againſt Our Parliament ; whilt he murders Our Subjects, takes 
them priſoners, burns their houſes, drowns their Land, robs all men he can lay 
hold of, and commirteth all che infoleue As of Holtility againft Vs, and Our 
Subjects, which the molt unequall and declared enemies practite in any Coun- 
trey. And when after all theſe outrages, Our miſcrable Subjets chrow them- 
ſelves at Our feet, crying for and challenging Our Protection, We mult nox 
perform that duty rowards them, nor preſume to ſay Sir [ohn Hothams is a 
Traytour, becauſe he hath priviledge of Parliament. Our Royall Navy, Our 
own Ships are taken from Us, the Earle of YYVarwicke made Our Admirall in 
deſpight and ſcorn of Us, who chaſes Our SubjeRs, and makes war upon Us, 
under the Authority of another pretended Ordinance; and his letteg publiſhed 
by the direFion of the Houſe of Peers, to (hew how eahie it was to make an 
cleQion, rather to deſpiſe Us, and the known unqueltionable Law of the Land, 
then to negle& an Order of both Houſes in a matter they have no more Juſt 
power to meddle in,then they have ro ſell Our Houſes. Parks.and Crown-land; 
and they may as lawfully ſend thoſe Ships to the Indies, and ordain that we 
ſhall never have more, as keep them in the Downs againſt Our will,and, under 
a Command Wee do protelt againſt to all the world. We are defamed and 
publickly reproahed for wan of zeale againſt the Rebells in Jrelavd, and when 
we offer to venture Our own Perſon, and our Crown-land for the reliefe of 
our miſerable SubjeRs there. ſuch a journey is voted to be againſt the Laws to 
be an incouragement to the Rebells, thar whoſoever ſhall aſſhi(t Us in it, ſhall 
be an enemy to'the Common- wealth, and chat the Sheriffs of Countics ſhall 
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raiſe power to ſuppreſſe any levies We ſhall make tothat purpoſe. And aker 
all this C when it hath been publickly ſaid by M. Afartin, That Onr Office s 
forfenable, and that the happineſſe of this Kingdome doth wot depend upon I's, or 4 
»y of the _— branches of that Stacke + and by*S*. Pewry Ludlow, That wee 
are not worthy to be King of England, and been declared, That Ve have no ne- 
gative voyce, which puts Our Crown, the Law of the Land, the Liberty and 
property of the SubjeR abſolutely incothcir hands) We are told by theſe de- 
vour champions for Anarchy and Confuſion, That Fe are farely dealt with the 
We are not depoſed ; that if they did th , there world be neither want of mo- 
deſty or duty in them. They publiſh falſe. Candalous Declarations to core 
r1;pr Our good SubjeRts in their Loyalty and Aﬀection to ls, injoyn thei 
to be read, and dilperſc them with all care and induftric. and fend for all Mini- 
ters, who according ro Our Command publiſh Our Anſwe.s ro wnleceive 
Our people, as Delinquents, notwithſtanding We have not prohibire.! any to 
read theirs : They commit the Lord Major of Loz:49n, and other Mayors, for 
publiſ;ing Our Proclamations according to Our Writ, and his Oath, and 
Qraitly charge all Our Miniſters of Juſtice not to oDcy Us : They railc an Ar- 
my again” ils, and chooſe the Earle of Eſſex for their Generall,and grant him 
a power over Us, the Law, and all Or people. that he may kill arid deſtroy 
whom he thinks fit, and impolſc an oath upon Our SubjeAs to exccute all the 
Commands of both Houſes : They waſte and conſume the money given by 
AR of Parliament for diicharge of the great debt of the King/!o:ne, and for 
the rcliefe of the bleeding condition of Hrelard ; imploy the money brovehtin 
by the Adventurers, and thoſe men who are levied by Our Authoritie and 
Commiſſion for the preſervation of Our miſerable $ubjeRs there. ro ſerve them 
ina warre ag1inſt Us, whereby all wen may fee what reaſon We had, not to 
conſent to a Warrant Dor.nant under pretence of levics for Jrelard, which 
might have furniſhed them with men to fight agiinſt Us as the ſe pretence 
hath done with all the Arms We had in Our Magazings : They commit ſuch of 
Our SubjeRs to Prifbn, whom they are pleaſed to luſpeRt(as the Earle cf Port» 
Lond ) and for no other reaſon but that they believe them Loyall ro Us ; Cen- 
ſure and Degrade nine Lords at a clap for obeying our Summons, and come 
ming to ls, when ſcarce that number concurred in the Judgement ; and De» 
clare rwo others encmies to the Common-wealth, and take their Votes from 
them, without ſo much as ſummoning them to anſwer any Charge brought 
againſt them : They preſume totake Tunnage and Poundage by a hw, 
Ordinance without Our conſent, though they have fo often preſſed it againſt 
Ls, that We tooke it without theirs, and ſo now diſpence with a Premmnire 
made this Parliament as they have formerly done with Treaſon. Laftly, to 
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put, they have reduced the buſineſſe of the Sole Kingdome from both Houſes 
of Parliament into the hands of a few deſperate perſons, who have the power 
commited to them to Act this Tragedy, without acquainting the Houſes, and 
{> have gorten the Authoritie of King and both Houſes of Parliament to de- 
{roy all rhree ; make Orders to breake up houſes, take away plate and mo- 
ney, becaulc 't1s poſſible the owners wiſh it with Us at Yorke ; ſend Troopes of 
horſe to make Warre upon Us in what Counties they pleaſe, and commit ſuch 
unheard of ARs of oppreſſion, and injuſtice, as no (tory can parallel, where the 
leaſt forme of government hath ben left : that all Our good SubjeRs may lee 
by what rules they ſhall live, and what right they are to enjoy, when thele 
men have gorten the ſway, who in the infancie of their power, and when there 
1s yet left lo:ne memorie of, and reverence to the Laws under which their fa- 
thers lived fo happily. dare leap over all thoſe knowne and confeſſed principles 
of Government and Obedience, and exerciſe a Tyrannie bath over Prince and 
reople more in{upportablethen Confuſion it (ele. 

And for all tis impudent injuflice (odious toaod and Man) what is ob» 
jected aganit V's ? that We will not be adviſed by Our Parliament: In what? 
what one Propoſition that is evidently for the eaſe of Oar Subje&s have We 
denied ? that We have granted many is confeſſed, We will not conſent that 
the Ordinance of the A1liria ſhall be executed and obeyed ; that is, We will 
not allow that both Houſes of Parliament ſhell make Laws. and impoſe upon 
the Property and Libertie of Our Subje&ts without Our conſent (which if We 
ſhould yield £9, upon the ſame pretences of ncceſfity, a word fatall to this 
Kingdoine, and the publick good, the Houſe of Commons might as well, and 
would quickly come to m1ke Laws without the Houſe of Peers, and the Com» 
mon people without either) norare willing that thoſe men, who have diſco» 
vered all maliec ro Our Perſon, and diseſteem and irreverence of Our Offices 
ſhall be legally qualified to rake up Arms againſt Vs, when they (hall be 
thereunto provoked by their Malice or Ambition. There can be no new thing 
aid in this Argument We muſt referre Our good Subje&s to Our ſeverall 
Anſwers, Declarations and Proclamations in that point ; onely ic will be 
worth their conſidering, that this extraordinary, unheard of,extravagant Pow- 
er was aſſumed in caſe of peremptory neceſſitie, for the prevention of imminent 
danger in the begirming of Aferch (how long ie was in defigne before is un- 
deritood by Sir Arthar Haſterrgge his bill long preceding) whether'any ſuch 
danger hath been ſince diſcovered. and whether unſpeakable calamines have 
not already, and are like to enſue from that fountaine, Wee wiſh it were not 
too apparent. And if thoſe fears and jealoufies, which ſeem to make that ordi- 
nance neceſſary, were indeed reall and honeſt, that in truth nothing were deft» 
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ics might be provided with Arms, and dextrous in the uſing them, if any 


Invaſion or Rebellion ſhould be ; is not all this care taken, and all this ſecy- 
ritie provided for by the Commiſſion of Array ? what honeſt end can thator. 
dinance have, which is notobtained by the execution of and obedience to that 
Commiſſion ? bur 'ris true the power is not in thoſe hands, nor ike ro be eme 
ploycd to thoſe uſcs, it is now intended. Who hath not heard theſe men ay, 
that the alteration they incend, and is neceſſarie, both in Church and State, 
muſt be made by bloud? arc notthe principles by which they live deſtruRive 
to all Laws, and CompaQts ? is not every thing neceſſary they think ſo, and e- 
very thing lawfull that is in order tothat necefſiric ? ſure if our good SubjeRs 
were throughly awake in this buſineſſe, they would think they had much more 
caule to thank Vs for denying this ordinance, then for granting all that We 
have granted, What is there elſe? Wee doe nor thinke Sir John He- 
tham hath delt well with Us, in keeping Our Towne from Us, nor doe 
take it Kindly that Wee are robbed of our Magazine and Munirtion , 
but thinke of recovering both by force becauſe Wee cannot have them 
otherwiſe, which will be an actuall levying Warre againſt our Parliament, 
This Argument 18 ſufhciently vexcd too : Our good SubjeRs will reade the 
Meſlages, Anſwers, Votes and Dedarations in this cake ; and Wee are ſure 
upon the Grounds laid to juſtife this Treaſon, no SubjeR in England hath a 
houſe of his owne, which may not tro morrow bec given to Sir ſoh» Hothaw 
for as long, a terme as they thinke fit ; and he may be ſent to morrow to mur- 
der Us, and be no Traytour, and they who ſhall ſhur the duore againſt him 
ſhall be Delinquents.Is there no more? yes. We will not ſubmit to thoſe nine- 
eeene dutifull and modeſt Propoſitions which have beene lately throwne at Us, 
as the neceſſary meanes of removing jealouſics and differences, and as the laſt 
complement of all their ſcornes and injurie, that Poftcritie may ſce to what a 
tameneſſe We were brought when ſuch things were asked of Us : We will not 
be content that all Our officers and Miniſters of State, be they never fo faith» 
full to Us, fo affefionate to their Countrey, never fo wiſe, never {o honeſt, 
ſhall be immediarcly removed from Us and their Places» be diſgraced and un- 
done, and in their roomes, theſe Gentlemen ( who have taken all poſſible pains 
to deſtroy King and people ) or ſuch whom they ſhall recommend, to ſucceed, 
that the ſame FaSion may-be carried through the whole Kingdome, which 
theſe men have raiſed in both Houſes of Parliament; that all Afﬀaires of the 
Kingdome be manaped nor onely bytheir advice, but their abſolute direRion 
and command, left any man ſhould thinke himfelfe Our Servant ; that the E- 
ducation and Marriage of onr Children be committed to them, leſt any Chri- 
Ran Prince ſhould make addrefles to Us in ſuch Treaties : In a word, that in 
gratirude x0 their modeſly and duty for nor depofing Us, VVe will not now 
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depoſe Our Selfe, and ſuffer the People and Kingdome ( which God, and the 
Law hath committed to Our government and proteRion, and for which We 
muſt make an acccount) to be devoured by them. 

Sure theſe men think 'tis no affront to aske any thing : But can Our good 
SubjeRs be longer kept iv this trance ? can theNobilitie, Gentrie, Clergie, 
Commonalty of England ſacrifice their Honour, Intere, Religion; Libertie 
ro terms and the mere ſound of Parliament, and Priviledge ? can their expe» 
rience, reaſon, and underſtanding be captivated by words, and aſſumprions 
contradiFory to all Principles? What one thing have We denied,thar with re« 
ference to the publick peace and happineſſe was to be bought with the loſſe of 
of the meaureſt SubjeR ? and yer into what a Sea of bloud is the rage andfury 
of theſe men launching out, to wreſl that from Vs, which We are bound (if 
we had a thouſand lives to loſe in the contention) to defend ? nay what one 
thing is there that makes life precious ro good men, which Ye do not defend, 
and chele mien oppoſe, and would evidently deflroy ? What grievance or preſ- 
{ure have Our People complained of, and been eaſed by Vs which is not now 
brought upon them in an unlimited degree ? Is the true Reformed Proreftant 
Religion, ſealed by the bloud of ſo many Revecend Martyrs, and eſtabliſhed 
by the wiſedome and pietie of former bleſſed Parliaments, dear to them > We 
mult appeal to all the world (being called upon by the reproches of thefe men) 
whether Our own praRice (the beſt evidence of Religion) and all the affi- 
tance and offers We can give, have been wanting to the Advancement of thar 
Religion : and what can be more done by Vs t» fatisfie and ſecure Our people 
in that point ? On the other ſide, ler al Ove 900d” SubjeRs confider and weigh 
what pregnant Arguments they have to fear Innovation in Religion, if rthefe 
deſperate perſons prevail ; when the principall men, to whoſe care and In- 
dufry they have commitred the managery of thar part, refuſe Communion 
with the Church of Exgland, as much as the Papits do, and have not onely, 

with that freedome they think fit to uſe, reproched the Book of Com- 
l.59. mon Prayer, and the Government of the Church in their ſpeeches, but 
have publiſhed thoſe ſpeeches in the view of all men in print, that the world 
1% fe by what meaſure and rule the Reformation they fo much calk of; is 
to be made ; when ſuch Petitions have been contrived by them, and accepred 
with publick thanks, which revile the Book of Common Prayer, calling it a 
Maſſe-book, in ſcorn and contempt of the Law, whileft other Petitions for the 
(,overnment eſtabliſhed by Law have been rejected, diſcountenanced, and the 
Petitioners puniſhed . and when two Armies were kept in the Bowels of the 
Kingdome ten weeks, at the charge of foureſcore thouſand pounds a moneth, 
tor the Countenance of a Bill to cradicate Epiſcopacie, root and branch : when 
ich licence is e1yen to Browniſts, Anabapriſts, Sefaries, and whileſt Coach- 
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men, Fel:makers, and ſuch Mechanick perſons are allowed, and entertained 
to preach by thoſe who thinke themſelves the principall Members of either 
Houſe ; when ſuch barbarous outrages in Churches, and heatheniſh irreve« 
rence and uprores.even in thetime of Divine Service,and the Adminiſtration of 
the bleſſed Sacrament.are praRiſed without controul:when the bleſſed means of 
adyancing Religion, the preaching of the Word of God, is turned into a Li- 
cence of libelling, and reviling both Church and Srate, and venting ſuch ſedi» 
tious politions, as by the Laws of the Land are no lefſe then Treaſon, and 
ſcarce a man in reputation and credit with theſe Grand Reformers, who is 
not notoriouſly guilty of this ; whileſt thoſe learned, reverend, painfull, and 

10s Preachers, who have been an4 are the moſt eminent and able aſſertours 
of the Proteſtant Religion, are (to the un{peakeable joy of the Adverſaries to 
Our Religion ) dilregarded and oppreſſed ; Laſtly, when for the lettling and 
compoting all theſe diſtractions and diſtempers, in ſtead ofa free and generall 
Synod of grave and learned Divines, which hath been ſo much talked of (and 
© whoſc deliberations We were and are willing to commit the conſideration 
of thoſe Aﬀaires ) Conference is delired with particular men, nominated 
by themſelves, contrary tothe the Rights 2nd PraRice of the Church, the ma- 
jor part of whom ( though we conteſſe there are many reverend, learned, and 
pious perſons amonglt them ) arc nor of learning and underſtanding ſurable 
to (o great a worke, are of known avowed difaffteHion ro the DoQtrine and 
Diſcipline of the Church, and of thoſe who have preached ſcditivuſly, and 
treaſonably, againſt Our Perſon and Authority, as Doftour Downing and 
others. Who cver from his ſoule deſires a true examination and Reformation 
in Religion cannot expeR it from the reſults of theſe mens counſels, nor think 
the true ſervice of God is like to be advanced or preſerved by ſuch praiſes. 
And all ſober men muſt looke with trange horrour and indignation upon the 
laſt Declaration of the Lords and Commons, which after ſuch unprefidenred 
outrages and violenecs againſt Us publiſhes the ground of their taking up de- 
fenfive Arms(as they call them)rto be for the maintenance of the true Religion; 
the raking & keeping of Hull,Our Navy,Oar Mony,and Goods the exercifing 
ofthe Mitra, and all the other injuries We complainc of, to be for the tain- 
renance of Religion : but whoſoever belecves them to be for the preſervation 
of Our Perſon, may beleeve the other too. Would men enjoy the Lavwes they 
were borne to? the Liberty and Property which makes the ſubjetion of this 
Nation famous and honourable with all neighbouring Kingdomes 2 We have 
done Our part to make a wall of braſſe for the perpetuall defence of them, 
whileſt theſe il] men uſurp a power to undermine that wall, and to ſhake thoſe 
foundations, which cannot be pulled downe, but to the confuſion of Law, Li- 
berty, Property, and the very life and Being of Our SabjeRs ? Is the Digni- 
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ty, Priviledge and Freedome of Parliaments ( Parliaments whoſe wiſdome and 
gravitic have prepared ſo many wholſome Lawes, and whoſe freedoue di- 
ftinguiſhes the condition! or Our Subjefts from thoſe of any Monarchy in 
Europe ) pretious unto Our people ? Where was that Freedome and that pri- 
viledge when the Houſe of Commons pretumed to make Lawes without the 
Houle of Peers, as wr did in their Vote upon the Proteſtation, and of the 9.ot 
September, when the Houſe of Coinmons and the Houſe of Peers preſumed to 
make Lawes withour Our conſent, as they have done in the bulinefſe of the 
Aftl:tia, of Hull, in the behalfe of their Champion Serjezar Major Generall 
S$h;ppon. of the Earle of Warwicke, of their new Generall the Earle of Eſſex, 
( with whom they will tive and dic ) and many other Caſes? Where was that 
Freedome and priviledge when Alderman Pennington and Captaine Yenne 
brovght down their Myrmidons to aſſault and terrihe the Members oft both 
Houſes, whoſe faces or whoſe opinions they liked nor, and by that Army to 
21ethe Parliament ; when thoſe rude multicudes publiſhed the names of the 
Members of both Houſes, as enemics to the Common- wealth, who would noc 
agree to their frantic k pcopofitions ; when the names of thoſe were given by 
Members of the Houſe, that they might be proſcribed, and torn un picces by 
thoſe Multitudes, when many were driven away for feare of their lives from 
being preſent at thoſe conſultations, and when M. Hells required the names of 
thoſe Lords who would not agree with the Houſe of Commons ? Laltly, 
where was that freedome and priviledge of Parliament, when Members of the 
one Houſe had been queſtioned for words ſpoken in the Houſe, and one freed, 
the other but reprehended by vote of the Major part, were again queltioncd 
by the other Houſe.and a charge brought againſt them for thoſe words? Is Ho- 
nour, Reputation, Freedome and Civility to bce efteemed ? What caulcictle 
Defamations have beene raiſed and entertained upon perſons of qualitie, and 
unblemiſhed eſtimation, upon no grounds or appearance of reaſon, but be- 
cauſe their opinions ran not with the Torrent ? what caceſſes have beene and 
are made to perſons looſe, vitious, and debauched, of no vertue, no Religion, 
no reputation, bur of malice and ingratitude to Vs ? their names will be cally 
found out, by all mens obſervation, and their owne bluſhes, though they ſhall 
not have the Honour of Our mention 2 How have the Lawes ot Hoſpitality 
and Civility been violated, the freedome and. libertie of Converſation ( the 
plealure and delight of life ) been invaded by then ? the d#icourics at Tablcs, 
whiſpers in gardens and walkes examined, and of perions under no acculati- 
on ? Letters broken up, ( Our owne ro Our deareſt Conſort the Queene, got 
ſpared ) read publickly, and commented upon, with ſuch circuntances as 
make Chriftendome laugh at Our follies, and abhorre Our corcelpoudence ? 
Is peace andtranquilitic deare to Our PRs To ſhew that Wee have 1-45 
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no way to that ( not deftruRive to Honour and Juſlice) unattemprec, We of- 
fered to lay down Our Armes upon no other Reparations tor all the Indignities 
multiplyed upon Us, then theſe, that they ſhould lay downe theirs ſo unyuſti- 
fably taken, and We have Our owne Towne, goods and Navy ( taken and 
and kept by violence from Us ) ro be peaceably reſtored to Us, and the power 
of making Laws without Vs by the way of Ordinances (which implyes a 
power by Ordinance to depoſe Us) and that in particular concerning the AMili- 
tia, to be diſavowed, and a fafe place w be agreed on, where We might be pre- 
ſent with onr great Councell, for the compoling of all miſunderſtandings, and 
making this Kingdome happy : which offers not vnely were not accepted, but 
nor ſo much as any Anſwer direted immediately ro Us ; ſomewhat onely 
fent d1,wn by their under-Cleck, which with their firſt Pericion and Our An» 
{wer (We aremuch pleated to heare) are ordered to be printed and read in all 
Churches, (We defire ny better evidence then Our and their writings 'and 
ations, and no bener Judges and Witneſſes then Our pcople of Our loveto 
peace) and even before this kind of Anſwer came to Us, whillt we with pas 
rience and hope, expecting ſuch a return as We deſired, forbore any ation or 
atrempt of force, according to Our promiſe, Sir ohn Haham (allyed outin 
the night, and murdered the perſons of his tellow-ſubjeRs, and ever fnce in 
this quarrell chey labour to encreaſe their Army, (the very levie of which-is 
Treaſon) and are ready to march with it againſt Us, Let all the world judge, 
who are the lovers of Peace. Laſtly, is the Conſtitution of the Kingdome to 
be preſerved, and Monarchy ir felt upheld ? can any thing be more evident 
then that the end of thete men is, or the conclufiun which mult attend their 
premifles muſt be, ro introduce a paritie and confufion of all degrees and con- 
ditions ? are not ſeverall books and papers (fuch as the Obſervarions upon parts 
of Our Meſſages) publiſhed by their dire ion, at leſt under their countenance, 
againſt Monarchy it felf ? Is it poſſible for Vs to be made vile, and contemp- 
tible, and ſhall Our good SubjeRs continue as they are? Can Our juſt power 
be taken fron Vs. and ſhall they enjoy their liberty > Whoſever is a friend to 
the conſtitution of the Kingdome, muſt be an enemy to theſe men. 

How the benefic, advantages, and hopes ofthe Kingdome have been and 
are advanced and promoted by theſe men, all good men fee and diſcern. Le 
Vs confider now whether all thoſe grievances and preſſurcs which our Sub- 
jets have heretofore ſuffered under, and of which Our Juſtice and Favour hath 
eaſed them, be not by the Faction and Tyranny of theſe men redoubled up6n 
Our people* Were the conſciences of men grieved and ſcandalized at the too 
much Formality and Circumſtances uſed m the exerciſe of Religion , and are 
they not equally concerned in the uncomllinfle , irreverence , and profaneneſlc 
now ayowed to the diſhonour of Chriſtianiry > were they tcoubled to fee the 
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Pulpit ſometimes made a Bar to Pas the Liberty and Property of the 
Subj, and are they not more confounded to ſee ic lo generally made a Scaf- 
fold co incite the people ro Rebellion and Sedition againit Vs? Have Our peo- 
ple taffered under and bin oppreſied by the exerciſe of an Arbitrary power, and 
out of a ſeaſe of thoſe lufferings bave V Vee contented to take away the Star- 
chamber, the High (ommiſſion-Courts, to regulate the Councel-T able, and to ap- 
ply any Remedies have bin propoſed to Vs for that dilcaſe? And have not theſe 
men doubled thoſe preſſures , un the latitude and unlumnitednefſle of their pt o= 
ceeding. in their Orders for the obleryation of the Law as they pretend , and 
their puniſhing men tor not obeying thoſe Orders in a way and degree the Law 
doth not preſcribe; in cheir ſending tor Our good Subjects upon generall Infor- 
mations without proof, and for offences which the Law takes no notice of ; ia 
declaring men Enemies to the Common- wealth, fining and impriſoning thern. 
for doing or not doing that, which no known Law enjoyns or condeunes ? 
Were the Purſuivants of the Connc.l-T able, the delay and attendance there, or 
at the High-Commuſſion- Court , the Judgements and Decrees of the Ftar- 
Chamber, more grievous, grievous to more perſons, more chargeable, more in- 
tolerable, chen the Serjeants and Officers fees, the attendance upon the Houſes, 
and upon Committees, or then the Votes and Judgements which have lately 
aſſed in one or both Houſes 2 Let all the Decrees, Sentences and Judgements 
of the High-Commuſſion-Coxrt and Star-Chamber be examined, and any found 
{o unjuſt, fo illegall, as the proceedings againſt che Gentlemen of Ker, for pre- 
paring and preſenting a Petition agreeable in forme and matter to all the Rules 
of Law and Juſtice, by which men are to be informed to a5k any thing; as the 
judgement againſt M. yon, that he ſhould be di»franch.{ed, be uncapable of 
ever bearinp Ofhce in the Common- weale, impritoned in the Coal of Colches 
fer forthe ſpace of two yeeres , and to pay 3000 pound fine, nothing being 
charged and proved againſt him,that any Law or Reaſon could tell him that he 
was not to do: though the lentences in the uther Cons were in ſotne Caſes too 
kevere, and exceeded the mcafure of the offence, there was fill an offence, fome- 
what done that in truth was a crime ; bur here Declarations, Votes, and Judg- 
ments paſſe upon Our people, tor matters not ſuſpeRed to be crimes tull they are 
puniſhed. And have ſuch proceedings ever beene betace .this Parliament ? If 
Monopolies have been granted, to the prejudice of Our people , the Calamity 
Will not be leſſe, if' it be exerciſed by a good Lurd, by a Bll, then ic was before 
by a Patent. And yet the Earl of #.rwick thinks fit to require the Letter» office 
to be confirmed to him for three lives , at the ſame came chat 'tis complained of 
352 Monopoly, and withour the alteration of any circumſtance, for the eaſc 
of the Subje& ; and this with fo much greedinefſe and authoricie, that whi- 


left it was complained ofas a Monopoly, he procured an Affonement to bee 
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made of it to him from the perſon complained of , after hee had by his interef 
lopped the proceedings of the Committee for the ſpace of five monerhs , before 

that Aſſignment made to him, upon prerence that he was concerned in it , and 

defired to be heard : of ſuch Sovercigne Power was his name, as if it could be 

no longer a grievance to Our People , if it might prove an advantageto him, 

A p:elident very likely to be followed in many Monopolies, if they may be af 

{.encd to principall Members, or their friends, witnefle the connivence now vis 

ven to Sic /ohn Aeldrams for his Lights , fince his undertaking their fervice x 

Hull, Have partiality and corruption in Judges obfruaed the courte of Ju- 

Rice? Was there ever ſuch partiality and corruption , when their fellow-men- 

bers of eicher Houſe are by them importuned and ſolicited for their Votes in 

Cauſes before them, and no other meaſure or rule to the Juſticeof that FaQtion 

then the opinions of the perſons contending ? What ſummes of money have bin 

given to, and what contraRts have bin made with ſome Members of either 

Houſe who are of this powerfull Faftion We complain of, for preſerving this 

man from being queltioned , and promoting an Accuſation againſt that man, 
for managing luch a cauſe , and procuring luch an Order, Wee are very well 
able to give particular information ; which We ſhall willingly do, when there 
may be ſuch a ſober and ſccure debate as becomes the dignity and freedome of 
Parliament. and the witneſſes, now within their reach, may neither be awed, 
nor tampered with, before Triall ; for how little care there is taken for diſco» 
veries of this nature, appears by that which (upon a complaint of a flander x 
eainlt M. Pim ) was juflificd, and the Authour averred againſt him, for taking 
thirty pound Bribe to preſerve a Papiſt from Legall proſecution » Which hath 
bin fo long ſuffered to ſleep at a Commirree. 

Our calc is truly ſtated, fo truly , that there is ſcarce any particular urgedor 
alledged by Us which is not knowae to many , and the moſt to all men : And 
muſt Our Condition be now irreparable ? Are the injuries committed againſt 
Us and the Law juſtifiable > And muſt Wee be cenſured for uſing all poſſible 
mcans to be freed from them, or to be repaired for them, becauſe rhey ſeeme to 
carry the conſent and aythority of both Our Houſes of Parliament ? Thereis 
not a particular of which We complain , that found not eminent oppoſition in 
both Houſes, and yet for the moſt part nut above a Moiry of cicher Houſe pre- 
ſent. The Order ot the ninth of Seprember (an Order to ſuſpend the execution 
ot Laws in force) paſſed, when there were not above cighty Commoners (of 
which many difſaſſented) and but twenty Lords , whereof eleyen ( the inajor 
part) exprefly contradicted it : The firſt unſeaſonable Remonſtrance (the foun- 
tain from whence all the preſent miſchicfs have flowed) was carricd but by c- 
leven Voices atter fifteen houres ſitting, when above two hundred were abſent, 
and was never approved by the Lords : The buſineſſe of the Afiliria was at 
leaſt 
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leaſt twice rejeAed by double their number in the Houſe of Peers , who con- 
ſented toit, there being no Popiſh Locd "preſent , and ewelve Biſhops in the 
Tower, and yet this propoſed again, the Houſe being made thin of thoſe Lords 
who had formerly oppoſed it, who went out immediately (ir being their uſuall 
courſe to watch ſach opportunities to effect their buſineſſe) after Maſter Hollis 
kis threats , and then carried. 
The Declaration againſt Us ſent ro Newmarket was carricd but by one 

Voice in the Houſe of Peers , and by a finall namber in the Houſe of Com- 
mons : The juſtifying Sir John Hotham in his ARt of High Treaſon , was 
oppoled by many perions of great worth , though neither Houle had half irs 
number : And We are very far from cenſuring all thoſe perions who concurred 
in theſe or any other particulars ; We believe very many of them Aood-not in 
ſocleer a light to diſcern the guilt, malice, ambition , or ſubrilty of their Sedu- 
cers ; but if in truth there were a conſent intirely in both Houſes of Parliamen: 
( as Wee are moſt aſſured there will never bee ) to alter the whole trame 
of Government , muſt wee ſubrait to thoſe Reſolutions , and muſt nor 
Oar SubjeRts helpe and affit Us in the defence of Lawes and Govern- 
cat eſtabliſhed , becauſe they doe not like them ? Did Wee intend when 
We called them ro that great Councell, or did Our Subje ts intend when they 
ſent them thither in their behalfes, that they ſhould alter the whole frame of 
Government , according to their own fancics and ambition, and poſſcſſe thoſe 
places during their lives ? V Vhat Our opinion and reſolution is concernin 
Patliaments, Wee have fully cx preſſed in Our Declarations ; V Vee have yi 
and will till fay, they are fo cffentiall a part of the Conſtitution of this King- 
dome, that We can attaine to no happineſie withovr them , nor will VVee ever 
make the leaſt attempt (in Our thought) againſt them. VVee well know that 
Our Selfe and Our tio Houſes make up the Parkiament , and that VVee are 
like Hippocrates Twins, VVe muſt Iavgh and cry, live and die together.tharno 
mancan be a friend to the one, and an enemy to the other; the injuſtice, nury, 
ind violence offered to Parliaments 15 that which We principally complain of: 
And we again aſſure all Our good SubjeRs in the preſence of Almighty God, 
aat all che Acts paſſed by Us this Parliament ſhall be equally obſerved by Vs, 
5 wee defire thoſe to bee which doe moſt concerne Our Rights, Our Quar- 
icll is nor avainſt the Parliarnent but againſt particular men , who tuft 
made the wounds , and will not now ſuffer them to be h-aled , but make 
{m deeper , and wider « by contriving, » foltcring » and fomenting, mi- 
takes and jealouſies berwixt body and head , Us and Our two Houſcs of 


Parliament , whom, Wee name . and are ready to prove them guilty of High 


Trefen : V Vee defire that the Lord Kimbolron , Maſter Hollis, Maſter Pim, 
Ma»: 
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Maſter Humpden. Sir Arthur Haſlerigge, Maſter Strode , Maſter Martin , Sig 
Hewury Ludlow, Alderman Pennmgton ; and Captaine enne may be dclivered 
into the hands of Juſtice, to be tryed by their Peers , _— to the knowne 
Lacsof the Land; If Wee doe not prove chem guilty of High Treafon, 
they will be acquitted , and their Innocence will jultly eriumph over Us, 
Again! the Earle of Warwick , the Earle of Eſſex Earle of Sramford, Locd 
Brook Sir lohn Hothams Scrjeant Major Generall Skeppon, and thoſe who ſhall 
lLence-forth exerciſe the Aſulrtia by vertue ofthe Ordinance, We ſhall cauſe In- 
di n.cnts co be drawn of High Treaſon upon the Starute of the 25 yeer of King 
Edvard the Third ; Letthem ſubmit co their Triall appointed by Law, and 
plead their Ordinances ; if they ſhall be acquitred , Wee have done.

zects there, for the ſuppreſſing of that horrid and bloudy Rebellion, for the ſup- 
ply and payment of His Armies there, now in great want and neceſſity; Doth 
ſtciAtly require the Houſe of Commons , as they will anſwer the contrary to 
Almighty God, His Majeſty, and thoſe that have truſted them , That they im- 
mcdiatly recract that miſchievous, Hlegail and unjuſt Order, wherein His Ma- 
jelly expeActh their ſpeedy Anſwer and Obedience ; And the rather that hee 
may thereby be {ccured, that ſuch part of the fourc hundred thouſand pounds as 
1s or ſhall be collected from His good SubjeRs of Englurd, by vertue of the late 
At of Parliament, wherevy the {ame is granted, 1nay not likewiſe (under falſe 
pretenccs) be diverted from its proper uſe;for which it was intended, and miſe 
mployed to the diſturbance ot the Peace of this Kingdome in a War avainſt 
His Sacred Majeſty,

The Anſwer of the Houſe of Commons to Hi; 
Majeities Meſſage. 


He Houſe of Commons having reccived a Meſſage from His Majefty of 

the thirtreenth of Awgu/t lall, whereby they are required to rerra & an Or- 
der made by them for the borrowing of one hundred thouſand pounds of the 
Adventurers Mony for [re/anxd, ſuppoſing that Ordes very prejudiciall to the af- 
fairs of Ireland, and contraryto an Act of Parliament made this preſent Seſſi- 
on; Do in the firlt place declare , Thar theſe direRions given by His Majely 
for the retraQting of this Order, is an high breach of Priviledge of Parhament. 
And that they cannot without a deep fence of ſorrow, call ro mind how Popiſh 
and Prelaticall Counſels did fo tar prevail with His Majeſty, thattwo Armies 
were brought within the bowels of this Kingdome , and two Proteſtant Nats 
ons ready to welter in each others bloud ; That when both thoſe Armics had 
been a long time defrayed at the charge of the poor Conunons of England, and 
at length by Gods bleſſing upon the endevours of the Parliament quietly dif- 
banded, the ſame wicked Counſels (prevented of that dehgne) did ſoone after 
raiſe this bloudy and barbarous Rebellion in /reland- The ſuppreſſing whereof 
(for the better colour) was recommended to the care of the Parliament ; who, 
gut of a fellow-fecling of the unſpeakable miſerics of their Proteſtant Brethren 
there 
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there (not ſuſpeRing this horrid Plot, now too apparant) did cheerfully under- 
take that great work, and do really intend and indevour to ſertle the Proreſtane 
Religion, and a permanent Peace in that Realm, to the lory of God , and the 
great honour and profit of His Majeſty and ſecurity of His three Kingdoms : 
But how they have been diſcouraged, retarded , and diverted in and from this 
pious and plorious worke, by thoſe Traiterous Counſels about His Majeſty, 
will apperr by many particulars , ſome whereof they ſhall upon this juſt oc- 
cafion czil ro r2 nembrance. 

That 1 hen © * Lords and Commons had upon the firft breaking out of the 
Rebellion, imni«c12tly provided and ſent over twenty thouſand pounds , and 
ingaged them{elves and the whole Kingdome for the reducing of the Rebels : 
Yet His M zjelty af.cr His return from Scotland to London , was not either 
pleaſed by Word or Meſlage to take noticeof it, untill after ſome in the Houſe 
of Commons had truly obſerved how forward rhole miſchievous Counſellours 
were to incite His Majeſty againſt His Protcftant SubjeRs of Scor/and & how 
ſlow to reſent the proceeding of His Papiſt Traitours in Ireland. 

That although the Rebels had moſt impudently Ryled themſelves, The 
Uneent Army ; and profeſt that the cauſe of their riſing was , to maynraine 
the Kings Prerogative, and theQueens Religion , againſt the Puritan Parlia- 
ment of Eng/and ; And that thereupon both Houſes of Parliamenrdid humbly 
and earneſtly advice His Majeſty to wipe away this dangerous ({candall', by 
proclaiming them Rebels and Traitours ro His Majeſty , and the Crowne of 
England, which then would have matcd and weakned the Confpiratours inthe 
beginning - and have incouraged both the Parliaments here, and good peop'e 
there, the more vigorouſly to have oppoſed their proceedings : Yet ſuch was 
the power of thoſe Counſels, that nv Proclamation was ft furth to that pur- 
poſe, till almoſt three Moneths after the breaking out of this Rebelliun , and 
then command given, that but forty ſhovld be Printed, nor they publiſhed rill 
further dire&ions ſhould be given by His Majeſty. 

That after both Houſes of Parliament had found out a probable way to re- 
duce the Kingdome of Jreland, by the Adventure of private men, without any 
charge tothe SubjeR in generall , and which they are very confident would 
have brought ina Million of Money (had his Majeſty continued in or necre 
London) thoſe malicious Whiſperers, that durſt not hinder the paſſing of the 
Bill, which was ſo ſpecious in it ſelf, and fo generally approved : Yer have by 
praftice, by drawing His Majeſty from His Parliament, by keeping Himar 
this difance, and adviſing Him co make war upon His people , fo intimidated 
and diſcouraged the Adventurers and others that would have adycntured, :hat 
they have rendred that good Bill in a manner ineffeQuall. 

Thatthe Parliament and Adventurers had long fince deſigned five thouſand 
Cece foot, 
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foot, and five hundred horſe -for Pagan} of Manſter , to be ſent as a Bri- 
eade, under thecommand of the Lord Wharton, had made choice and lifled all 
the Commanders , and prepered Money , Armes, and other Proyifion tor that 
Expedition , and all to bee at the charge of the Adventurers: And when 
nothing was wanting but a Commiſſion to the Lord #harton , to enable 
him for that ſervice, tuch was the power of thole Countels, that no Com» 
miſſion could bee obtained from His Majeſty ; by reaſon whereof Lym- 
rick was wholly loſt, and the Province Munſter is now in very great 
diſtreſle. 

That when divers pious and well aftetcd perions had prepared twelye 
Ships, and 3x Pinnaces , with a thouſand or more Land-+forces , at their own 
charge, by way of Adventure for the ſervice of Jreland , and defired nothing 
but a Commiſſion from His Majeſty to enable them thereunto , that Commil- 
on, attcr twice ſending to Torke for the ſame, and the Ships lying ready to 
{ct ſail for three weeks together , at the charge of neer three hundred pound a 
day, was likewiſe denied; and thoſe Adventurers (rather then to lole their Ex- 
pedition) were conſtrained to go by vertue of an Ordinance of both houſes of 
Parliament. 

That althuugh the Lords Juſtices of Ireland have three moneths fince ear- 
neſtly defired to have two Pecces of Battery ſent over , as very neceſſary for 
that ſervice , yet ſuch commands are piven to the Ofhcers of the Tower, 
that none of His Majeſtics Ordnance muſt be fent to ſave his Majeſties 
Kingdom. 

That alchough whilft che Earle of Lercefter Rayed here in the Service of the 
Parliament, and in providing for his long-expeRed Voyage into Ireland , a 
Meſſage was fent to the Parliament from his Majeſty to haften him away, 
and Letters were written to the ſatd Earle from his Majeſty , that hee ſhould 
make no ſtay at Yorke for his diſpatch, but that his Inflruions ſhould be rea- 
dy for him againſt he came : And although it is notoriouſly knowne, Thar the 
Aﬀairs of [relrd do exceedingly ſuffer by wanting the perſonall aſſiſtance of 
a Commander in chicf , to give both life and motion to the Army there ; yet 
the laid Earle hath been Rayed with his Majefly in the North a moneth and 
mote, and as yet can get no diſpatch. 

That notwithſtanding the bleeding condition of Ireland, yet divers Com- 
manders and Officers in pay , and in actuall cmployinent there againſt the Re- 
bels, have been called away from that important Service, by the expreſſe com- 
mand of his Majefty, as (Þarles Floxd Engineer and Quarter-maſtcr Generall 
of the Army in {reland, and divers others, 

That Captain Green Comptroller of the Artillery , a man in pay, and prin- 
cipally employed and truſted here by the Lord Lievrenant of J1relard , = 
ie 
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the providing and ordering the Traine of Artillery which was to be ſent 
to Dablin , and who had received great Summes of Money for that pur- 
ſe, was commanded from that employment and truſt, to ſerve his Ma zeſty 
in this moſt unnaturall War againſt his loyall and beſt-affeRed peovle, 

That the Parliment having made great proviſion of clothes for the poore 
Souldiers in Jrelard tor their preſent ſuccour, and ſending fix hundred ſuits, 
part thereof towards Cheſter the Iaſt Wecke , the man that undertooke the 
carriage of them , one William Whitaker by name , was aſſaulted by His 
Majeltics Cavaliers , then lying about Coventry , who tooke away theſe (ix 
hundred ſuits of clothes , and the Waggon and horxies of the poore man, 
although tney were told that the ſix hundred ſuits of clothes were for the 
Souldiers in /relarnd; and notwithftanding the poore Carryer was hve times 
with the Earle of Northampton, to beg a Releaſe of his Waggon. 

That three hundred ſuits of clothes , with a Chyrurvions Cheſt of Medi. 
caments , being likewiſe ſent for /reland by cne Richard Owefield, who was 
employed by the Parliament tocarry them to Cheſter, a Troop of His Ma- 
jeflies Cavalicrs, under command of one Captaine Afiddleton , met with 
them upon the Road , and rooke away the clothes, and Chyrurgions Cheſt, 
wether with the poore Carryers horſes and Waggon , for His Majelties pre- 
rended ſervice here. 

That a great number of Dravght-horſes prepared by the Parliament for the 
Artillery and Baggage of the /ri(b Army, were ſent to Cheſter for that purpoſe, 
and being there, attending a Paſſage, arcnow required by his Majclty, tor his 
aid preſent ſervice in England, 

That his Majeſties Forces are fo Q vartered in an about the common Roads 
to Ireland, that neither Money, Clothes, Victuals, ur other Proviſion , can 
paſſe thither by Land with any ſafety. 

+ That Captain Kerlebythe Admirall , and Sir Henry Stradlmg the Vice-ad= 
mirall of the Ships which were dire&ly to lye upon the Coalt of /re/andto an- 
noy the Rebels, and to prevent the bringing to them Ammunition and Relicte 
from Forreign parts, are both called away frem that employment by his Ma- 
&flies command, and by reaſon of their departure from the Coall of Aſunſter, 
to which they were deſigned , the Rebels there have received powder , 
Ammunition » and other Relict from Forreign parts ; by which, and many 
other particulars too long to relate , it may ſeeme, as if thoſe Barbarovs 
Iriſh Rebels are kept on foot and countenanced there , of defigne to aſ- 
kt the Northerne Cavaliers , and acccrding to the Earle of Strafords 
un-heard of advice , to have an Army in Irelivd with which his Majeſty 
may reduce this Kingdome , eſpecially confidering thoſe confident Re- 
bels have preſumed , very lately , to ſend a Petition to his Majeſty , 
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intituling themſelves His Majeſties Catholick SubjeRs of Ireland, and com 
plaining of the Puritan Parliament of England, and defiring, that fince His 
Majeſty comes not thither according to their expectation, that they may come 
ino Englandto His Majeſty ; which Petition wee may juſtly feare, is but; 
Prologue to that Tragedy they have defigned to a& here , in cafe their com» 
ming over be not prevented by the care and vigilancy of the Parliament and 
good people of England. Burleft the Houle of Commons might ſeeme to ex- 
cuſe the making of this Order by a way of Recrimination , They , for (atiſ- 
faction to the World , doe pr before Almighty God ( the ſearcher of all 
hearts.) That they have as great compaſſion and forrow for the preſent ſuffe- 
rinvs of thcir diſtreſſed brethren in /relard, as if themſelves were in their caſe 
(into which they are confident thoſe horrid Traitors, thoſe Monſters of men 
about His Majefty do labour to bring this Kingdome.) That they have , and 
ſhall ever really endevour by all means poſſhble (with a due regard to the pre 
ſent eflate of thus Kingdom) to ſupply and lupport them in this their great af- 
fli tion, notwithſtanding the malice and obſtructions of all oppoſers. 

That the Houſe of Commons lively apprehending the imminent danger of 
this Kingdom, and finding that whilſt they were aRtve here to ſubdue the Re- 
bels of Ireland, there were Papilts, Traitours and Delinquents more ative in 
the North, to conquer and dcftroy the Parliament and good people of Eng- 
{und, Thought it neceſſary to provide fot the ſafety of both , by preparingr 
competent Army for the detence of King & Kingdom. And although 7s. 
of wel-affetted perſons had cheertully brought in great ſtore of Plate for that 
purpoſe , yet in regard the Plate could not be coyned with ſuch expedition as 
the Importance of the ſervice did require, and well knowing that one hundred 
thouſand pounds might for a ſhort time be borrowed out of the Adventurers 
Money for treland, without any prejudice to the Aﬀaires of that Kingdome, 
whoſe ſubliſtence depends upon the wel-fare of this , and reſolving to make a 
reall and ſpeedy re-payment of what Money ſhould be fo borrowed, d1d make 
this Order : which that it might appearc to all the World to be neither mif- 
chicyous, illegall nor unjuſt ( as His Majeſty by the inftigation of thoſe Ma» 
lignant Whiſperers is pleaſed to team ir) the Houſe of Commons thought fir 
to recite it in hee verba; and in ſtead of retracting the Order , to repay the 
Money with all poſſible ſpeed.

Majeſties perſon, or ſome other prerences,the Knights, Gentlemen,Freeholders, 
and Inhabitants of the County of Cheſter, may be draw e together, therefore 
you and every of you, ſhall cake ſpeciall care that the ( /rdimance concerning 
the Afilitza be pur in execution through the whole County ; and the Sheriffe, 
andall other Officers are hereby moved to afſiA you, and every of you therein; 
and if any perſon whatſoever ſhall leavie or endeyour to leavie any Souldiers, 
or draw, or keepe together the Trained bands, or other armed Forces of the 
aid County, or any other Force, by colour or pretence of any Commiſſion or 
warrant from his Majeſtie, under the great Seale or otherwiſe, without Order

E the Lords and Commons in Parliament aſſembled, have per- 

\/ \ uſed and ſeciouſly confidered a Letter ſent from many of the pcin- 
cipall Knights, Gentlemen, and other Inhabitants of che Coun- 

ty of Torke: direRted roa worthy Kmig't of that County, being 2 Member of 
the Houſe of Commons, ant intended tor information of both Houſes of Par- 
1121ment, concerning his Majeſtics parpole of railing his Standard at Nott ing- 
ham, the preſent ſtate. of the Northern parts,and the growing miſchiets,and mi- 
ſeries ike to over-whelm the wholeKingdom, by the great oppreſſions exerciſed 
upon his Majeltics Subjz&s, there, and other unlawtull and dangerous coun- 
cels, and proccedings of thoſe, who under Pretence of his Majcllies Service, 
are laying the found won of an Arbitraric and Tyrannicall Govyerninent, or 
rather confuſion and dilſolution, not only in thoſe parts, bat in the whole 
Kingdome: upon which and other informations and diſcoveries, wee thinke 
fir to publiſh and declare fom? few obſeryations, whereby the good Subjedts 
of this Kingdo.ne may db2tter difcerne their own danger, and be ſtirred up 
with more carne{inefſe, to affilt us in the Mintenance of Religion, and of the 
common Juflice and Liberty of the Kingdome, which ſeems to be in no lefſe 
11zard, then if we had an Army of the Ir:þh Reb:ls in the bowels of the Land.

That it ſhall be lawfull for all Lord-Lievtenants, Deputy-Licvrenants, She- 
riffs, Majors, Bailiffs, and head Officers of Corporations todiſarme all popiſh 
Recuſants, and all other his MajeTies SubjeAs tobe afſiting unto them, and 
that it ſhall be lawful! for any of his Majeſties ſabjeRs to ſerze upon the per» 
ſons of all ſuch as ſhall execute the Tllegall commiſſion of Array, or ſhall bee 
Actors and afſiſtants in any of the afore-mentioncd oppreflions and vialences, 
or ſhall furniſh any Horle, Armes, Money, and other Ayde or Contributions 
for the maintenance of this unnaturall Warre raiſed by His Majeſtie againſt 
His Parliament. and to ſeize upon their horſes, Armes, Mency, and other pro- 
vifons , whereby they might bee inabled tro ditturbe the peace of the 
Kingdom.

£ D.claration ſent unto them by the Commiſſioners of this Ki 

now at / endan, from the Honourable Houſes of the Parliament of 
Enoland, Expreſſing their care to prevent the effuſion of Chriſtian Bloud 
in that Kingdom, and their afetions to Reformation both in Kirk and 
State : And having taken the fame to ſuch conſideration, as the Importance 
of ſo weighty matters, and the high «ſtimation they have of {& wiſe and 
honourable a meeting as i5 the Parltament of England did require, Have, 
with Univerſall Conſent, retolved upon this following Anſwer : 

I. That from the recent fenſe of the goodneſſe of God in their own 
late deliverance, and from their earneſt defire of all happyneſſe to our 
Native King, - and that Kingdom; They blefſe the Lord for preſerving 
them in the midſt of fo many unhappy Diviſions and Troubles, from 
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2 bloody Inteftine Warre, which is from God the greateſt judgement ; 
and to ſucha Nation, the Compend of all Calamities. They alfo otve 
God thanks for their former and preſent defires of a Reformation, 
eſpecially of RnuL11G1om, which is the glory and ſtrength of a 
Kingdom, and bringeth with it all Temporall bleflings of Profperity and 
Peace. 

T1. That the hearts of all the Members of this Aſſembly, and of all 
the well-af-fted within this Kingdom are excecdingly grieved, and 
made heavy, That in ſo long a time, againſt the profeſſions both. of 
King and Parliament, and contrary to the joynt deſires and prayers of 
the godly in both Kingdoms, to whom it is' more dear and precious 
then what is deardt to them in the world, The Rcformation of 
Religion hath moved ſo ſlowly , -and fuffred fo great interruption, 
[hy conſider , That not onely Prelates, formall Profeiſors, prophane 
and worldly men, and all that are popiſhly afkRed, arc bad © our- 
fellars and Workers, and do abuſe their power, and bcnd all their 
freagth and policies againſt the Work of God, but the god of this 
world alſo, with Principalitics avd Powers, the Rulers of the dark- 
nelke of this world , and Spirituall wickedneſſe in high places , are 
working with all their force and fraud in the ſame oppoſition, not 
without hope of ſucceſſe ; they having prevailed fo far from the be- 
ginning, That in the times of the beſt Kings of 74h of old, and the 
molt part of the Reformed Kirks of late, a thorow and perte&t Re- 
formation of Relivion hath been a Work full of dithculties : Yet:do 
they conceive, That as it ought firft of all to beintended , fo ſhould it 
bv above all other things, with confidence in God, who 1s greater 
then the world, and he who is in the world moſt ſerioufly endeavoured. 
And that when the Supreme Providence giveth opportunity of the ac- 
eepted time and day of Salvation, no other work can proſper in the 
hands of his ſervants, if it be not aprrehended , and with all reverence 
ard taithfulneſſe improved. This Kirk and Nation when the Lord gave 
themthe calling, conſidered not their own deadneſſe, nor [taggered at the 
promiſe through unbelief, but gave glory to God. And who know- 
eth ( we ſpeak it in humility und love, and from no other minde, then 
trom a defire of the blefling of God upon our King and that Kingdom) 
tut the Lord hath now ſome Controverſic with Enyland, which will 
not be removed , till firſt , and before all, the Worſhip of his Name, 
and the Government of his Houſe be ſerled accordirig to lis own will,

In like manner the Honourable Houſes jp Partiament , as they have many 
times before witneſſed their zeal, ſo now allo in their Declaration fent to the 
Aſſembly, which not only ſheweth the conſtancy of their zeal, but their great 
gricf that the work hath been interrupted by a malignant party of Papiſts 
and evill-affed perfons, eſpecially of the corrupt and diſlslute Clergy, by 
the incitement and inſtigation of Biſhops and others. Their hopes, accord- 
in2 to their earneſt deſice, when they ſhall return to a peaceable and Parliz- 
mcntary proceeding, by the bleſſing of God, to ſettle ſuch a Reformation in 
the Church as ſhall ve agrecable to Gods Word ; And that the reſult ſhall be 
a mot firm and table Union between the two Kingdoms of Englend and 
Scitlnd, cr. The Aſſembly alſo is not a little eacouraged by a Letter ſent 
from many Reverend Brethren of the Kirk of Englend, exprelling their 
prayers and end2avors againſt every thing which ſhall be found prejudiciall 
to the eſtabliſhment of the Kingdom of Chriſt, and the peace of their Sove- 
raion. Upon theſe encouragements, and having ſo potent a door of hope, 
the Aſſembly doth confidently expe, That England will now beltir them. 
(-lves in the beſt way for a Reformation of Religion ;And do molt willing- 
ly offer their prayers and uttermoſt endeavours for furthering fo great a 
work,wherein Chriſt is ſo much concern'd in his glory,the King in his Ho- 
nour, the Kirk and Kingdom of Enelandin their bappineſſe, and this Kirk 
and Kingdom inthe purity and peace of the Goſpel. 

I V. That the Aſſembly alſo from ſo many reall invitations, are heartncd 
to renew the Propoſition made by the aforenamed Commillioners of this 
Kingdom, for beginning the werk of Reformation, at the Uniformity of 
Kirk-overnment : For what hope can there be of Unity in Religion, of 
one confeſſion of Faith, one form of Worſhip, and one Catechitme, till 
there be firſt one Form of Ecclefiaſticall Government ? Yea , what hope 
can the Kingdom and Kirk of Srerland have of a firm and durable Peace, 
till Prelacy, which hath been the main cauſe_of their miferies and trouvles 
firit and laſt, be plackt up rootand branch, as a plant which God hath not 
planted, and from which no better fruits can be expeRted, then ſuch ſowre 
grapes, as this day ſet on edge the Kinodom of England ? 

V. The Prelaticall Hierarchy being put out of the way, the work will be 
eafic, without forcing any conſcience, to ſettle in England the Government 
of the reformed Kirks by Aſſemblies ; for although the reformed Kirks do 
hol4 without doubting their Kirk-O:ticers, and Kirck-Government by Af- 
{emblics higher and lowergin their ſtrong and beautifull ſubordination,to te 
pre divins. and perpetuall ; yet Prelacy, as it differeth from the Office of a 
Paſtor, is almolt univerfally acknowledged by the Prelates themſelves , 2nd 
their adheres, to be but an humane Ordinance, introduced by humane 
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reaſon, and ſerled by hamane Law and Cuſtome,for ſuppoſed convenyency ; 
which therefdre by humane —_— without wronging any mans con- 
ſcience, may be altered and aboliſhed, upon fe great a neceſſity as is a hearty 
ConſurRion with all the reformed Kirks , a firm and well-grounded Peace 
between the two Kingdoms, formerly divided inthemſclves, and betwixt 
tem.lves, by this partition-wall,and a perfet Union of the two Kirks in 
therwo Nations, which although by the providence of God in one Iſland, 
and under one Monarch, yet ever ſince the Reformation, and for the preſent 
a\{ are at great difference in the point of Kirk-Government, which in all 
places hath a powerfull influence upon all the parts of Religion, then any 
cther reformed Kirks,, although 1n Nations at greateſt diſtance , and under 
divers Priaces. 

V1. What may terequired of the Kirk of Scotland for furthering the 
work of Uniformity of Government, or for agreeing upon a common con- 
£fion of 1 aith, Catechiſm, and DireRory for Worthip, ſhall according to 
the order g' ven by this Aſſembly, be molt willingly performed by us, who 
long extremely for the day when King and Parliament ſhall joyn for bring- 
ing to paſlc fo great, ſo good a work : That all Wars and commotions cea- 
ſing, all Superttirion, Idolatry, Hereſics, Sets and Schiſms being removed ;

Wc acknowledge it an a of love tous, and of wiſdom for the of 
voth Churches, for which we arc thankfull both toGod and them, that our 
vrethiren of Scorland have beftowed their ſerious thoughts and earneſt delires 
tur Unity of Religion ; That in all His Majeſties Dominions there might be 
one Conteflion of Faith, one DireRory of Worſhip , one publike Cate- 
chifin, and one Form of Church-Government. And although it will hard- 
'y be obtained punRtually and exatly, unleſſe ſome way might be found for 
YI utal communication,ud conjugtion of counſell & debate in yy 
that 
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that one forme : yet both intending the ſame end, proceeding by the fame cule 
of Gods Word, and guided by the fame Spirit, we hope by Gods afſillance to 
be ſo direRed, that we may calt out whatſoever is offenlive to God, or juſtly 
diſpleating to any Neighbour Church, and fo far agree with our Brethren of 
Scotland, and other reformed Churches, in all ſubftantiall parts of DoArine, 
Worſhip and Diſcipline, that both we and they may injoy thoſe ad Vantages 
andconveniences which are mentioned by them in chis theic anſwerzin the more 
irik anion of both Kingdomes, more fafe, calie, and comfortable Govern- 
ment of his Majeſtic, and both co himſelfe and people more free Communion 
in all holy excrcites and duties of worſhip, more conſtant ſecurity of Religion, 
2gainſt che bloody practices of Papilis- and deceitful errors of other Setaries, 
and more profitable uſe of the Miniſtry, for the compaſſing and attaining 
whercot, we intend to uſe the labour and advice of an Aſſembly of godly, lear- 
ned Divines, tor the conveening of whom, a Bill hath alrcady paſt both Hou- 
(cs, which had taken effeR long lince, if we conld have obtained his Majeſties 
Royall conſent thereunto. Al which contidered, we acknowledge the faith- 
full and affectionate expreſſions of our Brethren, in wiſhing aud deſiring this 
great adyantage for us , doth fully deſerve thoſe thankes which wee have for- 
merly expreſſed, and no whit ſtand in need of that Apology which they arc 
pleaſed ro 11ake, | 
* The maine cauſe Which hitherto hath deprived us of theſe, and ether grea: 
advantages, which we might have by a more cloſe Union with the Church of 
Scotlard, and other reformed Churches, is the government by Biſhops, which 
to [iengrhen it ſelfe hath produced many other differences in Diſcipline and 
Ceremonies betwixt them and us, and is apt to worke in the minds of thoc 
who are the approvers and defenders of it, ſuch a diſc{leeme of, and _— 
cn tothole Churches, as makes us deſperate of that molt beneficiall and dch- 
rable conjuaRion with them, untill this great impediment be removed : where- 
upon we have centred into a ſerious panes em a what good we have received 
from this government by Biſhops, which may counteryaile ſuch a loſe and in- 
convenience, and we are fo farre from apprehending any ſatisfaction herein, 
that we plainly perceive it a cauſe of many other calamiries, dangers, and in- 
tollerable burdens; being a diſhonour to Gud, by arrogating to themſelves a 
preheminence and power which he hath not given them, by prophaning the 
puritie of his ordinances, with the nuxture of their own injunStions, by with- 
flanding the frequent and powerfull Preaching of the Golpell, that fo their 
ulurped authoritie mighr receive more caſie admitrance into the ignorant and 

milguided'conſciences of men, by corrupting the Miniftrie- with P1:de, Ambi- 

tion. Coverouſneſſe, Idlenefle and Luxuric, by fuppreſſing the {piciruall power 
and efficacie of Religion, and turnivg ic intwfotmalicy and Poampe, by ncli- 
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ning to Popery. the principles thereof being ſutable to this government, and 
contrary to thoſe principles which were the firſt grounds of Reformation, We 
likewiſe find it moſtpernicious to thecivill tate and Common-wealth,in that 
the Biſhops have ever been aRtive toinfuſe into our Kings luch Tenents and 
poſitions, as are contrary to the fundamentall lawes of the Kingdoine, and ape 
to introduce Tyranny, and an arbigary power over the lives, liberties, and 
propriety of the ſubje& : and that they have been forward to incite the Ring 
againſt his people, and by force of armes to conſtraine them to ſubmit to ſuch 
an arbirrary government, and by unlawfull contribution of mency to afſi 
his Majeſty in making warre upon his Subje&ts, whereof there are many evi- 
dences both in thoſe preparations which not long ſince were made to invade 
Scotland, and in the warre now raiſed againſt the Parliament, and Kingdome 
of England, and yet they have ſhowne themſelves ſo ambitious of Soveraignty, 
that they forbeare not to maintaine in Sermons, and Printed Bookes, that the 
Kings Scepter ought to ſubmit ro 4.crons Rod,and the Mitre to be above the 
Sword, which argues in them an Antichrift:an ſpirit to exalt themſelves a- 
bove all that is called God and a deſigne( when they have brought the King- 
dom to be diſpoſed at his pleaſure)to ſubjeR his Majeſty to their own arbitrary 
cenſures,that themſelves may triumph in the bondage both of King and people. 
Upon all which and many other ceaſons we doe declare,that this government 
by Archbiſhops. Biſhops , their Chancellours, and Commiſſaries , Deanes 
and Chapters, Archdeacons, and other Eccleſiaſticall Othcers ing upon 
the Hierarchy, is evill and juſtly offenſive and burdenſome to Kipgdome, 
a great impediment to Reformation and growth of Rdigion, very prejudiciall 
to the Aate and government of this Kingdome : and that we are reſolved that 
the fame ſhall betaken away. And according toour former Declaration of the 
ſeventh of February. our purpoſe is to conſult with godly and learned Divines 
that we may not onely remove this, bur ſerrle ſuch a government, as may bee 
mo#t agreeable to Gods holy Word, moſt apt to procure and conſerve the peace 
of the Church at home, and happy union with the Church of Scorland, and 
ether reformed Churches abroad, and toeſtabliſh the ſame by a law which 
we intend to frame for that purpoſe to be preſented to his Majeſty for his Ruy- 
all affent, And in the meane time humbly to beſeech his Majefty that a Bill for 
the Aſſembly may be paſſed in time convenient for the meeting to bee by thc 
fifth of November next, the miſerable eftate of the Church = Kingdome not 
being able to endure any longer delay. 
This being the reſolution of both Houſes of Parliament, we doe deſire ou: 
Brethren of Scotland to concurre with us in petitioning his Majeſty, that his 
Royall authority may be applyed tothe ation of a firme unity berweene 
whe two Kingdorues, and that they likewiſe will think good to fend On 
Afſeoibly 
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fembly lore odly and learned Divines of that Church, wher an unifor- 
_ in forme of Church-government may be obtained, and ek, 2 more 
ealic paſſ: made to the ertling ofone Confefſion of faith, one Liturgy or dis 
retory O the publick _ and one Catechiline in all three Kingdomes. 
Which we hope through bleffing will have ſuch an fe in all his Ma- 
jeflies Dominions as will much advance the honour and ſervice of God, en 
large the gr _— glo of the King, confirme the peace, fecuri.. 
ty, and proſperity of all PR Subjedts, make way to the reliefe and deli- 
verance of the poore afflicted Churches abroad, and to the total aboliſhing of 
the aſurpation and tyranny of Rome, being the prime cauſe and fountzine of 
all the miſeries and calanuties, the bloody maſſacres, outrages, cruelties, and 
bicrer perſecution of Gods people in all the Chriftian world for many A Fes.

He Lords and Commons having lately ſent Sir Thomas Barrington and 

Maſter Grimsſton into the County of Eſſex, for the appeaſing and quict- 

ing of divers Aſſemblies of people «ny together in great bodies, who 

had much damnified the Houſes, and taken the goods of divers perſons, with- 

out Law, or other Authority : And having received a Report from Sir Thomas 
Bervington, being returned, That the people upon the fir knowledge given 

them, that the Parliament required they ſhould forbear the ſearching ofany 
houſes for Arms or Ammunition, ot the taking goods out of any houſe, other- 
wiſe then is or ſhall be directed by the Parhament, or without the affiſtance 
of lome of thoſe Perſons, who are by boch Houſes of Parliament declared. chat 
Gey ought to be preſent. The people did hereupon ſpeedily yield obedience, and 
with-drew themſelves in a peaceable manner, and as they were required did 
make reſtitution of Plate, Money, and inany other goods, by them taken from 
ſuch as were pretended © be Popiſh Recuſants, and other Malignant perſons, 
and that they had expreſſed great Zeal and torwacdnefle to comply with the 

Cirections of the Parliament for the future. 

TheLords and Co:mmons do therefore Declare, that they reſent the afore- 


ld expreſſions of the People, and their ready obedience as a teſtimonic of 
Hhhh 2 that 
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that ducifull affeRion which they beare to the Parliament, and tothe preſent 
frvice ofthe Kingdom ; And do heceby Order and Declare, That all perſons 
whoſoever, that have taken either Money, Pate, or any other goods, out of 
che houſe, or houſes, or from the perſons of any whoſoever, withour the ſpe- 
ciall Command or Ocder of both, or either Houſe of Parliament, Shall forth- 
with reſtore the ſane to the parties from whom they were taken, or otherwiſe 
be proceeded againlt as the Lords and Commons ſhall further direR, upon 
camplaint made ; and as both Houſes of Parliament have bin, and will be very 
careful ro preſerve the peace of the Kingdom, by diſarming of all Recuſang, 
and ſuch others as ſhall be known, or juitly ſuipeRcd to be Enemies thereun- 
to, and to the pious and good indeavours of this Parliament ; and to that pur- 
poſe have by a Declaration paſſed by aſſent cf both Houſes upon the 23. of 
Anguſt lalt expreſſed, what perſons ſhall be intrufted for the managing of 
that ſervice. 

They do hereby further Order and Command, That no perſon whatloever 
do preſume, cither alone or accompanied with others, to break, or violently 
entcr the houſe of any whoſo:ver, under colouc or pretence of difarming recu- 
ſants,or other perſons pretended to be Enemics to the Peace of the Kingdom, 
without the particular Command of luch as ace intrulted, or deputed by the 
parliament. 

And it is further declared, That ſpeciall 2nd fpcedy care be taken herein for 
the ſecurity of the Kingdom, and particularly for the County of Eſſex, from 
whom they have received ſo many expre/hons of theic duty to the ſerviced 
the publike ; though the parliament cannot bur let them know that feverall 


violent Ations by ſoine of them unwarrantably committed, are extremely 
difallowed : Burt, as the Lords and Commons declare, That they ſhall be ever 
ready to give aſſiſtance and protection to all ſuch as ſhall obey the Com» 
mands h or cither Houſes of parliament, fo they do refolve, that they will 
iofli& exemplary puniſhment on all ſuch according to their ſeyerall demerits, 
as ſhall be refcattory and difobedient to theſe their Commands made known 
to them, and by all good waycs and means will further endeavour to bring

ef the war raiſed againlt them, and of many grievous preſſures lately exerciſed 
upon the good ſubzeRs, Inhabitants of the County of Yorke, And being con.

WE the Lords and Commons in Parliament aſſembled, taking into ſerious 

conlideration the meanes of compoling the great diltempers and com- 
buſtions begua in this Kingdome, which threaten the deltruion and ruine of 
it, and of all other Proteſtant Princes and States ; have thought good to wake 
this Declaration to the high ang mighty Lords, the Statcs of the United Pro- 
vincer, That we underitand by a Letter of the Lord Digby, a perſon fled out of 
this Kingdom for high Treaſon : That as he often endevoured by his wicked 
and malicious ls to make diviſion between his Majeſty and the Parlia- 
ment,and hath been in great part the cauſe of that miſerable and unnatural war 
which is made againſt us by his Majeſty, ſo he hath laboured by all meanes in 
the United Provinces to provide Arms,powder, and Ammunition for the fo- 
menting of that war, and p_ it more dangerous to this Kingdom ; And 
tor this purpoſe did addrefſe himſclfe to the Prince of Orange, by whaſe coun- 
tenance and help ( as we are informed by the Lord Dighye- own Letters } hee 
hath made proviſion of great quantities of Ordinance, Powder, Armes, and 
divers other ſorts of warlike proviſion, 

And we are further informed by credible advertiſement, that the Prince of 
Orange in favonr ofthe Lord Digby, and thoſe other wicked counſellours and 
incendiaries, who being joyned together intheſe miſchievous practiſes agaiolt 
the peace of this Kingdom, hath not only licenced,but the better to encourage 
divers Commanders, experienced Officers, and Souldiersto reſort into this

did feek to bereave them of both, 

It cannot be unknowne to that wile State, that it is the Jeſuiticall faRion 
here,that hath corrupted the Counſ:ls of our King, the conſciences of a great 
part of our Clergie, which hath plotted ſo many miſchievous Defignes, to 
deſtroy the Parhament , and ſtill endevoureth to divide 1re/and from this 
Kingdome, by a moſt wicked and cruell Rebellion there, and to dividethe 
King from his Parliament and people here, and by falſe ſlanders, and imputs 
tions of thingsnever done nor intended by us, hath incenſed his Majeſty, fo

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war, by whick they have been ſo long preſerved, and to which the blond of 
thoſe perſor.s, and many other ſubjeRs of this Kingdom is ill ina manner de 
dicated, but rather that they will caſhiere and diſcard fromtheir employment - 
thoſe that will preſume to come over for that purpoſe, 

And in ſatisfying theſe our reaſonable and neceſlary defires,they ſhall there. 

not only ſecure us, but themſelves, yea, they (hall molt of all advantage his 
Majeſty, tor whoſe ſervicethoſe —_ are pretended to be done. 

The queltion betweene his Majclty and Parliament is not, whether hee 
ſhall enjoy the ſame prerogative and power which hath belonged to our 
former Kings, his Majeſties Royall predeccſſours, but whether that preroga- 
tive and power ſhould be employed to our defence, or to our ruine. 

WeexpeRt nothing from him but ſecurity and preteRtion from thoſe mil- 
chievous defignes which have been ſo often multiplied and renewed againſt 
us, though hitherto (through Gods providence) as often fruſtrated. 

[t cannot be denyed by thoſe who look indifferently on our proceedings and 
atfaires, but that it will be more honour and wealth, ſafety and greatneſle to 
kis Majelty in concurring with his Parliament, then > thy courſe in which 
henow is : But ſo — hath his Majclty and the Kingdome been in thoſe, 
who have the greatelt influenceupon his Counſels, that they look more upon 
the prevailing of their owne party, then upon any thoſe great advantages both 
to his Crowne and Royall Perſon, which he might obtaine by joyning with 
his people. And ſo cunning are thoſe FaRors for popery,in proſecution of their 
own aymes, that they can put on a counterfeit viſage of honour, peace, and

mies are neare together, even ready to joyne in a dreadfull and bloudy &n-

That this wicked countcll doth not oncly hinder his Majeſty from excr- 
ciſng the juſtice and proteCtion of 2 King towards his people , but even 
that honour which is obſerved betwixt Enemies ; for by a confident in- 
ſrument of his Majeſty , Sir John Hind-r/on a Papiſt ( us wee are credi- 
bly informed ) one David eAlexandey was urged to kill Sir John Hotham, 
telling him it woulJ bee a good ſervice both to God and the King, which 
he refuſed to doe , ſaying, it was the worke of a Butcher, and not of a 
Souldier ; This Alexander being a Scotchman, of a very poore fortune , 
and of a mind fit for _—_— attempts, The King ſent for him ewice while 
he was at Beverley , and when he came to his preſence, he ſpake to hun pub- 
lickly in the field, and appointed a ſumme of maney to be given him, which 
he received. 

After which another propoſition was made to him by the ſame Sir 1b» 
Hinder/on, that he ow; put fire to the Magazine of the Army raiſ-d by the 
Parliament, and to guine the better opportunity to effcR it, that he ſhould 1- 
bour to get ſome 1mployment in the train of Artillery , which he accordingly 
undertook, and endeavoured to obtain; But before hee could effeRt his mil- 
cluevous intention, hee was diſcovered, apprehended, and examined , and 
_ contc{t the practiſe and undertaking , the particulars whercof are 
referred to the examinations thereupon taken. That the King doth ſend ont 
[atersto borrow great ſammes, profefling that thoſe who will not lend him 
money, doe give him juſt cauſe to ſuſpeR their duty to his Perſon , and the 
peace of the Kingdome. And this will be a fatficient reaſon to make them 
lyable to bee plandered and ſpoyled of all they have ; But ſuch is the vio- 
lence of the Kings Army, that their friends are in little better caſe then they 
who oppoſe them , and thoſe who eſcape beſt, muſt yer fred and billet the 
Seuldeers for nothing. 
| In thoſe places where the trained Bands are willing to go forthto ſerve 
n Hs Majelties Army, yet for the moſt part their Armes are taken from 
wm, and put upen thoſe who are mercenary, and lefſe interefſed 
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in the Common-w-alet, and fo likely to be fitter inſtruments of rapine wd 
{pong 

y theſe great violenees and oppreſſions they have fo exhauſted thoſe part, 
that his Majeſty cannot [tay long abcut Shrew/bary, and it isthe carneſt deſire 
ot the Cavaliers, that he would march forward cowards Londen, thoſe rich 
and fruitfull Countries in the way being like to yeeld them a ſupply of they 
neceſſities, and the wealth of London a full fatisfaRion of their A wher: 
they likewiſe thinkto find a party, which upon his Majcities approach my 
make ſome diſturbance, and facilitate their deſignes upon the City. 

That ifthe Kings Army prevaile, the good ſubjeRs can expeR nothing, but 
that their lives and fortunes will be expoſed to the malice and rapine of tho{: 
ravenous ſouldiers, who often talke nr the throats of honelt and relig- 
ous men, and have long expeRed their goods and eltates, as the rewards 
their ſervice; the Kingdome will againe fall under the government of tho{ 
miſchievous countels, who betore this Parliament, had even brought both 
Religion and Liberty to ruine ; and wee ſhall have no hope 1-tt of ary 
more Parliaments, but ſuch as ſhall bee concurrent and ſubſervicnt to thet: 
ends. 


T he meanes of ering and preventing theſe evils and dangers, 
wee conceive to be theſe. 


That good proviſion bee made by loane and contribution for the Army 
raiſed by the Parliament , under the Lord Generall, the Earle of Ee, 
which is no whit inferiour in Horſe and Foot to the Kings Army , ot 
ter armed , full payed , reſtrained from diſorder and rapine , as much z 
may bee ; well provided of all outward neceſſaries; but above all, wel 
encouraged and inſtruted in the goodnefle of the cauſc, by the labour ot 
many godly and painfull Divines. 

[hat this Army bee alwayes ready to attend the removes of the Kings 
Army, cither in one body, or divided, as there ſhall bee occaſion, accor- 
ding to the wile conduct and direion of the Lord Generall, that ſono 0p- 
portunity of fighting upon advantage bee loſt , nor the greedy ſouldir 
of the Kings Armie ſuffered to range, and ſpoyle the Countie at thei 
pleaſure. 

Yhat the Counties, through which the Kings Army is to paſſe, doe aſb- 
cite themiclves, and draw all their Forces together, for the mutuall defenc: 
ot their perſons and goods from oppreſſion and ſpoile. 

That thoſe Counties bee required to fend in all their Horſes fit for carr 
age, and for Dragoones, as well for the Aſſiſtance of the Lord Generall, for 
which in convenient time they ſhall receive ſatisfaRion ; As likewiſe ay

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ach means theſe Horſes may be kept from being unployed by the Kings 
rmy. 

Ry command and direRion be given to all Lievtenants of Countics , and 

deputy Lievtenants, that all the Trained Bands and all Voluntiers be put into 

areadines to be _— to ſuch Randezvous, and to be ob:dient to ſuch Com- 

manders in chief as thall be appointed by the Committee for the lafety of the 

Kingdome, or by the Lord Generall, that ſo the Kings Army may find op- 

poſition in every place as they paſſe, and the Inhabitants may have at hand a 

ſufficient proteton and defence , and the Lord Generall may ſtrengthen his 

own Army with theſe Forces as he ſhall ſee cauſe. 

That powder, Munitton, and Ordnance, with all other n:cefſaries be pre- 
pared for theſe forces, that ſo without any trouble or contuſion , they may be 
brought together, and fitted for ſervice upon all ſudden Occurrents. 

That all thoſe who inthe City of London, or any other place , ſhall weare 
any Colours, or other marks of diviſion, whereby they "may bee diſt inguiſht 
from others, and known to bee of the malignant Party, ſhall bee examined, 
ſearcht and difarmed, as likewiſe all others, who being able , ſhall not lend or 
contribute towardsthe publick ſafety of the Kingdome, in thistime of ſo great 
and imminent danger- 

That t be commended to the ſcrious conſideration of thoſe in the Kings 
Army, and of all other that intend to affilt and ſuccour kis Majeſty in this im- 
pious and unnaturall warre, among whom it may bee hoped there are ſome 
honeſt men, and Proteſtants, what it is thit moves them 1n this Quarrell. 

Isit forfeare of ſome Innovations and alteration of Religion, of Church- 
Government ? let ſuch as are poſleſt with this vaine and cauſcleſſe apprehen- 
fon, know, that nothing is intended or defired, but to take away the govern- 
ment by Buhops, which hath been ſo conſtantly, evidently, miſchievous, and 
dargerous to the Church and ſtate; and ſuch other things as ſhall be found to 
be jultly oftenſive, and nothing to be ſetled and Introduced, but by authority 
of Parliament after conſultation firſt had with an aſſembly of learned and re- 
verend Divines. 

Isit touphold the authority, prerogative, and Honour of the King , and to 
preſerve the fafety of his Royall perſon? ſurely the Parliament is and ever hath 
been ready to doe any thing that belongs to them to ſecure all theſe, which 
=> have often teſtified by many humble Petitions to his Majelty. 

Itthere be no cauſe for any of theſe reſpeRts, to ſeek the deltruftion of the 
Parlament, and the bloud and ruine of their kindred, friends and acquain- 
tance, what remains then to be the matter of the quarrell, and the motives ot 
ſuch great combuſtions,& the effeRs and conſequences of their v1Rory, if they 
Gould prevail? That Prieſts, lefaits,and the Popes Nuncioes may domineer and 
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cove in the Kings Counkll 23 \.. that the Archbiſhops of Carty. 
br» and Torke, and their Suffragans, may ſuppreſle diligent and powerful 
preaching, and baniſh and oppreſle all the molt pious and beſt affected Suh. 
jects of the Kingdome,ind introduce wm Religion under a Protelian 
proteſlion 7uithcy have ſtrength and boldneſsto calt off the diſguiſe,and open. 
iy appearethat which indeed they are, and would not ſeemto be. 

T hat the Earle of Briſtol, and his ſon the Lord Digby, M. [erwein, and other 
{ch Traytors may poſleſſe the great places and government of this King 
dome, and be the arbitersof the affairesof State, and diſtributers of preſy- 
ments and diſgraces to ſuch as ſhall further or oppoſe their deſignes. 

That the Delinquents, G—_ and Deſtroyers of the Kingdome, my 
not onely eſcape the juitice of the Parliament , but triumph in the _ o 
all honelt men , good Patriots ; and that through our troubles and diviſions 
the Rebels in Ircland may prevaile ; that wee may ceaſe to be a free Nation, 
and become the objeR of cruelty and oppreſſion at home , and of ſcomennd 
intamy 2broad. 

And if there can be no other fruit of their hazard and endeavours on that 
ſide, let them then conſider, whether by adhering to the Parliament, they may 
not expe effeRts more ſutable to the deſires of honeſt men, the glory of Gol, 
inthe preſervation of his Truth ; the peace of the Church,by ſecuring it gun!

- $ We muſt wholly attribute the preſervation of Us and Our Chi!- 
dren in the late bloody Battle with the Rebels, to the mergy and 
ooodneſſe of Almighty God, who beſt knowing the Juſtice of Our 
.Caulc, and the uprightneſle of Our heart to his ſervice, and to the good 
and welfare of Our _ » would not ſuffer Us and the whole Kingdom 
to be made a prey to thoſe deſperate perſons, ſo We hold it Our duty ſtall

employ them in this Service ) That a farre greater number of that Rdig 
on 16 in the Army of theRebells, then in Our own. And We do 
Our good Subjcs, though We ſhall al wayes remember the particular t- 
vices which particular men have or ſhall in this exigent of Ours perform 
eo Us, with that grace and bounty which becomes a jaſt Prince, yet We 
(hall be ſo far from ever giving the leaſt comntenance or encouragement to 
that Religion, that We ſhall alwayes uſe Our utmoſt endeavour to ſuppreſ 
it, by the execution of thoſe good and wholeſome Laws already in force 
againſt Papiſts, and concurring in ſuch furth:r remedies as the care and 
wiſedom of Us and both Houſes ef Parliament ſhall think woſt neceſſary 
for the Adyancement of Gods ſervice. 

For the ſecond, of Our intention to make Warre upon Our Parliament, 
and ſo to root out Parliaments, The ſcandall is ſo ſnſ{clefſe, when Our Ac- 
cuſation of a few particular perſons, for particular crimes notori 
committed, adjudged by the known Laws of the Land to be Treaſon, is 
evident, that no man can be moved withit , who doth not beleeve a dozen 
or twenty fatious, ſeditious perſons, to be the high Court of Parliament, 
which conſiſts of King, Lords,and Commons:And for the Priviledes & tt, 
who ever doth not believe that to raiſe an Army to murther and depoſethe 
King, to alter the whole Frame of Government and cſtabliſhed Laws of the 
Land by extemporary, extravagant Votes and Reſolutiens of either or both 
Houfcs, to force and compell the Members to ſubmit to the FaRtion and 
Treaſon of a few, ad to take away the Liberty and Freedom of Conſultt- 
tion from them, to be the Priviledges of Parliament , muſt confeſſe that the 
Army now raiſed by Us is no lefſe for the vindication and preſervation 
Parl1aments, then for Our own neceſſary defence. We have often ſaid , - 
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11 fy , That We beleeve mary ipconveniences have grown u 

(ode wr ty the too long intermiſſion of Parliaments , "That Parlie. 
mentsare the onely neceſfar ſoveraign remedies for the growing miſchiefs 
which time and accidents have and will lwayes beget in this. Kingdom ; 
That without Parliaments the happineſſe cannot be laſting to King or peo» 
ple: We have prepared for the frequent aſſcmbling of Parliaments, and 
vill be al wayes as carcfull of their jult Priviledges, as of Our Life, Honour, 
ar Intereſt. But that thoſe Priviledges ſhould extend fo far as hath been 

latdy declar2d, That it ſhould not be lawfull for Us to apprehend the Lord 
$! fon, Ciptain Windgatr, or Captain Walton, when they came to deſtroy 
Us, becauſe they were Members of Parliament, without the conſent of 
that Houſe of which they were Members, is ſo ridiculous, that there necd 
nomoreto be fail in this Argument , then the giving theſe inſtances. In 
1 word, 28 who ever «knows 1n What danger Our P-rſon was 1n, ON Sunday 
the 23 of Otober , can never belicve that the Army which gave Us Battle 

wasniſed for Our detence and preſervation z ſo when they conſider how 

much the Liberty of the Subj: is invaded by their Rapine and Impriſon- 

ing; and that four parts at the l-aſt of five of the Members of both Houſes 

rety violence driven from being preſent in that Councell ; That the Book 

of Common Prayer 1s rejzeted, and no countenance given but to Ana- 

baptifts nnd Browniits , they will calily finde the- pretences of care of the 

Proteſtant Rdigion, the Liberty of the SubjeR,and of the Priviledge of Par- 

lament tobe as vain and pretended, as thoſe which refer to the ſafety of 
Our Pcrfon, and the preſervation of Our Poſterity. 

Wecannot omit the great pains and endeavours theſe great pretenders to 
peace and charity have taken, to raiſe an implacable malice and hatred be- 
tween the Gentry and Commonalty of the Kingdom , by rendring all per- 
ſons of honour, courage, and reputation, odions to the common & 
under the ſtile of Cavaliers, inſomuch as the High-wayes and Villages 
kave pot been fafe for Gentlemen to paſſe thorow without violence os 
gronts, and by infuſing into them that there was an intention by the Com- 
miſſion of Array to take away a part of their Eſtates from them , a ſcan» 
Gli fo ſenſclefſe and impoſſible , that the Contrivers of it wdl know they 
might with equall ingenuity have charged Us with a purpoſe of intrc- 
Wcing Turcifin or Judaiſm amongſt them ; and We hope when Our good 
\pjctts have well weighed the continuall praRtifes of theſe men to rejxet 
al offers of Treaty , to ſuppreſſe the Truth, and to miſlead them by 
bold and monſtrous falſhoods, they will not think ſuck Arts and wayes to 
lkadto Peace and Unity. And Wedefirc Our good SubjeRts of all condit:- 
to delceve, That We hold Our Sclf no leſſe to defend and _ 
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te& the'meaneſt of Our Peaple ( who are bJtn equally freey, and to whog 
the Law of the Land is an _ Inheritance ) then theyreatdt Subjed . 
and that as the wealth and ſtrength of this Kindom conſiſts in the num. 
ber and kappineſſe of Our people, which is made up of men of all condi. 
tions, fo We ſhall, to the utmoſt of Our power, endeavour without 6 
ſtin&tion, to giveevery one of them that Juſtice and Protetion whichis 
duc tothem : And We do cxhort them all to that charitable and brotherly 
afcRion one towards another , that they may be reconciled ina juſt duy 
and loyalty to Us, which may enable Us for that ProteRion, 

To conclude, We would have all the world know, That We ſhall nevr 
forget the Protdtations and Vows We have madeto Almighty God in Our 
ſ-vcrall Declarations and Meſſages to both Our Houſes of Parliament. And 
We are too much a Chriſtian to beheve, That We can break thoſe promiſg, 
and avoid the Juſtice of Heaven,

Declaration, intituled , Hi Majeſtics Declapation to all Hu | 
ving Subjetts, aſtcr Hu late Viflory againſt the Reb 1s, on Suntg 
the 23 of Ottober. And finding the ſame to be full of ſcandalls ard inves 
againſt the Parliament, without any ground or colour of truth to ſuppot 
them ; Thought it our duty, as wdll for the difcovery of the falſhood there 
of, 25 of the malice and ſubtilties of the Contrivers ef thoſe ſcandalls,wbo 
to our unſpeakable ſorrows, have gained ſo much power with His Majdly, 
26 to vent the ſame under the Title of His own Royall Name, to make thi 
enſuing Declaration in Anſwer thercunto. .

By all which it 1s apparent how our Priviledges have been torn from us 
by peece-meals from time totime. . And we might atention many paſhages, 
whereby they were endeavoured to-be pulled up by the Root, and totally 
ſubverted. As the attempt to bring up the late Atmy from the North to 
force Conditions upon the Parliament ; . The Petition and Proteſtation of 
the Biſhops, to Invalide all the Ads and Proceedings thereof. His Majdtics 
Letters and Commandsto the Members of both Houſes (which found obc- 
Cience i a great Many ) to attend: Him at: Terk; and fo by depriving the 
Parliament of their Members, detroy the whole Body. But we ſhall reſt 
fatisfied with what is already (aid, which is enough to prove the vanity af 
the Contrivers, to feed themſelves with hope of belief, That the Ny 
of Parliament are not violated, but intended. to.be preferved with all due 
obſervance. | 

Concerning the Allegations, That the ' raiſed by the Parliament is 
to murther and depoſe the King ; We hoped the Contrivers of that Decla. 
ration, or any that profeſſed but the name of-a Chriſtian, could not haye {0 
little charity as to raiſe fuch a Candall, eſpecially when they mult needs 
know the Proteſtation taken by every Member of both Houſes, whereby 
they promiſe in the preſence of Alnighty God, todefend His Maxelties 
Perſun. The Promite and Proteſtation made by the Members of coth Houſes 
upon the nomination of the Egil of Efex to be Geuerall, and to live yo 
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dye with him, wherein is expreſſed, That this Army was raiſed for the de: 
f:nce of the Kings Perſon. 

Our often, earneſt, and moſt humble addrefles to His Majeſty to leave that 
deſperate and dangerous Army wherewith He 15 now encompaſſed, raiſed 
leaked tothe hazard of His Own, and the Kingdoms ruine ; And to 
come in Perſon to His Parliament, where he ſhould be ſure to remain in 
Honour and Safety. And our humble Petition direfted to be preſented to 
Him by the hands of the Earl of Eſſex,beforeany blow givenyto remove Hig 
Royall Perſon from that Army, a requelt inconſiſtent with any purpoſeto 
offer the leaſt violence to His Perſon, which hath and ever ſhall be dear 
unto us. 

It was wdl known we raifed not any Forces untill a conſiderable body 
of an Army was raiſed againſt the Parliament to deſtroy us, our Liberties 
and Religion, which being ſecured unto us, and the Army raiſed againſt us 
disbanded, aveſhall be ready and willing to disband, and do mot carndtly 
dcfire 1t, 

And concerning the impntation laid to our charge of our raiſing this 
Army. to alter the -Frame of Government , and dtabliſhed Laws of the 
Land, we ſhall need to give it no other Anſwer then this, That if to raiſe 
an Army in our own jult defence, when another is marching towards us 
to deſtroy us and our Laws, be to alter the Frame of Government, then is 
that Army raiſed for that purpoſe, otherwile it is for our own, and oar 
Laws neceſſary preſervation, 

And whereas the. Contrwers of that Declaration, urge it as a neceſſary 
Conſequence, That becauſe-the Kings Perſon was in 5 cho in the. late 
Batrdll of the three and twenty of Ofoeber, Therefore the Army raiſed by 
the Parliament, and that gave Battell tothe other Army, was not raiſed 
for the defence of the Kings Perſon, but of purpoſe todeſtroy him : We 
confcſſe we underſtand not the Logick thereot, no more then if the Kings 
Perſon ſhould be chafed, apprehended and poſſeſſed by Theeves and Robbers, 
and the Kings good SubjeRts ſhould raiſe an Army to purſue thoſe Robbers, 

and by Battcll diſpoſſeſſe them of Him, and reſcue Him from their Power 
gre therefore this was an Army raiſed to murder and deſtroy 
the King, 

And we cannot but wonder, That weareſtill charged with that ſcandall 
(6 often anſwered,)-That the greateſt part of our Members are driven away 
by violence, when inſtance cannot be made of any one in particular, and 
that it 18- well known, .That many of them, if not moſt of them that ab- 
{-nt themſclves, have been by expreſſc Letters from His Majeſty,commanded 
torepair to Hun.to Tork,: And contrary to the expreſſe Summons of either 
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Houſe required to continue there , and many of them haveſince been Prin- 
ciralls and Inciters of this War anainſt the Parliament and Kingdom. 

Con:erning th: Book of Common-Pray cr, ſugozeſted by that Declaration 
to bercjated ; we have by ſeverall Declarations ckare our {ves of that 
chirge, Thit wenever rej; ed it, That we intend to take nothing out of it, 
-ut what ſhall be evill, and juſtly offenſive, or 2t leaſt but unneceſſary and 
Lurtherſoine 3 and for that purpo 'eto r-quire the Advice of a rcligiougy 
learnd, 41 id Orthodox Aſſembly of Miniſters. 

Tou: hing ! the Aſperſion of our giving no countenance to any, but to 
row niſt's and Anzwaptilts , we woul 4 have been very glad to know who, 
nd what kinde of perſons the Contrivers 'of that Declaration intend by 
Brownilts and Anzoaptiſts ; for nov all fi uch as will not fuomit to thote 
wiwvarrantcd © eremonics, and Pop! Mh Innovations lately introduced in the 
Church by the Prelaticall party ; 'uch as tn trutl. and fincerny of heart make 
conſcience of thetr wayes ; ſu; has will not | y vlaiphemous oaths prophane 
Gols Nan . and contemnn the Lords Dav ; 21d ſuch 3s loo after, and heat- 
tily wiſh __ & and thorow Rcfor:nation in the Church, are by that m1- 
lionant and poprth Pat twcomprehended under the name of Bow malts ad 
Anavaptiſts : And if by Brownilts and Ana! Saptilts they intend fuch per- 
ſons, we achnowwleds, th- conntenancing of them : : But if by that name 
and til» thi y mea ſuch whoare truly io, according to the reall and proper 
fovification of the expreſſion, we do aftirm it to te a falſe groundlefſe 1m- 
PUtac1oN * LR had not His Majeſty (teduced thereunto by that Popiſh and 
Preliticall Faction) lenyed His conſent to the Bill for the Aſſetly ſo often 
by both Houſes preſented unto Him , we had lons ſince manifeſted to the 
world, by a wal-ſctled Reformation , our utter diſlike of Browaiſm and 
Anivaptiftm. But we very well know it is one of the ſtratageins of that 
Prelatical party,to enterrupt us of the means to ſetthe Churche! »overnment, 
that by the delay thereof, they may ftir up tations and divitions amongſt 
the pcople ( who having not the rule before them, are apt torun ſeveral 
wayes, and {0 1mpute the erronrs and indiſcrcet carri: gc of fv perſons, 
wnto th e Parliament : But God 1 {his good time wall uninas their plots, 
and confound their devices.

And thoug 
Weknow very well there are too many of the Gentry of this Kingdom, 
Pppp who, 
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who, to ſatisfie the luſts of their own ambition, are content , like F/au, to 
ſe11 their Birtk-right, and render themſelves and their poſterity to perpetuall 
ſlavery, and care not to ſubmit themſclves to any Arvitrary and unlimitted 
Government , ſo they may for their own time partake of that power, to 
trample and inſult over others :; yet weare aſſured , That there are ct the 
Gentry many worthy and true-hearted Patriots, who are rcady tolay down 
their lives and fortunes ( and of late have given ampleteſtimony thereof) 
for maintenance of theic Laws,Liberties,and Religion ; and with them,and 
others of thcir reſolution, we ſhall be ready tolive and die, 

And though we muſt own it as our duty to uſe our belt endeavours, That 
the meandt of the Commonalty may enjoy their own Birth-rights , Free- 
dom, and liberty of the Laws of the Land, being equally intituled thereun- 
unto with the greateſt Subject , yet we hope this 15 far from any purpoſe to 
raiſe malice or hatred between them and the Gentry, but rather to knit and 
unitethzm more falt together, 

And that the Cummiſſion of Array doth take away thc eſtates of the 
Kings people, is a charge ſo far from a (candall, or being fenleleſſe or impot- 
ſible, that we are ready to make it good, That it is not onely fo 1n intention, 
but aRtuall - put in execution : For the matter of intention , we ſhall nced 
to go no further then the words of the Commiltion it {lt , that giveth an 
arbitrary power to the Commiſſioners, over the perſons and «ſt atcs of the 
Kings Subjzets, which we have made apparent in our Dcclaration of the 
illegality thereof ; and therefore, as to that particular , ſhall refer our {lves 
to that Declaration, adding thereunto His Majcſties own Letter ſe.xt with 
divers of the ſaid Commiltio.1s , to require th: Commiſſioners to brin? 
the Trayncd Bands of the feverall Counties to attend His Majties Royall 
Standard at $hr wbwry ; and that the feverall Counties ſhould furniſh them 
with ſuthicient Ammunition for the journy,and money to bear their charge : 
And that the ſaid Commiltion hath been put ia praftice to take away the & 
ſtates of the Kings Subj-s, we ſhull make it good, That by colour thereof, 
divers great ſums ot money have been impoſed upon the Inhabitants of ſe- 
verall Countics , and they hae :d4 to pay the ſame 5oth by diſtrefſe and im- 
priſo :mcont of their perions. And the Commiſſioners of Array ia the 
County of Carnarvon, afſe1cd thit County by colour of that Commillien, 
to the proportion of above two and twenty Sudfidies. And For the levying 
th:reof,ifſued out Warrants forthwith to diltrain,and commit the perſons ot 
fuch as reſiſted, and accordingly diverg were diſtrained and impriſoned. 

And by this tune, weare confident, all the world will rcſt fatisfied, That 
the Kings Army was raiſcd againſt the Parliament, and to. dx{troy the Rights 
aud Privilcdges thereof, 

That 
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That perſons of the Popith Religion are principally employed in that 
Army, That the ſame, and the Forces of the North under the Condut of 
the Earl of Newcaſtle, and in Monmonth-(hire and Wales, under the com= 
mand of the Lord Herbeye, do molt confiſt of Papiſts, and are maintained 
and continucd ly them ; That by the power of theſe Forces, the intention is 
not op«ly to ſubvert Parliaments, and the Laws, but to follow the examples 
of thcir Brethren ininiquity, the Rebells in /re{and, to pull up the Prote» 
fant Religion by the roots,and in the place thereof to plant thur own Ido» 
latry and Supe tion ; That the Army raiſed by the Parliament is to no 9» 
ther end, but for the preſervation of His Majeſties perſon, to defend thent- 
{lves, the Laws of thc Land, and the true Proteſtant Religion. All which 
the Lords and Commons thought good to puvlith , tothe 15tent the danger 
the Proteſtant Religion lies under may be clearly diſcerned, and that all pers 
{ons that love the fame , may now as onz man extend their utmoſt endeas 
vours , and joyn with the Parliament to ſu_ preſſe this popiſh Army and 
Forccs, that otherwiſe in a ſhort time will bring our Religion and Kings 
doin 1ato rut.

A Declaration and Proteſtation of the Loyds and Common; in Parliament , to 
this K inedom, and to the Whel» world. OFktob, 22. 1642. 
wW E the Lords and Commons in this preſent Parliamem afſembled,do 
in the preferce of Almighty God, for the fatisfation of our conlci- 
ences,and the diſcharge of that great truſt which lies upon us,nake thisPro- 
ttation and Declaration to this, Kingdom and Nation , and to the whole 
world, That no p. tvate paſſion or retpe, no evill intention to Hts Maj: - 
ſttrsperſon,no'defion to the prejudice of His juſt honour and Authority.cn- 
vaged us to raiſe Forces, ws take up Arms againk the authors of this \War, 
Wherewiththe Kingdom is now caflamed, And 
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And we have alwayesdeſtred from our hearts and ſouls, manifcſted in our 
ations and p-occedings, and in ſeverall humbvic Portions and Remonſtran- 
ccs to His Majeſty, profeſed our loyalty and obedience to His Crown , reas 
dineſſe and reſolution to defend His Perſon, and ſupport His eſtate with our 
lives and fortunes to the uttermolt of our power. 

That we have been willing to paſſe by,not only thoſe injuries, ignominies, 
landers, and falſe accnfations, wherewith we have been privately oppreſſed 
and grieved, but likewiſe many publike incroachments , and high uſurpati- 
ons, to the prejudice of Religion and Liberty, dive:s bloody, trayterous and 
cru:11 praiſes and defigns,for the utter ruine and detruftion of the Church 
and State, ſos we might for the time to come have been ſecured from that 
wicked and malignant party , thoſe pernicious and Trayterous Counſcls, 
who have been the authors and fomentors of the former miſchicts.and pro 
{ent calamitics which have and (till do diſtemper this Church and State, 

That for the ſame purpoſe, and for the avoiding of blood, we direftcd the 
Farl of Fſſ-x Lord Gencrall, by himfdl or others, in ſome ſafe and hong» 
rable way, to cauſe to be dclivered an huwble Petition, wherein we do dere 
nothing trom His Majdty, but that He w ould return in peace to His Parlia- 
ment, and by ther Faithfull countcll and advice, compole the diſtemper,and 
contuſions abounding in his Kingdoms, 2s he is bound to do, we therein pros 
teſſe in the ſight of Almighty God, which is the ſtrongeſt obligation that any 
Chriſtian,and the molt folemn puolike Faith which any ſuch State as a Par- 
liamnt can give, That we would receive Him with all honour, yecld Him 
all true obedience and ſubjction, and faithfully endeavor to defend His per- 
{on and dtate from all danger, and to the uttermolt of our power to &lta« 
liſh Him and His People, all the bleſſings of a glorious and happy Reigny 
as 1t 15 more largely expret in that Pctition, 

For the delivery of which Petition, his Excellency hath twice ſent unte 
the King, humbly deſiring a ſafe-Condu for thoſe who ſhould be employ» 
ed thereon : But His Majdty refuſed togive any ſuch fafe-ConduR, or to rc- 
ccive this humble and dutifull Petition, by any addreſſe from the Earl of 
FE ([-«, laying That if Juſtice had been done, the Gentleman which brought 
the {ccond Meſſage could not cxpatt his liberty. 

By all which, any many other evidences and inducements, we are fully 
convinc't i our judgements and tclict, That the Kings counſels and refoluti- 
ons are {o engaged to the Popith party, for the ſuppreſfion and extirpation 
of the true Religion , that all hopes of peace and protetion are excluded z 
and that it is fully intended to give fatisfaRion, and to the Papilts, by alter- 
ation of Religion, a:1d to the Cavaliers and other Sould«crs, by expoſing the 
wealth of the good ſubjeRs, eſpecially of this City of London, to be lackt, 

plundcred, and ſpoiled by them, That 
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That for the better effeAting hereof, great numbers of Papiſts have in ſhew 
conformed themſ{clyes to the Proteſtant Rcligion,by coming to the Church, 
receiving the Sacrament, and taking the Oaths of Allegiance and Suprema- 
Ox, W hich ſome of their own Prieſts have encouragcd them to do,by mair- 
taining, That they might doall thoſe things, and yet continue good Cathc- 
likes : Under which cover His Maxcſty did at iirſt begin toſtrengthen bim- 
k1f, thoſe cf that Religion being weak, and unable to endure the anvy and 
diſcontent which the arming of Papiſts would procure in the Kingdom,and 
therefore endeavoured to keep off all jealonſies and ſuſpitions,by many fear- 
full oaths and 1mprecations, concerning His purpoſe of maintaining the 
Proteſtant Religion , and the Laws of the py os ; cauſing ſome profcſt 
Papiſts to Le diſcharged out of His Army , and none to be received, that 
would not endure the Teſt of coming to Church, receiving the Sacrament, 
and taking the oaths of Allegiance. 

That His Majeſty being now grown ſtronger, and able, as he conceives,ts 
make good His own ends by Arms, His -ontidence in the Prieſts doth more 
clearly a0Pc ar ; perſons impriſoned for Pridts andſcſuitcs have been rdeaſ- 
ed out of the Jayl of Lancaſter ; p: ofcſt Papiſts have been invited to riſe and 
take up Arms ; Commiſſions under His Majeſties Authority , have been 
granted to many of them for places of command in this War, with power 
toraiſe men, and great numbers have been raiſed by them,and they dayly er:

Edward Gray of Morp th Caſtle, M. Loncelot E rrington of D emice, M. Lance« 
tet Hulthy, all of Northumberland, Biſhoprick of Durham. and Newcaſtle ; 
to M. Clifton, M. Willicm Walter , Sir William Gerrard Baronet , Sir Cecnll 
Trafford, M. Anlerſon of Loftockr, in the County of Lancaſter ; and divers 
Forces are raiſ-d and payed by the Earl of orcefter , and his fon the Lord 
H-brt,a notorious Papilt, is made CGenerall of all South-174/es : and we 
are further informed out of Tork-ſhire , by divers perſons of great- worth, 
and quality , That thoſe that raiſe Forces in theſe parts for His Majelty, do 
arm and employ Papiſts,and uſe their advicein their confſultations,al which 
1s contrary to the ſolema oaths, proteſtations,and execrations, whereby His 
Maj:ſty bound himf{clf to maintain the Proteſtant Religion, and the Laws 

of the Land,”y which he endeavored to get a confidence inthe people,of his 
good intentions, w® how wel it is anſwered, we leave tothe world to judge. 

That Sir Jo, Hinderſon, and ColoneM Corkrom, men of ill report both for 

Religion and honeſty, ſent to Hamburgh and Denmark, as we are credibly 
informed, to raiſe Forces there, and to bring them to Newcaſt lr, and to joyn 


with the Earl of Newcaſtle, and the Army of Papiſts which they intend 4 
raiG: 
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1ai1c there , and that divers endeavours have been uſed in other forraign parts, eg 
b.ing in ſtrange Forces into the Kin dom, That the King hath received about him di.. 
vc:$ Papiſts of 1:dand, Come of which are indits\{ of high Treaſon for their Rebel. 
lion there, notoriouſly known to have been in actuall Rebellion , as namely, the x., 
Taffc, Sir lohn Oungane, proclaimed a Rebe1l,Colo. Fitz Williams, Doftor Meara, 
indited tor the Rebellion 1n Ireland, and fled forthe ſame,and yer appointed Phyſiti. 
an to Prince Rupert, And that His Majeſty hath lent for the Petition of the Irith Re- 
bells, which the Iuſtices had ſtopr, with evident expreſſion of favour to them, where. 
by that Kingdom 1s like to become an unfit habitation of any Proteſtants, and a Se- 
minuy of \; ar and Treaſon againſt this Kingdom, 

That divers Engliſh Traytors, aZors ia the formerdeſignes aguinſt the Kingdom 
and Parliament, are the chict Counſellors and attors in this unnaturall \\ ar againſt 
his Subjects, as the Lord Digby, Oneal,  ilmet, Pollard, Aſhburnham, and others, 

"That we have been likewile credibly informed, Tbat divers Ieſuites and Prieſts in 
forraion parts, make great Colleftions of money, for relick of the Papitts io licland, 
and the furthering of His Majeſties deſigns here againſt the Parliament, and that by 
themand lome et1crs, fled out of this Kingdom for Treaſon, great means are made 
to take up the differences berwixt ſome Princes of the Rom. Religion, that lo they 
might umte their ſtrength , for the cxtirpation of the Proteſtant Religion, wherein 
principally this Kingdom, and tl e Kingdom of Scotland are concerned, as making 
rhe greateſt Body of the Reformed Keligion in Chriſtendom, and beſt able to detcad 
themſclves, and tuccour other Churches, 

For all which reaſons we are reſolved to enter into a ſolemn Oath and Covenant 
with God, to give up our ſelves, our lives and fortunes into his hands, and that we 
vitlro the uttermoſt of our power and judgement maintain his truth. and conform 
Our {clvesto his will, That we will defend this cauſe with the hazard of ourhives, 
againſt the Kings Army, and :giinſt all that joyn with them in the proſecution of 
this wicked deſien,according to the Form to be agreed upon by both Houſes of Par- 
lament, to be ſubſcribed by ovr hands, and that we will tor the ſame ends aſſociate 
ourſelves, and unite vvith all the well affected in the City of London , and other 
parts of His Majclties Dominions, 

1 hat vye expeCt ou: brethren of Scotland, according to the AR of Pacification 
vvheieby the ti vo Kingdoms are muzually bound to ſuppreſſe all debares and differ- 
ences, tothe Cilturbance of the publike peace, that they vvill help and aſliſt us in de- 
fence of the Cauſe, vyhich if the Popith party prevail , muſt needs cither iyolye 
them 1n that alte: ation of Relivion which will be made here, or engage them in 2 
War againſt this Kingdom,to defend theic own Religion and liberty :and we doubt 
net but che God of truth,and the great Protector of his reople,will affiſt and enable 
us 1n this our juſt deferce , to reitrain the malice and fury of thoſe that ſcek our 
ruine,and tof-cwe the perſors, cſtatcs, ard liberties of all that joyn with us : And 
to procure and eltablith the ſafety of Religion, and f:uition of our Laws and Liber- 
ties, 1n t 1s and all other His Majzſties Dominions , which wedo here again pro- 
{eſe betore the ever-living God, to be the chief end of all our Counſels and Re- 
ſolutions, without any intention or defire to hurt or injure His Majeſty , either 10 
His Perſon, or jſt Power,

Fin truth the Framers of this Declaraticn are nut engoged by any pri- 

vate paſhen orreſpeRt , by any evill intention to Our perſon, or detigne to 

the prejudice of Our juſt Honour and Authority , to raiſe theſe forces and 
Army againft Vs(as they call Almighty Ged ro wiineſſe they are not) they wil 
hiok it their duty to diſclaim the prote<tion of the Conductors of that Army, 
who the next day afterthis ſo ſolemne Proteſtaticn, uſed their utmoſt power by 
the Arer gh of that Army to have deſtroyed Vs.and put @ur Perſon(tor whote 
defence thcy would make the World believe this Aruiy is raiſed) into.as much 
6anger as the $kill and malice of deſperate Rebels could doe, otherwiſe this 
Proteftation new made , will appeare of the ſame nature with thoſe by which 
they promiſed ro make Vsa Glorious = » When by their nineteen Propoſi- 
tiens they cndeavourcd to ſtrip Vs of all thoſe Rights which mage Vs a King, 
and them Subjects. 

What thoſe ARions and proceedings have bin which have manifcRed their 
Loyalty and Obedience unto Vs, will be as hard to find, as their humble Petio 
tions and Remenſtrances , when in truth their ARions have bin the greateſt 
ſcornes of Our Authority, and their Petitions the greateſt reproaches and chal- 
lenges of Vs, which any age have produced ; we have not only the cleere 
eridence of Our own Conſcience , but the teſtimony of all good men,thar Wee 
left no ation unperformed on Our part, which mi be have prevented the miſe- 
ry and confuſion which the Ambition Fury, and Malice of theſe ſeditious per» 
ſons have brought upon this poore Kingdome, neither is there any thing want» 
ing to the happineſſe of Church and State , but that peace and erder which the 
faRion of theſe men have robbed then of. "A 

But they direRed their Generall the Earle of Eſſex to deliver an humble 
Petition to Vs wherein they defire nothing from Vs, but that Wee would re 
turne in peace to Our Parliament , and by their faichfull Counſell and ad- 
vice compoſe the diflempers and confufions abounding in Qur Kingdoms , 2s 
Wee ate bound to doe, Wee were never ſo backward in receiving , or © 
fow in anſwering the Petitions of either , or both Our Houſes of Parlia- 
ment, that there was need by an Army to quicken Vs , which cither or both 
Houſes of Parliament haye in no caſe no more ſhadow of Right ar power to 

Q.qqq raile 
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raiſe by 1ny Law, Cuſtome, or Priviledge , then they have by their Votes ty 
take away the lives and fortunes of all the SubjeRts of England, yet the franers 
of this Declaration take it unkindly , that upon their profeſſion in the fight of 
Aliighty God ( which is they ſzy the ftrongeRt affurance that any Chriſtian 
can give) Wee did not put Our felfe into their hands (thoſe hands which were 
lifted up againſt Vs, and filled at that rime with Arms to deftroy Vs) and leave 
a ftrength God had ſupplyed Vs with, of good and faichfull SubjeRs,who not- 
withſtanding all their threats and menaces had brought theraſelves ro Our af- 
6ſance. If that Petition had bm fo humble as =y pretended , they would net 
have loſt the advantage of publiſhing ir in this their Declaration , thax the 
World mighr as well a ve bin witneſſe of Our refuſall of peaceas it bath bin 
of their dildain ofany way to it, when they rejected Our leverall earneſt offers 
of a Treaty. 

But why'did they not ſend this humble Petition ? His Excellence twice (ent 
unto Vs for a ſafe conduRt far thoſe who ſhould beimployed therein, and wee 
refuſed togive any, or to receive the humble and quiifull Petition, Sure when 
Our good Subje£ts ſhall underſtand the ſtrange enmity berween theſe men and 
truth, the no-conſcience uſe in publiſhing , and informing thoſe by whom 
they pretend to be truſted, things mon{{rous and contrary to their own know- 
ledge, they will notbe leſſe offended with their falſhoud to them , then their 
Treaſon to Vs. 'Tis well known wee never refuſed to give admittance toany 
Meſſageor Petition from either or both Houſes of Parliamem,thcir Meſſengers 
have bin received and entertained not only with that ſafety, bur with that can- 
dor, as is due to the beſt SubjeRts, when their Errand bath bin full of reproach 
and foorn, and the bringers, bold.arrogant, and fedirious in their demeanour, & 
therefore there needad ro have bin no more ſcruple made in the delivery of this, 
then the other Petitions which have bin brought Vs; the truth is , wee were no 
ſooner acquainted at Shrew:bwury, by the Earl of Dorfet, that hee had received a 
Eener from the Earl of &fſex,intimating that he had a Petition from boch Hou- 
K+ to be delivered to Vs,and to thaz parpoſe asking a fafe convoy for thoſe wha 
ſhould be ſent, but We returned this Anſwer , That as we had never refuſed to 
receive any Pecition from Our Houſes of Parliament , ſo Wee ſhould be ready 
ro give fuch n Reception and Anſwer to this as ſhould be fir,and that the bring+ 
ers of it Chould come and goe with all ſafety , only Wee required that none of 
thoſe perſons whom Wee had' particularly accuſed of high Treaſon ſhould be, 
by colour of thar Petition, imployed to Vs. After this We heard no more cill 
a fecand Lerter, at leaf a fortnight after the firſt, ro the Earle of Dorſer , infor- 
med Vs, thee our former Anſwer was declared to be a breach of priviledge that 
We would not allow any Meſſengers to come to Vs, that is, that Wee were not 
Con» 
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content that ſuch perſons who had ho Our death , might ſecurely come 
inro Our preſence; ourſecond Ankyer differed little from Our former, infiſting 
that the Addreſſe ſhould not be made by any of thoſe whom Wee had 
particularly accuſed of high Treaſon, a t whom the Earl of &ſex himſelf 
was une, bur declaring that Our Eare be (till open to heare any Petition 

f:om Our two Houles of Parliament : whether this were a deniall Vs to 

receive their Petition, or whether if Our two Houſes of Parliament had indeed 

defired to Treat with Vs by Petition, they might not as well have ſent it to Vs, 
as they have done ſince, their Inſtructions totheir Ambaſſadours into Ireland, 
and their new Bill for rooting out Epi , and deviſing a new forme of 
Church-government, let all World j » Wee have _ to belicye thar 

the Petition then prepared for Vs (if VVe have ſcenthe true Copy of it ) was 

thought by the perlons.cruſted for the preſenting ir , fitter to be delivered 

after a Batrail and full Conqueſt of Vs, then in the h:ad of Our Arm , 

when it maght ſceme ſomewhat in Our power whether Wee would be depoſed 

or 00. 

For that continued diſhoneſt Accuſation of Our Inclination to the Papiſts 
(which the Authours of it in their owne coniciences ( which will one day be 
dreadfull to them) know to be molt unjuſt and groundleſſe, ) Weecan ſay no 
more. and VVe can do no more to the ſatisfaFion of the VVorld, ifthey know 
that the Romiſh prieſts have encouraged thoſe of that Religion ro conforme 
themſelves ro the Proteant Religion , by comming to Church , receiving the 
Sacrament, and taking the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, they are mote 
converſant with the CPrileis of them then V Veare, bur Wee muſt confelle till 
VVe becertain they have found that way to deceive Vs , that is, todeludethe 
Laws which are againſt chem, V Vee ſhall in Charity believe their conformity 
to be reall, and nor pretended ; but that any Prieſts or Jeſuirs impriſoned have 
bin releaſed by Vs out of the Goale of Larcaſter, or any other Goale, is as falke 
(t0 uſe an expreſſion of their own) as the Father of Lycs could invenc, neither 
are the perſons named in that Declaration to wham Commillions are ſuppolcil 
tobe grented for places of command in this VVar ; ſo much as knowneto Vs, 
nor have they any command, orc to Our knowledge, are preſent in Our Ar- 
my, and 'cis range that Our Oaths and Proteltations beforc Almighty God, 
for the maynrenance of the Proteſtant Religion ſhould be ſo lighted 1a the end 
of this Declaration, when in the beginning of it , -it.is acknowledged to be the 
firongeſt obligation and aNurance chat. any Chriſtian cangive. VVe defireto 
have Our-Peoreſtations believed by the evidence of Our A:tions. But they are 
mformed (and that is ground enough for them to lay the baſelt impuratian 
upon their ae) that Sir Jobu Henderſen , and Colocnell Corkrars (mean 
& ull report both-for Religion and honeſty) are lentto Hanborough and Den- 
Qqqq 2 marke ; 
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marke, (V Ve thought VVe ſhould Naa ied no more news from Denmarke ) 
to raiſe forreigne Forces, and to bring them hither. VVee have before in Our 
Declarations (ſufficient to ſatisfic any honeſt man,) declared Our opinion and 
Reſolution concerning forreigne Force, and VVe had never greatec cauſe to be 
confident of ſ:curity in Our own SubjeRs, and therefore cannot believe fo vile 
a ſcandall can make any impreſſion in ſober men. Ler a liſt of the Nobility and 
Gentry about Vs, and in Our Service be viewed , and will they not be found 
che moſt zealous in the Proteſtant Religion , the moſt eminent in reputation, 
of the greateſt fortunes , and the greateſt fame , the moſt publicke Lovers of 
their Country , and moſt earneſt aſſertors of the Liberty of the SubjeR , that 
this Kingdome hath ? How different the reputation of the principall Ring- 
leaders of this fa&ion and Rebellion is , how careful they are of imploying ver- 
tous and honeſt men, is apparent to all the World , when they have entertamed all 
the deiferate and neceſſirons perſons (whereof very many are Papiſts ; Which Wee 
ſpeake knowmply, as having taken ſeveral of them priſoners ) they can draw to them: 
and when they ſaper ſede 4 proceeding at the Common Law for an odious and infa- 
mons crime , that Matter Griffen may have liberty to keep them company in this 
Rebellion. 

For our affe tion and gracious inclination tothe City of London , and how 
far we are from any ſuch purpoſe, as theſe impious men charge us with, appears 
in our late Proclamation, in which V'Ve declare the Suburbs to be comprehen- 
ded as wall as the Cities of London and Weſtminſter , to which V Vee doubt not 
they will give that credit and obedience , as VVe ſhall have cauſe ro commend 
their loyalty in joyning with Vs to ſupprefle this Rebellion , which uticontrol- 
led, in a ſhort time, muft make that place moſt miſerable. 

For the Oath and Covenant which they threaten Vs with, if it be toengage 
thein to do or not to do any thing contrary to the Oaths they have already ta- 
ken of Allegiance and Supremacy, as itcannotoblige them being raken,ſo VVe 
doubr not Our good Subjects will eafily diſcerne that it is a ſnare to betray and 
lead them into a condition of the ſame guilt ; and ſoof the ſame danger with 
themſelves ; And VVee muſt therefore declare whoſoever ſhall hereafer ſuffer 
himſelfe to be cozened by thoſe Stratagems , and take ſuch a voluntary Oath 
_ Vs, VVe ſhall impure it to fo much malice,as will render him uncapable 
of Our pardon, and ſhall progeed againſt him as a deſperate Promoter of ſedi- 
tion, and an Enemy to the Kingdom, | 
? Letall honeft men remember the many gracious As VVee have paſſed this 
Parliament for the eaſe and benefit of Our people, that when there was no» 
ching left undone or unoffered by Vs , which might make this Nation happy, 
theſe miſchievous Contrivers of Ruine, in flead of acknowledging Our Grace 
and Juflice, upbraided Vs with all.cthe Reproaches malice and cunning could

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-nyent in 2 Remonſtrance to the Mo 2 thing never heard of cillthat time) 
that having thus incenſed mutinous and leditious minds, they made ule of they 
to 2we the Parliament , draveVs , and the major part of both Houſes from 
Our City of Londox , thar they took away Our Fort and Towne of Hwll from 
Vs, kept Vs from thence by force of Armes , and imployed Our own Maga» 
zine againſt Vs, that they ſeized upon” our Royall Navy, and with it chaſed 
our good Subjeats, and kepr all ſupply from Vs, that they vored away Our 
negative VoICe and then raiſed a formidable Army to deftroy Vs, that when 
they had thus compelled Vs. by the help of ſuch of Our good SubjzeFs who a-

and for deſtruRion of the ſame; and of the City of Se having-plundered; 
Qqqq 3 poyle 
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ſpoyled anddeſtroyed divers of his Mad ood Subje &s in their paſſageo 
the great terrour of the people, and danger of the Parliament, City,and' of the 
whole Kingdome ; for the prevention whereof, Ic is ordered by the Lords and 
Commons in Parliament, that the Committee for the Militia of the City of 
London, be authoriſed and required to take a pRa——_ the City in a 
poſture of defence, to refilt and oppoſe all ſuch Force, to fortihic all the paſſages

Andin cafe any perfons of efate ſhall be ſſaine, ot die in this fervice, the faid 
Lords and Commons doe declare, that they will take the eftates; wives and 
children of ſuch perſons into theiy protetion ; And in caſe their eſtares ſhall 
not at the time of the death of ſuch perſons be ſetled, they will be alwayes aſ- 
fiftant to the friends of the party deceafed, inthe ſerling and diſpoſing of their 
eftares in ſuch manner as may de for the moſt advantage of thejr wives and 
children ; And ſhall upon all cecafions fer their children and poſteriry know 
the reſpeR they beare to the memory of thoſe who have ſhent their lives in the 
ſervice of the Church and Common-wealth,

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Our Meſſengers were not ſuffered to {it in the Houſes, and one of them, the 
Earle of Southampton (againſt whom there was not the leaft colour of Cxcepte 
on or ſo much as a vote) not ſuffered rodeliver Our Meilage, but compelled to 
ſend it by the Gentleman Uſher, and then commanded to depart che Towne, 
before they would prepare any Anſwer which they (horcly ſent Us. Which 
Anſwer you ſhall find in folio 580. 
Which Rtrange Anſwer wight well have diſcouraged Us from any thou 
of ants this way, and informed Us — what ſpirit (till 
governed amongſt thoſetew, who continued (till in both Houſes, otherwiſe 
afrer ſo many bitcer and inve*live Meſſages and Declarations ſent to Us, and 
publiſhed againA Ls, We ſhould not have been reproached with Our Procla- 
mations and Declarations fer forth by Us, as the effe& of ſuch evill Counſel. & 
was unparallel'd by any former Examples. We beleeve indeed ſuch Procla- 
mations and Declarations have never been before ſet forth ; but were former 
times cycr acquainted with ſuch intolerable provocatians ? were there ever be- 
fare theſe rwelve Moneths Declarations publuhed in the name ofcither or both 
Houſes of Parliament to make their King odious to. the People ?, Have either 
or both Houſes ever befure aſſumed or pretended ro a Power to raiſe Arnes, or 
leavy Warre in any Cauſe, or can both Houſes excerciſe ſuch a power ?

They will not beleeve We have done all that in Us lyes'to prevent! and re- 
move the preſent DiflraRions, becauſe of the oppreſſions, Rapines, and the 
like committed upon Our good SubjeRs by our Souldiers: Let them remember 
who have compelled Us, and again(t Our Soules deſire forced Us toraife thoſe 
Souldiers, and then if the Opprefſions and Rapines were indeed ſuch as are 
falſely pretended, Our poore Subjets who ſuffer under them, will looke on 
them, and only on them, as the Authors of all the miſeriesthey doc or can un» 
dergoe, We confeſſe with griefe of heart ſome diſorders have, and many more 
may befall Our good People by Our Souldiers, but Wee appeale to all thote 
Countyes through which We have paſſed, what care We have taken co pre- 
vent, and what Juſtice We dayly inflict -_ ſuch Offendours : neither hath 
the leaſt complainrbeen ever made ro Vsof violences and outrages, which We 
have notto Our utmolt Power repayred or puniſhed ; how ever thoſe falſe and 
treaſonable Pamphlers aze ſuffered which accuſe Vs of giving warrant for plun- 
dring of Houſes. Our Mercy and Lenity is ſo well knowne tothe contrary, 
tharit is uſually made an excuſe by thoſe who againſt their Conſciences afſilt 
this Rebellion-agaiaRt Vs; that they chuſe rather to offend Vs upon the Conti- 
dence of Pardon, then provoke thoſe Malignant Perſons who without Charity 
or Compaſſion deftroy all who concurr not with them in faction and opinion. 
How farr We are from Rapine and Oppretſion may appear by Our Lenity to 
the Perſon, and ERates of thoſe who have not only exerciſed the Aſslrtia (the 
ſeed from whence this Rebellion againſt Vs hath growne)- bur contributed 
Money and Plate to the maintenance of that Army which now indeavours to 
deftroy Vs, as of Nottingham, Leiceſter, and many other places through which 
We have pafſed, many of whom then were and now are in that Army :to ler 
paſſe Our paſſing by (Þarrly (the houſe of the Earle of Eſſex) without other 
preſſures then as if he were the Generall of Our owne Army, and O.1r expreſſe 
Orders to reftraine the Liberty, Our Souldiers wou!d otherwiſe have uſed up- 
on that place,and his Eflate about it. How contrary the proceedings are of theſe 
Rerr } great - 
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great Aſertors of the publick Liberties , appears fully by the fad inſtances 
every day give in the undring by publick warrant,the houſes ofal ſuch w 
Duty,Conſcience,and Loyalty hath engaed them in Our 'N varrell, which 
good man ought to make his own. By their declaring all perſons to be out of the 
CO totion of Parliament (and fo expoling them to the fury of their Souldiers 
who will not affiſt this Rebellion againſt Vs, their anointed King, by the dai 
out-rages committed it 7orkeſhire , when contrary to the defire and 

of that County (ſigned under the hands of both parties)they will not fuffer the 
Peace to be kept, but that the DiſtraRions and Confuſion may be univerſal 
over the whole Kingdome, dire their Governour of Hull to make war upon 
Our good Subjets in that County, and fo continue the robbing and plundring 
the Houſes of all ſuch who concur not with them ia this Rebellion. Laftly, by 
the barbarous, ſacrilegious Inhumanity exerciſed by their Souldiers in Chur- 
ches, as in Canterbury, Worceſter, Oxford, and other places, where they com- 
mirted ſuch un-heard of Out-rages , as Jews , and Atheiſts , never praQtiſed 
before. God in his good time will make them examples of his vengeance. 

We never did, norever ſhall deſire to fecure the Authours and Inftrument 
of any miſchiefs to the Kingdom fromthe Juſtice of Parſiament, We defire all 
ſuch perſons may be ſpeedily brought to condigne puniſhment by that Rule 
which is, or ought to be, the Rule of all puniſhment, the known Law 
of the Land : If there have feemed to be any interruptionin proceedings of this 
nature, it muſt be remembred, how long perſons have been kept under generall 
Accuſations, without triall, though earneſtly deſired , that the Members who 
were properly to judge fuch Accuſations have by violence bin driven thence,oc 
could not with honour and fafety be preſent at ſuch debates,that notorious De- 
linquents by the knowne Laws were protected againſt Us from the Juflice of 
the Kingdom,and ſuch called Delinquents, who committing no Offence agai 
any known Law were fo vored only for doing their Duties to Us , then 
thece will be no cauſe of complaint found againſt Us. 

And for the Priviledges of Parliament We have ſaid ſo much #tid upon ſuch 
Reaſons , (which have never bin anſwered but by bare poſitive Aſſertions) in 
Our ſeyerall Declarations, that We may well, and do fill uſe the ſame expre(- 
fron, That We defire God _— deal with Us and Our Poſtericy, as We dt- 
fire the preſervation of the juſt Rights of Parliament ; The violation whereof in 
truth by theſe deſperate perſons is ſo cleerly known to all men who underſtand 
the Priviledpes of Parliament , that their rage and malice hath not bin greater 
to Our and Government then to the Liberty, an , and very be- 
ing of Parliaments, witneſſe their putting in,putting our, and ſuſpending what 
perſons they pleaſe, as they like or diſlike their opinions, their bringing downe 
the Tumults to aſſault the Members, and a a rpient 

pro- 
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proſecuting ſuch Members of either Houſe as concurred not with them in thei 
Deſigacs, and fo driving them from thence for the of their lives, their de- 
aying Us » againſt the knowne , eſtabliſhed Law, the Conſticution of the 
Kingdom, to have a negative voice , without which no Parliament can conſiſt, 
their making cloſe Committees , from whence the Members of the Houſes are 
exempred, againlt the Liberry of Parlament, and laſtly, reſolving both Hou- 
&s into a clole Commitree, of ſeyeryren perſons who undertake and dire all 
the preſent Ourrages, and the managety of this Rebellion againſt Us, in the ab- 
ence of four parts of five of both Houſcs, and without the privity of thoſe who 
ay there » which is not only contrary but deſtructive to Parliaments them- 
ſelves. By theſe grolle , unheard of Invaſons and breaches of the Priviledges 
of Parliament, (and without them they could not have done the other) They 
inade way for their attempts upon the Law of the Land ,& the intoduStion of 
that unlimited, Arbitrary power which they have ſince exerciſed to the intole- 
rable damage and confuſion of the whole Kingdome, And We aſſure Our good 
SubjeRs, the vindication of theſe juſt Liberties and Priviledges of Parliament, 
thus violated by theſe men , is not lefſe the Argument of Our preſent quarrell 
2nd undertaking, then Our own Honour, Intereſt, and Safety, thoſe being no 
way ſo ſecurely to be preſerved , as gR—_ Parliaments and their juſt 
Priviledges. Neither is there any Proteftation to Our knowledge publiſhed in 
Our name of Our tendernefle of the miſcries of /reland , and Our Reſolution to 
mayntain the Proteſtant Religion, and Laws of this Kingdom, that is out the 
Proteſtation of Our Soule, and maniteſted in all Our Actions, and Wee hope 
that falſe Scandall, Thatdivers of the Iriſh Tranours and Rebels, the knowne 
favourers of them, and Agents forthem are admitred to Our preſence, with fa- 
vour and imployed in Our ſervice, will gain nocredit with good men, who re- 
meniber well the notorious impuration fo confidently and groundlefly hereto- 
fore eat on Ls by Maſter ms, of which as therecould never be che leaſt proof, 
o Wecould never receive any ſatisfaction for that high injury, which might 
iave bin a warning to them to have publiſhed no more ſuch untruths , if they 
had not found chat truth and their-Ends cannot meet together. 

For the Horſes taken for Our Service , which were provided for the ſervice 
of Ireland, 'tis true, Wee were compelled for the bringing Our owne Wag- 
Or— {eſter for the carriage of Our Munition to make uſe of them, being 

in number and of ſmall value, after they were certified to be-of no uſe for 
theſervice, for which they were provided. And for the Clothes; upon enquiry, 
Wefinde that ſome few were taken by Our Souldiers (but without any Order 
from Us) going to (oventry, and as was probably badieved for the relicf of thes 
place, then in a tuall Rebellion againſt Us, but how far We have been, and are 
from diverting any of thoſe provihons made fortherclief of. that poore:King- 
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dome (the thought of whoſe miſerable condition makes Our heart bleed may 
appear by Our expreſſe Command given for the ſpeedy tran three 
thouſand ſuits of Clothes which Wee found provided at Cheſter, bur 
to be ſent, and which no neceſſity of our own Army here could prevail with Us 
to ſeize. And how bold ſoever the reproches of that kind have bin upon Us, We 
are confident malice it ſelfe cannox lay the leat probable imputation upon Us, 
for the negle&t of Our dury cowards that Kingdome. Whart one thing in Our 
power have We neglected or omicred, which might contribure to the aſſiſtance, 
or eaſe of Our Proteſtant SubjeRs there ? We firkt recommended the caſe 
of that buſineſictoboch Our Houſes of Parliament. Wee conſented to all Pro- 
poſitions made on the behalf, offered to raiſe ten thouſand Voluntiers, (which if 
chen accepted had ſhortned that work ) offered to venture Our own perſon in 
the ſervice, what interpretation that offer of Ours found , is known to all the 
world : Wee parted with Our intereſt in the L and of the Rebels, to encourage 
ſuch who wece willing to adventure in that buſines,& when Mony is raiſed 
Our conſent foc that ſole purpoſe, they have at once (cized on a hundred thou- 
fand pound particularly appointed by A of Parliament for the reliefof /reland, 
(Our Army being ready to periſh for want of it) and imploycd it co mayntain 
chis unnaturall civill War at home. They have leavied men and cntertained 
Commanders for that ſervice,and then compelled them to joyn in this Rebelli- 
on, and to march againſt Us, and though they have complained of Our keeping 
the Lievrtenant of Ireland ſome weeks with Us , (when intruth it was a ſeaſon 
ofextraordinary buſineſſe, ) after wee had in vain for many moneths preſſed 
his diſpatch, yer themſelves now detain him, when his going is 6 for 
the preſervation of that Kingdom, And no doubt theſe 1nen (and theſe alone )by 
degerung this miſerable diſtraftion of England. are guilty before God and Man 
of all che inſupportable calamities that Our Kingdom of /reland endures. Let 
al! the World jadge where the defire of Peace is, and upon whoſe account the 
bloud and confuſion which hath bin ſhed and mult follow, ſhall he caſt , And 
whether the ſeverall Proclamations and Declarations publiſhed by Us , have 
not bin extorted from Us, by ſuch un-heard of infolencies and injuries , which 
no former times ever produced, neither can any ſober man wonder, when Wee 
are publickly reproached, traduced, and reviied ro Qur people(a praftice never 
known till this Parliament) that We endeavour by a true Relativa and Decla- 
ration of Our ARions and Intentions, and of their Conſpiracies , who have 
vowed Our deftruftion,to informe Our good SubjeRs of the cunning and mas 
lice they are to encounter with ; and when a Combination is entred into to de-

we are ready to prove according to the Rules of the Known Law wo be guilty 
of high Treaſon. Wee well know, and all the Kingdome knows that of necre 
kyve hundred Members, which the Houſe of Commons contains, there remayns 
not now there a hundred , neither hath above fuch a number conſented alaolt 
to any thing of which We have ever complained , the reſt have cicher din dri- 
venaway by Tumulrs and Threats of the perjons whom We have'accuſed, or 
our of conſcience withdrawa themfelves from their deſperate conſultations, 
and of about a hundred Peeres of tl.e Realine , there are not above fifteene or 
{:xreen who concur in theſe miſerable Relolurians , which diſturbe the publick 
peace, many of which being of deſperate fortunes; have no other ſupport , then 
the Commands now given them to make War upon Vs, and now thele men 
muſt fit upon the Lives and Fartunes of all the Nobility, Gentry , and Com- 
mons of England, and becauſe We will not put Our Self into the hands, f30- 
yernment , and diſpofall of them , all Our good Subyects are invited and en- 
couraged to Rebell againſt Vs , yer Wee have been, and are {till far from accu- 
ſing all that ſmall number of both Houſes who are yer left together , Wee be- 
lieve many of them are miſled by the cunning and malice, and frighted by the 
power of thoſe men whom We have accuſed, againſt eyery one of whom We 
have Evidence of matter of faR, that the known Law of the Land determines 
tobe high Treaſcn. 

And now that all Our good SubjeAs may ſee how defirous theſe men and 
their Adherents are to prevent the effuſion of bloud , and the laſting miſcries 
of a Civill V Var, they will make themſelves ſo confiderable , that except V Ve 
will recall Our Proclamations and Declarativns whereby particular men na- 
med for particular Actions (which the Law hath defined to be Treaſon) arg fo 
accuſed, and others warned from invalying themſelyes in their guile , & mie 
VVe will take down Our Standard that Our good SubjeRs may nox repaire to 
Vs for Our defence, when fo many Armics are raiſed againſt Vs in ſeverall parts 
of the Kingdom , and ready to deſtroy Vs , and ſuch of Our good SubjeRs, 
who dare continue loyall to Vs, and except V Ve will return to London , from 
whence with violence V Ve have bin driven, VVe muit not be created with, or 
receive any Anſwer to ſo gracious a Meſlage. 

le can no longer be doubted by any man, who bath not wilfully forſaken his 
underſtanding, that it is no more a quarcell undertaken by the Parliament, bur 
contrived and forrented by che perſons VVe have named , and now continued 
ſdlely incheic defence, to whole Ambition, yoAY and Malice, > 
S . 
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tormed Proteſtant Religion, the juſt Right, Honour, Safety ,and life of Vs and 
Our Poſterity,the Law of the Land,which hath ſolong preſerved this Nation 
happy,the Liberey of the SubjeR efabliſhed by that Law,& the glorious frame 
and contitution of this Kingdom muſt be facrificed. But as Wee have hitherto 
left no Action unperformed, which in Honour, Juflice, and Conſcience VV:e 
were obliged to doe , or in Chriſtian Policy and Prudence VVee could con. 
cerve ——_ prebably prevent theſe Calainities. ſo we thank God he hath given 
Vs a full Courage and Reſolution to run the urmoſt bazard of Our life for the

je&s belides, by the common dury of Allegiance , will be tirred up for their 
own (akes. for the preſervation Us d Proteſtant Religion , and for the 
upholding this whole admirable frame of Government which being diſſolved, 
all their private and particular Rights and Intereſt muſt be immediately con- 
founded: to bring in thexr utmoſt power and afſiance unto Vs in this defpe- 
rateexipent. And we dodeclare that whoſoever ſhall loſe his life in this Ser- 
vice for Our defence. the VVardſhip of his Heire ſhall be granted by Vs with» 
ont Rent or Fine to his own uſe, and wee ſhall hold Our Selfe obliged to rake 
all poſſible care for the ſupport, relicf, and proteRion of all their V Vives and 
Children, who ſhall have the hard fortune todie in this Service.

V Hofgever lookes over the late Declaration under his Mazeties name 
VV catrying thetitle ofan Anſwer ro our Remonſtrance concerning the 
buſineſſe of Hull, will find that it is as farre from being an anſwer thereunto, as 
it is full of gryundſeſſe and unheard off ſcandalls and impurations upon both 
Houſes of Parliament, which wee hold as neceſſary to wipe off from us, as wee 
ſhould otherwiſe have thought it needleſſe to have madeany reply ; And be- 
cauſe the nature and language of that Declaration is ſuch and fo full of ſcandall

done, and having recourle to the people , arraigne and condemne before them 
the judgments and Relolutions of that Court from whence there can be no Ap- 
pcal but by diſſolving of the whole trarne and conſtitution of the Civill policy 
and government of this Kinz2dome into the originall Law of nature? in which 
nacurall capacity (lince it muſt be ſo) in (Gods Name, let the people judge eve- 
ry man within his own breaſt of the perſons that they have truſted, and of the 
peglons that they have not truſted, which are thote of the counterfeit 11magina-= 
ry great Counſell of Peers at Torke , topgerher with their guard of Cavalicrs, 
and let them conſider with rhemfelves whecher they have ſo much caule to mi- 
(truſt the great Councell of the Kingdom , which taey never yer knew to have 
brought in, or to have endeavoured to bring in an Arbitrary Governiment, but 
often to have bin the remedy theroof, or a few eyill Countellours about his Mas 
zeſty whom by frequent and late experience there, have known to have endea-» 
vourcd it, and alfo to have done ir. 

We call God to witneſle, that though our quarrell be againſt the Malignant 
party for his Majcſlies ſake, yer not in that fence as is here affirmed , but out of 
eur loyalty and hearty affection to his Maje!ty , and our Expreſſions againfl 
that party is. to give his Majelly 2 lively ſence of the damage, danger, and dil- 
honour that kis Majeſty fuſtaineth by their counels and luggeſtions. Bat there 
is 19 malignant party about his Majeſty, we name them not , wee prove them not to 
Be evill Connſellonys. And how do the framers of that Declaration prove, or by 
whatof our proceedings is it evident ? That by the malignant party wee emtend 
all ths members of borh Hoaſes who agree not with us im opreton. and all the perſons 
of the Kingdow who like not of ae thee. By what Declaration or vutc of cither, 
oc both Houſes was that diflinRion made of good and bad Lords , or by what 
allowance or countenance of both or either Houſe were ary proſcribed and therr 
names liſted and read in Twnults > Aldhough it is poſſible that ſome Members 
of one or both Houſes, may diſcover tuch a conſtant Bias from publick intere(- 
ſes to their private ends. that they may hcare ill abroad for it, which the Houſes 
of Parliament cannot helpe , nor are bound to hinder. As for thoſe perions 
whoſe tranſcendem vertwes ((o largely here deſcribed ) brought them to his Mar 
jeſtier knowledge and fawowy, a5 we mull profefſe that the ewo Houſes of Parlia- 
ment (which are the Eyes of the body politick of his 'Kingdom) cannot diſcern 
many 
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many ſuch in favour withhis Majefty, - are ſure nothing that ever wee

&ions as thoſe ; but if any mans conſcience hath brought that home to himſelfe 
which our Declaration did not, who formerly might ſeeme forward for Reli- 
gion and rublick intereffes, and ſince hach been 2n inftrument in diviſion be- 
tween his Majeſty and his great Counſell the Parliament ; We ſhall not think 
he is leſſe Malignane or more worthy of his Mayeſties knowledge and favour 

becauſe he is an Apoltare ; but the counſels ſhall rry the Counſellonrs , that is the 
Tryall we put them upon. Jt & ſaid, Thas it 4s no ll connſell for the King to 
withdraw himſelf ſo far, and ſo long from the Parlament ; becauſe at London, He 
ard mary whoſe affetlens were emunemt towaras him, were in danger every day to be 

torn in pieces, and at Y ork, his Maeſty , and all ſuch as will there put themſelves 

wnder his protettton, may live ſeexrely, and thas through the affettion and loyalty of 
that good people. 

The complaint of Tumults ſo.often urged, 'and fo often anſwered by us hath 
ſerved for many ends, and moſt of them tending to the diflolution of this Par- 
liament. But what was the danger his Majeſty was in , and thoſe whole affe- 
ions were eminent to him ? to betorn in pieces : and how haye all they (ca- 
ped that ſtayed here till ſome few dayes (ince, and thoſe that Ray here till, and 
yer would be very ill pleaſed if it ſhould be thoughe their affeRions were not 
eminent towards his Majeſty 2 Ir is ſaid , That his Majeſty and thoſe that wers 
beit affefted ts him were in danger of being torn im pieces , but they by whom it is 
ſuppoſed it ſhould be done were in eruth torn in pieces , and mangled in 2a 
molt cruell and barbarous way by a company of Souldiers and other rude 
perſons, who were harboured in his Majeſties own houſe, and that aR of theirs 
connived if not countenanced by his Majeſty hiuelfe, when complaint was 
made thereof unto him. 

And now it appears cleerly who were the Authours and occafions of thoſe 
Tumulrs and Diſorders (never inthe leaſt degree countenanced or connived at 
by boch or cicher Houſes of Parliament) whartloever is moſt untruly ſpread a- 
droad to the contrary; they were the Souldiers , and other ill-affeted perſons 
Jyning with them who ſtirred them up here*{ where ſince their departure all 
5quiet) and have raiſed them fince at Torke , where the Gentlemen and Inha- 
bitants of ſeverall Counties addreſſing themſelves to his Majeſty in an hum» 
ble way of Petition have bin affronted and affaulted , and the Meſſengers from 
the Parliament abuſed & beaten. In'a word ſhal the comming down of a come 
pany of Boyes and Prentiſes,two or three times in the Holydayes, and making 
great noyſe againſt Biſhops (for which they were well beaten ) be eliee ned a 
jail! and a perpetuall ground for ihis /Majeſty and other Menibers of Parlia- 
ment to abſent themſclves from the Parliament ? ſhall aot the preſene 
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quiet face of this City, ſhall not the frequent P:oteſtations of both Honſes of 
Parliament for his Majeſtics {ecurity to the uttermoſt power that the Law can 
vive to them, or they unto the Law ? ſhall nor the forwardneſſe of both Houſes 
in appointing a Committee for his Majefies ſatusfaRion to inquire into all diſ- 
orders of that kind, and to heare what the Kings Counſell would inform con- 
cerning them (who anſwered they had as yet nothing to inform) be ſufficient 
to take away that pretence ot danger to his Majeſties perſon which no mancan 
believe that will be faithfull ro hiuvielt > Bur that weemay take off the Vizard 
and clcerly diſcover the true intent ct his Majeſlies abode at Yorke (which is 
plainly cnough expreſſed in this very place) it his Majelty be not ſo well fati(e 
tied with the City of Loadon, is there never a County ncer the Parliament , in 
whole Loyalty and Aﬀrettion lus Maje'ly may relt ſecure ? Was his Majeſty 
in danger to be torne in pieces when he was at Hampton Court ? was his Ma- 
jeity in danger whilſt hee was in Kent? was his Majeſty in danger when hee 
was at Theobalds . or at Newmarket ? It Yorke be fo ſecure a place for his Ma- 
jellies perſon , and thatthrough the afte:tion and loyalty of that good people 
(as we doubt not but that it is ſecure enough without a guard) what need is 
there of ſuch an extraordinary guard of horſe and foot? The truth is that guard, 
and all che forces that are preparing to be added to it, and that place is to ſhelter 
all Delinquents who may corve anc put themſelves under his Majeſties prote- 
Rion there, and fo be kept from the Juſtice of the higheſt Court , and ferve to 
gnake up the number of thoſethar mult help by force to trample under-foot all 
the power and priviledges of the High Court of Parliament, in their Summons 
and Procefles , and make void their Orders grounded on the fundamentall 
Laws of the Land. and neceflary for the peace and preſervation thereof: and 
therefore as we ſaid, ſo we will ſay ill, that they which counſell his Majeſty 
to be at this diſtance in place from his Parliament,which can be to no other end, 
but the better to foment and increaſe the ditance of affeftion berween themaare 
evill Counfellours, and of the Malignant party.In the next place it is ſaid, That 
6t 15 mo evHl (omnſell for the King to forſake the Advice of his great Comncell of 
Parliament, and to follow the advice of private men, contrary therennts , and that 
brranſe we ſay we are above lis Mareity, and by bir own Au hority , may doe with 
him what we pleaſe,and that we would diſpoſe of the Subjetts lives, and fortunes, by 
oxr Votes, contrary to the known Laws of the Lard : This is in plain Engliſh, as 
that we had bin told,that the King did not look"upon us any longer as his great 
Councell, but as Confſpirators againſt him, and the Kingdome, nor as his Par- 
lament, but as Traitours againſt him, and all his SubjeRs : Ir is not lawfull 
for the High Courtof Parliament, to judge of the Kings Attions, and of his e- 
vill Counſellours, and of their Counſels : And ſhall ;ohe lawfull for the King 
and his evill Counſcllours to judge arraign,and condemne 2 Parliament,which 
zs the highe(t Court, which isthe a body of the whole __ 
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Did we lay, that the Kings Amthority ( which all good Princes will, and his 
Majetty hath profeſſed, that he ought ty maintain with the Sacrifice of his life, 
1 above bis perſon and that his perſonal Commands ought not to compt rol! thoſe 
the proceed from brs Antherity, which reſiderh in his Corrs, and his Laws , ad in 
hu Perſon, ating by the one, and according to th: other : and are aunſel- 
lowrs that per [wade the King to the contrary? Doe we diſpoſe of all the Subreit; lrves 
and fortunes by or own V ates, comrary to the Law of the Land,becauſe we will not 
ſuffer the lives, forrunes,and honours of all the Subjets, to be at the Devorion, 
andto be diſpoſed of by the Votes of evill Counſcours, and Cavaliers , con- 
trary tothe Votes of both Houſes of Parliaments. Do we diſpoſe of the liver and 
fortunes of all the Kings good Snbietts, comrary to the known Law of the Land, be- 
cauſe we wil not admit that to be the known Law of the Land, which thoſe 1nen 
have declared to be fo, contrary to the judgment of both Houſes of Parliament, 
of whom all the Judges of —_— once faid , they were not to be Judges of 
them who were Judges of the Law ? As we faid before, fo we fay till, andiit 
Hands good, that they which draw away his Majeſties perſon and affeRion 
from his Parliament, they that would ſubje& the counſels and determinations 
of the greateſt Covurr , and _ Councell , to the opinions of private men, 
they that will make the Law their Rule by their private interpretations again 
the judgment of the higheſt Court, that is the G_ Judg thereof,and they 
thatto inake all this good, are preparing force to deftroy , firſt the power and 
priviledges, and then the perſons of both Houſes of Parliamentare ill Coun- 
lellours , and of the malignant party : and if they are ſo confident that theſe 
are good Counſels, why are they aſhamed or afraid to own-them? ler them diſ- 
cover their names, and we doubt noe but the Law will finde a name for their 
f.4, and a puniſhmene for their fault : But hee is pronownced accnr/ed that har- 
bours us his heart a thought againſt the publick liberty and religion of this Kingdon, 
# the inſt freedome gay ark. e of Parbament : Let then the King and his 
Throne be guiltleſſe; ir is our deſire, it is ur prayer , but accurſed be they thar 
wickedly and maliciouſly adviſe tus Majefly to ways of force agzin{ his Par- 
liament, which is the bond and aſſurance of the publick liberty , and profeſſion 
of the true Religion within this Kingdom , and let all the people fay Amer. 
And we wiſh that the people may not have cauſe te curſe them alſo (whom we 
pray God to forgive)that aftec ſo many good Lars ro take away Ship-money, 
Coat and Conduct Money, and to free our perſons from preſſing, impriſonjng, 
and being diſpoſed of at pleaſure, have adviſed his Majeſty at one blow to de- 
{roy all theſe Laws, and revive all thoſe Prievances , by _— foot 2n old 
antiquared illepall Commiſſion of Array ( which never was but temporary, 
and to protet and defend thoſe , that in a warlike manner, with Bznners dit» 
played, have attempred co put ir in execution , and reſcued themſclyes from the 
juſtice-of Parliament. Trtt 2 And 
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A nd them that have adviſed his Majetty, having withdrawn himſelf fo long 

and fo far from his ParLamenc, to command alſo away the Members of bock 
Houſes upon their Allegiance, and after to lay an imputation of weakneſſe up- 
on the Parliament, in reſpec of the abſence of their Members, and of wicked- 
neſſe, as if hoſe Members had withdrawn themſelves o 1t of horror of the pro- 
cecdings of both Houſes of Parliament, or hid bin by fraud and violence dri- 
yen from their Counſels , and them that have adviled his Majcſty to ſend for 
the Lord Keeper away, with the great Seale, whoſe attendunce with the Seale 
upon the Parliament, is ſo ws in many particulars , and under colour of 
Proclamations under the great Seal, and otherwiſe by Declarations and Meſſa- 
ges, to contradit the ju't and neceſſary Reſolutions of che higheſt Coun with- 
1m this Kingdome, which 15 the Parliament, and to cat inſuffterable and hereto= 
fore unheard of Scandals and Calumnies upon their perſons and proceedings : 
And they that have counſelled his Majelty to forbid the Summons of Parlia- 
ment to be obeyed, which reduceth the knowne and undoubted power and pri- 
viledge of the higheſt Court of Juflice to nothing, yea, to ſcorne and contempt 
(which is worſe than nothing)aud then that perſwaded his Majelly to prote& 
Delinquents from the Juſtice of Parliament , and co countenance the abuſing 
and beating of Meſſengers, ſent from both or either Houſe of Parliament , and 
reſcuing out of their hands a Delinquent, and that a known Recuſant , (which 
was the caſe of Beckwith ) and chat amongſt other things » for ſecretly plotting 
and conſpiring by praRice with ſome of the Officers of the Garriſon of Hull, 
to poflefle himſelf of that Town and Fort (by which example, the World may 
ſee what kind of people they are, that are moſt ative to get that Towne out of 
the hands whercunto both Houſes of Parliament have intruſted it.) Wee fay 
we could wiſh, that all ſuch as have counſelled his Majeſty to fo frequent, ſoe- 
vident, ſo high breaches of priviledpes of Parliament , could truly ſay they had 
never harboured a thought againſt the juſt freedom and pciviledge of Parlia* 
ment, and we pray God to forgive them for it. 

For that concerning our inclination $o be Slaves, it is affirmed, That his Ma- 
teſty ſaid nothing which might «mply any ſuch inclination in us : bat ſure , what e« 
ver beour inclination, ſlavery would be our conditien, if we ſhould go abour 
to overthrow the Laws of the Land,and the propriety of every mans eſtate, and 
the liberty of his perſon. For therein we muſt needs be as much Patients as A+ 
gents, and muſt every one in his turn ſuffer our ſelves, whatever we ſhould im- 
poſe upon others ; as in nothing we have laid upon others , ,we have ever refu- 
kd todo or ſuffer our ſelves, and that in a high proportion. But there is a trong 
and vehement preſumption , That we affe& to be Tyrants ; and whar is that ? 
Becauſe we will not admit no rule to govern by, but our own wils : and what 

preſumprion cither Rrong or weak, is there for that ? Certainly, the prefump- 
| won 
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tion is ſtronger ahd more yehement , that they will admit no other rule to 
govern by, but their own wils ; that will not admit the Rule to be theic Guide 
in any other ſenſe then they themſelves pleaſe to underitand taganlt the judg- 
ment ofthe competent Judges thereof, which is the High Court of Parliament. 
And as the miſery of Arhens was at the higheſt , when it ſuffered under thirty 
Tyrants ; fo will the miſery of Ezglard be atthe higheſt, when it ſhall be at 
the devotion of three hundred Cavaliers, and protected again(t the Pacliamenc 
by the Souldiery. 7 

Wee ſhall never refuſe to acknowledge the Acts of Grace and favour recei- 

ved from his Majeſty, when there is occalion ſo to do : bus wee muſi confelle, 
we did not think that the ſeaſon nor the place to doe it in , when wee were to 
Vindicate both Houſes of Parliament from a horrid -and cauſleſſe I:1nputation 
of countenancing Treaſon by an Order of Parliament , by whoſe Advice and 
meznes it is well known thoſe Acts were all obtained and procured. 

And for the inſolencies and injuries wherewith we are charged : If the De- 
Fene of bringing up the Army to awe the Parliament , carried on in ſeveral 
ways. and more then once repeated (for which, there are not onely bare Votes, 
but Depoſitions upon Oath :) if che accuſation of the Members of Parhanienc 
without Witneſſe, and without any Cauſe ſhown to this day: If that unpa- 
ralleld A& of his Majeſties comming tothe Huuſeof Commons, totake away 
the Members thereof by violence our of that Houſe , which ſhould be as free 
from Apprehenſions of Force, as from Imputations of Faction; If vile Slanders 
and horrid Crimes, charged upon both Houſes of Parliament , together with 
theunpreſidented breaches of priviledge of Parliament (before ſpecitied) rend- 
ing to the deflruRtion of the very being of Parliaments, have bin things done 
to us this Parliament. And if we did put ir in ifſue, whether any ſuch thing had 
bin done by any of his Majeſties Predecefſours as had bin done ( wee did not 
fay by his Majey)to us this Parliament, and that no ſuch thing nor any thing 
neer it, hath bin alleaged; where is the Injuries? where is the Infolencies? Bur 
moſt injuriouſly.,moſt malicioufly it is affirmed by the Contrivers of this An- 
ſwer, That we told the King, that we might without want of modeſty and duty de- 
poſe him, Did we ſo much as once name that word , the {1gnihcation whereof 
we profeſſed, that we did not ſuffer ſo much as to enter into our thoughts ? Did 
welay, that with duty and modeſty we might depoſc ihe King, becauſe we laid 
we never ſuffered it to enter into our thoughts? Or do not they rather ſay it,that 
will needs make Prefidents to be Rules and Patterns? S:ro,when we faid, That 

ſome Preſidents were ſuch, as that they ought not to be Ritles for us to follow , wee 

might by any ingenious Reader, with mach more probability, bin thought ro 
have intended thoſe of depoſing Kings , then to have {aid , that with duty and 
modeſty Kings might be depoſed ; becauſe we aftirmed tat we ad not kuffored 
fuch things to cntgr into our thoughts. Whoſvever reads that Clauſe of our De- 
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claration » will ſcecleerly, that our Diſcourſe tendeth to this onely , That ag, 
there vvas little Reaſon to binde us up to Prefidents , becauſe ſome were nax 
good , andall might fall ſhort of the preſent caſe and occahion ; ſo. there was 
little Reaſon, if we ſhould make all Preſidents patrernes to upbraid us, as im- 
pudent and diſloyall, in compariſos of former Parliaments,when all the world 
knowerh they had done more then we would ſuffer our ſelves to entertain iaro 
our thoughts. 

And now we leave itto every man to judge ,. with what candor our words 
and Ations are repreſented to the view of his Majeſty and of the Kingdome , 
and whether, in ſtead of anſwering of our Reaſons , it hath not bin the princi- 
pall ayme of the Contrivers of that , and other late Declarations, by any 
means Chow unjuſt , how untrue ſoever ) to render the Parliament odious 
to ſimple people, vyho they hope will never examine the truth and grounds of 
what is ſaid, and to whom they cauſe their Declarations to be read (o carefully 
in the Churches. 

And although they would perſwade his Majeſty , That there is litle confi- 
dence to be placed in our modeſty and duty ; yer , as God is vvitneſſe of our 
thoughts, fo ſhall our ARtions vvitneſle to all the World , that to the honour 
of our Religion, and of thoſe that are moſt zealous in it ( fo much frucken at 
by the Contrivers ofthat Declaration under odious names ) vve ſhall ſuffer 
more from and for our Sovereigne , then vyce hope God vvill ever permit the 
malice of vvicked Counſellours to put us to, and though the happineſſe of this 
and all Kingdoms, dependeth chiefly upon God, yer vyee acknoyvledge that it 
doth ſo mainly d upon his Majeſty and the Royall branches of that Root, 
That as vve have heretofore, fo vve ſhall hereafter eftceme no hazard too great 
no reproch too vile, bur that vve ſhall vvillingly goe through the one, and un- 
dergo the other. That *vve and the vvhole Kingdome may enjoy that happi« 
neſſe, vyhich we cannot in an ordinary way of providence expeRt from any o- 
ther Fountaine or Streams, then thoſe from wheace (were the poyſon of evill 
Coiunfels once removed from about them) we doubt not, but we and the whole 
Kingdom ſhould be ſatisfied moſt abundantly. 

We doe {lill acknowledge, that it were a very great crime in us, if we had or 
ſhoul.! do any thing whereby the Tide and Intereſt of all the SubjeRts totheir 
Lands were dltroyed. But doe we deſtroy his Majeſties , or any mans proprie- 
ty, becauſe we ſay the Parliament pay diſpoſe of ſuch things whereia they 
have a right (ſuppoſe of propriety) in ſuch a way as the Kingdoime may not be 
indangeredthereby ? 

But we call our ſelves the Parliament. And did not our Anceſtours doe ſo in 
all rimes, ſince there were Parliaments > But we challenge that power without h1s 
Alaieſties conſent : And did we not ſeek his Majeſlics conſcar ? If his gp 
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{duced by wicked Counſell, will not hearken to us in thoſe things that are 
receſſary, for the preſervation ofthe Peace and lafety of the Kingdom, ſhall 
wee and and looke on, whilſt the Kingdom runs to evident ruine and defiry- 
Aign ? But wee arrogate to our ſelves alone the judgment of this danger, this ne- 
P13 this common good of the Kingdome, and thereby unſettle the ſecuriie of all 
mens Eſtates and expoſe then to an Arbitrary power of our own ; And do not they 
doe the like and worle, that attribute the ſole judgement ofthis danger, this 
neceſſicy, to themſelves (who are no Judges ar all) again? the judgement of the 
Repreſentative Body of the whole kingdom, or ar leaſt to his Majefly alone, 
who out of his Courts 15 not Judge of the leaſt damage, or treſpaſie done to 
the lealt of his Subjects ? 

There muſt be a Judge of that Qu:ſtion wherein the ſafety of the K ingdom 
depends (for it muſt not \ underermined) If then there be not an agreement 
berween his Majeſtie and his Parliament, either his Maje(tie mult be the Judge 

aint his Parliament, or the Parliament without his Majeſtic ; Ifhis Majeſtic 
againſt his Parliament, why not as well of the necefficy in the Queſtion of ma- 
king a Law without and againt their conſent, as of denying a Law again 
their defire and Advice? The Judge of the neceſſity in cicher ca by like reaſon 
is Judge in both , Beſides, if his Majeſtie in this difference of opinions ſhould 
be Judge, hee ſhould be Judge in his own cafe, bur the Parliamen: ſhould be 

adges berween his Majeſtie and the Kingdom, as they are in many, if not in 
all caſes. And ifhis Majeſty ſhould be Judge he 1) 041d be Judge out of hi; 
Courts and againſt his higheſt Court, which he never is, but the Parliament 
Gould onely judge wichour his Majelties perſonal conſcne, which is a Court of 
Judicature, it always doth, and all other Courts as well as it, if the King be for 
the Kingdom, and not the Kingdoin for the King. Andif the Kingdom belt 
knows what is for its own good and preſervation ; and the Parliament be the 
Repreſentative Body of the Kingdom, it 1s ealie tv judge who in this caſe 
ſhould be the Judge ; But it is not fo eafie to underſtand what is the danger of 
unſerthng, by this means the ſecurity of all mens Ellates ; Is all this danger 
kepr off us by his Majeſties fingle vote ? Are all mens Eſtaces withour ſecurity 
and oppoſed to at Arbitrary Power, becauſe in all Cuurts of Juſtice, and in 
the high Court of Parliament (and that without any appealfrom it) mens 
Eftates and Intereſts are Judged without his Magcſties perſonall Aſent ? We 
do not ſay this, as if the Royall Aſent were not requiſite in the paſhng of Laws 
nor doe, or ever did we ſay, That becauſe his Majeity is bound to give his con - 
ſent to good Laws, preſented unto him by his people in Parliament: that, theze- 
fore they ſhall be Laws without his conſent or at all Obligatory. Saving onely 
for the neceſſary preſervation of the Kingdom whillt that neceſſity laſteth, and 
ſuch conſent cannot be obtained. Burt we laid ic, to this end, that the Kingdom 
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may ſec that the Contrivers of the late Declarations ſeek to poſleſle the people 
with fearcs and jealouhes of an Arbitrary power in the Parliament,upon farre 
lefſe ground, then we are ſaid ro amuſe them with feares of forreigne Forces, 
whereof the danger might be apparent (which is ground enough for preventi- 
on )though not recall, and reall,though not efteRuall,becaule prevented or diver- 
red ; But we are no Parliament, no Major part of both Houſes, but a Fatlion pre- 
wailing againit a Major part of both Houſes, and pretending them to be evill 
( 'ounſellors, a Malignant party about his Majeſty, Oc. This is ſomething indeed; 
this would goe farre in an{werto our Declaration, which without it were 
not {© caſe to be anſwered. A Faction prevailing againſt the Major part of 
both Houſes, and pretending theth to be a Malignant party, is like indeed to 
defiroy the Rights both of King, and People. And we will adde too, the com- 
mon right alſo of all the people, and the conſervatory of all cheir Rights, which 
is the Parliament. And becauſe this is fo, therefor doe wee believe this is ende- 
voured to be done by the Malignant party about his Majeſty, which by cun- 
ning and force labours to prevail againſt the true Major part of both Houſes, 
pretending them to be a FaRion of Malignant, Schiſmaticall and ambitious 
perſons, that would ſubje& both King and people, to their own lawleſſe Arbi- 
trary power and government. 

"But a FaRtion prevailing againſt a Major part of both Houſes. Where is that 
Major part ? about his Majeſty ? impoſſible ; Shall ſome ewenty of the Houſe 
of Commons and ſome thirty of the Lords ( whereof none can AR any thing 
there, in the capacity of a Member of Parliament) be the Major part of both 
Houſes at ZLondon,that a FaRion hath prevailed againſt ? when ? How did that 
Fation prevail againſt them ? by cuaning ; when were the Major part © 
fooliſh, a5 to be prevailed over by cunning, and that they ſhould ſuffer them- 
ſelves to be voted 2 malignant Party ? Why were they not ſo wiſe when they 
underſtood it, to unvote themſelves, and vote that fation a malignant party ? 
What Parliaments, what Lawes ſhall be unqueſtionable. if this may paſſe for 
an exception ? By force that fattion prevailed : that were ſomething indeed, bur 
what was that force ? when did that force begin ? when ſhall itend? Ir were 
well wee knew what or whether any of the Atts made this Parliament 
ſhall m— or no. Why did notthe major part of both Houſes Vote that 
force ? and why did not they agree with his Majeſty to adjourn themſelves to 
Yorke, that they might be free from that force ? By abſence that fattion prevailed 
apanſt them : And why were they abſent ? why doe they not come when all 
meanes are uſed by the Houſes to make them attend the ſervice of Parliament ? 
why are they commanded ? why are they kept away ? and yet neither Houſe 
is ſo thin as the penners of that Declaration would make the Wo1 ld believe;and 
if the major part of thoſe that are abſcat had been of a contrary opinion to the 
major

major part of theſe that are potncey exnmieg together, could have made the 
major part preſent, neither had they bin abſems, nor had the maſor par: preſent 
been called a fation which overthrows all Laws and Parliaments that have 


bin heretofore. 

Fy accident the major part was prevail d againſt. 

What is meant by that, we underſtand nor, but wee underſtand well that 
fuch exceptions as may be made uſe of to overthrow Magna Charts, and 
all che Parliaments and Laws that ever have beene heretofore, or ſhall bee 
made hereafter. 

For the Tragedy cred out of Maſter Hooker,no doubt the Contrivers of thar 
Declaration intended rather to AR a Comedy upon both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment then that they could believe in their owne hearts, that they were ſo fana- 
ticall in their own opinions ( however ir ferves their turne to repreſent them 
under ſuch names and notions to the people ) or ſo low in their fortunes, as 
that they ſhould need to take up a vizard of hyporrifie and abuſe holy Scrip- 
tre, for to make ſpoile of every mans Eftate and goods, and as we muſt leave 
the framers of ſo odious a compariſon to the Jud nt of CG0d, who knows 
whom they mean under that name of Anabapifhs, and with what heart and 
ſpirit they ſo netdleſly and impertinently, at this time mentioned the calking 
of nothing but Faith and the true feare of God : ſo if ever God ſhall diſcoyer 
the foule Authours of fo falſe a Calumny, wee doubt not but the Kin 
will be very ſenſible of it, and eſteeme thar they can never doe them(elyes right, 
but by bringing tocondigne punifhment, ſuch | 25 could find in their 
hearts to lay fo vile an impuration upon the Parliament ; a name that alwayes 
hath, and wee hope alwaycs ſhall be of fo great honour and reverence within 
this Kingdome. 

If the Contrivers of that Declaration, which undertake to declare what is 
Law, againſt the judgement of Parliament, doe ic no better then they declare 
Logick and ſenſe, the Kingdome mult needs be very ill ſatished both in their 
Law and in theix Logick : Doth not all mankind know, thata ſeverall right is 
not the ame right, what Logick is this ? Severall men have ſeveral rights in 
the ſome thing ; Therefore ſeverall men may have the ſame right in the ſame thing. 
Was it not demanded in that Declaration under his Majelties name #hae ri 
an) man had te his Land or Houſe, that the King had not his Town of Hull > Was 
it not demanded, har Title any man had to his Money or Plate. that His Majeſty 
had not to his Magazine there ? If it had been ſaid onely that the King had an 
intereſt in them, that is of Seignury and cruſt for the publicke good, wee had 
taken no exception to'it ; but when it was affirmed that it was the ſame right 
thatevery man hath to his Lands, Houſes, and Plate, we (aid: and we fay fo 


Rill, that it confounded and deſtroyed the property ofcyery particular man, for 
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ſeverall men and the 1aine men,may (2 A ſame right in ſeverall things. and 
allo a leverall right in the ſame chings, bur ſevera)l men cannot have the ſame 
right i the ſame thing, and the one not confound the other. The Lord Pare 
mount, the Meſme Lord and the Tenants have the fame right,viz.. of propriety, 
but not in the ſame things ; the Locd Paramenct hath it in ſome chicfRents 
3nd Seryices and other things, the Meſme Lord in others, and che Tenant hath 
prop icty in the refl, and neither hath the Tenant any thing to do with thoſe 
chief Rents and Services that belong to the Mcſme Lord, nor the Meſine Lord 
with what belongs to the Locd Paramount, but the Objects and extents of 
their Rights are diſtin and different ; On the other (ide the Right of the K.ng, 
as King is in the ſame things, and of the ſame extent with that of the proprictz« 
ry, bur itisof a different nature and for different ends : That of the Propric- 
tary, is a right of propriety, which he may diſpoſe ofas he plea cth accordin? 
to his own diſcretion, for his own advantage, fo it be not contrary to the pub- 
like good ; bur the right ofthe King is only a right of Trult, which hee 1s to 
manage un ſuch ways and by ſuch Counſels as the Law doth direR, and only 
for the publike good, and not to his private advantages, nor to the prejudice 
of any mans particular Interefl, much leſſe of the publike ; And in this wa 
there is nothing that a man hath a propriety in, but the King hath an ineere 
in jt ia relation to the government of the Kingdoms. A man cannot diſpoſe of 
his Perſon or Lands to the aſſiſtance of Traitors ; he cannot reccive a Trai- 
tor into his heuſe, he cannot give him a penny of money; ſo that a mans houſe 
hg perſon, eyery foot of his Land, every penny in his purſe, are ſubjeR to his 
Majeſty, according to the nature of his truſt for the publike good, and no @- 
therwile ; and in all other reſpects belong to the owner to diſpoſe of to his 
own private adyantages as he ſhall think good ; And if ſome men have a right 
in Lea\cs or Lands which they cannot let nor ell, yet ſome men have ſuch a 
w_ in their Houſes and lands, that they can both let and (ell them, and dif- 
poſt of them as they pleaſe, and therefore ſome men have a Right in their Hou- 
{rs and Lands which his Majcſty hath not in his Town of Hut: And for tho 
that have their Intereſts limited to certain uſes, if they have them to their own 
uſes there is hardly any fo limiced, but that they may diſpoſe of them by if 
or lale to ſume body (as to thoſe ro whom they belong in reverſion) if not to 
any body that they pleaſe, ar leaſt (which is only to our purpoſe) as wee doe 
grant, that an intereſ{ which any man hath, may not be takenfrom him, be- 
cauſe it ix limited to certaine uſes ; fo muſt it alfo bee granted to us; that bee 
cauſe it is limited 80 ſuch uſes, it may not be imployed to any other, eſpecially 
they that have Intereſts oncly to the uſe okeothers (as all Interefly of Truſts are) 
cannat unploy chem to their own or any other uſe then that for which they 
arcintrulted; And it the Houſes of Parliament could have bin affured that they, 
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who adviſed His Majeſtie to goe to Hell, intended that nw other uſe ſhould 
have becne made of that Towne and Magazine, but for the publick good and 
afery of che Kingdome, far which they were intruſted to bim, there never had 
been ſo much diſpute about that bufineſle. 

For the Magazine, wee fay till as wee faid before, it is not taken 
fom His Majeltie, becauſe it is taken from Hull, and if it were he 
with the publicke Money, it could not be given away, fold or diſpoſed of to 
private uſes, and was anely intruſted to His, Majeſtic for the uk of pub- 
licke: But wee onely concerved it ts have beene bonghe with publicke money. 
And had we not good reaſon fo to doe, whey wee had it in evidence from tic 
Accompts of the ColleRions of Tonnage and Poundage, that 32273 pounds 
was employed out of thoſe. moneys to that uſe, and that the Armes of the 
Trained Bands of ſeyerall Counties, weze depofixed there? But « truſt come 
bee recall'd or deſtrojed 8 pleaſure, Wee fay fo too, and that wee have nci- 
ther deſtroyed nor inyaded that of his Majeſtic, becauſe wee direted is ( as 
to us it did appertaine ) into the right way, and to the right ends. 
| No, but wee bave nothmg to dog with the managing of bis Majeſfies Truſt, 
or to aduiſe bus Majeſtre theres, or to 3 rages accompts of the diſe ge there- 
of, becawſe it belongerb only to bis Majeſtie and his Heires, and wee ave ta have 
no acompt at all of it ? 

Doxh His Majeſtic owt an Accompt to his other Kingdomes of his Office 
and dignitie of a_ King in this Kingdome ? a ſtrange Pacadox : yet declared 
in his Majeties namein His Anſwer to our Remonſtrance of the 19.0f Ag. 
And is there a@ accomptdue to this Kingdome ? But how doth i appeare 
thatthe Houſes of Parliament have nothing to doe with the diſcharge of bis 
Majeſties Tru(t? 

Becanſe the people that ſemt us, could nat place ſuch « truſt inns, ſince they could 
not looks upon us otherwiſe then as upon an uncertagne ad tewparar) Body, called at 
plewſare, defſelnble at pleaſure. | 

The experience of farmer ſufferings, hath a little awakened us, and 
wee haue reaſon Aill , hearing this kinde of diſcourſe, to bee watchfull in 
this point of calling and diſfulving Parliaments, which never was other then 
a truſt repoſed in the Kings of this Realme , and never intended as a Pre- 
rogative, wherein they might uſe their pleaſure, what ever the exigence of 
the Kingdome ſhould bee ; if this were a thing depending whally upon their 
pleaſure, all our Lawes which wee have by and for Parliaments, and 
all remedies which we can expeR from Parliaments in point of Juſtice , 
and in point of Law, and Parliaments themſelves, woold bee lictle 
worth to us : did- the people intruſt the King with 2 power to call them 
together in Parliament once every yon by ewwo cxprefſe Statutes, and ofte

ner ifneed required and to diſmiſſe wt when a!l Petitions and an- 
ces were heard and redrefſed, and not before, and did chey ir with anin- 
rentthat wharſoever che neceTiry of the Kingdom (hold bz, it might be un- 
called or abruptly broken off at pleaſure ? Ifthe Ports of a Towne intryſted 
to the Governour thereof, to open and ſhut for the uſe and ſecurity of the In. 
habitants, is it with an intent that he ſhould ſhut them in the day, when every 
body ſhould goc about his affaires, and ſet them open at midnight when unry- 
ly perſons might have the better opportunity to commit diſorders? IFever an 

uitable ſence of the Law had place, here it hath ; but we have no need of ic 
this Parliament, and what we now injoy by AR of Parliament, our Anceſtors 
did claime the ſame in effeR, as of common right, that no Parliament ſhould 
be difſulved ſo long as any Petition remained unheard and undetermined. 

Another Reaſon alleadged by them to ſhew that wee have nothing to in» 
termedle with the Kings truſt is, becauſe by eur writ we are called onely to Coun. 
cell the King ,not to command and controule him, and to (ounſell bins onely im ſome 
things,not in all (in quibuſdam arduis) and the example of Wentworth his Cong- 
meitment is alleadged to his purpoſe, We are a Councell, and are we net hits Ma- 
jeſties great Counce!l, and as ſuch, are wee not to adviſehis Majefticin the ma- 
naging of the truſt repoſed in him? it is ſaid, chat we are not to adviſe in all 
things. Ic is trac, becauſe all things are not worthy af a Parliament, but if they 
are proper to adviſe his Majeſtic in the greateſt and moſt difficult matrers 
(which therefore are expreſſed in the writ) are they not to bee hearkened to 
in marters of leſſe importance, or is not the marter in queſtion of a great, 
high, and dificultnature ? or is the Parliament bound up onely'ro thoſe ends 
for whichthe King calls them? And have they nothing to fay or doe in the 
behalfe of the Kingdome ? and as for that example of the Commitment of 
Wentworth,we know the beſt times often produce the worſt prefidents in ſome 
particulars, and in Queen Flizaberhs time,(though generally a ume of preat 
honour and happinefle to this Kingdome) yet there were ſome very ill Feb 
dents whereof this was. one. But the Parliament #4 a Councell, *" 

And is itnot alſo a Court, and doth not that Court call to an accompt all 
other Courrs of Juſtice and all Officers and Miniſters under his Majeſtie, even 
for ſuch things as they ſhall doe againſt the Law, though by his Majeſtics ex- 
preſſe command; and whar is this but ro take an accompr of the diſcharge of 
HisMajeſties truſt ? The Law exempts His Majeſtic from accompr inno other 
{ence then it exempts him from fault, becauſe he is to doe Publique affaires of 
the kingdom by his Officers and Minifters of State, and not by himſelfe and 
they are to give an accompt of That which the king doth by them, in which 
reſpeR Sir Witlizm Thorpe Cheife Juſtice in Edward the third his time, was 
eharged for breaking the kings Oath, as much as in him lay. |

And are we not alſo two Eftates & two Eſtates comprizing the Perſons of a{l 
the Peeres, and the repreſentative Body of all the Commons of England ? and 
ſhall the Colleive Body of all the Kingdom have nothing to do to look in- 
to the diſcharge of that Truſt that is onely for the uſe and t of the King. 
dom ? nor be inabled with any power, to prevent danger and ruine, that they 
ſee ready to ſeize upon the Kingdom ? 

A third Rea\on alleadged, why we are not to intermedle in the managin 
of His Majelſties Truſt is. i 

Becanſe it exceeds the bounds of owr Truſt, for that the Oaths (that they which 
ſemt us, and we our ſelves have taken ) maketh them uncapable to give, and us to 
recerve ſuch a Truſt, 

» What are thoſe Oathes ? Thoſe wherein it is expreſſed, that His Majeſtic is 
Supream Head and Goyernour over all Perſons, and in all Cauſes within his 
Dominions, and therefore we have no power to ſee that His Majefties Truſt 
be managed, according to the true intent and Condition thereof ; If wee ſhould 
Gay the King hath in Popelo regendo Swperiores, Legem, per quam fattns oft, & 
Curiam ſnam videlicer Comites f Barones,&c. it were no new Doarine, wee 
have an ancient Author for it.

If we ſhould fay, Rex eff major fingulis,” minor wnrverſis, it were no new 
learning, and certainly this of Supream Head and Goveraour over all Perſons 
n all Cauſes, as it is meant of ſingular Perſons rather then of Courts, or of the 
ColleSive Body of the whole kingdome, fo it is meant in Curia non #n Camera, 
in His Courts, that His Majeſtie 1s Supream Head and Governour over all 
perſons, in all Cauſes,and not in his private Capacitie, And to ſpeake proper- 
ly, itis onely in his high Court of Parliament, wherein and wherewith his 
Majeſtic hath abſolutely the Supreame power, and conſequently is abſolutely 
Supreame Head and Governour, from whence there is no appeale : And it 
the high Court of Parliament may take an accompe of what is done by His . 
Majeſtie in his inferiour Courts, m'1ch more of what is done by him, withourt 
the Authoritie of any Courts. Wee are ſorry that we are invited,or rather in- 
forced to Queſtions of this Nature, but we cannot avoid it, when ſuch Do- 
Arine hall be Preached to the People ( for theſe Declarations are read ro 
them by Miniſters in their Churches) that by the Kings Supranacie 1s 
meant a Power inhcrent in che Kings Perſon, without, above, againſt all his 

Court, the high Court of Parliament not excepted , ſo that hee may 
comptrole the proceedings of arly Court, where the excellent conlli- 
tution of this well-governed Kinydome, wherein the Laws are the rule of the 
Kings Coverniment,and ARtons and his Courts the Fudges of the Laws neue! 
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be turn'd into a meere ma > Coverniment depending lolely, and wholly 
upon the will and pleaſureof the Prince as Supreame Head and Governour, 
not only aver particular SubjeRts, bur alſo over all his Courts,and conſequently 
over his Lawes. For thoſe high and groundleſſe afperfions caſt upon us, 


As if we did abuſe our Truſt to the deſtruttion of His Majeſtiethe diſſolution of 


his Government and Authority, and to make onr ſelves perpetual dit ators over the 
King and People,C&c. | 

They are of the like Nature, with many nore of that kind, wheresvith, that 

Declaration is ſtufe, which as they are without all ground of proofe : So there 
will be no end or neceſſiry of anſwering them ; bur as we never allowed the 
People to make an equitable conſtruction of the Lawes and Statutes, fo ir 
cannot 1n reaſon bee denied to the Supreame Court of Judicature for tv doe 
ic when there is a cauſe ſo to doe : And wee hope the People will never bee 
carried away with a noiſe of. words and reproaches againſt the Parliament, 
without any colour of proofe to make any ſuch cquicablc conlitruftion of the 
AR for continuance of this Parliament as may tend to the diſſolution thereof, 
and their owne deſtruction therein, and that of the Kingdome of Jrelard, 
together with them ; As we ſaid before, ſo we ſay Rill, that we ſhall never al- 
low by way of conſent and not of comptrolement,( in which ſence wee hope 
the expreffion is humble and dunfull enough) that His Majeſty ſhould bee 
Judge of the Law out of his Courts : So wee muſt avow that the high 
Court of Parliament is the competent and higheſt Judge of rhe Law, and yer 
we neither make our ſelves Popes, nor Rebells in laying ſo, or doing for: wee 
did not ſay that the Parliament without bis Majeſtic had a power of declating 
the Law, : 

So as their Declaration ſhould be a generall rule to all caſes, but to declare 
the Law in a particular caſe in Nueſtion before them, it is no more then 
alwaies did,and his Majelty himlelt in a farmer Declagation grancethithat we 
have power todo, But what if the Parliament Judge that to be Law, which 
» all the world fees is nut Law ? 

And what if his Majeltic anda few private Perſons about him Judge that nox 
to be Law,which all the world fees to be law ? whether the preſumption doe 
not lie tronger, where the Law hath placed no power of Judicature then where 
it hath placed it in the higheſt & laſt 1eſorr, ler all the world judge. For the Re» 
bels in Ireland, as that Kingdom is very different from this, fo is their caſe from 
ours : we deſtroy none, we murder none, we rob none, by our Ordinance of 
Militia. Bur the arguments that are drawne out of this diſcourſe againſt the 

wer of judging, what is Law by the Parliament, are two : one 1s drawnc 
wa inconvenience, the other from abſurdity. 
From imeonvenience becauſe if 4 major part i parliament ſhould ad aaa 4 
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the Law, Rebels or the Malignant party -- RW be the n14j07 part, and then 
what (howld become of the K mgdone ? From abſurdity, that « thing which was noe 
weeſſary nor Law, whilſt the rwo Houſes diſagreed, ſhonld after weceſ[ary 
ad Lav. f 

The anſwer to that Argument of inconvenience and danger;if the major pact 
of both Houſes of Parliament, ſhould be Judges of the Law,is,that of two dan- 
oersthe lelſe is to be choſen : there would be more danger ifthe jud; ment of the 
Law ſhould be in the breaſt of vne man who is more lyable ro miſtakings and 

fſions and particular reſpects unto himſelf to the ptejudice of the blick,then 
Fi a body choſen out of the whole Kingdom is like to be, and if a Kingdom 
muſt ſuffer, it ſuffers molt juſtly from ir lelF, as it doth when it ſuffers from a 
Parliament, whom they have choſen, and whoſe At is their own. 

For the abſurdity where doth it appear that the Lords Houſe ſhould 
bee of one opinion at one time , and afterwards bee of another ? Or 
rather that this Alteration in the Votes of the Lords Houſe, ſhould 
make that neceſſary and Law one day, that was neither neceſſary nor Law 
the day before? Wee doe not fay ſo , ir was as neceſſary hefore. and it was 
25 a Law before,that in ſuch caſes of neceſſity the Houles of Parliament 
ſhould have a power to provide for the ſafery of the Kingdom : but that neceſ- 
firy, that Law was not fo unqueſtionable before , ror was the Rule fo cleer for 
themthat ſhould obey,as when it was judged by the Chiefeſt Court of Judica- 
ture within this Kingdom. But now followeth an high and heavy Charge a+ 
g1inſt us, That to juftifie the Imvaſion of his MajeFties ancient wnqueſtroned, un- 
doubted right, ſetled and eſtabliſhed on his Majefty and his poſterity by God himſelf, 
confirmed and /trengthened by all poſſible Titles of compatt, Laws,O aths, perpetnall 
and uncontradatted (ſtone by bis People. wee bave alledged an Oath , that tr or 
owght to be taken by the Kings of this Realm, as welto remady by Law ſuch inconve- 
niences 4s the Kingdom may ſuffer as to keep and proteit the Laws already in being. 

We confeſſe the Framers and Penners of that Anſwer might have had ſome 
colour to have taxed us, for the breach of Our Oaths, if we had invaded the an- 
Gent, unqueſtionable, undoybred oe his Majeſty, wherewith the People 
of this Nation by the Laws and Cuſtomes of this Land, have inveſted his Ma- 
jefty, and his PoNterity ; and God alſo himſelf hath ratified unto them by con- 
firning and trengthening thoſe Laws, Cuſlomes, and CompaRts. Bur wherein 
confits the Invaſion of any ſich unqueſtionable,undoubted Right of his Maje- 
Ay. and wherein conſiſts the Tuſtifcation of any ſuch Invaſion ? In that wee 
have declared (as they ſay) That there lyeth an Obligation of an Oath wpon the 
Kings of this Realm, to paſſe all ſuch Bils as are offered unto them by both Honſes of 
Parlament, 


We did not ſay 6, but we did and do fay , that the Oath which is or ought 
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to be taken by the Kings of this Realm, doth oblige them to paſſe all ſuch Bils 
25 are offered unto them by both Houſes of Parliament, in the name, and for 
the good ofthe whole Kingdom, and as well to remedy by Law ſuch Inconye. 
niences as the Kingdom may ſuffer , as to keep and protet the Laws already in 
being; and to all the exceptions that have bin taken, to what we haye alledged 
concerning the Oath, which ought to be taken by the Kings of this Realne ar 
their Coronation, we ſhall give ſach Anſwers as we doubt not bur will be yery 
cleer and fatisfa tory to every man that ſhall read, and conſider them. 
The firſt Exception is; ' That it ts a thing that way never heard of till this dey, 
that amy ſuch uſe ſhould be made of that Oath. 
This exception we ſhall have ſufficiently cieered, when wee ſhall have made 
it appear, that it hath bin ordinarily ſortaken heretofore, and that alſo, a 
others, by a learned Judge (fo termed by his Majeſty himfelfe in a late Procla- 
mation) and that the Lords and Commons ſome hundred yeers fince , have fo 
taken it, and ſo claimed it of the King , who did not deny it, and that another 
King aftexwards expreſly declared and acknowledged it in Parliament, as 
appeareth upon Record. That it hath been ordinarily fo taken”, apj cares 
by a Memoredwm upon Record at the Coronation of &+- 
-pymepmag cara tus Second , wherein the heads of the Oath being et 
x #!* downe, that Clauſe of the Oath, concerning the Kings Ntreng« 
thning ſuch Lawes as the people have choſen cr ſhall chooſe , the mauer 
is not great whether way it be rendred, fo it bee underſtood alwayes that 
the Lawes refer in that Clauſe to the Royall aſicnt, as a thing future and

As in particular by paſſing the Bill of the Militia, his Majeitie (as the Framer: of 
this Anſwer make the World believe ) ſhould have done. 

We do nor deny but *(Elegerit ) (may fignitic, hath (boſen , as well as (hall 
«hooſe ; In which ſence werake it, and it may fignifie , ſhall chooſe , as well as 
bave eboſen; and it is uſually fotaken, for which wee need nor goe farther for 
an inſtance then to that Clauſe: which is'added in the cloſe of thoſe queſtlons, 
Adjiciantwr prediftis interrogationrbus que juſta fwerint : which is not to be in- 
cerpreted. that ſych things may be added to the aforeſaid queſtions vvhich have 
bin juſt, buc which ſhall be zufl,andar ſeems above an hundred yeers 280,(ſhall 
choolc) was thovght as proper a Franlation, as (have choſen) as may appear 
1n4n old book in the Heralds Office!, vvhich belonged to (Yarencienx Harley, 
that lived in Her.B time, vvhere the Oath is found three ſeverall times in Eng- 
liſh, and in all of them ic is rendred (ſhall) and not (have.) But as vve laid be- 

fore, it importech not much whether way it be rendred , if till the ſenſe be (as 
it may and qught to be underſtood ) that the Choice ſhould refer to ſuch Laws 
as the people from yzme to time ſhall have choſen ; and not onely ro ſome Laws 
and Cuflomes which were made before the taking of chis Qach, andthac ir doth 
refer to ſuch Laws as though they have bin choſen and paſſed by the people, yer 
have not bin paſſed by the Royall Aſent ; and this wee doubr not when vyee 
» ſhall bave cleered the ObjeRtions, to make very plain and evidem. «© « 

The firſt Objection is, From the perpetwal! prattree of all ſucceeding Ager which 
5: ſaid to be a better [mterpreter then our Votes, >. P17 

What doth the perpetuall praRtice of all ſucceeding Apes interpret ? , that 
this Oath did onely looke backwardes to the Ages preceding the firft. Ad- 
miniſtration of it to any King of this Realme ; This yvould exclude a gredt 
part of the Laws in being , and haply Magna Charra it ſelfe, from being com+ 
priſed within this Oath, not onely as to the making, bur alſo for the aU- 
on of them, and is expreſly contrary to what hath bin conſtantly acknowled- 
ged by the Kings of this Realuie, that they are'bound by their Oath to the 
Obſervation of all the Lawes made by their Ancefiours, and alfo that ſhall be 
'made by themſelves after the taking oftheir Oath ; But at leaſt the conſtant 
praftice of all Ages ifiterprets cher Oath to be meant wnely of Laws already 
madc,and not of the _ of new Laws, becauſe they have ordinarily denied 
Laws preſented unco them by their people in all Ages. 

Wee know wal what Kings have done in. this point, but we know al- 
fo, that what they haye done is a0 good Rule always tointerpret what they 


ought 
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ought to have done ; Por that they are bound to the obſervation of Laws by 
their Oath is our of queſtion, and yet the contrary praQticein all Ages will ap- 
peare as often » and in as many particulirs as in the deniall of Laws. which 
cheir people have defired of them, and it is well known that the Laws for hol- 
ding « Parl:ament once a yeer [ay aſlcep for a long tine , (yer che practice was 
no Argument agaialt che Right.) Bur it appeares upon the Parliament Rolb 
2 H.g. That the Commons acknowledged the King might grant ſomething in 
their Petitions and Werne (that's their word) others as he pleaſed; wee deny ir 
not, they did (o; bur thoſe were Petitions of the Commons onely.,, which 
preſenced to the King by Writ, or by the mouth of their Speaker (as is expr 

ted jn the ſame Roll) and ir doch not appeare that the King denicd any part of 
them; Bur by the advice of his Farls, Barons, and other great men (thar is of 
the Lords Houſe) by whoſe Advice it is expreſſed , ook conſented ro ſuch 
poinrs of them as he did aſſent ro, and thoſe PeritioFof the Commons which 
they preſented by Writ , or by Mouth of their Speaker, as they were nor 
weighed and pafſed with that conſideration and formality as Bils are, fo they 
contained divers things of a different nature, & fo the King might have reaſon 
todeny ſome of them, becauſe they might be meere Petitions of Grace , and of 
fuch _—_ wherein the King was to part from ſome thing tht belonged+ ro 
him as of particular rightand intere't, and ofthat nature thoſe things that have 
bin denied will be found to have bin tor the moſt part , if not altogether. But 
that Kings have ordinarily denied publick Bils concerning the Government & 
common good of the Kingdom that had paſſed both Houles we are yet to ſeek, 
or that ever they denied any Bill otherwiſe then in chatuſuall Anſwer , Le Roy 
Savifera,which if it be not a cobſent, it is nor a deniall, nordorh a liberry ofde+ 
liberation always exclude a necefficy of conſent; for the Will takerh counſelt of 
the Underſtanding. And yet all men hold it ought, and many that it neceſſarily 
muſt follow che lafl & ultimate diftatc ofthe undettanding; And yer we do noe 
ay or ever did,burt that ſore thing is teftto his Majeſties Judgmenc& Conci- 
ence in the paſſing of Laws, but he hath the obligation cf an Oatl- lying vpon 
him to diſcharge that tru. And if ſome Kings have taken too great-2 latitude 
to themſelves in judging Laws to be ill or unreaſonable by thew own private 
Judgments contrary, to the Judgment of their great Councel the Parliamenr.It 
doth not follow, that theoblipgation was lefſe upon them, cr thar they oughtnot 
to have bin very tender -in going contrary to the Advice of thei; great Councell 
in a inatter concerning the good of the whole Kingdom,and wherein they lay un 


der the tie and obligation of an Oath. 
For that which is ſaid concerning Cuſtomes , That the Oath could not be 


me vt of Cuſtomes that the pe "ple [howld chuſe after the tak! ,” of ther Oath. 
What is more ordinary , then in a Clauſe wherein forme words may belong 
:00ne part, & ſome to another,to interpret it- Reddendo fingula rgulis: | hong 
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Cuflomes could not be choſen, yet Laws might, & Cuſtomes might be kept, & 
proteQed; which words are in the Clauſe as well as hole of chuing be en # 
thening. But why may not Cuſtomes be confirmed as well as Laws enaRted > 
I en 
ing Laws,that up by a Tacir t of the people, are more {ubje& 
oe reſto then Starutes eſpecially from the King, without whoſe aſſent 

are taken up of the people, and therefore as the firit part of che Kings Oath, is 
to keep all the Laws and Cuſtomes granted his Anceſtors,& eſpecially thoſe 
of K.Edward the Confeilor;So in this Clauſe,he ſwears to keep, prote Rt, & gi 

to ſuch Laws 2s ſhall be cnafted for the good of the Kingdom, & 

juſt Cuftomes as had not yet bun expreſly granted by kis Anceſtors, which his 
people ſhould defire to tzve ratified & confirmed to them. For that Argument 
which is taken from the matter of this Oath , That it cermot be meant that the 
King ſhould be thereby ob/Md to deveſt himſelf of « Power to his Subjetts, 
which is the great buſines of that Oath.If we had faid(as we did not)that the King 
had bin bound to paſſe all Bils chart ſhould be offered to him by both Houſes of 
Parliament, withour any limitation or qualification of Reaſon & Juſtice , yer 
fuch a ſuppoſition as this could not fall upon a Parliament : as if they could de- 
fire ſuch a thing, much leſſe,that a King were obliged for to grant it , But how 
unproperly this is applied to our Bil concerning the Afilnra,we leave it roevery 
man to judge,when they ſhall confider how necefſary,how juſt,and how reafo- 
nable chat Bill was, and how much they miflakethe way and manner wherein 
his Majeſty is to prote his SubjeRs that have Adviſed him to deny that Bill ; 
& to ſer upa Commiſſion of Array ſodeſtruRtive to Liberty, & to the propriety 
of the SubjeR ; was it not that the Kingdome ſhould be pur into 
2 poſture of defence ? on all is agreed , the people petitioned for? it, 


the Parſiament make it che ground of their Ordinance , King maleth 
je the of his Commiſhons , All the queſtion is concerning the 
way ; wee ſhall make it good, chat the main point wherein his Majcfty

Majefty & both Houſes;to be anfwerable to the Law for the d;Cha of ek 
duties}St his Majeſty would not admit of it, unlefſe he might be Judge both of 
the time when,the Cauſe why, and the manner how, that power ſhould be ex- 
erciſed ; And that in his own perſon out of his Courts ; for in them hee might 
havecalled chemeo an acrount fot not doing , or doing what they (hould have 
doneor not have done; And if it is by the Law,& by the Courts of Juſtice judg- 
ing of the Law,8 by rhe Afilitia, to maintain the proceedings in them accord- 
mg w Law, That his Ma.is to proce his SubjeRs,our Bill for the Militia vvas 
bo far from deveſting him of that power,that it did give him a power (which he 
had not legally before) wo command the whole Xlitia in the Kingdome in an 


or- 
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orderly and effeRuall way, and all FA vu WO it was cHmitted to obey and 
.ft him 10 the ProteRion of all his good ſubjeRs in their perſons and ciztes 
according to law» bur if by che ProzeRion of his Majellies ſubjeRts, be meant 
the proteting of them from the ſurumuns and proccedi 
of ti beheſt Cours _-_ the — 
and of the Kingdome, againſt inion of the repreſentative 
_— of the Law, againſt che rub uruman of rhe higheſt — 
Kingdome ; If this be the whach is intended to the ſubjeRs 
by the fouldiers, it is more like to that we heare of in other Countries and never 
defire ro ſee in this, then to that under which the ſubje&s have for ſo man 

lived with ſo much freedom and fecuricy in this Kingdom ; And we mrs 
leave it to every man to confider within his own breaft, whether our Bill for 
the Militia is ſo non rous; as it is repreſented ; and muſt lay it upon the con- 
ſciences of thoſe that adviſed his Majeſty to refuſe it, and to take up ſuch other 
wayes 1n oppoſition #0 it, whether they have nor been without all cauſe the 
cherfe if not the only cauſe of all the diftrations and miſcries that are like to 
ruine this unhappy Kingdom. 

And now that we have taken away the objeRions, rhere is no iadifferenc 
man that will not be perſwaded by che Authorities before cited out of Statures, 
and otherwiſe, that this clauſe of the oath taken by the Kings of this Realm at 
their Coronation is meant of new Lawes to be made ; and if jt were not ſo» it 
could not well be underſtood what ſhould be the meaning of the word ({or- 
rebar) which fignifies together with others to give Arengrth to a thing, for 
what ftrength could lawes that had paſſed the King and both houſes, recave 
more then they had before, or to what purpoſe ſhould thoſe words ( Quas vul- 
gu elegerit) be pur in but to puzzle the whole ſence, if it had been meant only 
of keeping the Lawes ? and therefore in the oath which is ſer down io Engliſh, 
inthat anſwer to our Declaration, the word (choſen) is quite left our, as al- 
together ſuperfluous, as indeed it would be if ir had nut relation to ſuch Laws 
25 were to be offered and preſented ro his Majeſty by his people. Inthe laſt 
place it is charged upon us, That we have not dealt fanhfully in the making uſe of 
Latin Record when we might aſwell have ſet forth the form of the Kings Oath m 
Engliſh, even of that very Oath which his Majeſty took at hi; Coronation, which 
is ſaid to be found in the records of the Exchequer. 

The reaſon why we did not make uſe of an Engliſh, record was, becauſe we 
could find none, nor can we yet finde any h we have cauſed diligent 
ſearch to be made for it, yet we do beleere that was the form of the Oath which 
was taken by his Majeſtie, and by his Majefties Father king Zener, for we find 
it ſo amongſt the memorials of the Archb/ſhop of {{anterbary concerning theCo- 
ronation of King lewes,and his Majeſty,bur we find in the fare mcmorials the 
RX xxx 3 forme 
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form of the Oath in Latine particularly agrecing with that which was 'cired 
us,and alſo in French fully agreeing with the Latine,and with the records therof 
in French in E.2.and E.3.time therefore the forte of the Oath appearing to be 
the ſame in Latine and French for divers hundred yeers,and there appearing no 
ſuch forme as was uſed in Engliſh by his Majeſtic and his facher before ir 
time,and there appearing no alteration to have bin made butonly in the Eng- 
liſh and that only fince Hemry 8. his time, and it being our purpoſe to cite the 
oath (not that was taken by his Majeſty) but that anciently was, and of righe 
ought to be taken by the Kings of this realm( which we doe not conceive any 
had power to alter without an AS of Parliament) we ſhould have had norea« 
ſon to have made uſe of thatforme, it we had found it upon record, and the Eng. 
[iſh being but a Tranſlation out of the Latine and the French (in which lan- 
guage it was anciently taken by the Kings of this Realme) we ſhould not 
{{and in need of much Latine or French to find this form of the Oath ſer down 
in that anſwer, and which is ſaid to have been taken by his Majeſty to be no 
good tranſlation, eirher of the Latine or ofthe French, and particularly as to 
the clauſe ofthe Oath in queſtion that (Elegerit) doth not (ignifie only (Have) 
and nowore, and for the full ſatisfaction of evecy man we ſhall ſer down the 
form of the Oath, as we find it upon record in Latin and French, and in Eng- 
liſh, as we find it tranſlated out of the French in an old booke in the Heraulds 
Office belonging to Clarencienxs Hanley who lived in Henry the 8. his time, and 
tough there be ewo other forms of the Oath in Engliſh in the ſame booke, 
whereof one is faid to have been uſed atthe Coronation of Hen. the 8. and the 
word (Elegerit) in both of thoſe formes rendered in the future tenſe, yer we 
ſhall make uſe ofthat which is there expreſſed to have relation to the Oath as 
it is in French, becauſe we find that tranſlation to agree with the French, which 
we finde upon record to have been taken by E. che 2. and. thez. 
Sire voulez, vous grantes & garder & par voſtye ſerment confirmer as Jouus 
d Engleterre les Leys & ler Conſtumes a enx grantees par let anciens Roys PEngle- 
terre vos Predeceſſeurs droitus © devotet. a & noment. an Clergie Cf an pen- 
ple par le gloriews Roy ſacintt Edward voitre predeceſſeur, 
Reſpond. je le: grante & promitte.

Afterwards the foreſaid Archbiſhop of Canterbury having taken the corpo- 
rall Oath of our Lord the King to grant and keep and with his Oath to con- 
firm the Laws and Cuſtomesgranted to the people of the Kingdom of England, 
by ancient juſt and devout Kings of £»glvrd, the pcogenitors of the ſaid King, 
& eſpecially the Laws,Cuſtams & Freedoms granted tothe Clergy & people _ 

© 
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the faid Ki by the moſt glorious and molt holy King Edward, to keep 
wo God, and the holy Church of Cod, and to the Clergy and people peace and 
concord in God intirely according to his power, and to cauſe equall and right 
juſtice to be done, and diſcretion in mercy and truth, and alſo to-hold and keep 
the juſt Lawes and Cuſtomes of the Church, and co cauſe that by our faid Lord 
the King they ſhould be proteFed, and to the honour of God frengrhned, 
which the people ſhould jaſtly and reaſonably chooſe to the power of the aid 
Lord the King ; the aforelaid Archbiſhop guing to the foure fides of the faid 
Scaffold declared and related to all the people how that our Lord the King had 
taken the ſaid Oath, enquiring ofthe fame people if they would conſent to have 
him their King and Liege-Lord, to obey him as their King and Leige Lord ; 
who, with one accord conſented thereunto.

Let now all the World judge whether wee have broached any new or any 
falſe Do&rine, and whether the concluſion that wee drew from the Oath, doth 
not ——_—_ and neceflarily follow out of it, that is, That by the Oath which 
the Kings of chis Realme have or ought to take, there liech an Obligation upon 
them to paſſe ſuch Lawes as are offered unto them by their in the name 
and for the good of the whole Kingdome, and by accord with their People in 
Parliament to make remedy and Law upon ſuch miſchiefes and dammages as 
may happen to the Kingdome : and as we acknowledge that miſchiefes 
to be remedied by Law ; ſo it is moſt true thatif the remedy of Law be nox in 
time applied to them, they inany rimes grow to that hight a5 ro be paſt remedy of 


Law; And as we did not deterinine that Queſtion how farre forth the Kiag 
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is obliged to follow the judgement of His Parliament, ſo as to conclude, that 
2 new Law might bee made withour His conſent, So wee doe acknow- 
ledpe that the contrary may be truly inferred our of all that wee ſaid, For to 
what end a truſt, and an Oath to performe that truſt, if ir might be done other- 
wiſe ? yet we gave reaſons (which are not anſivered ) That Kings ought to 
artribure very much to the judgement of their Parliament, And this the gentle- 
neſſe of their uſuall anſwer doth cleerely ſhew ( ifir Ggnifie no more) and that 
was the ſcope of all that we ſaid in this _ and the very end for which we 
at this time cited the Oath uſually taken by the Kings of this Realm at their 
Coronation, was that neither his Majety nor the Kingdom ſhould be any {on- 
oer led away with that falſe poſition which of late hath been 6 uſually and 
openly declared. that all new Laws are Acts ofgrace, and that his Majeſty is 
abſolutely ar liberty to paſſe them or not, as he pleaſeth, how good fever, or 
how neceſſary ſuever they may be for the Kingdom, Whereas by the Oath thar 
ought ro be taken by the Kings of this Realm at their Coronation,the contrary 
doth appeare, and from thence it doth _— follow, that the Kings of this 
Realme ought to be very render in denying both Houſes of Parliament in any 
thing that concernes the publicke government and good of the Kingdome,and 
that they ought to deny themſelves and their own underſtandings very far, be- 
fore they deny then,and that upon this ground, becauſe they lie under the Ob- 
ligation of an Oath to paſſe ſuch Laws if they be juſt and good for the Kings 
dome, and it muſt then be a tender point for a Prince to Judge otherwiſe of 
thoſe Laws that are repreſented unto him, as ſuch by the repreſentative bod 
ofthe whole Kingdome the caſe is not the like in private Bills,nor in public 
Ads of grace,as pardons and the like, which may in ſome ſenſe be called pub- 
lick, when they are generall.although they are rather As of grace in many 
particulars, then to all the Common- wealth in generall, and in fo farre as the 
penalties and forfeitures are remitted, His Majeſty departeth from his particu- 
ar right avd intereſt, and in all ſuch Acts of grace, we cannot expe that His 
Majefly ſhould grant them as ot right, neither is he thereunto obliged by his 
Oath, neither doe we ſhare with His Majeſty in the power of pardoning, be- 
cauſe the high Court of Parliament hath a rower of condemning and abſol- 

ving. that is of judging aſwell without as with His Majeſties perſonall con- 
fent.Nor is His Majeſties power of pardoning any whit empaired, becauſe he 
hath not a power of condemning or acquirting out of His Courts, and making 

any ations criminall or not criminall as he pleaſeth, All this conſidered, We 
cannor yet beleeve the people of this Land to be ſo void of common ſenſe as 
tothinke that the Bill for the Afilitie, (which hath been denicd as by the adviſe 
ofeyill counſellorsenemies to the peace of this Kingdome) was nat a thing for 


their eaſe and benefit, yea for their ſafery & ſecurity,and ſuch a thing as he could 
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neither in prudence or faithfulnefſe rothem by whom we are trufled forbeare 
to aske, or that his Majclty had any cauſe in Honour, Juſtice or Conſcience 
for to deny, or that we have endeavoured to render his Majeſty odious to his 
Subjects and chem difloyall wo his Majeſty, becauſe wee have enceavored by 
all meanes co procure His Majeſty to leave the adviſe of private and evill Coun» 
ſellors and to hearken to his great Councell, and to obtaine from his Majelty, 
AQs of grace, juſtice and proteRion for his people, that their hearts may be = 
nitcd unto him as one man when he ſhall appeare unto them as th? fountaine 
from whence all good floweth unto them. Neither (we are confident ) when 
they lcethe preſent eiftrations and dangers ſtill growing upon them from the 
ſamc evill counſells from whence they did alwaies ariſe, and when they ſhall 
fecle the mileries. and burthens multiplied upon them from the ſaine hands that 
havc al waics laid then upon them, and when they ſhall heare that ſome of the 
Authors of the ſecret plots and conſpiracies againſt the Parliament, are now 
preparing by open force and warre to deſtroy it, will they be ſatisfied with 
being told that calamities proceed from an arbitrary Government which no 
man teeles, from tumultes which no man feares, and from treaſons which no 
man underlands, and not rather from evill Counſellors which no man nceds 
name, from plotts and conſpiracies which no man can deny, and from feares 
and jealoufies which no man can be free from ? and we are well content that it 
ſhould be left tro the conſcience, reaſon, affeHion, and ſerious conſideration 
of all his Majeſtics good ſubjects, whether they that have beene at fo great | 
charge, taking ſuch inceſlant paines, expoſed themſelves to ſo many perills and 

hazards to procure them ſo many aQts of Juftice and ſo many good Lawes as 

they have obtained for them this Parliament, or they that jA furiouſly carry 

on the preparations of a civill war againſt che Parliament and Kingdome, be 

the more like to ruine them. 

For his Majeſties abſenting himſelfe from his Parliament, and refuſing to let 
the Magazine be removed from Hull upon the defire of both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment they that can believe that the Papiſts both in England and Ireland doe nor 
make advantage of His Majeſtics abſence from His Parliament; and the di- 
firactions that enſue thereupon, and that Papiſts and ill affe&ed perſons both 
at home and from abroad might not have taken advantage by the Magazine 
at Hull, may happily be induced to believe that Sir John Hotham denied His 
Majeſties entrance into Hall out of diſaffetion or diſloyalty to His Majeſty ; 
and that the Houſes of Parliament intend to make ſome private adyantage of 
that Towne or Magazine. 

For the meſſage of the 20 of [anuwary, we were not ignorant ofthe breach of 
priviledge in the way and manner that it came to us from the beginning, and 
the reaſon why wee were content to paſſe it over in ſilence, wee have already 
giver,

yen, but the preſccibing of > method to both or cicher Houſe of Parlia+ 
ment by his Majeſty tor tae time and manner of their ings, clpc» 
cially in marters of money 15 10 knowane a breach of Priyiledge of Parliamenc, 
and hath ſo often been remonſtrated to be fo in former Parliamentsthat we are 
confident the framers of that Declaration would neyer have affirmed the con- 
crary : Burt that they: belceve the People ( unto whom theie Declarations 
keeme elpecially ro bee directed ) did not underttand it to well as every man 
ele doth, that knoweth any thing of the proceedings of Parliament. 

For the inflaaces that we gave of an inclination in ſome about His Maje- 
tieto a Civill Warre ; We are contenred they ſhould bee Examined againe, 
and compared with other more evident Symptomes thereof, that have, and doe 
daily diſcover theinfelves in that behalte ; was not His Majeſty's going to the 
Houſe of Coinmons in that manner that he did the ſeed of all our lice DiltraRi- 
0ns,and evidently rending to the Interruption of the Peace of the Kingdom? Ard 
foc the 2ppearance in a wazlike manner at Kingſton upon Thames ? It's true wee 
Fad in 2 Declaration under His Majeſties Name, That the Lord Digby wen 
with a Coach and fix Horſes to viſit ſome Officers there, but wee heare nothing 
of Waggons loaden with Piſtols, Carbines, and Ainmunition, nor of great 
Horſes a::ned with Piſtols; nor that thole Officers, together wich other Soul- 
diers and Cavaliers, were tome hundreds, nor that they were lifted and taken 
into pay, and an Invitation made to ſuch Gentlemen as would mount and 
maia:aine themſelves for a Monerh, that afterwards they ſhould be taken ints 
pay»and be of His Majefties Guard for their lives ; Nor of the unruly carriage 
of that Company aſſembled there, diſcharging their Piſtols, and threatning 
the Inhabirants, that they would have the heads of foine of them within foure 
dayes, to the great terror and amazement of the poore people : If all this will 
not amount to a Warlike appearance and preparation, we leave it to every 
man tolfudge : And we doe grant that our appearance at Kingſton upon Hull 
was vcry different from it, becauſe it was upon very different grounds, and to 


better ends and purpoſes, 

What is meant by the drawing of Swords at Yorks, and demanding who would 
de for the King , If it be knowne to few in Torke, it is unknowne to few in 
Yorkeſhire ; And if inquiry be made concerning it at London, there will bee 
found both eye and care witneſſes of the truth of it : For his Majeſties going to 
Hall (which no man can ever beleeve to have been intended onely for a viſe ) 
whether it were to prevent a Civil warre, 1s very obvious ro any that will conſider 
the effefts, that have and were alwayes likely to have cntred thereupon, and 
how little neceſficie there was of his Majefties going thither when hee did, 
more then when he came firſt to Tork,and for the declaring of Sir /obn Hotham 
a Traytour, before the Meſſage ſent to the Parliament 7 eta whoſe name, 
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and by whoſe authority Sir John Hotham avowed his ations) and the making 
of propoſitions to the Gentry of Yorke-ſhire, to aflift his Majeſty in a way of 
force againſt him, before any anſwer was, or could be received from the Par. 
[iament ; we leave it tocvery man to Judge, whether notwitaftanding all that 
15 alicged in that Declaration, it were nota very dangerous violation of the 
Subjects Liberty, and che ſounding of a Trumpet to wars, whilt the mater 
was 111 a way of Iuſtice, and to anticipate and prevent a faire and judiciall Pro- 
cceding therein, and becauſe the wor grving of fatisfatlion to his Majeſty agaimst 
Sir John Hotham is alledged as a ſufhcient caule tor his Majeſty to flop all the 
Summons of Parhament, and fo to damme up the courſe of Luſtice at the foun - 
tain, We deſire every man to .onfider of what conſequence this would bee, if 
his Majeſty ſhould doe tlie like to all Courts of Tuſtice (as hee might as well 
and better) and fo ſtop the whole courle of Tuflice: becauic thoſe that arc Ind- 
ges, will not make themſelves onely executieners at his command : for if his 
Majeſty lent to his high Court of Parliament to demand Iuſtice as from Iud- 
® oes, why did he not reſt ſatisfied in their Tudgement from whence there 
no appeale ? and it ke ſent to them onely as Exccutioners, is it reaſon that 
any Court, but eſpecially the higheſt Court of Iuſtice, ſhould have a hand to 
ftrike, and not withall an eye to fcc ? Bur if theſe may ſeeme weake Symps« 
toines of an intention in ſome about his Majeſty co raiſe a combuſtion within 
this Kingdome, becauſe they tooke not effec, andthat fo many came not to 
their Lure, as was expeRed, arc there not now range and cleare tokens of 
it, running ill in the ſame veine, and rifing from the ſame fountaine of the 
ſame evill Counſels ? Is there not a cleere intention, if not an aRuall 
beginning, to make warre again\t the Parliament? What means then the of- 
ren ſummoning and calling cogether the Gentry and Inhabitants of the 
Countic of Torke ? they that doe believe his Majelties journey to Hull was 
oncly to make a viſit of the Towne and Fort, may happily be perſwa@d, that 
when all theſe people were gathered together at Heworth-moore, the third 
of [:ne, it was not to make any propoſition unto them (had they been diſ- 
poſed as was expetted) but only to ride about them, to take a view of 


them, and to hcare them ſhout: And if there be no intention of War a«- 


Fain(t the Parliament, what meanes thoſe Troopes of Horſe and Foot, 
Litely railed at Torke and what ſuch preparations of Arines and Moneycs 
going to Torke, and what meane the endeavours of leavying of Horſes 
im diverſe places, under pretence of his Majeſties ſervice, and with great 
pronuſe of large pay, and fowe by colour of true or fained Letters from 
his Majclty for that purpoſe. And all this before any preparation, made 
by us of Horſe, Money,or Plate, for our o wn defence, But we are miſtaken ; all 
thi is 01.7 for a Guard to His AMajeſties Perſon. And did his Majeſty 
ſtand 
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and more in need of a Guard vvhen he firlt raiſed thoſe forces, theri' rh he 
came fir to Tork ? Did not his Majeſty vyhen hee firſt propoſed the raiſing of 
is Guard to the Gentlemen of 7 orkeſbive the thirteenth of Afay, and required 
their aſſiliance, therein expreſſe to them vvhat hee meant by the fatery of his 
Pcrion- that is. the recovery of his Magazine taken trom him (as is Gid) by the 
Parliame::t,the making void the Ordinance of the Ailitia eftabliſhed by the 
Parl.che prniſhment of Sir Fobn Hotham as a Traitor, for vvhat he had done by 
arder of I'..r[tament.and the prote-ting of them and the La +3,and ihe true Pro- 
reſtant Pr, telliun trom Afﬀronts and Injuries and all chis to be done by a Ciirard 
fr his Majeſtics Perton, and all this but a Cuar1l for his Majefies Perfon > Is 
the making void ot the Judgments and Acts of both Houſes of Parliament by 
Force the Guarding of his Majeftics Perſon ? I; the ſhelecing ot Delinquents 
from the Sumnmons and Juſtice of Parliament by means of this force , (a cleece 
Invaſion of their power and, known priviledges) a Guarding only of his Ma- 
eſtie's Perſon 2 Doth not is Majetty in his Learcr to the Major. Al.lermen,and 
Sheriffs of London of the fourteenth of June , ſay that he will raiſe force for the 
prote:ting ct the Lavy ? And doth he not continually declare that by the pco- 
re*tion of the Lavv, his Majefty meaneth the making, void of the Ordinance for 
the Mulnia* vvhich is by force of Armes to make himiclf Judge in his oyvne 
Caſe, and in his ovvn Perſon, againſt the Judgment of the 1ghelt Court; can 
any man belicve that his Majeſty charging boch Houles vvith countenancing 
of Treaſon, and a Rebellion vvithin rvyventy miles of him , and for endeavou- 
ring to overthrovy the Government of the Kingdom » and under pretence of a 
Truſt from the Kingdome, to defigne the ruine nor onlyiot his Perſon , but of 
Monarchy 1: {elf 7 Can (or bad hee reaſon if theſe things were true) to intend 
any thing elſe by theſe preparations , but thedeſiruRion of ſuch perſons as his 
Majeſty fo openly charged with Rebellion and Treaſon againſt himſelfe and 
the whole Kingdom? or can any man believe that the preparations at Amſter- 
im n Holland of fo many thoutand Piſtols and Carabines,and to many thou- 
land great Saddles, and lo many Canons and of Mortcrs for Granadoes , and 
of fo much Powder and other warlike proviſions (bought , as wee are infor- 
med, with :noneys raifed upon the credits of the Jewels of the Crown, pawned 
or ſol4 0 that purpoſe) were only intended as a Guard for his Majettics Per- 
ſun? But now fince ſome of the warhke proviſions are arrived from beyond 
the Sers ( which were long before preparing) and fince his Majeſty hath be- 
feged the Town of Hall, it appeares what were his intentions from the begin» 
ning, when he firſt raiſed Forces under colour of a Guard for his Perlon , and 
now at length in his late Proclamation hee hath proclaimed War apaint Sn 
Toby Hatham, and all that adhere to him, that is the Parliament: And let all the 
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world fiBge if it be got high time for us to think of lome mencs for our de. 
tenccs 

For the bufhneſle cf Pell which is ſaid, to Mick with us, it Aicked filter upon 
thole that were Adviſers of his Majzettie to that journey , whereby they have 
blowne a coal which is like to kindle 2 latne, that threatens us with a gcnerall 
con:buſtion. And as to the queftion concerning the Earl of Niew-calllc. we anſwe. 
red ut indeed by a queſtion, Which whether it have reccived a full Aniwer or ne, 
wee leave 1t to every man to judge, but for that which is cal'ed, An imputation 
caft upon that Earl ard mſinuated to be a ile atþer/ion corntimed by unknon n hand; 
and upon u1krown and unmagrable grounds. The hands wee had it from, were 
ocne bur ſuch as atteſted cher hangs with their Oaths, and we never knew thar 
Depcfitions upon Oath were elicemed unknowne or un-imaginab!e grounds 
before : But wh.ther the Acculaticn of the ſix Members of Parliament were nor 
conttived by unknown hands,and upon unknown and un-imaginable grounds, 
- Ictevery Man juc'ge, : 

Whereas it is objected againſt us , T hat wee have received Petitions agamſt 
things that are eſtabliſhed by Law, and thut we have allowed theſe Perttions to curry 
the ſtjle, and to ſeemie to cerry the deſires of Cities, Towns ard { ounties, when of ti 
ther, (111, Town or County very few known or conſiderable perſons have bm privy to 
ſuch Perttions. Wee acknowledge that wee have received Petitions for the1e» 
moveall of things cliabliſhed by Lave , and wee mult tay , and all chat know 
what belongerth to the courſe and practice of Parliament . will fay , that wee 
ought ſo to doe, and that boch our Predeceſſours and his Majeltics Ancettours 
have conſtantly done it, there being no other plice where:n Laws that by exe 
pericnce inay be found gricvous and burthenſom can be altered or repealed and 
there being noother due and legall way» wherein they which are aggrieved by 
them.an feek redrefs:And for the Ayle of fuch Petitions as have bin received by 
us, We never allowed them any higher ſtyle chen they brought unto us ; Nor 
did ever make them ſceinc to carry the defires of more then of thoſe whoſe de- 
fires they did appear to be. nor did they ever appear to carry the defires of Ci- 
ries, Towns, or Countrics , but they were always atccfted by great numbers of 
hands, and ameng(t them of perſons conſiderable, not a few. An.i for the Perte 
tion of the Gentlemzex of Yorkſhire, for the continn.arce of the Magazin of Hull, 
whether by the ſtyle of (The humble Petition of the Gentry and Commons of the 
Connty of York) they meant only forme of them, we know not, but under that 
ftyle it came to usf: on very many and very good hands. 

The ſooner all his Majeſties good Subjects underſtand, What is it meant by 
his Majeſties Authority, hgnified by both Houſes of Parliament, and by his o- 
ther Courts of Juſtice : the ſooner they will underſtand how little is meant by 
his Majeſties Authority, Ggnified privatly undec his hand or by his Proclama- 
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won, when they are contrary to Law and Cemmon Right, as they always ate 
when they are againſt the legall proceedingsor Judgwents of any Court (much 
more of the higheſt Court ) and by exprefle Statutes are declared to be of no 
Authority : And that fuch Courts and other Officers of Juſtice muſ proceed to 
d right. noz's i {landing any ſuch hgnification under the privy Signet or un- 
derthe great Seal it ſelf; and it is high time now for the whole Kingdome to 
underitand that hrs Majeſties Authority is more in his Courts without his per- 
(Cn then in [11s perſon w ichout his Courts ; when the power of declaring rhe 
Law ſhall be denicd to the high Court of Parliament in particular cauſes be- 
Frethemn (tor vvc have claimed it , we have exercifed ic no otherwiſe to be ob- 
ligatory as 2 Judictall Deciaration of the Law) and ſhall be attributed to his 
Majclty to do it in generall by his Proclamation, without relation to a particu« 
1.r caſe and making his interpretation of the Law to be a Rule 1n all Caſes, as 
:n divers late Preclainations he hath done. 

But how dot' che world now ſee in what miſerable caſe brs Majeſty wenld have 
bun if le had paſſed our Bill concerning the Militia and that we would have raiſed all 
the /irmes of the Ki "gdom to have beaten him from Yorke , and pirr ſed hm out of 
the Kingdom as we have kept him out of Hull > Doth not all the World fee ra- 
ther that 1t is Majeſtic had paſſcd the Bill concerning the Mila. his Majeſtic 
had biner-Condon by this time, conſenting and agreeing with his Parliament 
to the general contentment of all his people and h |ppineſle of all his Kingdoms? 
But alchough the Contrivers of that Declaration have no better opinion of the 
repreſentative body of the whole Kingdome , then they ule to expreſſe yet wee 
wonder they expreſſed no better an opinion of the whole Kingdom (in which 
they ſeem to place fo great confidence) then to think they wovld have followed 
us11 any AG> of diſloyalty againſt his Majeftie, If we ſhould have bin ſo wic- 
ked 28 to have led them on to do it : Have we not bertrer grounds to believe that 
if we had let alone the Illegall Commiſſions of Lievtenancy , or ſhould ſubmur 
to the more Illegall and enſlaving Commiſſon of Array , thoſe evill Counſcl- 
lours would have by this time , or would not be longer ere they had beaten us 
out ofthe Houſe of Parliament by force,as they perſwaded his Majeſty to come 
inco the Houſe of Commons by force to take away the Members thereof,Cauſe- 
leſly and groundleſly accuſed of Treaſon ; and why mult it be thought that we 
will imploy his Vajeſties Magazin ( which they will needs have to be taken 
from him) againſt him, becauſe wee did not think it ſafe at that time to be im- 
ployed at Hull without his Majeſlies — ſignified by both Houſes of 
Parliament ? May we not upon as gocd or $ ſuppoſe that the Malignanre 
party.the evil Counſellc rs would needs keep it at Hul againſt the defire of bor! 
houſes of Parliament,that they might umploy it noc againft both houſes of Par- 
hamenr,but againſt a faRion called,both Houſes of Parliament,as they ſupgelt 
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unto his Majeſty , that wee are like to imploy it againt him, nor againſt his 
Authority , and to kill the evill Counſcllours, the Malignant Party : abouthig 
Majeſty 2 May we not with better reaſon declare, that if it were imployed to 
Kill thoſe evill Counfellours, that Malignant party about his Majeſty;It would 
be for his Majeſties good, and the publick good , then they may periwade his 
Majeſty, T hat if it were imployed to deſtroy both Houſes of Parliament, it wouldbe 
for the good of King and Kingdom, in delivering them from the Fattion and Arbi- 
trary Government of a Parliament 7 

But we have made an interpretation of the Statnte of the 25 of Edward the third, 
that would leave the King of England abſolutely lsſſe provided for, then the mea- 

neſt ſubjett m the Kingdom ? Haw doth that appeare ? Becauſe , Wee ſayit s 
Treaſon to deſtroy the K modom of England, as well as the King of England, and 
becauſe vvce ſay. that the King of England hath not a power to deſtroy the Laws 
ard People of England. And what 15 that interpretation of thar Statute, that no 
learned Lawyer will ſet his hand to ? that Treaſon may be commirted again 
the Kings Authority, though not directed again({ his Perſon : Doe there want 
preſidents oc Book Caſes ro make this good , or is it not that they cannot ſee 
Wood for Trees, that look after Preſidents to prove this, which at lenoth is ac+ 
knowledged in his Majeſtics Proclamation of the cightcenth of Fwne? Is it then 

that interpretation of the Statute, that the raiſing of force in the mayſſtenance 

of his Majeſtics Authority, and of the Laws againſt thoſe that would deficoy 
both it and them , is no Treaſon , though ſuch ARs of Traitors and Rebels 
ſhould be in purſuance of his Majeſties Perſonall Commands and accompanied 
with his preſence ? And have we cited no preſidents to that purpoſe ? What are 
thoſe then of Alexander Archbiſhop of York, Robert de Leere Dake of Ire- 
land, and the refl in the time of Richard the Second, which we cauſed to be pub» 
liſhed ; whoſe leavying of Forces againſt the Authority of the Parliament,and 
to put to death divers principall Members of both Houſes , by the Kings 
expreſſe command, which he promiſed to accompany:with his al was by 
two ARts of Parliament judged Treaſon; and the AR of ſuch levied Forces to 
luppreſſe them, was judged g60d ſervice to the Common=wealth : Thele preſi- 
dents are ſaid to be grounded upon repealed Statutes, and we have indced heard 
it ſaid fo tyvice, but we never heard the Statute that Repealed them ciced once, 

and whether the Parliament of the cleventh of Richard the Second, was more 2 
forced Parliament then that of the 31 of Richard the Second, which repealed the 
Acts thereof, and whether that of the firſt of Henry the Fourth, which repealed 

that of the 21 of Rich.the Second, and all the Ats thereof ,& revived that of cle- 

venth of Richard the ſecond, and all the Afts made therein, was ever yet repea* 
led, and conſequently vyherher thoſe two Adts of the eleventh of Richard the 

Second, and the firſt of Hemry the Fourth, doe not till Rand in force none that 

arc 
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are Np with the Records and Hitory of that tine,can deny, or fo nuch 
as doubt ? _—_ vve _ preſidents in this caſe ? Is it nota knowne Rule in 
the Law, that the Kings illegall commands, though accompanied with his pre- 
ſence, do not excuſe thoſe that obey them ? and how then ſhall it excuſe Rebels 
and Traitors, and bow ſhall it hiader the Kings Courts and Miniſters, to pro- 
cced againſt them judicially, if they ſubrair, or by force, ifthey make i- 
on with force? If the King might centroule all the Courts in Weſtminfer Hall 
and the high Court of Parliament it felfe , and make it good by force , what 
were become of the known legall Government of chis Kingdom ? or what a 
Jewell had wee of the Law, or what benefit by being governed according to 
Law, if all Laws might by force be overthrowne , and by force mighe not be 
upheld and maintained ? Nay, by the Law of that Declaration,and of the Pro- 
clamation bearing date the cighteenth day of F«ne , if all that which ſo fallly 
and ſcandalouſly is affirined of his Majelly by the Rebels of Jreland were true, 
that they do all by his Majeſties commands , and if his Majeſty ſhould, ac- 
company ſuch couumands with his preſence ( as they doe nor {pare for their 
own advantage in hike manner to give out that he will) it were nor lawfull for 
the whole repreſentative body of the Kingdom to raiſe force for the ſupprefſing 
of ſuch force as they have raiſed, and ſich As as they have done. Wirthour all 
doubt this is ſuch an interpretation of that Statute , which no learncd Lay- 
yer will ſerunder his hand. 
For our Priviledges , it is a very great miſtake to make the Caſes of Trea fon, 
na. of the Peace , the ſame with other Caſes, becaule the Hou- 
ſes doe ſometirges give way to proceedings againſt their Members : For al- 
though in ſome Caſes only , wherein the priviledge of Parliament may ſeeme 
to be extended beyond the intention thereof, the Houſes may give way to pro- 
ceedings 2gainlt their Members, et they cannot give away the priviledges of 
their Members without their —_—_— at leaſt they are not Pound todo it,as in 
the Caſes of Treaſon, Felony, and breach of the Peace, they are bound either to 
proceed againAt chem themſelves, if, it be proper for the Parliament, or to ſuffer 
them to be proceeded againſt el{-where , after they have bin ſatisfied of the 
Fac and tle grounds of their Accuſation; Ard for the abſurdity of murthers, and 
raking of = 4 if we had ſaid (as itis here ſuggeſted) That ne Member of ci- 
ther Houſe of Parliament might be medled with, till the Houſe whereof he is a mem= 
ber be acquainted with his Fatt ,there might have bin fone ſhew of an abſurdi- 
ty and inconvenience : But we ſaid , he wasnot to be proceeced againſt , nor 
judged. and we will adde, nor taken away or detaincd tram the ſervice of the 
Houſe, whereof he is a Member, uncill ſuch time as that Houſe hath farisfa*ti- 
on concerning the Cauſe ; But wee never denied, bur that either by the Ofhcers 
of Parliamcnt,or any other Miniſters of Juſtice, -- night in ſuch Caſes be — 
ZZ2z relt- 
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reſted, To the intent only, That he may be broughe to the Parliament, C orpus 
cam cauſa, and allo detained in ſafe cultody,till ſuch time as he may be brought 
to the Parliament , but not to be proceeded againl(t in any inferiour "Nee. 
fore ſuch time as the Cauſe be heard in Parliament, and difinifſed from it; And 
now we hope no man will be affraid of having his purſe taken from him by 
Parliament men, between London and Yorke , notwithRanding ous Declarati- 
on. We forbear ſuch like odious ſuppolitions in the perſen of a King:But by the 
Laws'of thet Declaration, No force raiſed by him to any ends or prypoſes whatſqe« 
ver, or in any manner howſoever exerciſed, my be oppoſed with force by ary perſons , 
or Authority whatſoever or by any means, or 11 any moner howſoever. And this is 
the Doctrine that theſe men would have all the people to believe, That by their 
Oaths of $ upremacy ard Allegianee, and by their Proteftation they ave bound to de- 
fend. Whereas that which we affirmed to be a priviledge of Parliament, 1s fo 
clecr and cfſentiall a priviledge of Parliament that the whole freedome thereof 
dependeth upon it ; For who ſces not that by this meanes, under falſe pretences 
of Crimes and Accuſations, ſuch and to many Members of both or either Houſe 
of Parliament may be taken out of it , at any timr, by any perſons to ſerve a 
turn, and to make a major part of whom they will atpleaſure > And asthe 
grand Inqueſt of the whole Kingdom, ſhould be (by this means) ſubjeR ro the 
grand Inqueſt of one particular County ; So the whole repreſentative Body of 
the Kingdom, ſhould be at the devotion of a Middleſex Jury; And therefore as 
the freedom of Parliament dependeth in a great part upon this Priviledge, and 
the freedom of this Nation upon the freedom of Parliaments : Wee have good 
reaſon to belicve, That the people of England knowing their Iaves and Fo: tuues 
are bound up in this bundle,will venture their Lives and Fortunes in this quar- 
xell, For the Statute of the eleventh yecr of Herr) the Seventh ( to omit what 
we are faid ro declare, concerning the meanneſſe of his Ma efties Perſon, and the 
miſtakes in the under/tandirg of . þ Statute of the five and twentieth of Edward 
phe Third, which We have already ſufficiently anſwered) We are told, That we 
proceed in the Spirit of declaring to certifie his Ma'eſties good Subjefts , in the nu- 
ftaking which neer 1 50 yeers, have bin recerved concerning that Statute. And what 
is that deep and ancient fence of that Statute, that wee had ſo much need of the 
ſpirit of Revelation to diſcover the miſtakings in it ? That whoſoever ſha'l ſerve 
the King in his Wars in any caſe whatſoever , though it be to overthrow Reli- 
gion, Laws, Liberties; and thongh it were to do whatſoever Afts of barbarous 
crueltics have bin done by the Rebels in /re/and,or what elſe ſoever can be ima- 
gincd more horrid and inhumane (for, there is no caſe exempted) by vertue of 
this Statute he ſhall be free from all puniſhment: And this js the opinion that 
is faid to be received concerning it for 1 50 yeers together. Certainly, we have 
need of a great deal of faith to believe it, and to our Spiric of declaring, a large 
Spirit 
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Spirit alſo of ſuffering and ſlavery to fubmit unto it. And what was our in- 
zerpretation of that Statute > We: ſay (That by ſerv of the King for the time 
beg, was not Meant of a Perkin Warbeck, or any that cul humſclfe K mg, 
but ſuch 4 one as was recerved for ſuch by the Kingdom , the AR whereof cannot 
be cleegly diſcerned but in Parliamem(if there ſhould be any queſtion concern- 
ing icz) and can any man think that Henry the Seventh did mean that whoſoc- 
ver did follow Perkin Warbeck, ſhould be free frem all crime and penalty ?. or 
needed any man to.have asked the qudtion , whether hes Majefty were nov al- 
lowed and recerved by the Kingdoms > They that ask ſach a queſtion are more to 
blame then mo would not afhrme it , leſt it ſhould be thought to need an 
affirmation, it being a thing ſo notorious, that both in himſelf and in his Ance- 
tours, he 15 and ought fo to be received and allowed. And God be thanked the 
caſe is not now as it was at that gime, when this Stature was made to ſecure the 
Subjects from that continuall uncertainty and danger they were *expoled unto 
n reſpeR of the different titles of York and Lexcafter , the one prevailing one 
whilc, and the othcr another time , and therefore by this Statute ir was provi 

ded, That whoſoever ſhould ferve the King for the time being ( what ever his

Liberties, and thoſe good Laws which we already have, and hupe further to 
obtain by the frequent meeting,and free fitting of Parliaments : and as we have 
been carcfull to decline all appearance of any private reſpefs in them to our 
{dves.ſo having the honour of God and of his Majeſtie and the peace freedome 
and any po ofthis kingdom chiefly before our eyes in theſe our propoſiti- 
ons, and in all our ations, we reſt aflured that both God #nd man will abhor 
and aborr.inate that monſtrons and moſt injurious charge laid upon the repre- 
ſencative bady of this whole kingdome, of de/igning the ruine not only of his AMa- 
1eſties Perſon but of Monarchie it ſelfe : and we appeale to all the world, whether 
worle words then theſe can be given us? And whether we may not juſtly expeRt 
the worſt aRions that the malice and power of the malignant party about his 
Majeſty can produce ? And whether it be not high tirne for us to Rand vu 
our defence, which nature teachcth every man to provide for; and this Meh 
(unleſſe it be very unnaturall. and very unmindfull of it ſelfe )cannot bur afford 
to them whom it hath intruſted and by whom it is repreſented; And if the Ma- 
tor part of both Houſcs may fit free from force we doubt nor, bur thac they will 
not onely make it good that they have done themſelves and che whole kingdom 
right in that their Declaration, and offered no wrong.nor done any prejudice 
at all ro his Maje(ty, but alſo be very ſenſible of the great indignity offered to

with them ( for their AR is the AR of the whole kingdome) and whether their 
puniſhment and ruine =y not alſo invulye the whole kingdome in concluſion, 
and reduce it into the condition of a conquered Nation,no man can tell,but ex- 
perience ſheweth us, that ſucceſſe often drawes men not onely beyond their 
profeſſions, bur alſo many times beyond their firſt intentions.

ont and againſt Our eonlent (a Crime of a dery high nature, if We would 
ſtrictly inquire thereſnto) but have made Contributions of Plate, Poney 
and Ho? ſes towards the maintenance ofthe Army now in Rebellion againſt 
Us; We doc hereby publiſh and declare, That We are graciouſly pleaſed 
to aitribute the Crimes and Offences of Dur ſaid Subtecs of that County 
to the Power and Factton of their ſeducers, who, We beleeve, by Threats, 
MP-naces, and falſe Jnfozmations compelled and led them into theſe actions 
of unditifullnefſe and dffloyalty towards Us And We doe therefoze hereby 
offer Our free and gracious Pardon to all the Inhabitants of Dur ſafd 
County of Wilcs, foz all Offences concerning the premiſes committed a- 
gainſt Usbcfoze the publiſhing of this Dar P2oclamation (ex cept Sir Ed-

I Hereas it is found, that great inconveniences have enſued for want of 2

UHeress the laſt night being the eleventh of November , after the 

departure of the Committee of both Our Houſes, wh our graci- 
ous Anſwer to their Petition , Wee received certaine Information , (ha. 
ving till then heard nothing of it, cither from the Houles, Commuttce 
or otherwiſe) That the Lord of E/ſ:x had drawn his Forces out of Lox- 
don towards Us, which hath neceſſitated Our ſudden Reſolution to march 
with Our Forces to Brainford ; Wee have thought hereby fit to ſignifie 
to both Our Houſes of Parliament, That Wee are no leſſe deliraus of the 
Peace of the Kingdome, then Wee expreſt in Our aforeſaid Anſwer ; The 
Propofitions for which Wee ſhall willingly receive where ever Wee ate, 
And defire (if it may be) to receive them ut Brainferd this night, or car- 
ly to morrow morning ; That all poffible ſpeed may be made in fo good 
a _ , and all inconveniencies, otherwiſe likely to intervene , may be 
avoided, 


Nd to juſtifie yet further , that Our intention was no ether then was 

here profeſt, afſoon as Wee were informed that the Earle of Eſſex his 
Forces were departed from King fone, before any appearancee or notice of 
further Forces trom London, ( Our end of not being incloſed being cbtai- 
ned ) Wee gave orders to quit Brainford, and to march away , and pol- 
ſeſle that place.

A true and pryfett relation of the barbarous(and cruel paſſages of the 
Kings Army at old Braintford. | 
He Kings Army upon Saturday the twelfth of November inſtant ( af- 
ter His Maicſties ailent to treat zof Accommodation ) ſurprized Co'c- 
nell Helis \ bis Regiment at old Braintford ; and after they had d 
themſclves of the Town, they plundered it without any relpe erſons 
( except the houlc of one Bree a Chanch Papiſt, whoſe wife is a —_ 
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popith Recuſant, ard he ſuſpced to give intelligenee to the Kings Army) 
Fit, they drun and walted the Bcer and Wine1n the ſeverall Ines, and 
other places in the Town, and ſuch Beer and Wine as they could not drink, 
they Ict it run out ( in ſome cellars as deepas to the mid-legge. ) They alfo 
took from the Inhabitants their money, linnen, woollen, bedding, wearing 
zpparell, horſes, cowes, ſwine, hens, 8c, and all manner of vicualls; alſo 
pervter, bra(ſe, 1ron pots and kettles, and all manner of Grocery, Chand- 
Jery and Apothecary ware : Nay, ſuch was their barbarous carriage, that 
many of the Featherbeds which they could not tear away, they did cut the 
ticks of them in pieces, and ſcattered the feathers abroad in the fields rnd 
ſ-octs. They &id alſo cut thecords of the beds, and broak down the bad- 
trais, They did cut jn ptecesand tun the poor Fiſhermens botas and nets, 
by which they got tharr livings ( having pillaged them beſides of all that 
ever they had.) They did calt beef 1nto the dirt which they carried not away, 
withthem : they littered their horſes with wheat ſheaves,they ſpoiled Nur- 
{cries of fruit trees to good value ; and neer upon three hundred buſhells of 
apples from one man they took away, ſpoiled, and trampled to dirt with 
their horſes feet, beſides 'fiftcen pair of ſheets, his bedding, &c. They alfo 
took candles to the value of twenty pounds and upwards from one man, 
2nd burnt them all night through the .Army , and tuch as they carried not 
away, either they broak in pieces, or threw into the fire, or trod in the 
mirc. Had they reſted with robbing of the richer ſort, it had been ſome 
deree of mercy, but they left not unplundered the tlinde Beggar at old 
Brantford, taking from him and his wife thor apparell, linnen, woollen, 
and bedding ; and the like they did to the four Almeſ-women in the Spittle 
there, and took from them their wheels or rocks, ty which'they got ſome. 
thiug towards a livelihood, And when they had thus plundered and taken 
away all the goods ( EX-EPL here and there a bed ) they defaced ſome houſes, 
and {ct ane on fire ( of purpoſe, as 1s conceived, to hrethe Town ) which 
was afterwards quenched by an Inhabitant. Had their wicked carriages 
tereended in the loſſe of the Inhabitants goods, without hazzard of their 
perſons, they had undergone it with more patience ; but ſuch was thetr in- 
humane behaviour, that they did {ct drawn ſwords an piſtolls c :ckt to 
men and womens breaſts, threatning them with death, if they brought not 
out all their money : An4 threatning others to cut off their noſes, and put 
out thar eyes , calling them Parliament Dogzs, Round-headed Rogues, 
beating and wounding ſome of them { one of them being a Crepple ) taking 
others of the Inhabitants priſoners, and ur a upon them. Others 
they tied with ropes, and tript ſome to their thirts; and as one of them 
that was led next day in irons towards ore [toopt to take a little water 
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in his hat to drin}r, they beat him and bruiſed him for offcring todo it. Their 
hcarts were ſo ſeared, that they would not extend compaſſion to the aged 
and gray-headcd ; for they took one grave old Gentleman ( about cight 

yeers of age ) "and put kim with othcr of the Inhabitants of the Town into 
the Pound, where they were divers hours, and afterwards were remowd 
into the Slaughter-houſe, where they lay all night, it being a moſt naſty an4 
noiſome place, and the v4 Gentleman being buund head and feet together 
al night, They alſo plundered an ancicnt- Gentlewoman of about ferenty 
yeers of age ( whoſe age and weakneſſe would not permit her to go to 
Church for theſe ſeven yeers laſt paſt ) they took from her all her bedding, 
linnen, pewter, &c, and jzven her mantle from her back, leaving her in 4 
poor and miſcrable condition. Their plundering was fo univertall, that 
even divers of the richer, as well as the meaner fort were, andto this day 
ſtill are enforced to live of the charity of the Earl of Eſſex his fouldiers ; 
the Cavaliers leaving ſcarce one picce of bread or mtat in all the Town. It 
would pierce a heart of flint to {ce the tears droppin? from the old mens 
eycs, in expreſſing their ſad condition : And a great addition to thefe crucl- 
tius was the barbarous, mercile!ſc, and unheard of uſage of the Parliament 
ſouldicrs by the Cavaliers; for they did put them into a Pound, and there 
ticd and pinioned them together, where they ſo ſtood for many hours; 
lome of them they ſtript to their ſhirts,others to their breeches, molt with- 
out {tockings or ſhooes, and in that condition removed them to the Slaugh. 
ecrhouſe, where they lay all night, and next day were dragged away over 
Hounſlow Heath towards O-tla:ds ; divers of them barc-foot and barc-levoe 
over Furzes and Thuſtles, till their feet and legs did bleed, and were fore ga::- 
led. But theſe may beaccounted but as of grace and favour, in compar!- 
ſon of what they.did towards others of them : For when divers of Maltcr 
Helv his fouldiers fed into the river of Thames for ſafeguard of their lives, 
they hot at them as they were ſwimming, and fo divers of them were 
drowned. They took after the fight ended five of the Earl of Ef-x his tovl- 
diers, and ticd thum by the hands with ropes, and enforced them into the ri- 
ver of Thames, whoſtanding in the water to their necks, caſting their ey'8 
en their enemies, in hopes of mercy, but ſuch vyas the mercileſſe condition 
ef thcir advcrſarics, that a Troper rid into the water after them,and forced 
thein te fall intv the depth of the water, ſaying to them ( in a jerring man- 
ner ) Swim for your hives, when it was paſt all poltibility to eſcape. Had 
theic Larbarous carriages begun and ended in heat of blood and revenge, it 
had a little qualified their offence ; bur fo full of inhumanity were ther 
kearts,even before the fig! t began at old Braintford with Colonell Hollzs bus 
Regiment, that they places tg of the Earl of 7f-# his ſouldicrs ( _—_ 
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they had formerly taken priſoners asKeznton ) pimoned inthe front of their. 
men, to be as 4 vrealt-work to receive the bullets that came from Colonell 
Holz his Regiment,that the Cavaliers might eſcape them ; but ſuch was the 
provid-nce of God, that not one of them was hurt, though ſhot through the 
clothes in many places: and one of the ten eſcaped ( who was formerly a 
Ferceant to a company in Colonll Eſſex his Regiment) andiin the pre- 
ſence of d1vers witneſs averred the truth of this pargicular.

Tis now long ſince I had the opportumty of writing to you, but ſince 
my firlt have not heard any thing from you at all ; The occaſion of our 
long ſtay bere, was firſt the expeRation of our 775 Ships, next the raiſing 
money, which the propoſition of Newcaftle drew as faſt as it could advance, 
the failing of the Ships, had it not been ſupplyed by the reputation of the 
Kings ſucceſle at |, had given us a dangerous blow here ; bat that hath 
ſo ſupported our credit that the Prince of Orange hath ſince playcd his part, 
and j ann all thoſe ſums we were to expe, of which 20000. 1. lis ſent 
towards you, 20000, I. to Newcaſtle, and 20000, 1, at leaſt we bring with 
us, beſides the great buſinefle which we expect this day a finall end of, which 
will advance 60000, L more, in which we are aſcertained of the Prince of 
Orange his utmolt power ; ſuch nevertheleſſe we apprehend the importance

wiitces ſhall be named in all Counties , to take care for Proviſions of 

{1tualls tor the Army raiſed by the Parliament ; as likewilc tor the 
taking up of Horſes for ſervice in the field,” Dragooners, and Draught- 
Horſes; as likewiſe for borrowing of Money, or Platc to ſupply the 
Army. Which Committees, or any two or more of them, ſhall have pow- 
erand authority to value all kinde of Proviſions both for men and Horſe, 
all kinde of Horſe for ſervice, or otherwiſe which ſhall be voluntarily o&-

cd perſons, by Commiſitons from his Mazcity; And whereas divers Dc- 
Inquents are protected from publique Juſtice by his Mazeſties Army, ard 
{indry outrages and rapines are dayly committed by the ſouldiers of the 
fayd Army, whe have no reſpet to the Laws of God or the Land; but buin 
and plunderthe houſes and ſeize and deitroy the perſons and goods of ci-

with the Burrough of Southwark, as have not contributed upan the pro- 
oſitions of both Houſes of Parliament, for raiſing of mony, plate, horſe, 
| ts and arms, for defence of the King, Parliament, and Kingdom, 
or have not contributed proportionably to their eſtates and abilities. And 
whereas it is thought kt that ſome additions be made for further explana- 
tion and better execution of the ſayd Ordinance : Be it further coleiead 
and declared by the Lords and Commons affembled in Parliament , that 
fuch perſons as ſhall be aſſeſſed by the reſpeftive afſcfors in the favd Or- 
dinance appointed, and ſhall within fix hw next after notice given to 
them, or left at their feverall houſes within the aid Citics, Suburbs , or 
Burrough, pay in the one morty of the ſaid ſums of meney ſo afſeficd, and 
witlya twelve daycs after the fayd notice given as aforcfayd, the other

But it was a ſtrange fatall Lethargic which 
had ſeized Our good people, and kept them from diſcerning, that the No.

dom;other grievances (and the greatelt Jhave bin conceived intollerable, 
rather by the logick and contequence , than by the preflure it (clf, this at 
once ſweeps away all that the wiſdom and jult:ce of Parl:aments have pro- 
vided for them. Is tier property in their cates (lo carctully looked to by 
ther anceſtors, and ſo amply cſtabliſhed by Us againſt any puitibility- of 
invafion from the Crown) which makes the mcancit ſubjet as much a 
Lord of his own, as the gucateft Peer, to be valued or confidered? here is 
zrenticth part of every mans eſtate (or fo much more as four mcn will 
pleaſe to call the twentieth part )taken away at once, and yet a power lefe 
to take a twenticth ſtill of that which remains,and this to be levyed by ſuch 
circumſtances ot (everity, as no att of Parliament ever conſented to. Is 
their libegry which diſtinguiſhes ſubzeRts from ſlaves, and in which this 
trec-borne Nation hath the advantage of all Chriſtendom,dear to then? 
they ſhall not onely be impriſon'd in ſuch places of this Kingdome 
{a latitude of judgement no Court can challenge to it felfe in 
any (ales) but for ſo long time as the Committee of the Houle of 


«Commons for Examination ſhall appoint and Order ; the Houſe of 


Commons it ſelf having never aflumed, orin the leaſt degre: pretended 
to a power of judicature, having no more authority to adm n ſter an oath 
(the only way to diſcover and find out the truth of tats) to, then ro cut oft 
the heads of any our SubjeRts; and this Committee being fo far trom being 
a part of the Parliament, that it is deſtructive to the whole, by uſurping to 
;cſelt allthe power of King, Lords, and Commons. All who know any 
thing of Parhaments, know that a Committee of either Heuſe ought nor 
by the Law to publiſh their own reſults, ncither are their concluſions of a- 
ny torce without the confirmation of the Houſe, which hath the fame pow- 
er of controling them, as if the matter had never bin debated ; but that a- 
v! Committee ſhould be fo contrated (as this of examination, a ſtile no 
Committes ever bore before this Parliament) as to exclude the Members 
of the Houſe, whoare equally truſted by their Country, trom being preſent 
at the counſels, is ſo monſtrous to the priviiedges of Parliament, that it 1s 
no more in the power of any manto give up that freedom, then of himſeſt 
to order,that from that time the place for which he ſerves,ſhal never more 
end a knight or Burgcfle to the Parlia. and in truth is no lefle than to al- 
terthe whole frame of government, to pull up parliaments by the roots, & 
to commit the lives, liberties,and eſtates of all the people of England, to 
the arbitrary power of a few unqualified perſons, who ſhall diſpoſe therof 
according to- their diſcretion, without account to any rule or anthority 
whatfoever. Are their fricnds,their wives,and children (the greateſt blef- 


ſings of peace,and comforts of life)precious to them?2would their penury & 


impriſonment be leſſe grievous by thoſe cordials} they ſhall be divorced 
from them, 


) 
them, baniſhed, and ſhall no A... Ms within the Cities of Londen 
and Weſtminſter , the Suburbs and the Counties adjacent, and how fare 
thoſe adjacent Counties ſhall extend no man knowes. 

Is there any thing now left to enjoy, but the liberty to rebell, and de. 
{troy one another ? are the outward bleſſings enely of peace, property, 
and liberty, taken, and forced from Our SubjeRs? are their conleiences 
tree and unaſaulted by the violence of theſe firebrands? ſure the liberty & 
freedom of conſcience cannot ſufler by theſe men. Alas ! all theſe puniſh- 
ments areimpoſed uponthem becauſe they will not ſubmit to ations con- 
trary to their naturall loyalty, to their oaths of Alegiance and Supremacy, 
and to their late voluntary Proteftation, which obliges them to the care of 
Our Perſon and our ji Rights. How many perſons of honor, quality, and 
reputation of the ſeveral Counties of £nglandare now impriſon'd without 
any objections againſt rhem, but ſuſpicion of their loyalty ? how many of 
the graveſt and melt ſubſtantiall Citizens of London, by whom the govern- 
ment azd diſcipline of that City was preſerved, are diſgraced, robb'd,and 
impriſoned, without any proceſle of Law,or colour of accuſation,but of 64 
bedicnce to the Law and © overnment of the Kingdom?whilſt Anabaprilts, 
and Brownilts,with the affiltance of vitious and deboſhed perſons, of de 
iperate fortunes, take upon them to break up and rifle houſes, as publique 
and avowed Miniſters of a new invented authority ; how many godly, pi. 
ous, and painfull Divines, whoſe lives and learning hath made them of re- 
verend citimation, are now ſlander'd with inclination to Popery,diſcoun- 
eenanced and impriſoned, tor d ſcharging their conſciences , inſtrut.n 
the people in the Chriſtian duty of Religion,and obedience, whil {t *chib 
maticall, Ill:terate,& ſcandalous Preachers, fill the Pulpits and Churches 
with blaſphemy, irreverence, and treaſor; and incite their Auditory to no- 
thing but murtherand rebellion? We paſle over the vulgar charm, by wh 
they have captivated ſuch who have bin contented to diſpence with theif 
conſciences for the preſcryation of their eſtates, and by which they per- 
{wade men cheerfully to part with this twentieth part of their eſtate to the 
pood work in hand, for whoever will give what he hath, may ſcape rob- 

ing,T hey ſhall be r:pay'd wpon the prblick Faith as all other monies lent upon 
the Propoſirions of both Houſc:; it may be 1c; but men muſt be condemned to 
a ſtrange unthriftinefle who will lend upon ſuch ſecurity, The publick faith 
indeed is as ggeat an earnelt as the State can give, and engages the Honor, 
reputation, and honeſty of the Nation, and is the at of the Kingdom, 'tis 
the ſecurity of the King,the Lords and Commons, which can never need an 
F xecutor, can never dyc, never be Pankrupt, and therefore We willingly 
cunſented to it for the Indemnity of our good ſubj.Cts of Scodlaps (whe 
Ve 
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we hope wil not think the worſe of it,tor being ſo often & ſo.cheaply men- 
tioned ſince. ) But that a vote of one or both Houſes ſhould be an ingape- 
ment upon the publick faith, 1s as 1m ollible, as that tne Committee of the 
Houſe of Comons for examinations ſhould be the highCourt of Parliament. 
And what is or can be ſaid with the lcaſt ſhidow ot reatonto juſtific theſe 
extravagances?we have not lately heard of the old fundamental iaws which 
uled tro warcant the innovatics, tus needs a retuge even below thuſe foun- 
ditions : They will fay they cannot manage their great undertaking; with- 
out ſuch extraordinary wayes; we think fo too, but that proves only they 

have undertaken ſoniewhat they ought rot to undertake,not that it is law 
fy!l for thera to do any thing that is convenicnt tor thoſe ends; We remep- 
bred them long 2go,2nd wwe cannot do it too often,of that excelfent Speech 
of Mr Pm: The laW is that Which pits 4 aiffe rence betWixt good and evil,h:- 
tie juſt and wijuſt if you rake aWvay the Laval thinss Will fall into a confu- 
fon,every man Will become a la wnto himſelf, Which 1:2 the depraved condition 
of bamare nature nenuſt 2645 produce many great enormities, Luſt will become 
p La'\vard Envy Will become 4 LaW, Covertor;ſneſ]. and ambition Will become 
LaWr, and What diflates, What deciſion ſuch Laws W:1l produce may eaſily be 
&/coyne4. lt may indeed by the fad writances over the whole Kingdom; But 
will poſteritybclieve,that in the ſameParliament this DoEtrine was avowed 
with that acclamation,and theſe inſtances atter produced? That in the ſame 
Parliament ſuch care was taken, that no man ſhould be committed in what 
caſe ſocver, withour the caſe of his impriſonment cxpreſled, and thar all 
men ſhould be immediatly bayled in all caſcs baylable, & during the ſame 
Parlizment,that Ald. Pernmero:,or indeed any vody els, but the fworn Mini- 
ers of Juſtice, ſhould impriſon whom they would, & tor what they would, 
and for as long time as they would ? That the King ſhould be reproached 
with breach of pri\ iledpc for acculing &r 7+: Hotham of high trcalon, when 
with force of arms he kept him out of Hull, and deſpiſed him to his face, 
decauſe in no caſe a Member of cither Houſe might be cemitted or accuſed 
without leave of that Houſe,of which he is a Vember,& yct that during the 
ſame Parl' the Fame Alderman thou!d commit the Earl of Middleſcx(a Peer 
of the Realm)ang the Lo:Buckburſila Member of the Houſe of Commons } 
ſo the Counter without reprehenſion ? that to be a Traitor (which is deht- 
nedand cvcry man underſtands)ſhou!ld be no crimeand to be called Malig- 
pant( which no body knows the meaning of) ſhould be ground enough for 
cloſe impriſonmct? That a Law ſhould be maldethat whoſocver thould pre- 
ſune to take Tunnage and poundage without an AR of Partiament, ſhould 
Incur the penalty of a premunire, and in the fame Partiiment;that the ſame 
impoſition ſhould be laid upon Qur ſubzeAs, and taken by an Order

Laſtly, that in the ſame 
Parliament, a Law ſhould be made to declare the proceedings and judge- 
ment upon Shipmony to be illegall and voyd, and during that Parliament, 
that an Order of both Houſes ſhall, upon pretence of neceſſity, enable 
four men to take away the twenticth part of their ſtates trom all their 
Neighbours, according to their diſcretion? 

But Our good SubjcRs will no longer look upon theſe and the like Re- 
ſults, as upon the Counſells and concluſions of both Our Houſes of Par. 
liament ; (though all the world knows even that Authority can never ju- 
ſtife things unwarrantable by the Law ) they well know how tew of the 
perſons truſted by them, arc preſent at their conſultations, of above 500, 
not 80; and of the Houſe of Peers, not afifth part; that they who are pre- 
ſent enjoy not the priviledge and freedom ot Parliament, but are beſic- 
ged by an Army, and awed by the ſame tumults, which drave Us, and their 
cllow Members from thence,to conſent to what ſome tew ſeditious,ſchiſ- 
maticall perſons amongſt them do propoſe : Theſe are the men who joyn- 
ing with the Anabaptilts and Browniſts of London, firſt changed the go- 
verment and diſcipline of that City, and now by R_ and power of 
that City would undoe the Kingdom, whilſt their Lord Mayor(a perſon ac- 
cuſed and known to be guilty of high Treaſon )by a new Legiſlative power 
of his own, ſupprefles and reviles the Book of Common-prayer, robbs and 
wnpriſons whom he thinks fit, and with the rabble of his FaQtion gives 
Laws to both Houſes of Parliament, and tells them they will have no Ac- 
commodation, whil'ſt the Members ſent and intruſted by their Countries, 


are expelled the Houſe, or committed for refuſing to take the Oath of 


Aſſociation, to live anddye with the Earl of Eſſex, as very lately Sir Sidney 
Afoxntague, Theſe are themen who have preſumed to ſend Ambaſſadors, 
and to enter intvy Treaties witch forreign States in their own behalfes, ha- 
vying at this time an Agent of their own with the States of Holland, tro ne- 
potiate for them upon private inftrutions. Theſe arc the men, who not 
thinking they have yet brought miſchicfe enough upon this Kingdom, at 
this time invite and ſollicite Our SubjeAs of Scorland to enter this Land 
with an army againſt us. In a word, theſe are the men who have made this 
laſt devouring Ordinance to take away all Law,Liberty,and Property from 
Our people, and have by it really ated that upon Our pR_ which with 
infinite malice, and no colour or ground; was laboured to be infuſed into 
them to have been Onr intention by the Commiſſions of Array. 

We have done; what power and authority theſe men have,or will have, 
We know not,for our ſelf We challenge none ſuch;we look upon the preſ- 
Lures and inconyeniences our good ſubjeRts bear, even.by Us and Our 

Army 
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army, (which the army firſt raiſed by caem enforced us to leavy in our de< 
fence, and their refufall of all offers and defires of Treaty enforceth Us te 
keep) with very much ſadnetle of heart; We are fo far from requiring a 
twentieth part of their eſtates (though tor their own viſible preſervation) 
that as we have already ſold, or pawned Our own Jewells, and coyned our 
own Plate, ſo we are willing to ſell all our own Land, and houſes for their 
relief; yet we do not doubt but our good ſubjeRts will ſeriouſly confider 
our condition, and their own duties, and thinke Our readineſſe to protet 
them with che utmolt hazard of our life, deſerves their readineſſe to affiſt 
Us with ſome part of their fortunes, and whilſt other men give a twenti- 
eth part of their eſtates, to enable them to forteit the other nineteen, that 
they will extend themſelves to us in a liberall and free proportion for the 
preſervation of the reſt,ind for the maintenance of Gods true Religion,the 
laws of the Land, the liberty of the ſubjeR, and the ſafety and very bring 
of Parliaments, and this Kingdom: for if all theſe ever were, or canbe in 
manifelt danger,'tis now in this preſent Rebe'lion againlt Us. 

Laſtly, We will and require all Our loving ſubjects of what degree or 
quality ſoever, as they will anſwerit to God, to Us, and to poſterity, by 
their Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, as they would not be looked up» 
onnow,and remembered hereafter,as betrayers of the laws & liberty they 
were born to, that they in no degree ſubmir to this wild pretended Ordi- 
nance, and that they preſume not to give any encouragement or aſliſtance 
tothe army now in Rebellion againſt Us; which if notwithſtanding rtkey 
ſhall do, they muſt expeR from Us the ſevereſt puniſhment the Law can 
inflict, and a perpertuall infamy with all good men.

veyed out any Gunpowder to any place without warrant from both Houſes of 
Parliament or oftheCommirtee of Lords and Commons for fafery of the King- 
dome, or of the Lord Gencrall, ot 6f rhe ſaid Commirtee of Citizens before 
mentioned , And that all Shipmaſters upon their ſeverall returnes4rom their 
Voyages, to bring in a true and exat Certificate to the ſaid Commirtee of Ci- 
tizens, of the quantity of Gunpowder they ſhall have remaining of their ſtore 
carried out.

Kingdom from forrergn parts, and eſpecially from the Low-connmrees (notwith- 
W__ prohibition given by the Scates of the United Provinces to that cf- 
{&) to be employed againfl the Parliament, and their Adherents, the wel- 
iced perſons of this Realm. 

And whereas divers of his Majeſties wel-affe&ed SubjeRs out of their loyall 
reſpet to his Mazcſty , their pious diſpoſition to the peace and happineſle of 
this Kingdome , and as much as in them lyeth to prevent and hinder all fuch 
{upylyes as ſhall be ſent from any Forreigne parts, to the prejudice of this Na=

He Lords and Commons now aſſembled in Parliament , taking into con- 

ſideration the great perils and dangers that may enſuc , not only to this 
Kingdom ; but likewiſe unto that of Ireland, eſpecially in theſe times of appa-* 
rent danger, far exceeding all former times , either of his Majeſty , or of his 
Royall Father King Famer, and _ into further conſideration the great 
Deb: now due unto the Navy, as well before the beginning of this Parliament 
as ſince, amounted to the ſum of two hundred thouſand pounds or thereabouts, 
and that rwo and fifry Ships of War are now in the 'aQuall ſervice of this 
Kingdom, as well for the defence thereof as of /relend, and not knowing what 
other ſupply of Ships and of ore will be further requiſite in theſe times of dan- 
ger; and well knowing that they cannot bes maintained without great ſums of 
money) nor the ſaid great Arrears ſatisfied by any moneys already colleRed 
or owing by Merchants for the time paſt.

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And foreſceing the danger and the ..' of the ſupply, did long befure 
this time prepare a new book of Rates which paſſed both Houſes, now ordered 
to be publiſhed, wherein they had as well an equall reſpe& to the eaſe of 
Merchants, as to the railing of ſuch ſums of money as might be proportionable 
to thoſe ſupplyes : and did likewiſe prepare and paſſe a Bil of Tonnage and 
Poundage, whereby the Booke of Rates is confirmed ; which Bill they have 
likewiſe ordercd to be printed and publiſhed, which after they were paſt both 
Houſes, were upon the ewenty ninth day of June laſt paſt, ſent to his Majeſtic 
to 7orke for the Royall Afent; which his Majeſtic not having pafſed, the 
Lords and Commons did upon the fourteenth day of this infant July com- 
mand the Earle of Holland, Sir lobn Holland. 1nd Sir Philip Stapleton ( by 
whom they did ſend the lare Petition to his Majcſtic ) in the name of both 
Houſes, to move his Majeſtic to give a ſpeedy paſſage to that Bill, whereunto 
his Majeſtic hath given no Anſwer at all. And whereas the former Bill of 
Tonnage and Poundage did determine the firſt day of this inftant July, knce 
which time no moneys intended to be raiſed by this laſt Bill have beene colleR- 
ed. Now the ſaid Lords and Commons having taken the premiſes into due and 
ſerious conhderation for preventing the inevitable dangers that muſt neceſſaril 
enlue, wirhour timely prevenuon in that behalfe, have thought good to make 
this their Declarationto all his Majeſtics loving SubjeRs. 

Firſt, whereas by an AX made this preſent Parliament, entituled, an AR for 
the reliete of the Caprtives taken by the Turkiſh, Mooreiſh, and other Pyrats, 
and to prevent the taking of others in time to come, All Merchants aſwell 
Denizens as Aliens. for any jou exported or imported from the tenth day of 
December one chouſand fx hundred forty and one, during the terme of three 
yeares then next enluing, are to make due entries of ſuch their goods in the 
Port of Londen, and all other his Majeſties Ports within the Realme of Eng- 
lard 2nd Dominion of Wales upon the penaltie of the forfeiture of the (aid 
o00ds, 
© Now the ſaid Lords and Commons doe enjoyne all Mecchants, as well De- 
nizens as Aliens to make due entric of all ſuch goods and Merchandize, as 
they ſhall, during the continuance of the ſaid Act, export or import. And to 
the intent that the Entries may be accordingly made, they doc expeR that the 
Cuſtomers, Compreollers, Searchers, and other the Officers of the ſaid City of 
London, and other the Ports reſpeRively doe carefully attend their fever all 
charges, and make due ſeizure, as forteiced, of all ſuch goods and Merchandize 
as ſhall not be entred according to the intent of the ſaid Statute. 

2+ That although the ſaid laſt Bill of Tonnage and Poundage hath noe yet 
1d the Royall Aſſent, and therefore: the SubjeR by the Law is not compella- 
le to pay the duty therein limuted to be paid; yet the premiſes and 'prefimg

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neceſſities conſidered, the Lords and Commons doe declare, that it ſhall be ta - 
ken as an acceptable ſervice to the Common-wealth by a manifeſtation of their 
good affetions to the publick,of all thoſe, that ſhall upon entry of their goods 
advance, and pay by way of Loane unto the Colle&ors, or Commlffioners, 
which now are, or hereafter ſhall be named, or to their Depury or Depuries all 
ſuch ſamme or ſummes of money as are payable by the lat Booke of Rates, 
and ſhould have been due in caſc the faid Bill had paſt for a Law. 

3 That every Merchant fo advancing money as above-ſfaid, ſhall have al- 
lowance by way of defalcation of fifteen pounds pey cext. out of every hun- 
dred pound<,he or they ſhall fo advance and pay, over and above all other al- 
lowances made in the {aid Bill or Booke of Rates, or euher of them, and ſo our 
of cvery wpreater and leſſer ſumme, after that rate.

Laſtly, for the incouragement of Merchants Strangers trading in the Porr of 
Dover to continue their interevurſe of Trade, and the importation of Bullies 
and forreine Coine; It is ordered by the faid Lords and Commons, that the 
ſeverall C in that Port refpe&trvely ſhall and may from time to give unto 
all Merchants Strangers the like teſpeR and allowance in their Cuſtornes , as 
they have formerly done.

hither by the Merchants of that Town, for the ſervice ef the Queett: And chere 
is continuall tranſportation of great ore of Men, Money, and Amnmunitioh 
ovar in them. Thece came hither about fourteen days fince Maſter Kmelr, and 
that arch K. Captaine Archibald , who is very diligent and notorious in his 
ſervice, for the betraying of his Countrey , and for that hath of late had that 
honour conferred upon him to be made a Captain,and is about three days fince 
gone from hence with his Ship laden with Men, Money, and Ammunition for 
New-caſtle. 1 heare that Maſter Knots brought over Letters from his Majeſty, 
that hath bit the occaſion of the Q ueenes ſtay here, which all that be wel- 
affected are very forry for ; who had rather ſhe were elſwhere. Upon the re- 
ceipr of wh Lowes from his Majeſty , I heare that the Queen the next day 
ſent Maſter Fermrn to the States Generall , to acquaint them therewith , and 
that his Majeftie 4dviſed the Queen to ſtay here fort ſome time longer ; and

Afan it pleaſe your Lordſhip, | 

Pon Saturday laſt, I received a Declaration of Parliament, with a 
[] Commitſhon from his Excellencie the Earle of Eſſex, to command m 

chiicte, over the. Forces of tlie North, and other adjacent Counties, 
which great Honour and Truſt, farre above any ambition or merit, by your 
Lordſhips conferred on me, I ſhall exerciſe with all care an fidelicy, not doub- 
ting but that your Lordſhips will enable mee therein, with ſach other Sup= 
plies as the necefſitie of the Secvice ſhall require, and that repreſenced from 
hence. 

The State of the Aﬀaires in theſe parts, ſince my laſt diſpatch of the firſt of 
this moneth, fland in this manner, the Earle of Newcaitle is come to Yorke, 
and Joyned his Forces to the Earle of Cumberlands, making in all as I am 
informed about eight thouſand men, Horſe-and Foot, of which there is about 
two thouſand Horſe and Dragooneers, a rengrh farre too potent to bee refi- 
ed by the ſmall power which I have here, whereof I ſend a liſt incloſed ; 
ourflrength was once eſtimated by our ſelves farre greater then now it ap- 
peares, for upon the Earle of Newcaſtes comming over the Tees, Sir Edward 
Lofts, with all the Richmond ſhire men, and Sir Henry Anderſon with all the 
Cleveland men, and the reſt of the North-riding, which were eſtimated at 
one thouſand men, did all returneto their ow ne Houſes, fave about one hun- 
dred and thirtie men breught hither by Sir Mathew Boynton, ſome other Gen- 
tlemen, and our Troope of Horſe, raiſed by Sir Herry Fowlis, and about four- 
te Horſe more, brought hither by Captaine Anderſon; And belides this de- 
&, our numbers are decreaſed by Sir Hugh Cholmeley, ro whom I have fenc 
divers Ord-rs to march Northward, t> joyne with Captaine Hothem, and 
the reſt in refiſting the Earle of Newecaſtles entry, before he came into Torke- 
ſtire, and fince his entry, to comme to mee; and the reſt of the Armie at Todca- 
Rer, but hee found fach imyvediments as hee could: doe neither : And now I 
heare he is gone to Scarborowgh, and taken his Forees with him, which were 
about ſeven hundr-d Men, and Colonell Boywon, whoſe Regiment conſiſted 
of cight hunfred Foot, is hkewiſe marched towards Hall, although I ſent 
hin divers Orders to march up hitherto afſif the Forces at Todouſter, giving 
mee neicher reaſon of his not comming to mee, nor of his march towards 
Hull, and I underſtand that Sir Fohn Gell had raiſed eight hundred men 
in Darbeſbjre, ſent unto him to march hither, to- our Succours, but I have 
received an Anſwer from him, that hee is not able yer to ſtirre from thence , 
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c. though 1 have fent to them expreſſe Mellengers, fo our whole 
102» kee. (upon retorne of the former ſent into the North ) confite 
ns of rwentie one Companies of Foot, and ſeven Troopes of Horſe, and one 
Conpaie of Dragonceres, wee did ſend of them two Companyes of Foote 
to ſecure Selby, and one Company to ſecure (avood-Caſtle, and quarte- 
red the re{t, part of them at Weatherby, under Command of Captaine Hy- 
them, whom I have nominated to bee Lievrenant Generall of the Armie, and 
the reſt at Todeaſter, under my owne command, and upon Tueſday receiving 
int-Jligence that che Earle of New-caſtle with his whole Forces intended to 
fall upon our Quarter at Todcaſtay, I ſent ry Captaine Hothow, to bring 
up the Forces at Weatherby, which being done, and the Earle of Newcaeftles 
Arwic come in fight , wee drew our mcn into the uttermoſt part of our 
Q '1arter. where wee had raiſed ſome breaſt-workes for our Mutquertiers, 
and there the hel an about cleven of the clocke ; and fo continued in 
ſharpe diſpute untill about foure of rhe clock ig the evening z in which time 
there was at lexſt fourty thouſand Muſquers ſhot diſcharged on bath ſides, and 
great nimbers of cannon ſhot. 

The Enemic had once wonne part of the Towne and beaten our men, 
and placed fore of their Companics in ewo or three horſes, which did much 
mdanger us, but in the end our men with great courage forced them out 
2241ne, recovered and burnt the houſes, and kill'd many of the Enemies men 
that were there placed, and in concluſion, forced che whole Arnie to retreate, 
lexving very many of their men dead, and very great numbers woutided, 
the certaine numbers, nor qualiries of the perfons wee could not tike, but it 
is generally ſaid by the Countrey pevple that were at lca't one hundred found 
kill'd and burne, and wee tooke feventecnc _—_— m the hght, and on 
our part wee loſt fixe nn, and Capraine FYVuliam Lyiter, a valiane and 
gallant Gendleman, who was ſhot with a Muſfquer buller in the head, and 
wee had about twentie more wonded, and lot not one Prifoner in the Bat- 
tcll, rhough divers of our men being negligent of cheir dutic Rayed behind 
us when wee quit the Quanter, and fo were taken thenext day there by the 
Enemies , and made Prifoners; in chis fight our men behaved themiſetves 
with very great reſolution, farre beyond expeRation; in ſo much as I con- 
ceive wee might have maintained che place ſtill, if wee had befne farmſh» 
ed with Powder end (hot, but having ſpent in a manner all our whole ſtore 
of Bullet , Match and Powder , I adyifed with te Commanders, and by 
generall conſent iz was thought fir, to riſe witls our Forces, and march to 
Cawood, and Selby, to ſecure cthofeplaces, and there receive ſupplies of Aims 
munition and men, which was accordingly done, and now I am at Selby, 
Wit! 
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with part of the Arinie, and che reft' with Capuine' Harhew xt {nverd- 
And yeſterday I ſent my Sonne, Sir Thewes Farfar with five | 
of Foote, and two Troopes of Horſe to Leedes, incending hee ſhould continue 
there to ſecure that place, and the other Clothing Townes, againii the Earle 
of New-Caftles Forces, if it were poſſible ; But the Enemics Forces were laid 
þ ſtrong in the way,as hee could not paſſe, ſo hor onely beat up a Qyar- 
ter of - on in a finall Village, tooke five Priſoners » and rexeea- 
wd to Selby. | 
Thus 4 Lords I have briefely c the condition of chis Armic 
at preſent, which I muſt confeſſe I feare will very ſuddenly yrow worſe, 
if not utterly broken up, and thar eſpecially for wanc of money, I having 
not above a weekes pay provided before hand, and no viſible meanes left to 
raiſe maintenance for them, unleſſe I ſhould giue the Seuldiccs free quarter 
upon the Countrey, a cure in my conceit as dangerous as the diſcafe, and 
perzdventure not poſſible to bee effeRed, IF the Enemic bee ill maſter of the 
field, and cut off our men as they goe abroad to. levy ſultenance, which they 
may doe, and yer not able to bear up our Quarters. TI have hitherto ſuppor= 
ted this Army by the Loanes and Cortributions for the oft part of the pa- 
riſhes of Leedes, Hallifax, and Bradford , and ſome other {inall Clothing - 
townes adjacent, being the only well affeted people of the Coumrey, who 
I much feare may now ſuffer by this Popiſh Army of the North meerely for 
their good affeAion to the Religion and Pablicke Libertie. Our of the reſt 
of the Countrey I was not able to draw any confiderable helpe, the Enemic 
having Garriſons in ſo many places, who threarned to ruine any that ſhould 
aſſt the Parliament, and che cauſe wich money or other helpes. | 
My Lords, in ſumme the Scate of this Countrey is thus, The Enemie is 
mightic, and Maſter of the field, plencifully ſupplyed from his Majetic and 
the Popiſh and malignant party, wich moneys and all neceſfaries, the well 
affeRed party as now it is divided not confiderable, the aydes from Zineoln-

to fecure Selby, and one Company to ſecure (avod-Caſtle, and quarte- 
red che re{t, part of them at Weatherby, under Command of Captaine Ho- 
than, whom I have nominated to bee Lievtenant Generall of the Armie, and 
the reſt at Todeaſter, under my owne cunmand, and upon Tueſday receiving 
int2ligence that che Earle of New-caftle with his whole Forces intended to 
f.ll upon our Quarter at Todcaftar, I ſent r3 Captaine Hothon, to bring 
up the Forces at Weatherby, which being done, *and the Earle of Newcaflles 
Armic come in fight , wee drew our mcn into the uttermoſt part of out 
Q '1arter. where wee had railed forme breaſt-workes for our Mutquertiers, 
and there the hght an about cleven of the clocke ; and fo continued in 
ſharpe diſpute untill about foure of rhe clock ig the evening ; in which time 
there was at lexft fourty thouſand Muſquers ſhot diſcharged on bath fides, and 
great numbers of cannon ſhot. 

The Enemie had once wonne part of the Towne and beaten our men, 
and placed forne of their Companies in ewo or three hor ſes, which did much 
mdanger us, but in the end our men with great courage foiced them our 
aga1ne, recovered and burnt the houſes, and kil'd many of the Enemies men 
that were there placed, and in concluſion, forced the whole Arnie to retreate, 
lexving very many of their men dead, and very great numbers woutided, 
the certaine numbers, nor qualiries of the perſons wee could not tike, bur it 
is generally ſaid by the Countrey pevple that were at lca't one hundred found 
kill'd and burnr, and wee tooke fevenceenc priſoners in the hght, and on 
our part wee loſt fixe men, and Capraine YVilliam Lyiter, a valiant and 
gallant Genfleman, who was ſhot with 2 Mufquer buller in the head, and 
wee had about twentie more wonmded, and loft not one Prifoncr in the Bat» 
tcll, rhough divers of our men being negligent of cheir dutic Rayed behind 
us when wee quit the Quarter, and fo were taken thenext day there by the 
Enemies , and made Priſoners; in chis fight our men behaved themſelves 
with very great reſolution, farre beyond expeRation; in fo much as I con-« 
ceive wee might have maintained che place ſtill, if wee had beEne farmſh» 
ed with Powder end ſhot, but having ſpent in a manner all our whole ſtore 
of Bullet, Match and Powder , I adyiſed with the Commanders, and by 
generall conſent t was thought fir, to riſe witly our Fortes, and march ro 
Cawood, and Selby, to ſecure thofeplaces, and there receive ſupplies of Aims 
munition and men, which was accordingly done, and now 1 am at Selby, 
with 
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with part of the Ariie, and the reft' with Capuine' Harhew 3t {avcod- 
And yellerday I ſent my Sonne, Sir Thowes Farfar with five | 
of Foote, and two Troopes of Horſe to Leedes, incending hee ſhould continue 
there to ſecure that place, and the other Clocking Townes, againll the Earle 
of New-Caftler Forces, if it were poſſible ; But the Enemics Forces were laid 
þſtroogin the way,as hee could not paſſe, ſo hor onely beat up 2 Quar- 
ter of -"—_ in a ſinall Village, tooke five Priſoners » and rexrea- 
ted to Selby. 

Thus ji Lords I have briefly the conditiea of chis Armic 
at preſent, which 1 muſt confeſſe I feare will very ſuddenly grow worſe, 
if not utterly broken up, and that eſpecially for wane of money, I having 
not above a weekes pay provided before hand, and no viſible meanes lefe to 
raiſe maintenance for them, unleſſe I ſhould giue the Seuldiecs free quarter 
upon the Countrey, a cure in = conceit as dangerous as the diſeaſe, and 
perzdventure not poſſible to bee effeRed, IF the Enemie bee fill maſter of the 
field, and cut off our men as they goe abroad to. levy ſuſtenance, which chey 
may doe, and yet not able to bear up our Quarters. I have hitherto ſuppor= 
ted this Army by che Loanes and Comcibucions for the 1oft part of the pa- 
riſhes of Leeder, Halifax, and Bradford, and fone other {inall Clothing - 
townes adjacent, being the only well affeRed people of the Councrey, who 
I much feare may now ſuffer by this Popiſh Army of the North meerely for 
their good affeAiun to the Religion and Publicke Libertie. Our of the reſt 
of the Countrey I was not able to draw any confiderable helpe, the Enemic 
having Garriſons in lo many places, who threatned to ruine any that ſhould 
aſſiſt the Parliament, and che cauſe wich money or other helpes. | 

My Lords, in ſumme the State of this Countrey is thus, The Enemie is 
mightic, and Maſter of the field, plencifully ſupplyed from his Majefic and 
the Popiſh and malignant party, wich moneys and all neceſſaries, the well 
affeRed party as now it is divided not conhderable, the aydes from Zineo/n- 
ſhire, Derby-ſhire; and other Counteys uncectaine, the want of mo- 
neyes here, ſuch as will force us to Giebs within ten dayes, and if the 
Enemie become abſolute Maſter of Torkgſhire, they will foxce coaribution, 
and fuccours from the Countrey, which will raiſe a vecy formidable Armic,

of the paſſages, in this Countie, from the firft raiſing of Armies; to whoſe 
further expreſſion , I ſhall leave it, with this addition onely , Thar if the 
Countrey or cauſe ſuffer, your lordſhips will diſcerne by this Relation,in whom 
the default hath been, and impure it accordingly : For nothing hath beene

thority of both Houſes of Parliamemt, for the neceſſary defence 

of the true Proteſtant Religion, the King, Parliament, and Kingdome, under 
the Command of Rebert Earle of Eſſex, Captaine Generall thereof,- were taken 
priſoners by the Forces raiſed againſt the Parliament, in executing their ſeveral 
duties and ſervices, according to the Ordinances of both the ſaid Houſes, and 
after carried priſoners to Oxford Coale, 'and having beene mof{l Barbarouſly 
uſed, are now queſtioned and proceeded againſt by way of Indi&ment, before 
Sir Robert Heath Knight, one of His Majefties Jaltices of the Kings Benthand 
others (by colour of ſome Commiſſion or other Authority from His Majeftie) 
for high Treaſon and other ſuppoſed Miſdemeantors, whereas many have beenc 
caken priſoners by the Parl1ament Forces, in the AR of Warre again the Pat» 
liament, 
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lament, which by the Lawes and Statutes ofthis Realme is Rebellion and high 
Treaſon againt the King and Kingdome, and the Actors therein Tra 
and yet none of them hath hitherto beene pur to death, or otherwiſe ſeverely

Pon peruſall of deroeln Articles, Dated che 23. of December 1 64 +. 

Between ſome of the Deputy Lientenants of the County of Cheer, 
well affxtted to the Peace of the K m, and others, who have declared 
themſelves in ſundry ations, Oppolers of the proceedings of: Parliament, 
and fartherers of the Warre raiſed againſt them, and of many Injuries and 
and Oppreſſions lately exerciſed upon the good Subj:&s, Inhabitants of 
of that County ; And being confident, that if the faid Deputy Lieutenants, 
who were parties to that Agreement, have known by what Acts and De- 
fignes this Agreement was plotted by the other fide, and how dangerous 
and miſch jeyous it mult needs be, both in the effe and in the conſequence; 
their good intentions to the Peace of that County, and of the Kingdom 
are ſuch, that they would never have conſented'to any thing fo prejudiciall 
thereunto, as the ſeeming Neutrality would be, by making hr Cory pre- 
pared by this meanes, tg prevent all Aſſociations and mutuall Relicfts 
Lancaſhire, and other Neighbour Counties*, and to hinder the firm ſetling 
of that County for the;Parliament , and many other wayes ſerviceable to 
thoſe ill Counſells, w His Maxftic is incited.

] T cannot be denied but the Parliament is the higheſt Court of Judicature 
inthe Kingdome, to it all other Courts are ftubordinate ; This Court hath 
power toqucſtion judgements given inthe higheſt Courrs ; Judges of other 
Courts have heretofore taken the adviſe of Parliament in catcs of di CG) 
they ought ro doe; from judgements there had, by the fundamental} Laves:and 
conltitutions of ths Kingdom there can be no appeal. Therefore the Lords and 
Commons cannot but be very ſenſible of this extrajudiciall, arrnignoment of 
a ſolemn 


— 
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a folemne Declaration , and reſolution by them heretofore made in Parlia- 
ment , and conceive it a high breach of their priviledge ; That when they 
the Lords and Commons, the great Councell of the King and Kingdome have 
upon mature deliberation reſolved the ſaid Commillion illegall as they have 
done, their reſolution ſhould in ſuch a way be arraigned and endeavoured to 
b- reverſed and made voyd by any perſon whatſoever, although it be publi.

This is their caſe ; her's an Anſwer framed by ſome that will not owne it 
themſelves, but it's publiſhed in His Majcſties Name; This puts the Lords 
and Commons upon a great Jitficulty ; whether ornothey ſhall make any fur- 
theror other Declaration then that formerly made, by ſodoing they ſhould 
ſeemeto admit of a ſupericur power in any in an extrajudicall way to que- 
tion the reſolution of Parliament , and fo ſuffer a breach of their unque- 
ſtionavle Rights and Priviledges : But conſidering the deſtrutive grounds 
liyd in the faid Anſwer which (if true) would bring all the SubjeRts of Fro- 
land into-unavoydable bondage and ſlavery, and that if they ſhould ſuffer ſuch 
athing to paſſe without giving ſome ſatisfaRion to the world concerning it, 
they might ſeeme not to be fo carefull of their own,and the Kingdomes Liber- 
ties, as the truſt repoſed in them requires at their hands. 

Therctore the ſaid Lords and Commons in Parliament by Proteſiation, fa- 
ving tothemſclves all their Rights and Priviledges, and that whatſoever now 
or heretofore hath bc ene done this way in this preſent Parliament may net be 
brought toexample, or conſequence for hereafter tothe prejudice of the Pri- 
viledge of Parliament.z Doe declare and will make manitelt to all the world, 
that the grounds and poſitions layd downe in the f2yd Anſwer for the man- 
tenatice of the ſaid Commiſlion are moſt dangerous, and ill:gall, tending to 
the utter deltrution of Property and Liberty, and are ſuch, as {ifth.y ſhould 
hold good in Law) will not onely juſtite this Commiſſion of Array,but all 
other charges whatſoever which His Majeſty hath hcretotore impolc.d, or 
ſhall hereatrer impoſe upon his people for defence of the Kingdome, not onc- 
ly in times of danger, but whenſocver His Majeſty hath heretotore pretended, 
or ſliall hereafter pretend or imagine danger. 

Before wee come to the particulars in the Anſwer, it will be fit to (et 
cowne the effeRt of the Commiſſion now in queltion, The ftirlt Commil- 
lion of Array that came to our view,avd which is the prefident for all the 
reſt, and that that's maintained in the Anſwer was that which was gratt- 
ted to tho Farl:s of Hayntinoton and Devonbne, and others for the Cuur- 
ty of Leiceſter, which wee have ſet downe at large in our former Decla- 
tion. In the preamble of this Commillion His M2 jcity ceclares his fire t0 
reſt the malice of his Enemies if they ſhould preſume to invade the K Ingdome z 
turther declares his pleature to aiſþoſe C rake ord; y for the ſafeguard f tak 
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His King ome, and people a4 he 1s bound to doe; And to«ffct this he no. 
minates divers Commilſioners , and gives them, or any three of them 
OWer. 
F 1. To array and try all men at Armes and armed men and Archer: ewelling 
Within the (ounty, aſwell Within liberties as Without. 

2. To compell all that have able bodies and eſtates of their oWn, to provide 
eArm: for themſelves according to their eftates and means,and the Commiſſio. 
ner$areto aſſeſle and apportion their Armes according to their diſc) etions, 

3. To diſtrein all ſuch as have able Eſtates in Lands or goods ( and are nat 
able to ſerve themſelves ) to find eArmes for other men at Armes, and armed- 
men, an4 alſo BoWes and ArroWes ; But they mult charge theſe according ty 
ihe quantity of their Lands and Goods, and ſo that they may reaſonably beare 
it ſaving their degree, that 1s, ſo as they may live according to their former 
condition, as the Anſwer expounds it.

12. The Sherifteof the County is commanded to cauſe to appeare before 
himfc Ife and the ('ommiſſioners,or any three of them all ſuch in the [aid County, 
by Whom the Array may bee the better made, and compleated at ſuch dayer, and

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places 4s the ſaid Sheriffe, and the (*ommſſioners or any three of thew hall ap- 


point, and to impriſon the Rebellious. This isthe ſubſtance of the Commiſſion. 

It's apparent to all that fee it, that this Commillion reacheth to the libercy 
of the perions, andto the propriety of the Eltates of all His Majcſties Sub jets 
that have Eſtates: It ſubjeRts their perſons an Eſtatesto the unlimited ditcre- 
tion of any three of the Commiſſioners; They may compell any His Maje- 
[ties SubjeRs that have Eſtates to provide what Armes they ſhall charge them 
with, and having provided them, to {crve with them themſelves if they be 
ble ; they may cauſe them to multer, and put them into Companies of hun- 
{reds and thouſands, and they may lead and conduRt them from their own ha- 
bitations to the Sea coaſts, and frum one County to another as ofc as they ſhall 
conceive danger, and thinke it needfull (forthe Commiſſioners are Judges of 
both)ſuch asobey them not,they may commit to priſon,there to remain,till by 
law they be delivered;lf any man {otherthen ſuch as are acmed at other mens 
charges) ſhould ſerve with another mans Armes, the Armes are fortcited. 1f 
2nan be not able to ſerve himſelfe, they may compell him to find what Arms 
they pleaſe for other men to ſerve with, So it be Sa/vo ſtats, which is, /o hee 
may live according to his former condition (as the Anſwer expounds it ſo that 
if 2 man worth 20090. pounds live but after the rate of 40. oc 50. pounds per 
am, they may charge him to find Armes to the value of 18000. pounds. 
fnd yet that will be Sa/vo ftatu according to their expoſition, for hee may 
yet live according to hus former condition, This Commilhion extendsto all mcn 
of E tates, aſwell Lords as Commons. 

The maine drift of the Anſwer isto maintaine, That the King by the Cum- 
mon Law may grant ſuch a Commiſhon as this is, upon tlis ground becauſe 
It's for the defence of the Kingdome, And that the power which he hath to grant 
it by the Common LaW, is not taken atvay by the Petition of right, or any for« 
mer Statute, But the King notwithſtanding any of them may charge his Sub- 
jelts for defence of the Kingdom? ſo as the charge impoſed come not to him{«lfe, 
zor to hu; particular advantage. 

Th:ſe grounds thus layd extend not to the Commiſſion of Array alone, but 
toall other charges that His Maj ty ſhall impoſe upon his SubjeRts, upon 
pretence of defence of the _ "y_ For ther's the ſame reaſon of Law for 
ay other charge that's pretend:d for defence, as for this ; If His Majclty by 
the Comms Law may charge his Subjects to finde Armes, and other things 
inthe Commiſſion enzoyned, becauſe they are for defence of the KingJlom, 
by the ſame reaſon of Law he may command his people to build Caſt cs, Forts, 
and Bulwarks, and after to maintainethem with Garri/ons, Armes and Vitu- 
alls at their own charges, and by the ſame reaſon he may compell his Su. j.ts 
to finJe Ships and furniſh them with Men, Ammunition and Vittualls, and 
Rrrrr 3 ty 
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to find Soyldiers,pay coat and conduR mony, provide vicualls for Souldiers 
and all other things neceſſary for an Army,theſe being as neceſlary for defence 
aSany thing that can bedone in execution of this Commiſſion. 
An1forthat cxpolition of the petition of right,and other ltatutes therein re. 
cited (it it Nould hold ) doth it not overthrow as well the petition it ſelfe, a 
all o:hcr Laws that have been made for the SubjeRs benefit againlt taxes, and

If the King may thus charge his SubjeRts perſons and Eſtates in times of 
danger for defence of the Kingdome, who ſhall judge of the danger ? will 
not His Majcſty be the ſole Judge? If ſo, what remedy have his Subjects, if 
he mil-judge ? How ſhall the danger be trycd ? It the _ may declare the 
U2ng r, andthcreupon impoſe charges upon his SubzeRs for defence againlt 
that-davger , what have they in any thing that they can call their owne ? Are 
they not of free burne Subjets become (laves ? And doe they not hold their li- 
b-rtizSand eſtates at His Majclties will and plca{urc ? 

Before we come tothe particular anſwers of the things obzeRted, we cannot 
but obſcrve one thing out of this Comnuſſion ; It's iſſued (as appeares by the 
Commillion it {clfe ) tor the defence ot the King and Kingdome againſt an in- 
vaſion, Sothat the authority thereby given to the Commiſſioners is onely to 
be executed for the expelling, vanquiſhing and d: ffrojing the Kings Enemies 
that ſha# preſume to invade the K ingdome : There are no words in the Com- 
miſſion to inable the Commiſſioners to arme, trainc, and lcad men , but onely 
againſt ſuch as (hall preſume to invade the Kingdome : But whether this 
Commiſlion be now Mued and executed to prevent invaſions, or to make 
void and null the Orders and Ordinances of the Lords and Commons in Par- 
liament, and to proteft thoſe from their legall tryalls, whom the Lords and 
(.ommons have voted Dclinquents, and have accuſed of treaſon, or of other 
high crimes and mildemzeanours, wee leave it to all mento judge : It's too 
apparent to be {o, by feverall Declarations latcly publiſhed , and by the 
Liltracticias tor the execution of the ſaid Commilſion of Array, =_

y theſs caſes? It's ſaid , They may bee indifted ; admit that to bee fo, 
: what benefit is that to the party wronged ? if the Inditment bee 
found, there is onely « Fine to the King , no dammage to the party

\ But'tis aid , That che Armes that men are charged With are their one 
#4047 , and that che property remaines in him that finds them , ſo hee lofeth 
n0 property. To which we fay , ſo were the Ships their owne that were 
t9 be provided upon the Ship-wrirs, yet compelling men to provide Ships, 
ulthongh for defence of the Kingdome ; was reſolved by the Lords and Com- 
mons mulls contra dicente , to bee againſt the Law of Property , al- 
well as that of finding viduals and Wager , doth it not take from t Sub- 
jet the property of his goods, when kee muſt diſpoſe them at anothers 
| will and pleaſure ? he intends them to provide himfelfe neceflaries , to pay 
his debts, or provide for his children , &c.

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faid Commiſſion were Legall, it would bring the Subjefts of Fnylandto 
a heavier yoake of Bondage , then the Ship-writs did ; thoſe only char- 
ged the eſtates of the SubzeAs, and when they had payed their money, 
they were freed ; this chargeth their perſons to continuall ſervice, as 
long as the Commiſſioners pl-aſe, and by this Commiſſion, the Com. 
err neg may multiply charges upon mens eſtates, as oft as they ſhall 
think fit. 

The way taken to prove the Commiſſion warranted by the Common- 
Law, is firlt, by Reaſon, ſecondly Preſidents of ſeverall times, wherein ſuch 
Commiſsions have been granted. 

The Argument urgeJ to make it good by Reaſon , is from the impoſſibility 
of the Kings ProteQting and defending his people, without his having power 
to grant ſuch a Commiſsion. 

To anſwer this, wee deny that there is an impoſſibility of defence 
without ſuch power, and wee affirme that the Kingdome may bee dc- 
tended in time of danger , without iſſuing ſuch Commiſsion , or ex- 
ecuting ſuch power. For , wee ſay , That the Law hath provided fo 
verall wayes for proviſion of Armes, and for defence of the Kingdom 
in time of danger , without ſuch a Commiſsion. 1. All the Tenwre: 
that are of His Majclty by Barony, Grannd Serjeanty , Knights-ſervice 
in Capite, Knights-ſervice, and other ike Tenures,, were all originally 
inſtitured for the defence of the Kingdome in time of warre and danger, 
Vide Chart.

2. Asthoſe Tenwres are for the defence of the Kingdome, fo the Law 
hath given to His Majeſty divers Priviledges and Prerogatives for the 
{fame end and purpoſe; that with the profits ot them, He ſhould detend Hun- 
ſelife and His people in times of danger ; of which His Majclty 1s, 
and alwayes hath beene in atuall Poſſcison ſince His acceſle to the 
Crowne, | 

For the defence of the Kingdom , His Maj.ſty hath the profits of 
Wardſhips, Liveries, Primer ſeiſens , Marriages , Reliefes , Fines for 
eMlienation , Cuitomes, Mines, Wrecks, Trea/uretrove , Eſcheats , For- 
feirures , and divers other the like caſual! profits , That by thele Hee 


may 
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may bee enabled to defend the Kingtlome, and that hee enjoying 

His SubjeRs might enjoy their «ſtates under His Prote&tion free hell 
Taxes and Impoſuions for defence : Therefore it is declared , 14. F. 3 
cap, 1. That all the profits ariſing of an ayd then granted to the King 
by His people , and of Wards, Marriages Wo uſtomes , Eſcheats, and 
ther profits riſing of the Realme of England , ſhould bee put and Feng 
upon the ſafeguard of the Realme of England , and on the Warres in Scot. 
land, France , and Gaſcoigne, and no places elſetthere during the Wars. 
And the Lords and Commons in Rich. 2. time ( knowing the Law to 
bee {o ) did ( as appeares by the Parliament Rolls 6. Rich. 2. m., 42. ) 
paſſe a Petition , That rhe King Would live of His owne Revenues , and 
that the Wards , Marriages , F efes, tho queen » and other profits of 
the croWne , might bee kepe to bee Few in the Warres for the defence of 
the K ingdome. 

3. It the faid Tenwres and Caſwall profits riſing by His Preroga- 
tive will not ſerve for defence, but more mo is necelfary, by the Fan. 
damentall Laws and Conſtitutions of this Kingdome,His Majeſty is intruſted 
witha power to ſummon Parliaments as often as He plraſes, tor detence of 
Himſelfe, and His people, when His ordinary Revenucs will not ſerve the 
turn; an1there is no other l:gall way (when the others are not ſufficient ) 
but this, and this laſt hath bin ever found by experience, the molt ſure and ſuc- 
ce{ſctull way for ſupply in time of eminent danger for defence of the King- 
dom, and to this, the Kings of this Realm have in times of danger ' wk. 2 
had recourſe. 

A main end why Parliaments are called , is for defence of the 
—_ and that other ſupplics then thoſe before mentioned , can- 
not bee made without a Parliament , appearcth by the Writ of Sum- 
mons : In which the King ſhewes His Reſolution to call a Parlia- 
ment, Pro ardus & urgentibus negorias nos, ftatum & defenſionem Regni 
neſtri eAnglie & Ecclehe Anglicane concernentibus : Then there 1s a com- 
mand tothe Sheriffe to cauſe to bee choſen two Knights : &c. and to com- 
mand them to appeare at a day there ſet, [ta quod iidem milites plenam & ſuf- 
ficientem poreflatem pro ſe + Communitate (omitatns pred. habeant ad 
fatiendums conſentiendum hiis que twnc & ihidem de Communi con(1lio 
42; Regm noſtri contigerit ordinart ſuper negotits antediflss, Ita quod pro 
afefln poreſtatis hujuſmods difta negotia wfetta nom remaneant quovis 
modo, This Writ ſhewes that this of defence is one of the maine of 
thoſe ardua Regni tor which a Parliament is and ought to bee ſum- 
moned ; It further ſhewes , That if the Parliament ſhould faile by 
not returning of Knights and Burgeſſ.s that had ſuch power for their 
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Counties,and Boroughs, the defence would taile, c> dia negoria, will bee 
infeqa', unperformed. And that is the cauſe our Anceſtors have been {© 
carefull to provide for frequent calling of Parliaments : In EdWard the 
thizd's time, Lawes were made to have a Parliament held every ycare, or 
more often, if need was, and theſe bring held asthey ought to be, it 1s eafie for 
the Parliament to take care for the defence in the interim between P ar- 
lament r. 

By this that hath been ſaid, it appeares that there 1s no ſuch impols'bility 
for Aonce without this Commiſion as is pretended, but that the Kingdom 
may be as it hath ben defended without it. | x 

But admitting it ſhould bee ſo, that without this power togrant ſuch x 
Comtmiſsion, the King could not defend his people, it followes not that there. 
fore he might grant ſach a Commiſion : It hath heretofore been ſaid, ich, 
Tonnage and Poundage , His Majeſty conld not defend the King dom : WAS it 
therefore duc to him by Law, without a grant by Parliament ? It he cannot 
defend the Kingdom without granting ſuch Commiſsions , there mult ſome 
new Law be made for d:fence of the Kingdom, either by enabling the iſſuing 
of ſuch Commitſions , or otherwayes as the wiſdom of a Parliament (hall 
think fit, | 

It by the Common Law the King might charge his SubjeRts for defenc: 
ofthe Kingdom in times of danger, thoſe Princes were 1U] adviſed, that' have 
deſired aid of their SubjeRts for publique defence in ſuch times , and engaged 
themſelves without any /a/vs jwre for repayment. 

In Richard the Seconds time , The Kingdom was beſet with enemies, 
both at ſea and by land ; by the advice of the then Privy Counſcll, there 
was a great Counccll called of molt of the Biſhups, Lords, and other 
great men and Sages of the Realme, to conſider what was fit to bee 
done in thoſe diſficultics : They met and concluded. That there W.zs an 
abſolute neceſſity of a preſent preparation for defence , and that the Kings 
{offers Wanted money to doe it. They came ( as the Record faith, Ro: 
Parl, 2. R. 2. n. 3. 45. to a finall reſolution What Was tos bes done in 
this caſe of extremity for the defence of the Kingdome : which reſolution, 
Scroop then Lord Chancellour delivered unto all the Lords in the enfu. 
ing Parliament , and *twas thus, That ſince the laft Parliament the [aid 
Conncell mct , and conſidering the great dang:r the Kingdome Was in , and 
how money minht be raiſed im caſe of that eminent danger for the K ing- 
domos dofence , Which could not ſtay the delay of a Parliament , and bm 
the A ings Ce ﬀ. ri had not ſufficient in them , They all concluicd , that 
money could ;108 b, hal 7 rY [16 h d fence , Without L mr a char "7 wpon 
the { omminalt) a»d that i V6 3 corll not be Lnid without a Purliahent. 
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Therefore the Lords ar.d Sages then Aſſembled , did thenyſilves for 
that time ſupply the preſent neceſſity with money 'by them lent, and 
adviſed a Parliamons al well tor further ſupply, as for repayment of the 
monies ſo lent. 

The Kingdome cannot bee in greater danger , neither can there 
vee more need of ſapply for detence, then was in that caſe ; yet 
they then ceclared there was no way for ſupply , without a Pariia- 
merry, 

The next Argument uſed to prove the Commiſſion warranted by 
the Common Law » Is from the continual prattiſe of granting ſuch 
Commiſhions in former times , Which is faid to bee enough to declare an 
ancient Fundamentall LaW , or at leaſt to introduce a neW one, And for 
this, foure Preſidents are cited in the time of Hemry the Third, and 
diverſe others in ſeverall Kings Reigns, beginning at 23. Ed. 1. and 
ending at 12. FdW. 4. 

To anſwer theſe, if it ſhould bee admitted that ſome Commilſions 
of this kind have iſſued ; The queſtion now is net de fats what hath 
been done, but what de jwre may bee done , and Preſidents without 
ſome confirmation by judiciall proceedings, are no binding Authorities in 
Liw. 

But more particularly to anſwer theſe Preſidents, and firſt that of the 
fuurtcenth of Hen, 3. mem. 5, Therethe Com 5 ifsion istothe Biſhop of Ro- 
cheſter , to the then Steward of the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and to the 
Sheriffs of the County of Kent and others, to coinpell men to bg ſworn 
and aſſeſſed to, Armes, 4s they were [Worn in the time of King John; 1n 
thi Commiſsion wee obſerve , firſt, That the Aſzize is {{t to which 
they ſhall bee {worne, and not left to the diſcretion of the Commilsioners ; 
and {0 is no warrant for this of ours, yet that it ſelfe is not legall ; Secondly, 
in that none are commanded to bee ſworne or Aﬀefſed for any lands, but 
thoſe that are bound by their Tenures to finde Armes; Thirdly , By that 
commuſhon men are {worne and aſleſſed to Armes, 4s they Were i# the time 
ef Kirg John, and it appeares not that there was then any Law for ſwear; 
men ts Armes, if there was not, the King by his Commmitſsion coul4 
not compell men to bee ſworne without an AA of Parliament ; and 
it doth not appeare that there was any Law to compell men to bee ſworne 
to Armes, before the Statute of pwincheſter , 13. Ed. 1. for if there were, 
that Statute as to that point had been to no purpole : Fourthly , in that Com- 
milgon there is no power for conduRing men out of their Counties, 4s 
there is in this ; Fi hly , neither is there any power for mpriſoning n 
caſe of refuſall, as is in this; further , by the words of that — C 
SiH cate, 
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{:1te, it's rather implied that the King could not by Law affeſſe men to Arms, 
and that that Commiſſion was rather a deſire of the King, that his Subjects 
would ſo Arme themſelves, then any way intended to be compulſory ; The 
words arc, Et quia preditta forma non fuit eis prins ſmſficienter oftenſa manda. 
rims prediflo vicecomiti, quod ſi ea ad preſens prompta non habeant, non ponat 
eos in defanltam nec ea occaſione aliqnid de ſuo capiat, ſed eos diſftringat ad eg 
habend. de caters [ub forma preditta : Before that tume they were not acquain. 
red with this manner of Arming themſclwes ; Therefore, a/rhowgh they have 
not their Arms ready, they ſhall not [uffer for their dr (au't, but ſhall bs diſtrai. 
ned, to have them ready againſt another day , If there had beene any Law for 
that manner of Armin, by common intendment, the people could riot have 
bceene WNACGWAL nted withir. 

For that of Afarthew Paris of 36, Hey. 3. *tis not to be found a- 
mongſt the Records of that time; he only faith, That the King ſent forth 
writs for that purpoſe , but fets not downe there what the Writs were 
howbcit in the Addiramerte in the laſt Edition of Matthew Paris in the 
fol. next after the eAdver/aria, one of thoſs Writs are ſet downe werba- 
tim, Which Writ did Iflue 26. Hey, 3. as appeares by the Record , 26. 
Herr, 3. ma. 10. dorſ7, and beares refte the ſime day of the n oneth, there 
was then the ſame Chancellor, arid it agrees with that which is cited to 
be 36. Hen, 3- which ſhewes *ewas only the miſtake of Afarcthewv Pars 
of the yeare 36. for 26, Butneither in that Writ ſet downe in the Addi- 
ramenta, or in the Record is there any mention of priſtina corſurrndo for 
iſſuing ſuch Writs; ſo that to prove that former cultome, ther's only the 
conjc<cure of an Hiſtorian ; who fo little underſtood it, that he miltooke 
the Writ in time 1@. yeares, and how weake a teſtimony that is to prove 
the Law to be fo, all men will eafily difcerne. Beſides, there is nct any 
mention there for muſtering or enrolling, as in the Anſwer is faid there 
was : But in that Writ (ris true) all men are commanded to be ſworneto 
Armes, and the particular aſlize is there expreſſed, and by the {ame Writ 
molt of the things are commanded that are after enacted by the Statute 
of Wincheſter, 13, Edw. 1. So that they that go about to prove frem that 
Writ, thatthe King at the Common-Law may grant a Commiſtion of Ar- 
Fay, May as welltherby prove the Commen Law to be, that the King may 
make a Law to have the force of an AR of Parliament cither for the im- 
poling Oathes upon his Subj.&s, or for impriſoning the perſons of ſuch 
a5 (hall travell through a Towne from Sunne ſet to Sunne riſing ; or com- 
pcll ike Hundred to repay ſuch mony as any man hath been robbed off with- 
mn the Hundred ; all which are contained in that Writ, and moſt of them 
are afterwards enacted in 13. £dw. 1, which they would not have beene, 

had 
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had they beene legal{ before. But Writs or Commiſſions that iſſued ene. 
ly in thoſe times will not make a concluding preſident to prove the Law, 
forin the ſame place where the Hiſtorian mentions the iſſlaing of that Writ : 
Ho tels us of the differences begwixt the King and his people about their h- 
bertics ; where he ſaith, the King #b/erved not the Statute of Magna Char- 
ta, wor Charta de Foreſta ; Which much diſcontemted the Subjefts, a2 4p- 
peares by their high expreſſions there recited, whith wee purpolely omit to 
mention. 

In thoſe times 'tis apparent that many 1llegall Writs and Commiſſions 
ifaed forth that diicontented the p. ople ( amongſt whichthis might pro- 
bably be one ) which was the caule that the people did fo often $3, to 
taye the naming of their Chancellor , that fo there might not be ſo ma- 
ny invaſions upon their Liberties by colour of fuch Writs and Comiſſi- 
ons under the great Seale : Wee ſhall leave that prefident with this, that 
it hath no colour in it of a Commillion of Array ; It's onely toſwearmen 
to Armes according to a certzine aflize therein preſcrided, which al- 
though it be wholly againſt Law, yet 'tis not ſo dangerous as ours, which 
leaves all to the ditcretion of Commiſſioners. For that in 48. Hen. 3. 
rot. Pat. AM. 3. There bcing then an Invaſion feared, the Sheriffe is com- 
manded ro ſummon all Knights and Freeholders which are able to beare 
Armes , and have either 5", or 1o\. Land, that they come With ſpeed in 
their proper perſons to the K mg , Where ever he hall 5e, With Horſes and 
Armes to refiſt the Kings forraigne enemies , and this they are to doe «p- 
on paine of forfeiture of all their Lands : and they are further thereby com- 
manded tro provide to ſuſtaine themſelves in the Kings Army for three 
Weeks after Aſichaclmas, if need be : nd the Sheriffe there is to provide, 
That thoſe Horſe or Foot-men that come to the King, and are not able t9 
maintaine themſelves, their charges fhall be borne by th: County, and he to 
leavy it accordingly : all which is nothing to the Gommillion of Array, 
men are not there to be eharged with Arms, but they are to come with 
thoſe that they have ; neither can any man jultifie that Commilſſion to bee 
legall, except he will fay the King may compell his SubjeRts to cometo him 
at his command with Horſe and Armes, upon paine of forfeiture of all 
their Lands, and that men are bound to go to the King to his Holt , at 
their owne charge, or that the King may charge the County to finde Men 
to ſerve him in his Warres at their owne charges, all which are within 
the fayd Commiltion., | 

For the other of 48. He. 3. ms. 7. dorſ. it hath no ſhew of a Commillion 
ef Array init, but is only a ſammons of Eſcuage for thoſe that held of the

Tor the relt of 8he preſidents infilted upon, to prove the power of granting 
{ch Co:nmiſſions to be in the King by the common Law , they are enely 
quoted, but it appeares not oy the Anſwer what they are ; they are all intime 
between 23.Edw.1.and 12.Edw.4, during all which time , the Statute of 
Wincheſter, 13.EdW.1. was in force , .and to all of them wee ſay thus much in 
venerall : F irit, that Commiſhons of Array might lawfully iflue during all 
that time,that is, from 23. Ed. 1. till 12. Ediv.4. tor in all that time the Sta. 
tute of pyinchefter was in force, but now its repealed : Secondiy, T hat all the 
Commillions of Array that iſſued forth in tart time, to charge men with 
Armes, {ccundum ſtatum > facultates, were warranted by that Statute 
which faith, That all men ſhall be ſworne to Armes , 2ccording to the 
quantics of their lands and goods : and all Commutions that ifſued 
af;er that Statute which impoſed a preater aliize , or other. penalty to be 
laid upon the Subj<t then were prelcrived by that Stature, were all of them 
a21inlt Law, 

The Preſidents cited are many of them to charge men with Armes, either 
Statum (unm decentia , Or ſecundum ſtatum & facultates, or according to 
thc Statute of Wincheſter, and thoſe are all warranted by that Statute as tothe 
point of charging men with Armes : But moſt of the Commiſſions that 
rune fo, have other clauſes in them, which are clearly againſt Law, 
which to recite particularly , would too much inlarge this our Declara- 
ton. 

Of the multitude of Preſidents cited there is not one before Henry the 
fourths time , which agrees with the Commiſſion now in queſtion , but 
they differ from it in many materiall things. Some of them being onely 
ſummons of Ecuage , for thoſe that hold by Knights Service , tome of 
them commanding men to provide Horle and Armes for themſelves, 
ſuch as themſclves ſhould thinke fit ; others of them to aflemble together 
the armed men in their proper Counties for defence of their owne Coun- 
ties, as thoſe for Northumberland and Cumberland were to defend them- 
{clves =_ the Scots : And thoſe of Effex, Kent, and Saffolke , tor de- 
fence of the maritine parts againſt torraigne enemies, nothing at all to 
the Commiſſion of «Array now in queſtion. And from the beginning of 
Henry the fourths time, till 1 2.£4dWw.4. there are not above two of the Pre- 
ſidents cited that agree with the Commiſhon new in queſtion : And 
thoſe that will argue from thoſe Preſidents cited in the Anſwer , That 
the King by the common Law may grant ſuch a -Commillion as this, 
may as well. maintaine from them that the King may compell his Sub- 
jets to arme themiclves upon paine of fortciture of all their Lands 
and Coods, or that for not oveving, the King may ſeize their Lands 
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nd Goods, or may grant Commiſſions to raiſe what number of men 
bee pleaſes to ſerve him in any place that hee ſhall appoint , orthat hee 
may compell Counties to find and maintaine Souldiers at their owne 

,all whichare againſt the knowne fundamentall eſtabliſhed Lawes and 
cratutes ofthe Kingdome, and 5 none ef theſe but have warrant from ſome 
of thoſe Preſidents quoted in the Anſwer, 

But ir is objeRed that all the forefaid CommiAlions for hnding of 
armes /ecundum ftatum > facultates, were warranted by the common 
Law, and that the Statute of Wincheſter, 1 ;. FdWw.1. extended not to find- 
ng of Armes for defence of the Kingdome , for / faith the Penner of the 
Anſwer ) that Statute Was onely intended to have men arme themſelves for 
be preſervation of the peace of the Kingaome at ordinary tirncs 4 ainſt R i= 
11;Theeves, and Robbers, and not againſt forraign exemies, And this hee urges 
fom ſeverallreaſons. Firlt , trom the perrineſſe of the Armes impoſed by that 
Havre, Which are not ( faith hee ) fir to defend the Kingdome again(t [nva- 
fsxs, Secondly , from the you of Lands and Goods charged ; It is 
faid , none above fifteen powna Lands , and forty marks Goods , and {o une 
ter thoſe proportions are charged , Thirdly , from the Words of the «Aft, 
and the «Articles of enquiry upon the ſaid «Aft, and from the Words 
of the Statute of 3. Edward the third, cap. 6. The Words are, That evey one 
ball have in his houſe harneſſe to keep the peace , and the Articles of 
enquiry are onely for the peace, Fourthly , in that none of the (ommi|/- 
fons after that ſtatute of Wincheſter 13. Edward the firſt, did agree With 
the aſſize therein preſcribed, 

Togive particular anſwers to theſe objeRtions, it will be fit to conſider the 
words of this ſtatute of 1 3. F. 1. cap. 6. Which are : And further it 15 com* 
marded that every man have in his bouſe Harneſſe for to keepe the peace 
after the ancient Aſſizs. That 1s to ſay; Every man bet\veen the age of. fif 
rr:n and threeſcore , ſhall bee aſſeſſed and ſWorne to Armes according to the 
mantity bf their Lands and Goods. That is, to Wit , from fifteen pound Lands, 
and forty marks Goods, an Ha\vberke, a Breſt-plate of Iron, a SWord, a K nife, 
and an horſe; and for ten pound Lands, and t\venty markes Goods, an Ha\vberke, 
a Breft-plate of Iron, a SWord, and a Knife; and for five pound Lands , a doub- 
{t, a Breſt-plate of Iron, a Sword, and a Knife; and for forty _—_y Land, 
and more wnto 100, ſhill. of Land, a S\vord, BoW , and ArroWer, and a Knife; 
end be that hath Iefſe then tWenty Marks in Goods, ſhall have a Sword, Knife, 
end other Weapons; and all that may fall have Bowes and Arrowes ont of the 
Forreſt; and viev of Armes ſhall bee talen t'\vo times evtry yeare, andin all 


Hundreds and Francheſſes , two Conſtables ſhall be choſen to make the vieW of 
Arms, &c, 
S{1I 3 For 
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"For tha firſt objeRion, from the perrineſſe of the Armer , mentioned in this 
Statute, wee ſay, that for ought appeares, the Armes there mentioned were 
moſt etthe Arms then in uſe : There are Hawberks, which the Anſwer inter. 
prets to bee Gorgers, There are Breft-plates of Iron, Swords, Knives, and 
Hor(es , Bowes and ArroWves : By Horſes there, it cannot ſecundum [wbje. 
Alam materiam , but be intended of Hor/es With armed men , otherwiſe w 
uſe are Horſes of , cither tor preſervation of the Peace , or preven- 
ting Invaſions , and why the Statute ſhould not extend to all man. 
ner of Horſe armes, there can no good reaſon bee given; the Statute be- 
ing for Publique defence ſhall be expounded beneficially tas the Common- 
Wealth, 

For the ſecond objeRion from the guantir of the Lands and Goods 
charged;veing but 15. {i. Lands, and 4v. markes = 5, at the highelt , where. 
npon it 15 inferred, Such a charge is not [uſſicient to defend againſt Forr aigne 
invaſions, therefore the Statute extends only to proviſion of Arms, to prevent 
breach of the peace, for Which theſe proportions c barged may Well ſerve. 

For this; we deny that this Statute extends anely to 15. {i, Lands, and 40, 
markes Goods, and to proportions under them : Thelc of 15. ti. and 49, Mari, 
and the leſſe proportions, are put for examples, and not to exclude thoſe that 
have above choſe values in Lands or goods; the intent being that every one ac» 
cordingto the proportion of his eſtate (be it more or lefle ) (hall find Armes 
according to the aſsize therein preſcribed; And this will be cleare from the 
words of the [tatute whicharc generall; Every man ſhall be ſworne and aſſeſſed 
to Armes according to the quantity of his Lands and goods, that is the gencrall 
rule for Arms; And the following words ſetting downe after wht pro- 
portions men ſhall be aſſeſſed are particular inſtances to direct and guide the 
Commitſsioners how thc y ſhall charge all men with Arms in the execution 
of their Commilſsion, according to the quantity of their Lands and Goods, And 
if onely theſe particulars mentioned ſhould be included within the Statute, the 
former generall words would be void and to no purpoſe; and it is a good 
rule in Law, in expoſition of Statutes, foto expound them, that one part doe 
not overthrow another, but that all parts may ſtand together : It was neceſſs- 
ry there ſhould bee a particular afsize ſet, to take away the /atirude, that 
otherwiſe the Commiſsioners might aſſume to overcharge men by rea 

of the former gexerall words ; the Statute never intended to exclude them 
whoſe tates were above the examples mentioned , but to have the afgze 
there mentioned a preſident for all eſtates after thoſe proportions ; it is a rule 
inLiw, Fxemplaillnſtrant, non reſtringunt legem; It this ſhould not bee the 
ſenſe of the At, what juſtice was therc in it, to charge men of 15, /i, land pr 
Annum, and to leave out men of 1560, 5. land per annum. :

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For the objetion from the words of the Statute, which ſpeak onely of 
the preſervatios of the peace , and the articles of enquiry upon the Staine, 
whichare to enquire if men bave Weapons in their houſes for the keeping of the 
peace, and the ſtatute of 2 EF. 3. cap.6, which ſaith, that for the keeping of the 
Prace, the Statute of Wincheſter ſhall be obſerved, we fay that it tollowes not, 
xcauſe the Statutes ſpeaks of preſervation of the peace, that therefore it 
hould not be intended for defence agamit Invaſions; Is not"the peace as 
much, nay more broken Ly [nvaftons and Rebellions , then by Theeves and 
Kebbers 2 And had not the [tatute need tocxtend to thoſe as well as to theſe ? 
As fox the diltinAtion of erdinary and extraordinary breach, there is no ſuch 
to be found in the [tatute, Er wbs lex non diſtingwit, non eſt diſtingwendum : tor 
the Articles upon the ſtazute that are to enquire onely , whether Weapons bee 
bept for the preſervation of the peace ; That ſhall be intended as well forthe 

wition of the peace _ rebellions and Invaſions, as againlt theeves 
ind robbers, and ſo likewite for the ſtatute of 2 E. 3. cap. 6. which faith, that 
fir the preſervation of the peace, the Statute of Wincheſter ſhall be obſerved, 
lag was faid before) the peace is more broken by the one then by the 

In Edvard the ſeconds time as appeares 9. F. 2. rot. pat. 1.91. 32, when 
the Scots were ready to invade the Kingdome, the ſtatate of Winchefter was 
recited, and preclaimed, and all men were cominanded to arme themſelves 
«cording t0 that ſtatute to reſiſt the Srots, and to defend the Kingdome , and 
ropell the enemies, The like was 15. E. 2. Rot. pat. 3. p. m.7. They in thoſe 
times thought that ſtatute extended to prevent an /nv/4;-9n, as Well as to pre- 
lve the peace or ordinary times, 

Forthe laſt objeRion from the Commiſions granted after the Statute of 
Wacheſter, concerning which it is ſaid, firſt, they Were not grounded upon that 
Statute, becanſe they did not mention it, and {econdly,that diverſe of them ave 
tar) from the afſize there preſcribed, and ſo Were not gr onnded upon that Sta- 
me .but were Warranted onely by the Common-LaW; we ſay as before, that all 
the Commifsions that were granted after this Statute which gave power to 
the Commilsioners to charge acn ſecundum ſftarum facmltates , tor 10 
much were warranted by this Statute, the words thereof being , that every 
"es ſhall be aſſeſſed according to the quantity of his lands and goods and then 
ltsdowne the particular atsize that (tall be for lands and goods, {o that that 
ule is a direion to the Commiſsioners after what proportion they (hall 
uleſſe men for their lands and goods in execution of ſuch a generall Com- 
nikon; and if they varied from that afsize, what they did therein was with- 
at warrant, and illegall: And forthe opinion of the two [nage} mentioned 


the an/Wer,that by preſidents in former timerythe Kings of this Realm niger 
fra' 
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grant Commi|ſtoners of Array for defence of the K imgdome : It 18 very true, 
they might doe ſo at any time from 13. Ed. 1.the Statute of Wincheſter, til 
that Statute was repealed, which was 21. Jac. and now it being repealed they 
cannot grant ſuch Commilſstons. = 

Bat more fully to give ſatistaRion to all theſe objections, and to prove 
that the Statute of wincheſter was intended for proviſion of eArme: 
for the defence of the Kingdome, as well as for the preſervation of the 
peace at ordinary times, wee ſhall put the Statute of 5. H. 4. cap, 3. the 
words whereof are, Bee it ordained that the Watch wpon the Sea coaf 
ſhall be made by the number of the people in the places, and in manur 
and forme as they were Wont to bee made in times paſt, an4 that in the ſam: 
caſe the Starnte of Wincheſter bee kept and obſerved, That this Statuteof 5, H 
4. cap. 3. Was made for defence of the Kingdome , will appeare, firlt by 
the Petition upon which that A&t was paſſed , which faith , that rhe zee- 
left of Watching en the Sea coaſts is to the great dammage and perill of the 
Realme. Secondly, from the cauſe of the making thereof, which was this; 
The yeare before the French had invaded the Kingdom, and there was now 
feare of their returning ; and that this was the cauſe of making that 
Statute , appcares by the Parliament Rolls of that yeare, whercin it 15de+ 
clared, that the French inten ted forcibly to enter the Kingdome and deſtroy 
it, and that At is made to prevent this 1nvalion, and for defence of the King- 
dome, and for this, it faith , rhere ſhall be watches kept on the Sea coaſts, 
and in that caſe the Statute of iincheſter ſhall bee obſerved , to that hence it 
1s apparent the Statute of princhefter extended to watching upon the Sea 
coalts intime of an 1nvation fearcd ,and therefore was for defence of the King- 
dome : And this Statute of 5. H. 4 is not Intr94»fHio nove legis , but onely 
confirms the Statute of 11incbeſter. 

Another proofe that the Statute of Wincheſter was intended for pro- 
viſion of Armes for detence of the Kingdome is the judgement of the Purli- 
ament , 3« KR, 2, Rot, Parl. n. 36. in a Petition that paſſed both Houles; 
the words of it are, Irem, Whereas it 35 ordained by the Statute of Wincheſter 
and other Statutes that every man ſhall be armed and arrayed according to their 
Eſt ates for the defence of the Realme, by reaſon of Which Statutes every LL 
1 armed according to bus Eſtate, and ſome men arme themſelves bryoud their 
Eſtates, as thoſe iy Northumberland, and the borders : Complaint is there 
made that the Parſons and Vicurs tabe their Armes for mortuaries , and fo 
this they pray reticte , and that their Armes may goe to their hexes 
or executors for the defence of the Realme : This opinion of the Park 
ment there anſwers the maine objeRions formerly made , 2s firſt to that 
that 1s objected p that the Starmtes of H incheſter provided rely for preſer- 

vation 
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vation of the peace and not for publique defence ; it is here ſaid in termes, that 
the Statute of Winchefter Was for the defence of the Realme; 2nd for the obje- 
Rionthat it extends onely to fhfteen pound land, and forty markes goods, 
2nd not above ; 'it 1s here anſwered in theſe words, that by the Statute of 
Wincheſter, all men ſhall bee armed and arrayed according to their eſtates for 
the defence of the Realme , by reaſon of which Statzte , every nuan is armed 
according to his eſtate , and ſome beyond ; here they declare that the Armes 

ſcribed by that Statute were for detence of the Realme. Secondly, in that 
it is faid, that every man is armed according to bis eftate , it ſhewes that they 
inthat Parliament deemed that the Statmice of Wincheſter extended as well 
toall proportions above 15. /i, and 40, markeS, as to thoſe under, and cx- 
cludes none, but includes all. 

And laltly , it eppeares that if a Commiſſiqg iflue to cauſe men to 
bee armed and arrayed , ſecundum ftatum > facultates , it is within the 
Statute of Wincheſter , although it mention not the allize in particular 
therein preſcribed ; for it faith that by that Statute every man ſhall arme 
himſelf? according to his eltate and faculties , and it mcntioneth no aſ- 
[1ZC 

And inthe time of Eaby. 3. his learned Councell at Law did then conceive 
that this ſtatute was made for the ſafety and defence of the Kingdome , as 
zppeares by one of the Preſidents cited in the anſwer, Rot. Sc. 10. Edw. 3. 
memb. 10. where a Commmillion is granted to cauſe men to bee armed 
_— to their eſtates, and expreflcth the afsize in the [tatute of, Winche- 
fter, and faith that the arming ſhall be ſecundum formam ſtatuti apud Win- 
ton . pro ſecuritare C defenſione Regni editi, 

We have ſpent the more time in clearing this , becauſe kereupon depends 
molt of the matcriall things in the a»/wey, for the proving of the legality of 
the Comiision by the Common Law, and this bring thus cleared, wee doubt 
not but 1t will give ſatisfaRtion to any indifferent man. 

But before wee paſſe from this Statute of Wincheſter , one thing more 
1s obſervable , which is , that men were compellable at the Common 
Law to arme themſelves alt h it was for preſ&vation of the peace, 
it they were , that Statute had beene ncedleſle which is compullory , 
yet the penner of the Anſwer will have a power in the King by the 
Common Law , to charge men with Armes, for defence of the King- 
dome, Why ſhall not the Common Law as well provide for prefcr- 
vation of the peace, of which there is continuall uſe; as for defence a- 
gainſt invaſions , which are ſcldome attempted? It is a rule in Law that 
ad ea que frequentiug accidunt jura adaptantur , the Liw makes proviſion 
ter thoſe things that there is moſt frequent need of. Before we leave that 
Tette part 
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part of the anſwer wherethe labour isto prove the ſaid Commiſſion warran. 
Þcd by the Common Law ; In regard that the penner of the faid an{wer hath 
endeavoured to prove it by the Conquerours Lawes, and by the Preſidents in 
Hen, the thirdstume, that the Common Law then was , that the King might 
charge his Subje&ts with Armes for defence of the Kingdome , wee ſhall 
by thoſe very Lawes and by Irefidents of thoſe and aftzrtimes make it appa- 
rent that the King could not then charge any of his Subjects either to tinde 
Arms, or to ſerve in perſon other then ſuch of them as were thereunto 
bound by their tenures or contraRts, nor thoſe any further or otherwiſe 
then they were thereunto bound by their tenures or contrafts, whence it 
will follow, that till 13. EZdw. 1. there was no Law to compell men 
otherwayes to finde Armes, then as aforeſaid , and that Law being now 
repealed, as it was by thy Statute of 21. /acobi, there 19 now neither Com. 
mon Law nor Statute Law to compell any men to finde Armes, but thoſe 
that are bound to doe it by their tenures or contrats. To make this cleare we 
ſhall begin with the Conquerours Lawes, inrolled in the red book 1n the Ex. 
chequer; the words are, Volamus etiam > firmiter precipimns + concedimu 
guod omnes liberi homines totins monarchie Regnt noftri preditts habeant & 
teneant terras [nas + poſſeſſiones ſnas bene (5 un pace libere ab omni exattione 
n;uſta, (> ab omni tallagio; ita quod mbil ab es exigatur vel capiatur niſi ſer- 
vitinm ſunm liberum qu0d de jure nobus facere debent  facere tenemtur , & 
prout ſtatutum eſt ets C> illts a nobi: datum & Conceſſnm jure hereditario 1m- 
prypetunw per commune confilium totins Regm noftri. Theſe words are plainand 
full char all men ſhall be free from all taxcs,and the words, > ab own tallagio, 

Cc. makes it apparent , that the King cannot require any thing of any 
mn, but what he 1s bound to doe by his tenure; the words are fo generall,that 
they extend to all taxes whatſoever , as well 2s thoſe for defence 2$others. 
Another Law of the Conquerours is that, whereof part is cited by the pen- 
ner of the Anſwer, but hee leaves ont the moſt materiall part of it with an 
&c, The words are , Statwimuw etiam & firmiter precipimus , ut omnes Co- 
mes, Barones & milites, & ſervientes, (+ univerſs libers homines toring

#ram plenam, This explaines the other, and ſhewes what the ſervices 
are 
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ze that may bee required of the NY that is, that thoſe that hold 

Knights ſervice (hall alwayes have Horfe and Armes , and thoſe they 
muſt have that they may doe their ſervice to the King or other Lords, 
when it is needfull ; theſe tenures , as appeares by the faid Lawes; and by 
the authorities before cited , were created for defence , and they were 
the onely proviſion that the Conquerour made for defence ; and in 
thoſe Lawes are negative wogds that nothing cls ſhall bee demanded. 

Asthe Law was in the Conquerours time; fo it continaed in Hewry the 
thirds time ; for then no man was bound to doe any military ſervice , 
hee was thereunto bound by his tenure or contraRt ; and therefore t 
ſummons of E/cxage was to thoſe onely that held by Knights ſervice, 
they being onely bound to performe that ſervice for the defence of the 
Ralme, and if at any time more was required cither for Armes , or other- 
wiſe then they were bound to by their tenures, the King did acknow- 
ledge it, and then declare and grant to his Subjes, and their heires, that 
it ſhould not treyne to their prejudice , nor to bee dravne into conſequence 
or example for after times : That King would never have done fo if hee could 
oy the Common Law have compelled his SubjeRs at his pleafure to hnde 
Arms, and to ſerve with them. The grants that this King made in this kinde 
were many , one of which wee ſhall here ſet downe at large ; it was made 
48, Hen, 3. Rot. paten. 1.2, intheſe words:

Preta- 
tirac omnibus aliis prediftis pro nobis + beredibus noſtriz, = id quod nobis 
n articulo neceſſitatic pred. fecerint ſihi non cedat in prejudicium nec impoſte- 
rum trahatur in con/uetudinem vel conſequentiam , nec ad hujuſmods ſervi- 
tinm vel ſubſidinms faciend. compellantur ita tawiin quod ſervitium [unm 
114 nobts debent faciant temporibus futnris cunt ſuper hoc 4 nobis futrint 
reqm irs in emu Cc. Te. R. apud weſtm. 18. die Ollobris &c. It appeares 
bythis Record, that all or moſt ot the Kings SabjeAs in that articulo neceſſita- 
tt; for defence of the Realm did more then they were bound to doe by their 
tenures, ſome did ſervice that oWed none, others performed more then they Were 
bored to doe; it isimplyed by the Record that they had a larger ſummonsthen 
ws uſuall in times before paſt, now the King taking notice of their readineſle 
toferve him , and minding; their indempnities doth grant to them and thair 
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heires that what they had done tn thoſe preſent ſtraights ſhould net tun to their 
prejudice, nor be draWvn into conſequence or cuſtom for after times , but yet the 
King will have them that ove hum ſervice to perform it when they ſhall bee ye« 
quired: which ſhewes that none were compcllable to provide arms, or ſerye 
with them, but thoſe that were bound theretv by tenure,all cle are free, v, 48, 
H, 3. pat. Ma. 6. accord. | | 

The like appeares by 48. H.3.4.11.Dorſſ. to Norff. and Suff There it ap- 
peares that forraign exemics had raiſed great forces and made themſelues ready 
to invade the K wg dom to deſtroy King and people. T he Sheriffe is commanded 
toenjoyn all men to prepare horſe and arms to Which they are ſworn, torelilt that 
preſent dangers man is to make any excuſe although it Was 113 harveſt timegbe- 
cauſe the neceſſity admits no del ay,and there the King grants and declares,that 
what they ſhall then doe hat be n0 prejudice to them , neither ſpall it be brought 
into cuſtom. By this it is apparant that all were ſummoned to provide korſe and 
arms for defence,and that what they did ſhould not be to their prejudice; if in 
any caſe men were compellableto arm themſelves,here was good cauſe for it, 
but if it be ſaid that rhey Were here compellable, why then ſhould the King pro- 
miſe that it ſhould not be brought into conf.quence, nor ſhould be to the pre- 
judfce of them or their heires,the like was granted 8, H.3.Rot. pat. memb.2.6. 
This King alone did not make ſuch acknowledgment and declaration,but ma- 
ny Kings lince have done the like; which (had they had ſuch a prerogative to 
charge men with arms(asinthe anſwer 1s ſuppoled )they would not ſo eafily 
hxve made ſuch declarations againſt their own right. E.1. aSappears 31. E.1, 
rot. pat. Ma. 37, made the like declaration to his SubjeRs that cametohim 
with horſc and armes againſt his :nemiesand Rebcls the Scots, The like 11, 
12.& 13. . 2. Rot. Sco. Ma. 7.13. 

An.10.E.2.rot.pat.p.1. 14.26.1t appears there,that the Lords & Commons 
in 9, E.2.had granted tothe King out of every Tow"* (except Cities and Bo- 
roughs) a fafficient man to be armed at the charge of the town from whence 
he came, and the particular arms are there mentioned with which he ſhall bee 
armed. This grant was made to defend the King and Kingdom againſt the 
Scots,the King being willing to provide for the indempnity of the Lords and 
Commons, as( he ſaith)is jult he ſhould declare,that that grant ſhall not beto 
the prejudice of them nor their heires, nor be brought intv conſequence. The 
next we ſhall put, isa Commiſſion granted by E.3. 19. E.3.rot. pat. part-l. 
Ma.26.Dorſſ.direRted to divers Gentlemen of Lincs/n- ire,reciting that the 
Reels and the Kings enemies , as well French as Scots and their accon- 
plices, had endeavored with all their force to invade the Kingdom of Eng- 
land ; the King to reſiſt them, and to have the Armed power of the 
Kingdom in readinefle, for the preſervation of the peace by the _ 
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ofthe Prelates. Peers, and other wiſe men, ordained that all but Clergy ſhoul4 
be aſſeſſed to armes according to analsize, then ſet what every one ſhould find 
from 5'. to 1097. land, and fo upwards. This Comiſsion was grounded upon 
1n Ordinance made by the King, Prelates, Pceres, and other wite men who 
were the Kings Countell, they by that Ordinance preſcribed an afsize which 
exceeded that impoſed by the Star. of Wincheſter, 13. £4. 1. Therefore in the 
next Parliament which was 20.E. 3. Rot. Parl. N. 12. > 13. This Comifcion 
wascomplained of, as appears by the Petitions & the Kings Anſw.thereto; in 
which he ſaith, that they all knew they had often promiſed him in Parliament, 
for defence and fafety of the Kingdom of Eng/and,toayde him with their per- 
{ons and all they could,and that the Grandees and wile men( which were the 
Kings Countcll jdid ordaine the aſsize mentioned in the Commiſion : yet the 
King wills and declares in Parliament, that what was done in that necellity, 
(hall not be drawn into conſequence or example : here isthe opinion of the 
Lords and Comons, as appears by their Petition, that impoſing of Armes 0- 
therwiſe then according to the Stat, of Wincheſter was againſt Law, which the 
Kingin his Anſwer agrees unto, which is an At of Parliament in point, and 
proves that it could not be done, although for the defence of the Kingdome. 
The laſt in this kind that we ſhall inſilt pon, is a Cimſion of Array, which 
wrees with the Comiſſion now in queſtion, in molt of the particulars therein 
contained,yet it wants ſeverall of the illegall clauſes that are inours, It iflued 2. 
R, 2.v0t. pat. p. 1. Mag. Dorf]. Itappears by the Record,that the Comiſſion 
ilued by the ad vice of theKingsCounſell when theKindom was in danger by 
Seaand Land,yet the King there comands the Comilſioners to publiſh and de- 
clre that it is not his intent, nor the intent ofth-: Counſell, that the ſaid Ordi- 
nance and accord which was then only tor neceſſity,and for the (afcty and de- 
f:nce of the whole Realme ſhall turne to their prejudice, or be brought to ex- 
ample or conſequence. By theſe preſidents before cited, beſidesthe Conque- 
rours Lawes here are 5. of His Majeltics Progenitors,and Kings of this Realn 
in immediate diſcent, diſclaiming apon Record any power inthe Crowne of 
England by the Comon Law of charging the Subject with arms or otherways, 
then according to thoſe Tenures; although for defence of the Kingdom diverſe 
of which Kings have bin ever ſince their times, famous for their wiſdome and 
valour, and known to have bin tender of their Prerogative, and zealous main- 
tainers thereof ; and if the Penner of the Anſwer had produced fo many con- 
tefſions of the Kings right by the SubjeRs, even when their Liberties wereat 
the loweſt ebbe, wee might then have been more induced to beleeve, that the 
King had power by the Common Law to iſſue ſuch Commiſſions, then from 
all the Arguments uſed by him in the Anſwer. And whereas the Penner 
of the faid Anſwer would inſinuate unto the people, that wee doe not now 
lubmit to what our Anceſtors have in things of this kind ; upon what hath 
Tttttt 3 deene 
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Leen aid we leave all men to judge whether thoſe kings before fpoken of 
would have made thoſe Declarations, unlefle they had been defired foto do 
their ſubzeRs, and unleſſe they had fore-ſeen that without doing thereof t 
could not have given ſfatisfaQtionto their ſubjects in their jult rights & liberties, 
But if the commiſſion ſhould faile at the common Law, then in the anſwer 
it is indeavoured to be made good by a ſtatute of 5.H.4. which is ſaid inthe 
anſwer to be by our former Declaration confeſſed to be #n at : To which'we 
ay firlt, That it is fo confeſſed in our Declaration not fimply, but firſt yrith re. 
ference tothe Kings Proclamation, which cals it an a& , and ſecondly, By 
of admittance only,and if our toriner Declaration had fo granted it to be _—_ 
as is pr:tended, we would fain know of the contriver of the anſwer what 
the menning of theſe words in the ſame Declaration, fol.7.and /wrely had it heed 
conceived in thoſe times that the forme of the Commiſſion agreed pon 5,Hen. 4," 
there emered had been by that Parliament enafted,they World not have iſſned( 
many Commiſſions of different words and matter ) and agtine, fol. 12, it 15 faid, 
(That as they did not complain of it, fo they did not give it any eſtabliſhment 
by Parliament.)But further, we ſay we are not fatished that that of 5.H.4.con- 
cerning the ſaid commiſſion wasan at of Parliament; 1nd the truth of the caſe 
for that ſtands thus : There were then feverall commiſsions of Array had ifſu- 
ed into all or molt of the Counties of England, all which had one and the fame 
form,a copy of one of them is brought to the Commons,they alter divers clau. 
ſes init and defire the King that no commithon (hall go otherwiſe, or in other 


words, and the King granted it : It is agreed the Commons did not gain-fay 


the iſſuing of this commiſſion , neicher can any man fay that defired the 
ſuing of it, If it be obje&ted,that their not gain-ſaying amounted to an impli- 
cite conſent; admit it ſo,the queſtion then will be, whether this with the Kings 
conſent to it will make it an at,there being in it neither forme nor circumſtan- 
ces,Which are uſuall for the making afts of Patlizment : the Prayer and Peti- 
tion of both Houſes in this or former Parliaments to the King with his afſent 
thereunto,be it for publick Falts, or the like will not make them ſtatutes or 
as of Parliament;yet there is a Petition of Lords & Commonsand the Kings 
aſſent, which is morethen their bare afſentto a thing propounded by the King, 
a$ inthis cx{e;ncither will any man ſay that the Earl of Effex isLord Lieutenant 
of York(hire by a of Parliament, though his Majeſty made him fo upon the 
deſire, or by the privity of both Houſesof Parliament ; If the reaſon to make it 
an At of Parliament becaute the King defired it, and the Lords and Com- 
mons afſented to it, then by the ſame resſfon it will tollow, that whatſoever 
hath beene done in thisor other Parliainents by the conſent of the King, the 
Lordsand Commons thould be an att of Parliament, which we think no man 
will nintame. The conſent of thetkree eftates in Parliament to athing to be 
don? 4»th not make the thing confſentedtoanatt of Parliament, without thoſe 

formes 
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formes and circamltances, whereby they declare their intentiontto have it at1 
1Fof Parliament, In former timesthe regular way for the compleating of an 
1Tof Parliament was the Petition of ths Lor.{s and Commons, and the Kings 
Royall aſſent, and of latter times by bill, which after thrice reading in cither 
Houſe is tendered to His Majeſty for His Royall affent, but in onr cale there is 
no Declaration of any deſrre or conſent that it ſhould be an aR, neither is it 
irawnup into the forme of Statute, or entred upon the ſtat. Roll of that yeare, 
15molt of the ARsof Parliament then were, neither was it ever printed as 
nolt As that ſo much concerned the King and SubjeRts have uſually bin,and 
th: cntring af it in the Parliament Roll ſhall gain it the opinion of an AR of 
Parliament,by the ſame reaſon may it be ſaid that all the Memorand. & orders 
inlike manner entered may be called As of Parl. which cannot be imagined. 

It was not conceived an Aﬀ in 9. H.4.N.36. Rot. Parl. There this Com- 
miſſion is called a Commiſſion enrolled, and not aCommiſſion enaRted, which 
it would have been, had it beene fo eſteemed for N.60.in the ſame Parliament 
Roll, a Petition was preſented tothe King, and they defire that it may be ena- 
Red, enrolled, and prochimed, for a Statute enrolling is not thought ſufficient 
tomake it an AR, and inthe ſame Roll, ſpeaking of a Petition that was pre- 
ſented in 5. H. 4. for the ſucceſſion of the Crowne which was then enacted, 
They call it not a Petition enrolled, but a Petition enacted, or an At of Par- 
lament throughout the Roll : And it is very probable they would have done 
lointhis, had they deemed it an AR of Parliament, 

But it is further objected, that this of 5. H. 4. is an AR of Parliament : and 
that proved by the judgment ofthe Parliament, 7. H.4.N. 36. whereby (faith 
thepenner of the Anſwer ) the Clergie are exempted from the Commiſſion of 
5. and ifthey were not bound thereby (and that they could not unl:fle it were 
in Att ) what need they be exempted ? 

To which we fay that it follows not that that of 5. was an AR becauſe in 7. 
theClergy were exempted : In 5. there was a Commiſſion iſſued forth, and 
that for generality of the words ſremed toextend to all perſons,as well Clergy 
others, which becauſe it was for defence, and grated when the Kingdome 
win great danger, no man did oppoſe. Ther fore the Clergy being within 
the words of that Commiſtion deſire now in 7. that they may be charged by 
themſelves. And in this year of 7. H.4. the cauſe {till continuing that occaſioned 
theiſſuing ofthat of 5. as appeares by the Hiſtories and Parliament Rolls of 7. 
the Commiſſion was alſo ſtill continued, which Commilſion of 5. iſſuing in 
time ofan imminent danger, which danger ſtill continued, the Clergy do not 
defire ex*mption there-from, but that they may be charged by themſclves a 
part, and not with the Laity. And it doth not appeare that that of 7. was an 
AR, but only an accord in Parliament, which is no more then an Order, and 
lis proves rather that that of 5. was no AR, for had it ſo been, kow could his

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of 7.(veing only an Order of Purtiament)have altered it in one of the eſſentiall 
parts, viz. Inthe Commiſſioners power who were to make the Array of all 
SubjeRs as well Clergy as Lay ? Whereas by this of 7. the Clergy are to be Ar- 

rayed, &c. onely by the Arch-buhop : And if that of 7. was an At,this Com. 

miſfion now in queſtion mult needs be again!t it, as not excepting the Clergy, 

But admitting that of 5. was an AR of Parliament : The queltion will be 

firſt, what it enacts; Secondly, for how long time that AR endures. 

;efore we come to theſe particulars, we fay as we did in our former Decls 
ration,that the care ot th: Commons in the amendment of the ſaid Commiſſi. 
on wasonly to take out of the ſame ſuch clautcs as were grievous, hurtfull, and 
dangerous to thoſc Cummilſtoners : The Commons did look to the Commiſ- 
ſioners then named, and not to themſclves, knowing that the Law had made 
ſurhcient proviſionto fave and defend th:m trom any thing that ſhould be exe. 
cuted upon thoſe comilſſions. For thoſe clauſes in the anſw.alleadged to extend 
to others then the Comiſlioners : Tis true thoſe clauſes did ſeem to enlarge the 
power of the Comiſſioners further then it extended after the amendment, yet 
the main end of the Comons in taking out thoſe clauſes wasthe indempnity of 
the Comilſſioners which thev chiefly intended. For the firſt of the clauſes men- 
tioned in the anſwer tobe taken away which was that thecomiſſioners, ſhould 
cauſe to b2 armed all thoſe that were able of body,& had not wherwith to arm 
themſclves. That clauſe did concern the Comiſhioners, & they had good cauſe 
to defire to have it put out; For if they ſhould cauſe ſuch to be armed as had no- 
thing of their own inthe County to (tay them, the Comiſſioners might want 
their Armed men when they had molt need ofthem, which might turne to the 
damage of the Comiſſtoners and ſubjeR them to divers queſtions. And for that 
other clauſcot charging men to contribute to the charges of thoſe that went in 
ſervice. They had good cauſe alſo to have that put out,there being ſo many that 
were to be charged,&no certainrule either inlaw or the comiſſion it (cif to dis 
rect them 1n the charge. We do therefore further attirme as we did in our for- 
mer Decl. that the intent of the Comons there was not to ſettle any power of 
execution of the ſaid Comitsion over the perſons of any to be comanded, but 
only to fave theComiioners in thoſe comiſsions named from danger, &there 
was no miltake in us,but in the penner of the anſwer in attirming the contrary. 

This will further appeare, by conſidering the firſt of thoſe qu. ſtions before 
propounded, namely, What doth the Statute ( admitting it to be one ) enatt ? 

That will :tter bean{wercd by conſidering the words in thetoll which are 
ſet downat large in our former Decl. The words of the prayer are Pricrent as 
Roy que deſore enavant null Comiſſion de larrat tſſeroit autrement ne en autre! 
parroles que eſt contenus en le dit copie. In our former Dec). we tranflated the 
words iſſrr9it a: trement, &c, to lignific iſſne out or ſhould iſe ont other viſe, 
&c, but upon turther oblervation of the tame words, and comparing = 
wit 
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with the words before and after in the {aid Roll we conceiv? that the word 
i.roit may have a moreapt and proper ſignification, namdy, /2/ or, and 
lothe ſence of the wofds will be, That no Commiſſion of Array, that is, 
nave of thoſe Commiſſions before granted, ſhall go otherwiſe, or in other 
words, &c. And that this may be the (ſence of the word i(ſ-roit, appears 
thay. The Commons then knew that before that time Commillions Lad if. 
ſued out to moſt Counties of England (which that they had fo ifſu:d 2 ppcais 
t the Commiſſions themſelves ) thit theſe Commiſſions were inthe (fe 
lime words with the copie ſent to them ; which Commiſions fo iſſued, 
then remaincd in the hands of the Commiſſioners ; all which commiſſions 
had thoſe very clauſes 1n them, which they put out of the copy. They knew 
that whilſt thoſe very commiſſions fo before granted, remained in the Com- 
miſtioners hands, thoſe clauſes which they had raced out of the copy ( they 
beinz{till in the ſaid Commiſſions ) coul4 not be taken away out of thu by 
the ſaid Commiſſioners. Now that thoſe very commilſions might from 
thenceforth be made to go as if the ſaid words and clautes were wholly out, 
was the main endeavour of the Parliament : and for that they pray, q'n/* 
Comm! »n as Larray i ſſcroir AWtronnrirt men antrcs parreles,.c That is, that 
nove of the ſaid Commiſſions fo formerly granted(there being then no other 
commiſſion in queſtion ) ſhould go otherwiſe, or in other words, &c. by 
which delire of theirs they intended that notwithſtanding the commiſſions 
formerly granted had other words in them, yet none of thoſe Commiſſions 


' ſhould go other wiſe, or in other words then according to the copy corrette 


ed by them, and that thoſe words and clauſes put fo: th of the copy ſhould 
from thenceforth be «ſteemed of, no other wile then as if they were not at all 

m the (aid Commilſion. 
Ferthcr,that the intent of the Parliament was, that the Commiſſions then 
formerly ifiucd ſhould co according to the copy by them amended, and that 
the AR extended not to any future commiſſons, app:ars in this, that if this 
ſhould not be the intenrand meaning of the faid At, then the AR it {.lfe 
which ( as appears by the preamble and concluſion ) 15 onely 1atended, for 
the benefit of the Commiſhoners to whom the commiſſions formerly i:lucd 
would be to them of no avail , which cannot be1maginal the Parliament 
ever intended. And if the word i-r2ir ſhould intend to cnable future Com- 
mfſſioners, it would no way « xtend to relicac the then preſent Commillio» 
ners, whom the Parliament took ſpeciall care of,2nd whoſe cakes were only 
thea before tham. And that they did 1,ot intend to make g00d any future 
commſions will appear by this ; Firſt that ſo many commilſions were ifſu- 
& 1mmediatly after this A other wayes and in other words againlt the vc- 
ry letter and ſence of the copy 1n the Roll mentioned ; as may appear oy 
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theſs that were granted immediatly atter the ARt in 6. H.4. whichleave out 
a matcriall clautc for condutting the men at Arms,and armed men ; Where- 
us bad it been intended to extend to future commillions, it ſhould have been 
2 binding predident for all commiſſions that iſſaed out while the AR conti. 
nd, They mult not have iſſued forth autroment or in autres parel:s : Firſt, 
they muſt have had the ſarac cauſe for their 4luing which was an invaſion, 
© condly,they muſt have had the ſame form of words : onely mwtatrs mma; 
for the Kings name, the Commilſtiovers names, and vther matters cf 
torm. Secondly; that the Parliament intended not to inable the iſſuing of fi 
ture commiſſions, may be further proved from a clauſc in the {aid a, which 
IS, 7 que Irs arts Commſſioncrs, Cc That the [a4 Commiſſtoners,their Heirs, 
| xernte) s, or Tertenants by reaſon of any —_— or penaltics, or any other 
tings Comprizcd tu the ſaid commiſſions, be not, or hereafter ſrall not br eny 
ys mol. ted, grit ed, endammaged, or impracked in any time to cone, Tho 
Coummons knew theſe commiſſionersand therefore being confident of their 
1tcciity, defire that they may nct be troubled or moleſted tor any thirg, 
wich is as much, as it they had (aid they are Commillioners,and what ever 
th:y do they ſhall net be queſtioned for it; but it cannot be unagined that a 
arliamcnt would truſt thoſe that after ſhould be comilioners(whom they 
knew not) with ſuch a power as to have a comiſſion wherin they may do or 
leave undone what they will in execution of it,& not to Se queſtioned for it. 
To tkecther quiſtion before propounded, how long thu att -Þ rows ( ac» 
mitting it to be one) endures ? We lay it was but temporary ; hilt in r:{peRt 
of the comnulioners, for whom it was madc,as we have before proved : k- 
condly in reſpec of the caule for which that commiſſicn was granted; Tle 
cauſe appcars ty the preamble of the commiſſion it ſelf, and Ly the Parlta- 
ment rolls of that time, and by our former Dcclaration to be , That the 
French, notwithſtanding the pretent truceghad entred the kingdom and burnt 
divers places in the Land : Therefore to prevent a ſecond invaſion, in cafe 
thcre ſhould be any. and which was then fearcd, this commiſſion was gran- 
tcd, giving power to the commiſſtoacrs to Array, &c and to vanquith the 
{aid envris :; Fixing it tothe th 1 particulir enemies, and to that particuy 
lar invaſion ; So tat when ever thet war was ended, and the danger of that 
inven over, there is an end of the Commiſſion. As it an a of Parliament 
hid Leen made in 88, to have enabled the Queen to grant ſuch a commiſſion

million upon ſuch a Statute to prevent another Spay;/ Invaſion, becauſe all 
in ſuch At was but Temporary. ; 

And tor this of 5. ( what-cver cſtimation it had of an A in the time of 
H. 4. ) we do not finde,that after kis time it was ever mentione1,or named 
or eſteemed to bean Act untill Trinity Term,16.Car. In Paroitys caſe in the 
Kings Bench, where this of 5 H.q. was inſiſted upon; to be an At of Parl:. 
ament, and there Judoe Crook, was of opinion that it wis no AR - orifit 
were, it was but temporary, and Malter Paroirzy who was before commit- 
ted, was bailed. b- 

For the opinion of Sir FdWerd Coke the book is not yet printed,,nor have 
we ſeen it, and therefore can give no particular anſwer to it, but this is well 
known to many of us, that Sir Edward Coke in the Parliament 3 Car. was 
of opinion, that the Law was defective touching this of Arms, and needed a 
ſupply by an Ac of Parl.ament, which he earneltly defired ; And in the G- 
cond part of his 1»ſtir»ter, fol, 528. In his expoſition upon the Statutes of 
Cenfrmarion of the Charters of the Liberties ; Upon all the Statutes concerr- 
ing finding of Arms, he concludes the Law to be, That no man ſhall be char- 
ce{to Arme himſelf or others ; fave ſuch as hold by ſuch ſervice of the King 
or other Lords, whereby they are bound toit, unletle it be by common- cor. 
ſent in Parliament, and faith, That that was the common-Law, which thoſe 
Statutes did but afhirm, which if it teſo (as there is very little dout:t ot it ) 
it wholly overthrows this Common, 

We have proved in the foregoing part of this cur Declaration, that this 
comm:1N1cn hath no ground to warrant it, either by the commor-Law, or 
by the Parliament of 5 H.4. Welſhall now proceed to prove that it is a- 
gainlt the Statute of x Ed.z caps. 

And although we ſhall need to (ay little in this, becauſe molt ef the Ar - 
ments uſed againſt the former Declaration 1n this particular are already an 
lwered inour diſcourſe upon the Statute of Wincheſtr, 13 F.1. and in our 
proofs that it is not warranted by the commor-Law ; yct to give aclecr 12- 
nsfation to all indifferent judgements}, that this Coinmilſion is agaii ſt 
this Statute of 1 EF. 3. We ſhall firft ſer down the words of the Statute 
which arc theſe, That no man ſhall from henceforth be charged tr» Arm himſelf 
therwiſe then he Was wont in the time of the Kings Protenitiurs , and that 18 
man he comnelled to go ot of his Shire, but where neceſſity requircth of ſudin 
(0m1n0.4n of ſtrange enemi's into the Realm, and then it ſhall be dons a7 h. eh b " 
in times paſt for defence of the Realm. And we iy, that this Commultion 1s 
«24inlt both parts of this Statute. . 

For the firſt part : It is ordained that none ſhall be charged to Arm him- 
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KF otherwite then he was wont in the time of the Kings Progenitourg, 
Which words, As be Was Wor, cannot otherwiſe be intended, but to rclate 
to the Statute of 3r/inchrfer, 13 E.1. for before that time there was no way 
cithcr compullory or certain for hnding Arms. 

But it is o>jc&ed, That this of 1 E.3. cannot refer to that of 13 E.1 ; firſt, 
pecauſe it names it not, which another Act, 2 E.3. cap-6. doth the yecr after, 
which referred unto it. 

Secondly, inthe Statute of 1 E. 3. the words, As he was wont in the ting 
of th: Kinos Progenitonrs, cannot intend ſo late a Statute as that of 13 Fx. 
but intends that none be charged otherwiſe then ſecundum leoem 0 conſure 
tndinem Reoni, which ( faith the Penner of the Anſwer ) 18 according to the 
common-Law, and ſo he makes the Statute of 1 E .3. but an athrmation cf 
the common-Law. 

To the firlt O5jcRion we lay , That there 1s no neceſſity that one Statute 
referring to anether , ſhould mention the Statute to which 1t retc rs, When 
it alters nothing in the Statute to which 1t refers , but it was fit that the 
Statute of 2 F. 3. cap.6. ſhould mention 1t, becauſe it eplargeth it, and gives 
Jultices of Peace power to enquire, and puniſh the breaches of it, but this of 
JP? altcrs nothing init, 

Secondly, for the other Ovjcftion from the words , As be was wont, we 
fay this r&ers to the aflize mentioned in the Statute of 13 E. 1, which be- 
fore that Statute was the anc icnt allize, but till that Statute not compulſory, 
ſo that that Statute makes the allize legal and compullory, which betore was 
oily voluntary and fo uſcd,and for the we :ds,45 he Warwont c&c.the meaning 
isno more then this : he ſhall not be compelled to Arm himſclt above the, 
aſſize anciently uſed, which aſlize 1s ctabliſhed by the Statute of winchefter. 

As this Commiſſion 1s againſt the ficſt part of that At of 1 F.3. loit is a- 
gainſt the ſecond, as alſo againſt the Stat, of 4 H.4. c.13.which confirms it.

e, And azrecal le with that Declaration is the opinion of Sir Edward Cok:, 
upon the Statute ds Confirmation? Chartarum betore cited, folio 528, All 
which authoritics arc more to ve rcgarded then the bare conj:Rure of the 
Pern'r of the Anſwer, who citeth no authority at all ro warrant his con. 
tr2r1' OPINION, 

In our formcr Declaration we affirmed , that this Commiſhon was 4. 

oxinſt the Putition of Right from the grounds thereia ict torth , which the 
Penner of thc Anſwer denics and athrms, that rhe Petition of Right reſtrain 
rot the K ino from i1po ng C1; vg 8 pon his Srbjetts for defence of the K ing. 
am, hut rrſtrains ſuch 4 DAr FCS 67 ly Afſ AYE for the Kings own profit and at. 
vantane; And this he endeavours to make good from two grounds ; 1 That 
all « barges imPoſe dby the K Ins, for drfence of the K ing1lom, are out of the word; 
of the Petition : 2 That they are ror within the watent of tt, 
' 1. Te prove that they arc out of the words, he faith, that che Starmte ex- 
tends ecly to [th tax's, or charg's, as are veelded and mais as upon loar, vitt, 
benevolence, exe, Which ( faith he) muſt be intended to ſome perſon, and tha: 
can be none but the King. 6 

Secondly, That theſe charges for defence are out of the intent, he labours 
to prove upon theſe grounds ; Firlt, he faith, that rhe charges impo'ed upon 
the Sub;cf, which occaſioned this Pititiongwere loans, benevolentes, Cc, which 
were fer the Kings nc, and not thoſe that were for defence of the Kingdom.

Butthe Penxer of the Anſ\ver,to make good his Conſtruion of the Peti= 
tioa of Right, puts two inſtances : That if 54 expoſition held not trac, 
r9:8 the Kings commanding a City to repair their Walls, or a levell to amend 
thir Sea-banks, wid bs e0-inft the Petition of Right tov, Wherein we ſhall 
agree with him 3; That £*.c inſtances put are againſt the Petition of Right, 
85 well as the Commillion of Array is, For 2s we have faid before, that 
pore are compellable to finde Arms, but ſuch as are thereunto bound by Te- 
ure, or by Contract ; fo we now ſay, That in the cafes put, none are bound 
torepair City Walks or Sea-bwnke, tut ſuch as therewito are bound by Te. 
pare, preſcription, or contrat ; Neither are thoſe ( that arc fo cound to re- 
pair tach Walls or Banks ) compcllable to do them by vertue of any Writs

Secondly, as te the charges impoſed on the Su=j:ty which occaſioned 
this Petition, we fay they were ſuch as were laid upon the Suvy &s for the 
d fence of the Kinodom ; And that appears ty the verds of the Petition, by 
which it is plain that the charges complained of were of two naturcs z 
Hirſt , The Commiſſion for the lan, that iflucd the yeer vefore ; Sec ondly, 
The cn #78 imroſed by Lovd Licwtin.ints, ana Deputy Licutenants: Fortie 
firſt, it is wdl known, that the grounds of demanding that loan were ( as 
appears oy th: Commitlien it elf) 2 Car. The Crown Was engag'd ina 
Wrre by adviſe of bot; Houſes of Parliament , worreby the King, His Sub. 
etls, and Allies Were 11 danger, the parts bryond Sea, Where we wont our 
Cloatle , and from Which Wo have ot proviſion for Sippine, wore endargered,; 
th: arcat prep rations of enemies at S$-a ani Land, did th-::ton the Kinodom 
daily ; The Kings hononr and the ſnh/iſtance of him au4 his people, and true 
Relivion , were all tn danger to ſuffer irrecoverably Without a ſpredy ſupply 
tle, Which rould not ſtay the dlay of culling a Parl;ament. The people are 
aſſured wn th: Royal word of 2 Kung, Thee all ths n; 'on9 ſhould be b-ſtowd 
upon the Publike ſervices , whe 7041 all the Subjects have their common Inte 
reſt : There is onely Money deſired to te ſent, not for the Kings advantage, 
Lut to be employed for Publike defence in time of danger ; and this was 
onc of the occaſions of the Petition of Right, and this declared in the Petis 
tion of Right to beagainſt Law. 

And for the other Charges occaſioning that Petitioning by Lord Lievte. 
nants, and Deputy Lievecnants, the allegation of the Perrer of the Anſivey 
ſeems ſtrange to us ; that any charges impoſed by them wpon the Subjrtts ſhould 
b' for the Kings H/e &r private advantages When thoſe Commſtons have 
been ever pretended to ifſue for ſafety and defence of the Kingdom ; And 
thereaſon uſed by him to enforce it , ſcems more ſtrange then the Allega- 
vio11 it felt: That therefore they were ſuch as Were ro the Kings uſe , breauſe 
th:y wrre ſuch as the Kino vwwobr tobave bors ; Wherem it is confeſſed that 
thc Charges laid upon the Subjet for Coar and Condut?- Money, Muſt rr 
maſte's waves, &c. ought to have becn corn by the King ; And we know 
not bat Ly the fame reſon all other Charges that are for the defence of 
the Kingdom ought to be born by the Kins; And (if fo ) from that Ar- 
gument of his it will follow, that all Charges impoſed for defence are to 
the Kinos ule ; becauſe they are to be torn by the King, and therefore againſt 
the Petition of Right. 

As to theold Statutes mentioned in the Petition of Right, it is ſaid in the 

Aulvver, that rl onely exrendio reftrain ſuch Charges. as Were for the Kirgs 
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To which we ſay ; we fiud not that any King of this Realme did-cv&r 
pretend any power oft impoſing Charges upon his SubjeRts tor his owne 
private gain; and fo ſuch charges as were never impoſed, could not pol- 
{idly be the occaſions of thoſe Lawes, neither necded there any Law to take 
1Way a power, which was never challenged ar pretended to; Bur the truth 
is, melt of thoſe illegall taxes, and charges which have heretofore been 
impoſed by the King upon his people, have becn ever pretended for pub- 
lick defence, which occaſioncd thoſe ſeverall Lawes mentioned in the Pe 
tition of Right, which refers to all Statutes formerly made to that purpoſe. 

The tarlt Statute we ſhall mention which is included within the Per:ti- 
on of Right by the words tkere (other good lawwes and Starxtes ) is that of 
25. E4. 1, The King there grants, that he will nor draw ayd-r and taxes in- 
ro tnſtome for any thing that hath been done heretofore , be it in roll or any 6- 
ther preſident that can be fornd. And further gratis , that for no buſineſe 
from thenteforth he ſhowld take ſuch manner of aydes , taxes or prizes, but b 
common conſent of the Realme, and for the common profit thereof , (ſaving the 
ancient prizes due and accuſtomed. By which it appears that no ayde or 
taxe can be taken without conſent in Parliament, although itbe tor the 
profit of the Realme. 

The cauſes of making this Statute appear to be, That the Subzxts had 
been much charged with aydes and other taxes for detence of the Realm, 
which they defired might not turne to their bondage, and turther deſired 
the King to ſeale Articles, which they ſay, arc for the common good, and 
for redreſſe of their grievances, which the King refuſing, divers great 
Lords left the Court, and the nceple were generally diſcogtented;where- 
of the King takes notice, and thereupon 12 Augxſts the King, (as appears 
by the Parliament Roll of 25. EX. 1. 42. 7. } taking notice of their diſ- 
contentments, declares, that wwithout the aforeſayd Taxes hee couldnot 
have defended the Riaime, Tet hee «s ſorry for it , and prayerh them that this 
may be Hu excuſe, as having done theſe things neither ro buy Lands, Caſtles, 
er ToWacs , but to defend bimelfe and the ewhole Realm + e Ana that if Hee 
returard from. | launders vwh:ther He wwas then goins , He would let all 
men bnove , that be vyould amend all , for the henour of t3od, and the con- 
tent of h:s People : And that be had done much already , andif be died bus 
hor SET amends. : 


And in O&obcr following this Statute was made , which being compa- 
red with the aforeſayd Declaration, (hews pliinely that the grievance 4- 
21inſt which this Law was made, was thoſe Taxes formerly taken by the 
Kinggor defence of the Kingdom : And now tac King will for no butt» 
neſſe take ay Taxe, Ayd, &c.

The next Statute which Wee ſhall mention, is that De Talagio 
nn concegendo cired in the Petition of Right, The words whereof are, 
No Tallage or Ayd frall be fer or levyed by Vs, or our Heirs , in our 
K inodome , Without the good Will and aſſent of the Archbiſhags , Biſtope, 
Farles, Barones, Knizhtr, Burgeſſes , and other Freehold:rs of the 
K inzdeme. This Statute prohivits all charges upon the people, al- 
though for defence, the words being, No Tallage or Ayde ſhall 
bee layrd by V's, it ſayeth not, for 5, bur by V's, which extends to 
all charges lard by the King whatſoever they be. 

The next *ratute is that of 14. Edward 3. cap. 1. The Subj: 
having then granted to the King a great Subſidie for his buſineſſe}, 
as welt on this fide as beyond the Seas , they fearcd this might 
bee brought into example, Whereupon the K1NG grants ir fat 
wot, Nor that they bee from henceforth gricved to make any ayde or 
elnrge , if ir bee not by common conſent in Parliament. 

This At is general, and extends to all charges to whatſocver purpoſe 
impoſed. 

Another Sratute which Wee ſh1ll obſerve, is that of 1. R. 3. Cap. 
2. Which recites, [hat the Commons by an wnlavfull invention had 
beene pnr 10 great Charges , «and eſpecially by a new Impoſirton , called 
a Benevol nce, and fets downe the miſchiefes following it; and 
then Enafts, That rhe Subjr(ts bre no Way charged by any ſuch charge, 
Exattion , or Imp2o/ition , Called a Benevolence . or by any ſuch like 
tharze: The words are generall, and include all charges , as well 
ſuch as are for defence ot the Realme, as ſuch as arc for the King, 
the Statute ſpeaking not of charges ro the K1NG, but of Ex- 
altioas, Charges, and Benevolences, which men pay againſt their 
wills. | 

Havinz now not onely freed the Petition of Right from thoſe oh- 
icRions bur ( in doing that ) cleared the meaning bath of 'the ſame 
Petition, and of the old Statutes therein recited, that they were 
mode to free the Subjedts from all taxes and charges, although 
tor defence of the Kingdome, becauſe we deftre ro give full farts- 
tation to all men in ſo weighty a matter as this, being of no lefle 
conſequence then whether there be any Afewm and Tunm berween 
the King and his Subzets; We ſhall further cleare this our ſence 
of the Petition of Right, that it did intend to take away all charges 
of what nature ſocver to be impoſed upon the Subjects by the King, al- 
though for defence of the Kingdom in time of danger, by authorities be- 
yond all exception. ; 

Firſt 
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Firſt by the opinioh of the Lords and Commons, at thetime of the fra- 
ming the Petition of Right. 

Secondly the opinion of the King, the Lords and Commons, after the 
Petition paſled. 

For the firlt, There was a ſaving offered to be added to the Petition, 

beforc the patling of it, in theſe words (je humbly preſent this Pe. 
tition to your Majeftie , not only With a Care of preſerving our o\vn libey- 
rats, but with A duc regard [0 leave entire the SOUCYALLH power , Where. 
with your Alajeſtic 1 truſted , for the protettion, ſafety , and happwme (ſe of 
your people.) 
This ſaving was conſidered of by the Commons, and after a full 
debate , reſolved that it ought robe rezeted, and attcr ſeverall con- 
terrences had with the Lords abour it, they agreed with them : The 
xaſon of which rezeion was, for that if it had bcene added, it 
would have made the Petition deſtruftive of it felte, by admitting 
that the King by his Soveraigne power, wherewith the Law had 
intruſted him, tor the protection, ſafety , and happineſle of his peo- 
ple, might impoſe any Ayde, Tax, Tallage, or charge upon his peo- 
ple, although by his ordinary you he could not do it. And this 
had leſt the SubzeARs in worſe cale then it faund them. 

For the ſecond , ro wit the judgement of the King , the Lords and 
Commons , after the Petition patied , There was a Commiltton que- 
-ſtioned in Parliament, called the Commiſſion of £xci/e, dared atter 
the ſummons to that parhament ; It was dircctcd to the 33. Lords and 
Privie Comnſellours, and they commanded to raiſe monies, by Impoſi= 
tions or  otherWiſe , as thry in their Wiſdames ſhould find convenient; and the 
cauſes why monics were to be raiſed, are exprefted, The ſafety of the 
Kino, Kingdome, and peeple, the Kings Friends and Alyes , Which Without 
hazard of all can admit no delay, an1 the neceſſity ſo mevitable, that forme 
and circumſtance muſt rather be i penced With then [nbſtance bt; The 
Commiſſioners mat be diligent in the ſervice, as they render His Atayes 
ſlics Honoxr , the [afcty of the Kingdome and People, Tn that parlia- 
ment of 3. Car. this Commillion was reſolved by the Lords and Com- 
mons to be againſt Law , and contrary to the Petition of Right, and 
upon the Lords defirc to His Majeſty the fame was cancelled in his Ma- 
jcſtics preſence by His Command, and was brought cancelled ro the 
Houſe of Lords, by the then Lord keeper, and by them afterwards 
icat tothe. Commons, 
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Ry all that hath binſayd , Ir —=_ that to- defend the Kingdeme in 
time of imminent danger, is no ſutticient cauſe to lay any Taxe,or Charge 

on the Subjects, witheut their content in Parliament.

ruled, An Att for deelaring unl.:Wfull and yoyd the late proceedings Concer - 
wins Shipmoney, and for the vacaring of ail Revords "#8 COMCCr ning 
the ſame.

ſervice , Proceſſe Went our of the Exthequry againſt John Hampden £{ 
gitire , to appear and ſheW cauſe Why he ſhould nor be charged With a ſnmme 
#f money aſſeſſed upon him for that cauſe , he demur'd, the caſe wvas adjoxr- 
ned into the Exchequer Chamber , and the major part of the [mages agreed 
that Maſter Hampden ſfhonld be Charged : the mayn ground being (2818 re- 
eytedin the AR), Thar When the good and ſaferie of the K ingdome ' in ge= 
nerall is concerned , and the Whole Kingdom in danger , the King mhbe 
b» Writ under the Great Seale of England , command all the Subjeits of 
this bus Kingdom, at their charge, to provide and furniſh ſuch number of Ships, 
with mew , Villualls, and Mnnition , and for ſwch time as the K ing ſhould 
thinks fir , for defence of the Kingdom from ſuch danger, and that by Lav 
the King might compel! the doing thereof, in Caſe of refuſalb or refrafterineſſe x. 
and that the King War ſole Fudge of the danger, and When and how the 
ſame Was to be prevented, A. vording to Which grounds and reaſons, all the 
Judges of England had been adviſed With by bu Majefties command , Who 
aid [ubſcribe an Extrajudiciall opinion to that purpoſe , vohich opinion With 
their names that ſub/crived it, Were inrolled in ſeverall (onrts at Weſtmin- 
iter, and judgement given againſt Aſafter Hampden accordingly. Burt, 
the Charge, Writs, Opinion of Judges and Judgement , are all Enacted 
20 be againlt the laws and Statutes of this Realm, the Right of Property, 
ahe Liberty of the SubjeRt, former Reſolutions in. Parliament, and the 
Petition of Right. 

And that in reaſon differs little from this of charging men with arms, on- 
iy this-ſeems-ſtronger againſt the charge, then that of Ship-money. There 
nv money was to come to the Kings purſe, bot only Ships, Men, Munttion, 
and Vital to be provided, and = that is declared robe again{trhe pe- 
tition of Right, though now men be made beleeve, that this charge with 
arms 45 not againſt that Pecition, beczufe the arms axe their owne goods 
thacare charged, and no valuable thing comes to the Kings purſe by thera, 
bur tis for detence onely,. And further by that Writ, the Sheriffe was to 
charge men (ecundun ſtatum & facultates , as in this caſe the Commillio- 
Aacrs arc tocharge men with armes, There tac Refuſers to be impriſo- 
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ned, ſo here; the benefit of the ſervice there, was for' the defener of the 
Kingdom, and fo allo here; and yet declared (as we have. fayd) to be a- 
gainft the Laws of the Land, the Right of Property, the Liberry of the 
vubjcAh, former Reſolutions in Parliament, and the Petition of Righr. 

And to make good that charge of Shipmoncy, moRt of the arguments 
were uſcd, that arc now urged in the Anſwer to make good this Com- 
mithon, bur they all tayled. 

Upon that which hath been ſayd in this, and our former Declaration, 
we doubt not bur all indifterent men will be ſatisfied , that this Commi- 
tion of Array is tull of danger and inconvenience ts the SubjeRts of £e- 
land, and againſt the tundamentall laws of the Land, both for property of 
200ds and liberty of perſon. 

[. For property. 1. It compells men to lay out their eſtates for buying: 
ot Arms, as many, and as often as the Commiſſioners pleaſe , ſo their ec- 
Kates are ſubzeQ to the pleaſure of the Commillioners. 2. It inflicts a pe- 
nalty of forteiture of the Arms, when men ſhew not their own, and this 
done without any proceſle of Law or judiciall proceedings, for which 
there's no colour of Law, nor one word in the Anſwer to juitific it, other 
then the bare Commilhion it ſelte. 

[ I. For liberty of perſon. 1. This Commillion compells the SabjeRs 
of what degree or quality ſoever, to be arrayed, muſtered, put into com-

againſt 1. &. 3. 4. H., 4. And the Declaration of the Law inthe preamble 
of the Statute for preſſing of Souldiers for Ireland, made this preſent 
Parliament. 2. In that it they obey not the Commiſſioners preceprs, it 
zives them power to impriſon their perſons, and that without any legall 
Tryall, which is againſt the Statute of Magna Charta, and the Statute of

wayes been, that all ic ſhould be tried by the known law, and having been 
refulerl it) With railing a2 Armie 2g1inſt Hiz Parliament ; An4 ty be told 
that Arms have been taken up againſt Hin, for the defenze of Religion, 
laws, liberties, Priviledges of Parliament, and for the fitting of the Parliamene

If it 
ſhall be rezeRed, or by infifting upon unreaſonable Circumſtances bee made 
impoſſible (which he hopes God in His mercy to this Nation will not ſuffer ) 
the guilt of che Blood which will be ſhed, and the defolation which ruſt fol- 
low, will lie upon the heads of the Refulecs. However His Majeſtic is reſolved, 
through what Accidents foever he ſhall be compelled to recover his Rights, and 
with what proſperous fucceſſe ſoever it ſhall pleaſe God to bleſſe Him,that by 
His earneſt conſtant Endeavours to propagate and promote the true Proteſtant 
Religion, and by his governing according to the knowne Laws of the Land, 
and upholding the jutt Priviledges of Parliament, according to His frequent 
Proteltations made before Almighty God, which He will alwayes inviolably 
obferve, the world ſhall ſce that He hath undergone all theſe difficulties and 
hazards for the Defence and maintenance of thoſe ; The zealous preſervatiou 
of which, His Majeſtie well knowes is the onely foundation and meanes for the 
true Happineſſeof Him and His people.

jr before Almighty God, that they do forthwith wholly and ablolutely with-

Hereas it hath been thought fir by both Houſes of Parliament te 
appoint great Fleets this yeer to be prepared for leryice , with all 


poſſible expedition for the guarding-the Narrow Seas, preſcr- 
vation'of Trade, and for the neceſſary defence of this Kingdome, and other his 
Majeſties Dominions, which at this time is of more neceſſity then ever,conſide- 
ring not only the home-bred diſtraRions of this Kingdom, and of Ireland ; Bur 
the great preparations which'are marching already in Forreigne parts , in aid 
ind incouragement of the Papilts.and il-affeed party amongſt our iclyes,now 
upin Arms again|t the Parliament : And whereas the ſaid Fleets now in pre» 
paration to be ſer forth, cannor timely enough be expedited unleſſe the ſame be 
furniſhed with fit , and ſufficient men for that ſervice. Be it therefore drdained 
by the Lords and Commons in this preſent Parliament afſembled , that he 
Commirrees of the Admiralty a ppointed by both Houſes or any three of 
them ſhall, and may, at avy time or times» berween the firſt of February 1642), 
to the laſt of December next comming, by themſelves, their Commiſſioner, or 


Commiſſioners, or their Officer, or Officers, or any of them, ſhall raiſe, leavy» 
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and imprefſ+ ſuch, and ſv many Mariners , Sailers, Watermen, Clucurgions, 
Ganners, Cuukers,Ship-carpenters,and Whoymen as alſo Carmen tur the ſaid

And be it ordained, that no perſon having two Manſions or 
places to reſort to, being. or calling himſelfe houſhold-ſervant, or — 
ſervant to the Kings Majeſty. or other Lerd or Lady, Maſter or Miſtreſſe, 
excuſed from the Taxes of the ſaid payments, in any place or places where he 
may be {ctor taxed, and if any perſon that ought to be ſet and Taxed tothe 
laid payment by his crime or craft, or any words or ſayings, or otherwiſe, hap» 
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1 to eſcape from the ſaid payments, to be not ſet and taxed accordine to the 
erue meaning of this Ordinance, and that proved by prefentment, examinati- 
on, information, or otherwiſe, before the ſaid Committees, or any two cf them, 
then every ſuch perſon ſhall be charged upon the knowledge and proofe there- 
of,and at the treble value of ſo much as he ſhould, might, or ought to have 
been ſer or taxed at by vertue of this Ordinance, and the fame to be leavied, 
oexthered, and paid of his Goods, and Chattels, Lands and Tenemenrs. to- 
wards the faid payment, in ſuch manner as is herein limited for others which 
refuſe to pay.

Provided 
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Provided, that whereas the rates by "s Ordinance fer upon the City of 
London, the City of Weſtminſter, and the Suburbs thereof, farre exceed the pro- 
porticn of Other Counties, the ſat ſhall not hereafter be drawn into example 
or conſequence to their prejudice, but ſhall be undecſtood as a marke of thei 
bounty and faithfull ſervice to the Common- wealth, 

Provided alfo, that where any Citizen or Citizens of Londsy, are foutd to be 
ſerled in the Country withia thirty miles of the ſaid City, being men of eſtate, 
and not aſſeſſed in the City, ſuch perſons ſhall be aſſeſſed by ſoine Citizens of 
London appointed by the Lord Major, and the ſummes fo affeſſed upen him or 
them, to be levied upon them and their eftates, where ever the ſame ſhall bee 
found, according to this Ordinance. 

Provided likewiſe, that ao Citizen or Citizens remaining Inhabitants with- 
ig the City of London or Suburbs ſhall be aſſeſſed for any Houſes, Lands, or 
otherthings in the countrey, unleſſe the ſame exceed the value of fifty pounds 
Fer axmuns, or that they have not been aſſeſſed in the City. 

Laſtly, be it ordained, that where no Commirtces are named in this Ordi- 
nance for any County, City, or place, there ſuch other Commirtees as ſhall bee 
appointed by both the ſaid Houſes of Parliament, or any two of ſuch Commir- 
tees ſhall and may pur this preſene Ordinance in execution within any fuch 
County or place reſpe&ively, in ſuch manner and furme to all intents and pur- 
poſes as any the Committees named in this Ordinance may, according to the 
purport and true meaning thereof.
